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UULSTRODE (SIR RICHARD) was an author, a soldier, and 
perhaps one of the best-known diplomatists of his time. After serving 
in the army from 1643 to 1667, he was, in 1673, appointed agent at 
the court of Brussels, receiving the honour of knighthood on his return 
to England in 1675. A few months later he went back to Brussels in 
the capacity of Resident, and after the accession of James II. received 
the title of Envoy. He remained at Brussels until the Revolution, 
when he followed James to St. Germains, where he died in 171 1 at the 
age of loi. The following papers were communications made to him 
from this country in the form of news-letters giving, almost daily, the 
most minute details of everything going on at court and in the country. 
They may be looked upon as more or less a companion to and a con- 
tinuation of Pepys' Diary. 

Dated October 13 th,

• Sir Wil]i«m Coventry, 1626-1686, was the youngest son of Thomas, Lord Coventry, al 
ooe dme Lord Keeper. After being educated al Oxford, and aTicr treveUiue abiood, he becami; 
lecteluy to the Duke of York, and wns elected M.P. for Yannoulh. In 1&5 he was knighted 
and iwom k privy councillor, uid in 1667 was constituted a commtssioner of the Treasury ; 
but in l66g, being forbidden the Court on account of challenging the Uuke of Buckingham, he 
retired into the couatry, and could never be persuaded to accept any official emplofmenl. 
Bumel says he was the best speaker in the House of Cominoos.

* Sir Orlando Bridgeman, circa 1606-1674, eldest son of Dr. John Bridgeman, Bishop of 
Chester, became successively Chief Baron of the Exchequer, Chief Justice of Common Pleas, and 
Lord Keeper, a post in which he had succeeded the Earl of Clarendon the August preceding the 
date of the letter. 

t George Monck, Duke of Albemarle, 1608-1670, the celebrated military commander, one 
of the chief instruments in the restoration of Charles II., who in 1660 created him Duke of 
Albemarle, and appointed him captain-general of all the land forces. 

X John Robartes, ist Earl of Radnor, 1606-1685, a politician and military commander, 
colonel of a regiment of foot in the Parliamentary army in 1642, Lord Deputy of Ireland in 
1662, Lord Keeper of the Privy Seal from 166 1 to 1673, speaker of the House of Lords in 1663, 
Lord-lieutenant of Ireland in 1669, and Lord President of the Council in 1679. Clarendon 
sajTS ' he was a sullen, morose man, intolerably proud, and had some humours as inconvenient 
as small vices, which made him hard to live with.' 

§ Pierre de Bellegarde, called the Marquis de Montbrun, natural son of the Duke de Belle- 
gaxde by Michelle Aubin, legitimated in 1628. He married the daughter of the intendant of 
Nicole, Duchess of Lorraine, by whom he had one daughter, Gabrielle Th^r^, bom in 1638. 
He had also a natural son, Charles Henri de Bellegarde, legitimated and ennobled in 1652, 
whom he had educated with great care, but who died on the return of the defeated French 
troops from Crete. 

II Sir John Harman, the well-known naval commander, captain of the Royal Charles^ 
carrying the Duke of York's flag in the battle of June 3rd, 1665, a few days after which he was 
knight^ and promoted to be rear-admiral. Early in 1667 he was sent out to the West Indies 
as admiral and commander-in-chief. In 1673 he was made vice-admiral of the red, and 
took a dbtinguished part in the engagement with De Ruyter, when, beins weak and ill, he it 
said to have had a chair up on the quarterdeck, and to have sat unmoved amicbt the storm of shot. 
He was then made admiral of the blue, but died shortly afterwards, in October, 1673. His 
portrait, by Sir Peter Lely, is in the Painted Hall at Greenwich. 

IF John, 1st Earl of Middleton, 1619-1673, a successful Scottish soldier of fortune and 
'a devoted adherent of Charles I., commander of cavalry at the little of Worcester, where he 
was taken prisoner and was sent to the Tower. Cromwell wished to have him tried for his life, 
but he escaped in his wife's clothes and joined the King at Paris. At the Restoration he was 
created an earl, and was appointed Governor of Edinburgh Castle and Lord Hieh Commissioner 
to the Scottish Parliament. He was made Governor of Tangier, where he died from the effects 
of a &11 which he met with while in a state of intoxication,

Queen in l66z, and in 1664 commissianet for executing the office of Lord High Admiral. 

t Richard Boyle, isl Earl of BuiUngton, 1611-16(17, a celebrated statesman and minisler of 
Charles II., having been a lealons snpportet of the royal cause, and one of the chief promoters 
of the Restoiatton. In 1660 he was constituted Lord High Treasurer of Ireland, In March, 
1667, he was appointed Loid Lieutenant of the Wesl Reding of Voikstiire, a post he resigned in 
October of thai year, hut was reinstated in it in 1679. 

I Ge<]^e Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, 1628-1687, a statesman and poet. In 1651 he 
accompanied Prince Charles to Scotland, and was present at the baiile of Worcester, after which 
he escaped to Holland. At the Restoration he was made a K.G., and was afterwards a member 
of the * Cabal ' administration. He was Lord- Lieutenant of Ihe West Riding of Yorkshire from 
■667 to 1674, was twice sent as ambassador to Paris, and was joint ambassador to Utrecht. 
In 1673 he was made Lieutenant -General of the Forces, and in 1677 a Lord of the Admiralty. 

|[ Arthur Anaesley, Ejjl of Anglesey, 1614-1686, President of the Coundl in 1660, created 
Earl of Anglesey in 1661 ; Treasurer of ihe Navy, 1668. 

^ Sir \^'illiam Morris, 1602-1676, Secrelaiy of Stale and theologian. He was related by 
marriage lo General Monk, whom he followed to London from Devonshire in 1659, and by 
wbom hit forlunes were pushed. He was knighted by Charles on landing, was sworn a privy 
councillor, and was confirmed in hii post of Secretary of State, which he resigned in 166S, and 
spent the rest of hii days in retirement in the country in collecting a line library and in studying 
hteralure, particutarlv theological. 

** John, Lord Mordaunt, 1627-167;, younger son of Ihe 1st Earl of Peterborough. 
Having incurred some personal risk in promoting Ihe Restoration, was created Baron Mordaunt, 
made a K.G. and Constable of Windsor Castle. In this latter capacity he is said lohave behaved 
»ery arbitrarily lo William Tayleur and bis family in forcibly ejecting them from the apartments

and went as ambassador to Utrecht for the peace negotiations. Impeached by Parliament, he 
succeeded in defending himself, and was acquitted ; but he lost the lung's favour, and resignc»d 
his post. In 1685 he was made Lord Chamberlain. 

T Johan Meerman, 1624- 1675. He first studied at Leyden under Boshorn, was Burgomaster 
of Leyden in 1656, and was sent to London with Boreel in 1667, where he concluded the triple 
alliance between England, Holland, and Sweden. He was again sent to England in 1672. 

X Edward Seymour, afterwards 4th Baronet, 1633- 1708, at one time Speaker of the House of 
Commons, and afterwards Treasurer of the Navy. Burnet describes him as ' the ablest man of 
his party, and the first Speaker of the House of Commons that was not bred to the law.' 

§ Edward Hyde, ist Earl of Clarendon, 1608- 1674, the great statesman and historian. In 
1640 he entered Parliament as member for Wotton Basset, in 1643 became Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and was knighted. In 1657 he was Lord High Chancellor, of which post he had 
been deprived in August, 1667, and the year afterwards he was impeached for high treason, 
and compelled to quit the kingdom. His History of the Rebellion was first published in 1702. 

II Thomas Wentworth, ist Earl of Strafford, 1 593-1641, the great minister of Charles L, 
made Lord Deputy for Ireland in 1633, where his despotic conduct led to the rebellion of 1641. 
In 1639 he was created an earl, but, on taking his seat in the house of Lords in 1640, was 
immediately impeached of high treason, committed to the Tower, and beheaded on Tower Hill 
in May, 1641. 

IF Sir John Vaughan, 1603- 1674, a learned lawyer of Welsh birth, and a bitter opponent of 
Clarendon, with whom, however, he had in early life been on terms of the greatest fhend^ip. 
He was appointed Chief Justice of Common Pleas in 1668, and was knighted. He lies boned in

Created a Knight of the Garter in 1654. He married June 15th, 1668, Dorothea, daughlei of 
Philip, Duke o( HoUtein-Gliicksberi;, and widow of Christian Louis, Duke of Bninswick-Zell. 
She died in i68g. 

3 Johan Boieel, 1621-1673, netnbei of a Dutch family of diplomatists, sent in 1667 an 
ombasaidoT to London, a post he retained until 1672. 

(I John, 7lh Earl and 1st Duke of Rolhes, one of the most distinguished statesmen of his 
time, held in great esteem by Charles 11., who in 166} appointed him Hieh Treaiurer of 
Scotland and Keeper of the Privy Seal. In 1667 he wai coiuutated Lord High Chancellor af 
Scotland, and in 1680 was created a duke.

* John Chichester, of Raleigh, son of Sir Robert Chichester, Knt, was created a baronet in 
1641, and died 1667. 

t Sir Joseph Jordan, 1603-1685, who, after serving in the Parliamentary cause und^ Penn, 
Lawson, and Blake, was in 1664, when the second Dutch war was imminent, readmitted into the 
King's service, and was specially sent by the Duke of York to take command of the Roytd Oak, 
when, according to Pepys, he ' did brave things in her.' In 1667 he had command of a squadron 
of small vessels at Harwich ; in 1672 was appointed vice-admiral of the blue, and led the van 
of the fleet into action at Solebav, where he was wounded. He did not go to sea again. 

t Theobald Taafe, ist Earl of Carlingford, circa 1600-1677, an ardent rcmlist, whose 
estate was sequestered by Cromwell, and who in consequence obtained a grant of 800/. a year, 
which was increased to 4000/. on his being raised to the peerage in 1680.

The first head of the accusation being read, the question is 
that being whether the Ea. of Clarendon should be impeached of treason or not, the 
debate was adjourned till ten to-morrow morning. 

' In the L''* house greate difficulty hath arisen upon further enquiry whether lords 
that are under age can even by the King's writt be called to sitt there. The case is 
my L' Muigravet and my L* Rochester,! the latter of which is allready in the house 
by such a writt, and it's doubted that, upon the Judges' opinions that a minor cannot 
be a Judge in a Court of Judicature, they will be refused place and suffrage there. 

'In compassion to the poor captives remayneing among the Turkes, his Ma'' was 
pleased to order a colection over all England for theire release.'

' Satt: glh,—\i seemes the King of France presented S' Geo. Hamilton, at his 
first appearance, with \ooa pistols, to repaire the losses of his horses and equipage. 

* Thit King of Sweden has beene ill, and not without suspition of some foule play. 
Queen Christianas being soe neere, and some od letiers droping in from Hamburge, 
ScQ., foretelling his death, even the very day he fell sicke, haveing encreased the 
jealousy. But now he recovers. 

'The Prince of Tuscany is on his way towards Holland. Hechath sent hitherto feele 
his Ma'^ in what sort hee shall be treated if he came, to which noe answer is made. 

' His Royall High" is much better, haveing had a sweate of ncre 12 houres, which 
hath well nigh taken olT his (Tea v or. 

'Monday, iiW.— Satturday night, S' Geo. Hamilton returned from France, 
exireamely satisfied with that King's treatm' of him. 

'This day the house reassumed the consideration of the rest of the heads 
ag' the Ea. of Clarendon, which were all read and debated to y° 16 head, vii'. 
Thai he had betrayed his Ma''"" subjects in theire forreigne treatyes, &c., during the 
laic warr, these words (that hee had discovered his Maj'''* secrett councells to his 
enemiesj being added by a resolve of the house, and the house decideing upon the 
question whether he should thereupon [be] impeached of treason, and it was carryed 
in the affirmative. 

' Tuesday, i;M.— This morning the house of Comons sent up theire impeachment 
of the Ea. of Clarendon to the Lords (and to avoyde disputes that might arise ir 
points of ceremony if the Speaker had gone up w"' the house, as it was resolved, 
they sent it up by M' Edw" Seymour, a member of theirs, who at the Barr of ihe L** 
house did impeach, in the name of the house of Comons, the s'^ £a., of treason 
and olher crymes and high misdemeanours, and desired their Lordships 10 order hee 
might be taken into custody, and that in 2 or 3 dayes the house would come and make 
good all the particulers of this accusation, upon which the Lords made answer they 
would imediately consider of it, and reiume an answer by a messenger of their owne.

of Buckingham, 1647-1721, Genlleman of the Bedchnnibei to Charles 11. and James II., Lord 
Lieutenant of the East Riding of Yorkshire, Lord Piesident of the Council from 171 1 10 '7l4i 
and one of the Lords Justices of Great Britain in 1714. 

t Laaience Hyde, Earl of Rochester, 1644-1711, second son of Lord Clarendon, sod a well- 
known Etalesman, Master of the Robes to Chaites II. from 1662 to 1G75. He wai sent on 
virioni embassies; to Poland in 1676, Nim^^eo 1677, and to the Hague in 1678. He became 
Lord President of the Council in 16S4, when he was also made Loid Lieutenant of Ireland. 
From 168510 16S7 be filled Ihe post of Lord High Tieuoieiof EngUnd,Bnd ftom 1700101703 
was again Lord-Lieuteiuull of Ireland. 
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-* Wed,^ 13/ii — This day report was made to the House by the Com"* for setleing a 
trade betweene England and Scotland, when the same was debated, but the house 
finding of it a matter of difficulty and great weight, resolved that Wednesdays and 
Frydayes mornings, till 10 o'clocke, should be sett apart for the house to resolve into a 
Grand Comittee to consider thereof. 

' The Gierke of the Woodmongers' Company haveing for contempt beene formally 
comitted to a serg^-at-armes, upon his submission was ordered to be discharged, paying 
his ffees. 

* Report being made of the new matter charged upon Com* Pett in the Geri"^ 
narrative, it was ordered that it should be recomitted to the same comittee to heare 
the witnesses and to expedite the report of the whole matter. 

' Thursday^ 14/A. — The L*^, after much debate, resolved this aftemoone to send 
two masters of Chancery to demand a conference from the Comons, in the painted 
chamber, upon the comit"'^ of the £a. of Clarendon. 

' His Royall Highnesse rested very well last night, and in few daves will leave his 
bedd, all fever being (thanks be to God) over, now he is said not to have above 12 or 
14 remarkeable pox. 

' An impeachment is this day ordered to be drawne up against Com* Pett upon 
the whole matter now before the house. 

* Fryday^ 1 5M.— This aftemoone at 3, after diner, the Dutch Ambass** had their 
audience of their Ma^^rw in the Banaueting house in the usuall manner, where 
appeared more then ordinary glory of L*^ and Ladyes, this happening to be the 
Queene's birthday, which will be celebrated with a consert of musicke by his 
Ma^y" Italian troope, in the Queene's appartm^, and with an excellent ffireworke, 
for which the preparacons are made in S^ James his parke. 

' The L<^ and Comons held their conference this day at 1 1 o'clocke, upon which 
the Comons adjourned their debate till to-morrow, when it's believed they will agree, 
and show spetiall matter of treason against the Ea. of Clarendon. 

* His Roy" H" continues very well, considering his condicon ; only now he begins 
to feed himself a little somewhat alters his rest at night. 

' By a vessell from Barbadoes, wee are told 10 or 12 dayes agoe arrived at ffoy, 
and our Barbadoes ffleet, being 52 in number, were left, on their way homeward, about 
500 leagues off. 

5. Dated November 22nd, 1667. 

* Satt.y 16M. — This day y* Comons reassumed y® debate of the L*» vote that the 
£. of Clarendon, being only accused of treason in eenerall, and noe particular 
specifyed, they could nott comitte him : it was resolved uiat a Comittee be appointed 
to draw up the reasons of the present proceedings of the house in that behalfe, and 
to be communicated to the L<^ that a conference might be had thereupon. 

'Yesterday, his Ma^ having considered againe the retrenchm** made in his 
expences by a Comittee of the Councell, found their remainder still much to exceed 
his receipts, therefore he has ordered the Comittee to goe to worke againe and dipp 
it yett much nearer. 

' It's believed the Comons will now adhere to their first vote of not particularizing 
the treason against the £. of Clarendon ontill he be comitted. 

^ Mond,y xZth. — Upon intercession made to his Ma^^ in favour of the Cap^ of the 
fireship lately condemned, he was pleased to reprieve him with hopes of pardon, and, 
considering the severe season of the yeare, it's believed the corporall punishments of 
the other criminals will be remitted. 

*" The Lord Jo. Berklejr's lady,"^ who was late Groome of the Stoole to the Dutchess, 
being dismissed that service, the Queene hath taken her into her service as a Lady of 
the Bed-chamber. 

' The house of Comons haveing by a Comitte drawne up the reasons why they 
could not particularize the treason against the E. of Clarendon, it was ordered that a 
conference should be desired of the Lords at which to argue and represent the 
reasons. 

* Christian, daughter of Sir Andrew Riccard, a wealthy London merchant, and wife of John, 
1st Baron Berkeley of Stratton. 




' In the house of Coihons, Mr, Ash burn ham' was informed ag' for takeing ^500 
of the French merchants whose goods were landed the last session at the desire of 
the two houses. 

' The house this day ordered thai the Comittee for Restraints uppon Juryes should 
be impowered to draw an impeachment at large against the L^ Cheife Justice, as 
well toT any other misdemeanours as his restraints upon juryes. 

' Tuesd., 19/A.— The conference betweene the L^ and Coitions ended in this thai 
the latter haveing offered their reasons for not concurring with the L", the L''' reported 
tbem to the house, and so adjourned till lo-inorrow; the principalis were : 6rst, 
impeachm" of treason In g'*" had been frequently heretofore made, and the partyes 
their upon comitled by the L'*". 3°*'', that at this day, in the ordinaiy coursi 
law, in inferior Courts, a committm' of a person for treason in g™" is a good 
CommitiS and a Habeas Corpus brought by the party shall not be allowed. 3""^, (he 
snecialt matter of treason being alleadged would cause the complices to endeavor 
ineir escape or hasten the execution of the treason intended. 4"''', the particular 
treason assigned would leave the Coiiions uncertaine and doubtfull how to make their 
charge to their Lo''"* satisfaction, and that from lime to time hereafter. 5"^, the 
CoiSons conceive if they should desire a native or stranger Com' to be secured for 
suspetion of treason, and under their examination 10 be evidenced in due time to 
their LoiT", they would doe it in justice for the safety of King and pieople, and in 
such a case there will be noe difference betweene a L^ and Comoner. 6*''''', the 
Parliam', comprehending King, L*, and Comons, are not limitted, like other inferior 
courts, cannot affect more power, being absolute over itselfc, nor be malitious to any 
parte of itselfe, and theirfore, for their preservation, may doe whatsoever is not 
repugnant to nalurall justice. 

' Thurs., 11)-/.— His Majesty had heretofore given all discoveryes of embezillmenis 
of prizes and priic goods to his Highnesse Prince Rupert, and he by Comissions out 
of the Admiralty had appointed certaine persons to prosecute these discoveryes, but 
considering the liiiie protiit that came to his hand, and the great vexation it would be 
to the poore seamen who have not been otherwise loo well rewarded for their services, 
his Ma^' hath been pleased, with the good likeing of his Highness, to recall that 
grant, and so supersede all proceedings upon it, and is giveing order for a pro- 
clamation to issue for indemnifying all seamen, &c., for any of those priies and pri*e 
goods. 

' The L''' Com" of the Treasurj', turning every slone to advance and improve 
the King's revenue, are reviewing that branch at it which consists in the pre-emption 

' Yesterday, the L^", after a long debate, at last resolved they would adhere to 
their former vote of not imprisoning the £. of Clarendon unlesse the charge came up 
particular, and ordered a conference this day with the Comons upon it. 

' The Coiiions were upon the French march'' business, examining what wine 
had been g^iven to any member of the house by that company for assisting the matter, 
and a pretended list of those members was produced. Upon which the house 
adjourned the matter to this day, when M' Jo. Ashburnham promised, by his brother, 
to be present to answer to what was charged on him, viz', the having received the

'/n'f/., 22ni/.— After the examination of severall persons that gave information in

* John AshbumhMn, 160J-167 1, eldest ion of Sii Juhn Ashliumham, was one of the Grooma 
of Ibe Bedchamber to Charles 1., of whom he wu a, devoted adherent; he was also M.P. for 
Smsen, both in the reign of Charles I. and 11. Pcpys calls him ' thi- great nun who is ■ 
pleasant man, and that hath lecn much oF ihe world and more of the Court.' The brother 
referred to later on was William Ashburnham, hii younger brother, and a major-general in the 
army, who at the Resloralion was appointed Cofferer to the King. He died in 1679. 
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' This day the L^ sent downe a Bill entituled ^an Act for the better triall of 
Peeres," to which is desired the concurrence of the Comons. 

' In order to the better providing of wood and timber for the re-edifying of the City 
of London, direction is given for felling quantityes in the Idngdome of Scotland, where 
it grows in abundance, and neare the nvers very convenient for portage that so we may 
not be altojg^ether at the mercy of our neighbours for that comoditv. 

' It's said wee shall have an ambassador ere long from Denmarke. Who it will be b 
not knowne, and we are provideing a resident to be sent thither as soone as their 
ambassador arrives here, and some discourse is of a minister to be sent to the Hague. 

6. Dated November 29th, 1667. 

' Saity zyrd, — The Spanish ambassador complaines of some men he heares are on 
their way towards France as Eure as Scarborrow Roade by sea (about 2 or 500 in all) 
as recruites to the Scotch Regiment in that King's service, forgetting the numbers that 
were suffered to passe into Flanders last summer, when we were farre from being under 
any kinde of obligation to assist the Spanyard who so much neglected us when we 
oflfered our amity to him. 

'The comittm^ of the Earle of Clarendon haveing passed in the negative, 26 
L^ and 3 B^ (after leave had) have recorded their protestations for the reasons 
following, i*^: — That they were satisfyed with the reasons the house of Comons 
alleadged for his comittm^ otherwise, how should any great officer of the Crowne 
be prevented from avoydeing his being brought to a tryall. 2^ : — That the presidents 
urged by the Comons are valid, and that that of the Duke of SufTolke^s case was not to 
the contrary, it being no jud^ent in Parliamn^ but rather an appeale to the Kin^ 
while the Parliament was sittmg contrary to the custome of the house. 3**^: — That 
the power and influence of y« said Earle while he is at liberty would hinder the witnesses 
from declaring all they know, which might endanger the safety of the King and King- 
dome. 4^^ : — The house of Comons have an inherent right to impeach any peere or 
other subject without assigneing the perticular treason, and it cannot be suspected 
that a house of so much honour would accuse a person of so great eminence without 
very good cause. 

* Mond,^ 25M.— S' W°» Temple,* his Ma"^» resident at BrusseUs, haveing desired 
for his owne perticular occasions that presse him to come over for some time, his 
Ma^ has granted it, though it be a busy time in that part of the world. 

' Here hath been an Agent for some time in towne from the Elector Palatine to 
adjust matters between him and Prince Rupert in relation to the estate of the late 
Queen their mother, but they are not alike to agree, tho^ his Ma^ interposed all he 
could decently. 

' This day was a conference of both houses, where the L^ declared they could not 
comitt the Earle of Clarendon. 

* Tuesday ^dth, — By letters from Barbadoes we finde the Lord Willowbyt intends 
ere longe to retume thither ; in the meantime he is disposing all things to the best 
advantage of his master's service, and hath sent Major Scot to acquaint his Ma^ in 
the particular state of all things jthere. 

'This day the house of Comons ordered y^ the Woodmongers patent should be 
delivered up to the Comittee at their next sitting, & that a bill be brought in for the 
transportation of tanned leather. The house being informed of a certaine person 
that could discover 5000^^ cheat, upon his Majesty's orders is given for the examina- 
tion of the matter. 

' Wed.y 27th, — A bill for preventing of roberyes and discovering of thieves was this 
day brought into the house with proposalls made to his Ma^ that a proclamation may 
issue for that purpose. 

* Sir William Temple, 1628-1699, eldest son of Sir John Temple, Master of the Rolls in 
Ireland, to which office Sir William succeeded, and was created a baronet in 1666. He went as 
ambassador to Holland in 1674, and was very instrumental in forwarding the marriage between 
the Prince of Orange and Princess Mary of England. 

t William, 6th Baron Willoughby of Parluun, in which title he had succeeded his brother, 
who was drowned at Barbadoes in i6€6. Lord Willoughby was governor of the Caribbee 
Islands, and died at Barbadoes in 1674. 
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' A petition of the justices of the peace and grand juryes of the county of Chester 
bein^ read complaineing of the great abuses in the Importing of Irish cattle, a 
Comiltee was appointed lo see if there were any defect in the Act itselfe, that it might 
be supplyed by an additional! bill, and the like for the Act of Navigation. 

'The last weeke dyed M' Wallop in the Tower, being one of those attainted for the 
horrid murder of bis lale Majesty. 

' Severail complaintes are come into the house of Coinons of the great crueltyes 
used upon our prisoners In ZeaJand, which the bouse are about 10 examme. 

'The watermen have petitioned that no lighter and bargemen may row or worke 
upon the river but such as are of their company, which is ordered to be heard a 
fortnight hence. 

'Frid., 19/A.— A bill for publicke ace*" with the amendm' was this day brought 
into the house, where, report being made of the conference yesterday, the house fell 
upon the debate, but referred the further consideration thereof till Monday, to which 
time both houses are adjourned. 

'In the meantime the house of Lords, upon report inade In their house of the 
conference, yesterday passed a vote that the House would adhere lo their former vote 
of not comitting without specjall matter, and ordered two judges to carry the message 
lo the Comons on Monday. 

'The farmers of the cuslomes of Ireland haveing demanded ^12,000 defalcation 
for the last yeare upon consideration oi the warr, the L''- Lieutenant of Ireland is 
directed to Informc the Councell here of the grounds and reasons upon which the 
fanners pretend particularly to that abatement. 

' M' Carkasse, lale a Clarke in the navy office, haveing been long in question for 
indirect practices in the payment of ticketts, is declared to have been found no way 
imlitt of trust in any service in which he may be employed hereafter. 

' S' William Sandes, employed to complem' his Majesty upon the late peace from 
the Prince Elector of Haydelburg and his sister, the Princess Sophia Honnover, is re- 
nmieing, haveing been presented in his Majesty's name with two ringes of good value.' 

7. Dated December zoth, 1667. 

'Salt., 14/A. — My Lord Cheife Justice, in consideration of his constant loyalty and 
icale to the King and his service, was freely pardoned by the Comons. 

' The house have resolved that the respective Sherrlffes of ihe severail countyes of 
England and Wales shall give notice to the members of every lowne and burrought, 
&Ct to attend the service of the house at the next meetting after this recesse, and 
that his Ma'r be moved by the members of the house who are of the Privy Councell 
that he would be graciously pleased l_o encourage the English manufactors. 

'This day the votes of the Comons for a proclamation against the Earle of 
Clarendon was carried lo ihe L''*' house for their ci 



' Mortd., \blh. — TTie Lords have sent to the Comons that they could n 
the vote of y" Coinons against the Earle of Clarendon, for these reasons— lirsl, ihey 
conceive a proclamation in the way proposed would be ineffectual, since it is not a 
subptena corrvUtionis, which cannot be till particulars In order to a Iryall be declared ; 
2'',that what the Coinons proposed was in order toa judiciall way of proceeding, but upon 
mature deliberation of the whole matter they thought rather to proceed in a legislative 
way by a bill of banishment which [hey had sent downe to them for iheir concurrence. 

'This day was a petition against the Lord Gerrard* delivered to both houses by 

* Cbules, [St Baxon Gerard, Viscount Brandon and EJkrt or Macclcslicld, a devoled royalist 
who had the general command in South Wales in [644, und ofleiwards attached bimseir lo 
Prince Rupert, with whom he probably left England, relurmng with the King in 16601 his 
estates, which had been forfeited by the Parliament, being restored to him. In 1665 he wm 
gnoled a pension of icoo/. a year lo retire from the post of Captain of Ihe Guard, but he did not 
actually do eo until 166S, when Pepys says he received 11,000/. for it. Hepys also »yi he used 
lo conceal the death of the troopers, that he might draw theli pay ; and one of his clerks, named 
Can, drew up a petition to tbe House of Lords charging him with peculation lo Ihe extent of 
looaf. a year, but this was treated by ibe House as a breach of privilege, was voted a * scandalous 
paper,' and ordered lo be burned by tbe common hangman. Carr was senfeoced 10 pay a fine 
of looo/., to stand in the pitlorv for three hoan on each of three difleient days, and to be 
■mpiiioDed ia the Fleet during the King's pleasure. In 1679 Lord Gerard was made Earl of 
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the appointment of Carr, whom the L<*" have ordered to be brought to the Barr of 
their nouse to make out these particulars he setts forth in his petition against y* Lord 
Gerrard. 

* The S' Boreel being ill, was not able to accompany his colleague Meerman to his 
audience of their Royall Highnesses ; the latter is observed to be very frequent about 
the officers of State. 

* Tuesd., 17th, — The petition of W" Carr against the L* Gerrard being read ; the 
question being putt whether it should be comitted, it passed in the negative. 

* M' Comptroller delivering a duplicate of the countyes which have not paid their 
poll money, copyes thereof are ordered to be given to the members of the several! 
countyes to cause the moneyes duly to be returned. 

' The Cordwainers, Leathersellers, &c., petitioned the Lords against the exportation 
of tanned leather. 

' This aftemoone the bill for banishing, &c, y* Earle of Clarendon was comitted by 
the Comons. 

* This day M' Sec'y Morrice acquainted the house that his Majesty, takeing notice 
t)f some bills which required a speedy dispatch, was pleased to continue their Sessions 
till Thursday next. 

* Thurs,^ 19M.— The Knights of the Shires which have not paid their money to the 
indig^ officers doe examine the arreares, and in whose hands, and to cause it to be paid 
before the next meeting of the Parliament, and in default thereof to be taken mto 
custody by a Sergeant-at-Armes ; to take the accounts of S' John Bennet, M' Cooper, 
and Maj' Bayly, &c. 

* The articles ag* Pett were read, and the Lieuten* of the Tower hath leave to 
acquaint the Councell that upon reading his petition they are content he should be 
out upon good bayle if they see fitt 

'This aftemoone was called an extraord^ Councell, where, according to custome, 
were brought and read at the Board by the Clarke of the L<^ house the bills 
intended to be passed, of which 5 are publicke, viz^ : i"^, for takeing acco^ of the 
expences of the late warr. 2"^*^, for appointing Com" to settle a trade betweene 
England and Scotland. 3"^, for makeing prize shipps taken during the warr to be as 
English-built ships. 4^ to make all orders ana warrants for money lent to his 
. Ma^' Exchequer assignable by the partyes to whome such money is due. 5*^*^, the 
bill for perpetual banishment, &c., of the Earle of Clarendon. 

' The bills will be passed to-morrow by Commission, which is allready und' the 
Seale, to my L^ Keeper, the Dukes of Buckes and Albemarle, the L^ Privy Seale, and 
the two L*^ Chamberlaines, or anv two of them. 

' The Earl of Northumberland'^ has been very ill, but is somewhat better, and now 
seemes to give hopes of life. 

'The Duke of Monmouth t is fallen ill of a feaver, but is a little better, God be 
thanked. 

'The French King hath given the E. of Clarendon leave to retire to Rouen in 
Normandy, where he is gone accordingly. 

* This evening the Parliam* have a(^oumed y"*selves till the 6*** of Feb: 

*Frid.y loih, — The D. of Monmouth is somewhat better. His Ma^ is intending 

Macclesfield ; in 1684 he lost a case in the Exchequer Chamber, and a warrant was issued for 
his apprehension, but he fled to the Continent, and did not return to Eneland until 1688. He 
died in 1694, having witnessed three great events in history — the beheading of Charlet L, the 
Restoration of Charles IL, and the Revolution of 1688. 

* Algernon Percy, loth Earl of Northumberland, 1 602- 1668, eldest surviving son of the 
9th Earl, whom he succeeded in 1632. He took an active part during the Civil Wars, bat 
afterwards promoted the Restoration.

Church, Oxford, his father wm converted to Catholicism, and transferred him to Ehiuay, and after- 
wards to St. Omer. However, during a viiil to England he became acquainted wilh the Bishop 
of Durham, who penuaded him to return to Piolestanlism, and by [he advice of Laud again 
entered Chriil Church. After various preferments he was made Prebendary of Woiceatcr, Cuion 
of Windsor, Dean of Hereford, and, at the Restoration, Bishop of that place.

After the revocation 
of the Edict ofNantes he lived in England and died at Greenwich. 

t Alphonso VI., King of Portugal, 1643- 1683, & dissipated monarch who had been obliged 
to resign his crown three months before the date of the letter, in £eivour of his brother, Don 
Pedro, who was proclaimed regent.

X John Maitland, 2nd Earl and 1st Duke of Lauderdale, 1616-1682, a well-known Scotch 
statesman and a man of great abilities and extensive learning. He went to Holland and 
offered his services to Charles II., took part in the expedition to England, was t^en prisoner at 
the battle of Worcester, and was not released until the Restoration, when he became the King's 
first favourite. He was Secretary of State for Scotland, President of the Council, and filled 
many other high offices. In 1672 he was created Duke of Lauderdale and made a K.G. 

f John, 2nd Earl and ist Marquis of Tweeddale, 1626-1697, eldest son of the 1st Earl, 
whom he succeeded in 1654. He was a Commissioner of the Treasury, and one of the Extra- 
ordinary Lords of Sessions. In 1694 he was constituted Lord Chancellor of Scotland, and was 
raised to the peerage. His eldest son married Lady Anne Maitland, only child of the Duke of 
Lauderdale. 

li Charles Seton, 2nd Earl of Dumfermline, succeeded his father in 1622. He took an active 
part in the events before the King's execution, after which he went abroad to wait upon 
Charles II. ; at the Restoration was made a Privy Councillor, a Lord of Session in 1669, and 
Keeper of the Privv Seal in 167 1. Died 1673. 

IT Alexander C5unningham, loth Earl of Glencaira, succeeded his father in 1664, t^^ died 
in 167a 

** Sir Robert Murray, or Moray, a Scotch diplomatist in whom Charles II. had great 
confidence, and by whom in conjunction with the King and Lauderdale the government of 
Scotland was mainly carried on from 1663 to 1670. He took an active share in the formation 
of the Royal Society, and presided continuously over its meetings for the first year. Huygens 
called him its 'soul.' He died in 1673. 

ft John Granville, Earl of Bath, 1627-1701, a faithful adherent of Charles II., whom be 
attended in most of his wanderines, and by whom he was created an earl at the Restoration. In 
1661 he was nuuie Governor of Plymouth, and in 1689 Lord- Lieutenant of Devon and Cornwall.

Bedchamber to Charles II., envoy extraordinary to the French Court in 1669, created Earl of 
Middlesex in 1675, and tqcceeded his £E^ther as 6th Earl of Dorset in 1677.

' The Island of Bombaine being by his Ma^^ putt hence forward into the hands of 
the Ea. Indy Company, a charter is drawn up for constituting that island a corporation. 

' Comittee apomted by his Ma^J^ to consider of the ways for preventing of mischiefs 
of duellings, &c, and it is particularly recommended to them to consider some rules 
and methods to be hereafter observed for giveing reparation to gentlemen that receive 
affronts and injuries w^ is preparatorely to a certaine bill, ready to be brought into the 
parliament for that purpose.' 

15. Dated February 14th, i66|-. 

' Monday. — The Commons had allready this morning, uppon a motion made bv 
Chance : resolved that the discourse of a bill of comprehension, as it is called, intended, 
it seemes, for the makeing the fforme of Church Government a little more compre- 
hensive and wider, was factious, and not to be brought to the house w^ut the 
particular leave of the house, & that his Ma^J^ should be prayed by the house to order 
that the Act of Uniformity should be putt in execution and all other lawes for Church 
discipline. 

* Letters from Spaine tell us that for certeine Don Juan will come for Fland", and 
will bring with him 5000 Spaniards. 

* Tuesd.^ 1 iM.~Letters from Lisbon of the J^ of January tell us that my L"^ Sandwich 
had received letters of revocation from his Ambassy of Spaine, & therefore as soone 
as the great work is over he intends for England with all speed. 

* S** Tho. Harvey, one of the Com" of the Navy, hath surrendered his place into 
his Ma^ hands. 

* This day a comittee was appointed to consider what seamen, souldiers & horses 
were transported into f&ance, and the clerkes of the passage of Dover & Rye were 
comanded to send in on acc^ accordinglie. they were allsoe to bring in a Bill for the 
more firee exportation of horses, come, and victuaUs. 

* ^r^—Report being made of the Bill for the indemnifyeing the Shierofici of 
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L-ondon «^ amendments was agreed to and ordered to be ingrossed. Then the 
house fell on the debate of S' Ja Winter's business, where it was resolved that he was 
the sole desiruclion oftymber in the forest of Deane, and that the proposalls made by 
the inhabitants and free holders there were more advantageous 10 his Ma'', and that 
noe more tyinber should be felled, but such as was proper for it should be squared for 
the use of his Ma"*^ fleeie, that the L^' Com™ of the Treasury should be desired to 
issue out a comission for the enquiring after the wast of tymber there, and that that 
rcmaines of 1 1,335 tons of tymber and that stock of wood and coules should be seized 
for his Ma"*^ satisfaction.

2. The plundering of the Ea, Indy ships and in the meantime suffering the Dutch fleet 
to pass by them. 3. The ill choice of officers in y° fleet. 4. The not fltling out a 
sufficient fleet of y* last year. ;. The separation of those that were sell out. 6. The 
wants of ammunition in our forts. 7. Suffering seamen to goe on board marcbant ships 
so as there wanted force to man out our men-of-warre. 

'This afternoone the bouse reassumed the debate of the miscarriages of the warre, 
and after a long debate it was resolved thai the not timely recalling the orders for 
devideing the Heet after they had notice of the Dutch coming out was a miscarriage. 

* Monday. — The fines of the members that did not apear at the calling over the 
house, whose excuses were allowed were ordered to be remitted, and no further cause 
being found to pass any further vole upon the latter part of the flrst paper, the second 
was read and debated, and it was resolved that the not fortifying Sheemess was a 
miscarriage, and that the further debate should be referred till to-morrow morning, 
and that the matter of the King's speech should be taken into consideration on Friday 
next. 

'Some passages in the late treaties concerning the interest of England as to the 
late leagues with Holland haveing been found a little too harsh upon the French, care 
is laken that reparation may be given them, especially if the piece comes out in 
French, as they say it will. 

' His Ma" is sending a minister to the Princes of Germany, and with him the 
Order of the Garter to the Prince Elector of Saxony.* 

* J^UL Geofge IL, Elecior of Saxony, 1630-16S0, locceeded hii fubei as Electot in iG;6. 
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' Tuesday, — A petition was this day referred to the house against several persons 
that had committed a riot in rescueing some Irish cattle, and the offenders were 
ordered to be taken into custody by a sergeant-at-armes. 

* A bill was likewise brought in for the frequent holding of parlements, but it was 
ordered to be withdrawne, and that noe bill of y^ nature should be tendred without 
leave of y* house, & order obtained after ten in the morning. 

* Thursday, — This day the house reassumed the debate of the miscarriages of the 
third paper, where, after some debate, it was resolved that the not pursueing the first 
summer's victory was one of the greatest miscarriages of this warre. 

' Then Cap^ Elliot was called to y* barre, who gave in evidence as followes : that 
when S' Jo.

* The French men-of-war under La Roche have committea some violence in the 
West, which, after severall depositions taken, are complayned of heere to Mons' de 
Ruvigni, and in France by S' Jo. Trevor, and satisfaction demanded. 

' This day the house resolved into a grand Committee and reassumed the debate 
of the King's supply, where severall propositions were made in order to it, but none 
haveing bin agreed unto they referred the further consideration of it till Wednesday. 

' Tuesd.y 25M. — This morning arrived the ratifications of those treatyes with

S' Tbo. Allen, whoe. It seemes, haih taken From La Roche the persons he had taken 
on shoare att Torbay, as allsoe that S' Maria of Ostend, the vessell in question; what 
other passages has been between them we know not, S' Tho. haveing written nothing 
in itt. It's true he had instructions to Rnd him out and to lay by him if he were att 
anchor, and not to suffer him to remove till he had restitution and reparation. 

' /Vya^— Before anything will be further done against the Prince of Monaco, his 
Ma'' will inform the ffrench King of his violence, in whose protection that Prince in 
some sense is since his treaty of 1640, in order to w'' orders are sent to S' Jo. Trevor. 
Last night came an express from S' Tho. Allen, giving an account of what had passed

' S'' Thomas Allen will continue to cruise in those seas to vindicate his Ma'''* 
honor, to secure our trade and the peace of the narrow seas. 

' Order is given (or ratifying the iaie treaty between Spain and Ponugall, to be 
forthwith sent over to Portugall. 

' This day a Comittee was appointed to consider what forreigne comodiiyes were 
fitted to receive an additional duty, and 10 estimate what the same may raise in a 
yearc's time, and to inspect the Custom's house bookes for that purpose. 

* Mond: tnd. — \i% beleived the Baron dc Isola will not now goe for Flanders, con- 
sidering the Marq* has allready accepted the alternative. What paii of it he will take 
is not openly knowne, but most believe it will be one of the equivalents as lesse incon- 
venient for the rest that shall remaine under the Spanish Dominion. 

' This morning were interchanged with Mons' de Ruvigny the Acts of Cessation 
for the countryes in America; wee and French are to restore one another by venue of 
the late iteaiy at Breda. 

' Of S' John Harman and his fleet from Barbados is yelt noe newes, nor of the rich 
Smyrna ships which wee are told passed by Maltha the J 1"' of January, and therefore 
are daily expected here.

'The Comittee of Miscarriages of the house of Comons did this aftemoone fall 
upon the information or accusation of Sir Jeremy Smith* brought in by S' Robert 
Holmes, whose paper, not being signed, the Comittee after debate thought not fitt 
to read it. 

« Thurs,y 5M.— This day M' Treas", M' Comptroller, & S' John Duncombe,t 
attended his Ma^* from the house of Comons with the vote of yesterday concerning

' The Charter or Grant of the island of Bombane to the East Indy Company is 
under M' Attorney G^^ hand to passe the seales forthwith, haveing been allowed at 
the Councell Bowl this day, and they are to hold it by the King by the yearely 
tribute or payment of one tun of saltpeter payable at the Custome house in London. 
Onlv one clause is added, that the Company or their Assignees shall not have power 
to allienate or sell the island save to his Ma^*^ subjects. 

' This aftemoone the house of L*^, my Lord Keeper speaking for them, did addresse 
themselves to his Ma^^ with the petition of the house remonstrateing the great wrong 
the Peers of England suffer by the nobility of Scotland and Ireland who are natives 
and inhabitants m England, who, takeing those honors, pretend to ranke and place 
in England as if they were English nobility.' 

19. Dated March 13th, i66|. 

' Saturday, yth. — This daie M' Seamour reports that the Comittee had debated 
severall proposalls as to the manner of raiseing his Ma^^" supply, but as yet were 
come to noe resolucons, and humbly moved that on Munday the house should adjoume 
into Grand Comittee to take the manner of his Ma^^" supply into their consideration, 
w^ was accordingly agreed upon, and that in order thereunto the Comittee should sitt 
this aftemoone. 

* Sir Jeremiah Smith, was appointed commander in the navy in 1664; the next vearhe 
was sent in the Sauereign as commander-chief of a squadron to the Straits, and in ito6 was 
promoted to be admiral of the blue, and had a conspicuous share in the great victory over the 
Dutch in that year. In 1668 he was promoted to oe vice-admiral of the Channel Fleet under 
Sir Thomas Allen, but quitted active service in 1669, when he was appointed a Commissioner of 
the Navy. The time and place of his death are not known. 

t Sir John Duncombe was an able Parliament man, of whom Burnet says that 'he was a 
judicious man but very haughty and apt to raise enemies.' The May before the date of the letter 
he had been removed from the Ordnance to be one of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, 
and on this subject Marvel had something to say : —

' Mund", 9/A— His Ma'^ is sending away the ratificacons of the peace betweenc 
Spaine and Portugall forthwith, and by the same occasions direccons for the bringing 
away those English farces that are there. 

'This daie the Comons have in Grand Comiiiee debated the way of raising the new 
aid, and voted that the house should bee desired it may not bee laid on y* Custom-house. 

' My Lo* G^ finding himself not very well is gonne to his country house for 
some dales. 

' Tuesd", \olh.—ln pursuance of their voaie of yesterday the house fell upon the 
further consideracon of the way of raising his Maj'*'" supply, where the question bein^ 
put whether the house were free to propose a way for raising money upon wines, it 
was resolved in y' affirmative. 

' This aftemoone is buried S'' Tho. Adams,* a revered and worthy' Alderman of the

"■Tkursdy, 12/1*.— The French lett" are this daie arrived, and speake of great 
preparacons in France for carrying on of the warr. That the French King was much 
offended at the authors of ihe report of a peace. 

'The French having made some scrouple upon the Marq* Castleroderigo's power 
to treat and to chose the alternative soe as to delay as to give anie peremptorie 
answere to the medeators tilt that were cleared, the States immediateiie ordered 
their Ambassador at Paris to declare that they would warrant and make good all that 
the Marques should doe, soe as if the Queene of Spaine should refuse to avow the 
Marquess in it they would force her to it ; and it's said y' King of England has given 
the like order to S' John Treav^ and yet mos-t people believe the peace will hardiie 
bee made. 

'The French King has told the Queene Mother of Eng* his hopes much, and 
should randlvouze on the 1 s"* April in order to the taking the feild, so as the mediator 
gives the peace for desperate, only 'tis said they resolved to press him positivelie at 
the next audience, and soe take their measures of staying or returning home. 

' The Lo'* Willouby will scarce have libertie graunien him of returning to England 
till matters bee better settled in the West Indies, which is now under consider" of his 
Majestie and his Ministers. 

'The house of Coinons have this daie ordered a bill to bee forthwith brought in for 
continuing the same lawes that are already made against conventicles and non- 
conformists, and at the same tyme have agreed to the vote about the hundred thousand 
pounds to bee laid on wines, &c, 

'The charges against S' Jeremiah Smith for not doeing his dutie in the last 
engagement was this daie heard at the Comittee with much deliheracon, and it is 
resolved to report the whole to the house to have their direccons in it, the Comittee 
inclyning to compose and allay the heat of the charge.'

'This day a debate was in the house of Commons uppon y« petition of the 
adventturers of Ireland, and itt's referred to another tyme. 

* Sir W°» Temple is to goe from his Maj**», as Plenipotentianr, to Aix la Chapellc, 
if that treaty goes on and power is issueing to them for that end. 

« This day the Ea. of Shrewsbury [died] in Arundell house, where he had layne all 
this tyme. 

' Tuesd,—T\it King of Sweden expects some subsidyes or pension from hence, if 
he enters as principall into our treaty for the defence of Fland", w«*» he sees but 
little likelyhood to gett, considering the difficulty w**> w«*» the Pari* furnishes moneyes 
for their owne preparations this summer.

' The 2 houses of Pari* have this day adjourned till Thursday next 7 night. 

* The license intended for the free importation of materialls for building is not now 
to be declared by a proclamation, but onely by an order of the Board which shall be 
sent to any L^ Mayo', and the customers to be publickly notifyed by them.

^ Satturday, 2ix/.— The house of Commons haveing made soe good a conclusion at 

* Henry Clerke, 1619-1687, mmdeM.D. in 1652, and a Fellow of the College of Physicians 
in 1669. In 1672 he was elected President of Ma^alen College, Oxford, to which he was a great 
benefactor. His portrait is in the President's lodgings. 

t Thomas Wulis, 162 1- 1675, a learned man but not with the happiest manners; in x66o 
appointed Sedleian Professor of Natural Philosophy, in 1667 elected an Honoraiy Fellow of the 
College of Physicians. He had a large and lucrative practice, and is said to have made a brger 
annufd income than any of his predecesf ors. He at one time attended the household of tne 
Duke of York, but his pkun-speaking on one occasion gave such offence that he was never called 
in a^ain. He was buned in Westminster Abbey, where there is a monument to his memory 
bearing a long inscription in Latin.

appeale, and the Lords declared it was the opinion of the board that soe much had 
been adjudged to his Highnesse, and this judgement ought to be executed. 

'The 2 Commission" of Ireland were then present al the board 10 give an 
account of the reasons of thcire proceedings in that mailer, whoe are not now by 
order of the board lo repaire into Ireland, but are left themselves lo desire leave of 
the house on Thursday to returns thither to perfect the Comission.

' The officers of the Navy haveing bin more than usually pressed by his Maj'*' and 
R" Highnesse to hasten out the Heete by all waies imaginable, did Tuesday last 
promise al the Councell the fleele would be all oute by the ai'' April!, For the 
interim the great shipp " the Charles " is rigging with all speed at Depiford. 

'The D. D* Beauforlt on his side uses all diligence to victuall and manne out his 
at Brest. Severall are ready in the Road, and some at sea, which makes the Spaynisfa 
Amb* fear for Don Juan's passage ; but ihe Sp. Amb' hath men sett in all that 
partes to bring the first newes of his arrivall. 

'His Majesty is much dissatisfyed at the remissness of the Magistrates of y* City 
for suffering the apprentices lo proceed soe farre in iheire holy-day revells, as they 
have done these three daies, and has order-ed the Lord Mayor and Aldermen to 
allend him to-morrow uppon ill, and soe he has the neighbouring justices of Middlesex

' The Spanish Amb'' sayes conlidenily the difficulty is removed at Aix, and that 
the peace certainely signed the ne« day after the difficulty raised, so as wee may 
exp^t the assurance of it by the next orders. In the mean-lyme the Marqs. has 
received allready ihe Queen of Spaine's ratifycaiions of this very treaty that is but 
no* concludeing, so as the ralifycations will be exchanged, say they, in a very few 
dayes after the treaty signed. 

' Frid., ij/. — Some loose reports were spread abroad of designes framed for 
fireing the remaineing part of ihe Cilly, and of intentions to make some insurrections 
in the towne about May-day, but without any appearance of foundation. However, 
his Ma"''" great care of the Citly, was pleased to direct my L'' Mayor and Aldermen 
to enquire into the grounds of that repon, and, if any reason were found, to take all 
imaginable care to prevent the consequences ; if not, to find out the authores of it 
and to punish them according to law. Upon which the Court of Aldermen have 
strictly prohibited, as they sa^, all 'prentices to goe abroad this day. 

' A great cause has been m the house of Lords, between the East Indy Company 
and one M' Skinner, in which the Lords judged against the Company for M' Skinner ; 
the Company upon that addressed themseKes I0 the house of Comons for rehefe, and 
ordered M' Skinner to be banished, which the Lords have ordered to be taken into 
consideration to-morrow morning. 

* Her Ma"" has been these late dayes somewhat indisposed, and mostly kept 
her bed, and wee hope it may have been upon some good occasion.' 

27. Dated May 8th, 1668. 

' Satturday, inrf.— Itt's appointed my L* Sandwich shall passe by Tangier in his 
retume home, and there shall particularly informe himselfe of the slate of the place, 
the defects and wants of ilt, by what waies to remedy them, and how to contribute 
most to itta advancement in trade and commerce ; and thence to retume home in y* 
"Greenwich," which is to carry S' Robert Southwell to Lisbon. 

'M' Brunkard, being now at Rouen, sales (hat he withdrew himselfe uppon noe 
other reason than [hat he might have tyme to bring in his wimesses, whoe it seemes 
live in Ireland. 

' The Swedes at Bremen doe now declare iheire intention to favour y° mediation 
for peace, and to be engaged to his .Ma"' by a treaty, which ill's believed has 
beene these late months made alt London, w'^ y° Count de Dona and the Dutch 
ambassador. 

'The House of Commons this day sent a message to y' Lords to desire a con- 
ference with them lo-morrow about y^ matter of y° East Indy Company and M' 
Skinner, w**" was agreed to. 

' S' W"" Penne's answer to his impeachment was read and referred to y* former

* Tuesday, — Letters from y« Barbadoes of y* 9*** of March say that y« Lord 
Willoughby, for y* keepeinge his men in action, has sent uppon a designe ag^ y** 
natives on y* mayneland a choice party of his foote. 

* The house of Commons not haveing finished the bill for y* supply, and other 
matters depending in y* house, his Majestye has enlardged theire tyme of sitting for 
some daies, which itfs believed will hardly be beyond Satturday next 

*lVeiL — The bill for y« recovery of moneys chargded uppon y* offices yet in 
arreares due to his Majestye was read, and ordered to be read to-morrow mommg y*

' Thursday, — A writ is ordered to be issued for choosing a new member for y* 
towne of S^ Albans in y^ roome of Mr. Bennings, late burgesse of that place, deceased ; 
and a bill is ordered to be brought in for y^ erecting a new church ana making a new 
parish in y* buildings neare S^ James' distinct from S^ Martyn's. 

' Thursday y* articles against M' Brunkard were read, and uppon y^ debate referred 
to y^ Committee that had prepared them to be amended according to y* resolution 
taken uppon y^ debate. The question being putt whether his Majesty should be 
desired to adjoume this Parliament for soe long a tyme as y* publicke occasions of 
the kingdome would permit. Itt was carryed in y^ negative. 

' By letters overland from India we are advertised of the death of Sir Charles Lucas, 
his Majestye's Governor of Bombaine, and that M' Gory was Lieut-Govern' in 
y* place. 

^ Fryde^^ 8M. — The House have ordered that all persons in custody with y* 
Sergeant-at-Armes should have liberty uppon bayle till y* next meeting. 

'This day the articles against M' Brunkard, as they were amended by the Comittee 
appointed for that purpose, were reported to y* house, and twice read, which were to 
this effect : That, notwithstanding his Royall Highnesse's command, when about 1 1 
o'clock, after a short engagement with the Dutch, nis Royall Highnesse went to take 
some necessary repose, that they should make all y^ sayle they could to be upp with 
the enemy, soe as to attacque them on the morrow by break of day, which comands 
hee was idsoe left to see punctually observed, did contrary to his duty and allegiance 
treacherously and maliciously endeavor to persuade Captain Cox, master of y* ship, 
to slacken his sailes, and not prevayleing uppon him, by meanesses, and threats, and 
pretending orders from his Royall Highnesse's owne mouth, caused S' John Harman 
to lower and ftirle his sailes, and thereby furthering the escape of his enemyes, pre- 
vented his Royall Highnesse from compleating that victory and the utter ruin of the 
Dutch fleete, and thereby occasioned a great deale of ftirther bloodshed and great 
expense of the treasure of this kingdome, to which they desire he may be brought to 
aunsweare and to receive condigne punishment The members that manag^ the 
conference with y^ Lords in y* case of the East Indy Company are ordered to draw 
upp in writing y* reasons, arguments by them insisted on in justification of the vote of 
he house to the end that some may be in readiness to be entered into y* journal!.' 

28. Dated May 15th, 1668. 

' 5a//., 9/A. — ^Yesterday the L^ by a message acquainted the Comons how they 
had entertained a scandalous petition of the East Indy Company against the pro- 
ceedings of the Lords, contrary to the faire correspondence that ought to be between 
the two houses and the government of the kingdome, and seeing their Lordshipps 
could not admitt of any dispute of their jurisdiction they resolved it a breach of their 
priviledges, haveing acted nothine but what was justifyable by Parliament both ancient 
and modeme. To which the house of Comons by a message returned to their 
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Lordsliipps that they took notice of the desire they expressed to continue a good 
understanding between ihem, and in order thereunto oJTered that the sentence of the 
Lords in M' Skinner's case against the East [ndy Company might be forborne, and that 
S' Andrew Rii^card, S' Samuell Bamardiston, &.C., imprisoned upon thai account by 
their Lordshipps, might be sett at liberty. Yesterday they voted that the petition was 
not scandalous, nor their entertainment and proceedings thereof an encroachm' 
on the jurisdiction of the L^', nor contrary [o the good union that ought to be 
between the 2 houses, and this day voted thai whosoever should be aydeing or 
assisting to put the sentence of the L^rds in execution against the East Indy Company 
should be deemed a betrayer of the Comons of England and an infringer of the 
priviJedges of this House. 

' Mond,, iilh. — His Ma'" in his speech haveing declared thai the two houses 
should adjourne till y' 1 1"' of August, the Comons iroediately retired to tbeire owne 
house, and adjourned accordingly, but the house of Lords satt some hours longer, 
and so fare complycd wiih the Coiaons as to cause S' Andrew Riccard, Sir Sam. 
Bemardiston, and M' Gwine to be sent for, when 5' Andrew and M' Gwine, upon their 
submission, were discharged imediately, but S' Samuel refusing was by the Lords 
fined £yio, and remanded into custody. 

' Tuesday^ [2M.— The Duichesse of Monmouth* haveing by an accident of a fall 
dislocated her hip hath layen very ill of it these 3 dayes, and this day uppon further 
tryall the bone was found not to have been sett, and so her Grace was putt into new 
paines in the opperation. 

' So good order has been taken by the magistrates of London and Westminster 
these holyday that not the least disorder of any kind hath happened.

* The Scotch merchants trading for many yeares to Trevere in a Company are now 
by that nation endeavoring to be transplanted into Rotterdam, which they of Zealand 
oppose all they can by theire ambassador there, and his Majestye is interposeing to 
give them all sattisfaction in itt. 

' Don Anthonio de Cordova, a principall in person in fflanders, is arrived heere in 
his way to Spayne, and is to pass with S' Robert Southwell on y« ** Greenwich," who 
will depart y« next weeke. 

* Wednesday, 20th. — The Dutch ambassadors have made a complaint that S' 
Thomas Allen had been somewhat severe with them. Admiral sweeres at his 
puttinge by out of y« Streights a moneth agoe in obliginge him to doe some ceremonies 
as they pretend more than usuall.

'S' John Trevor, at his earnest instance, hath obtayned leave of his Majesty 10 
come over, having soe happily concluded the great worke, onely he will remaine 
some few daies or weekes to see effeciuall order given by that King for the withdrawing 
his forces from Burgundy and the Spanysh part of the Netherlands. 

' His Majestye has appointed a sufficient convoye to guard S' Thomas Warren 10 
Solhey or Sophia with his shipp's load of powder, which, by the late articles of peace 
with y" Emperor of Marocco, which he was bound to furnish to ihal prince ; and the 
same men-of-war are to cleare those seas from pirates, who begin to be busy 
thereabouts.

Marquisse De Elide and y« Comm' of Portugall, and even under y« Marquisse 
himselfe, which it's said he ought not to have admitted of, as derogatory to his 
Ma**", who gives place to noe king or prince whatever.

* The Lords of y« Councell uppon y* representations of y® Earl of Sandwich having 
signed the treaty in the third place, were all of opinion that thing was a great error, 
unlike that in the other. Two coppies that have remayned in Spaine and Portugall 
he hath preferred his Majestye's place and made the ministers of those crownes signe 
after him, soe as uppon y® whole his Majestye has deferred to signe the treaty till he 
be fully satisfied how y® matter went, and for that only uppon reason ; in y® mean 
tyme, a Comittee is appointed to looke over whatever has passed heretofore of 
this nature.

* Saturday y y>th, — Uppon a serious consideration of the sc[r]uple about y® ratifying 
y* treaty betweene Spaine and Portugall, it haveing appeared to y« Lords that very 
frequently in y® pacts of foreign treatyes remayneinge with his Ma"" in y® paper 
office, his Ma*'® was named after those other Princes, and his ambassadors signed 
in y® second place, yett that in the ratification of those very treatyes now inrolled 
in y® Roles, y® Prince did ever resume to himselfe y® first place, and writt his 
ambassadors' names first ; therefore it was resolved that his Ma**® may very well 
ratifie this instrument, only soe as that, in the ratification, his Majestie's name bee first 
named, and y® Earle of Sandwich before y® other Spanish and Portugall ministers.

Streightes, in the Indies, and in ordinary convoys.

'Yesterday his Royall Highnesse declared he had layd aside all thoughts of goeing 
to sea in person this summer, and yett it appeares that the shipps that will bee out will 
amount in all to 80, besides fireshipps and victuallers, of which seven are second rates 
and 19 third rates. 

* Tuesday, gth. — My Lord Keeper continues still ill of y« gout, but with less paynes 
than hitherto. 

* The Dutch are much allarmed at y« French troopes drawing soe neere Maestricht, 
in the territories of which towne they intend, they say, to force a contribution of a 
great sume of moneyes uppon theire drawing away, which hitherto y« country hath 
refused them.

^ Fry day, 12th, — The last night dyed y« Lord Viscount FitzHarding,t father to y« 

* Christoph Benuurd Mattheus von Galen, a German military prelate, 1604-1678, Prince- 
Bishop of Munster. As soon as he had finished his studies he travelled over various parts of 
Europe, and then entered, as colonel, the service of the Elector of Cologne, and went through 
several campaigns. On the peace of Nfunster he laid down his arms, obtained a canonry in 
that town, and in 1650 was elected prince-bishop. In 1664 he was chosen to be one of the 
generals directing the operations of the army of the Empire against the Turks ; in 1665 he allied 
himself with Charles IL against the Dutch, but Louis XIV. interposed and made peace between 
the parties. In 1672, however, he again took up arms against the States-General, and in 1675 
against Sweden. 

t Sir Bernard Gascoigne or Guasconi, 16 14- 1687, a military adventurer and diplomatist, of 
Florentine birth. After serving in Lombardy he came over to England, and took up arms in 
the cause of Charles I. He was taken prisoner when Colchester surrendered to Fairfax, and was 
condemned to be shot, but his life was spared at the last moment because the Council feared that 
if they shot a distinguished foreigner their friends or children who visited Italy * might pay dear 
for many generations.' In 1667 ne was made a Fellow of the Royal Society, in 1672 was sent as 
envoy to Vienna to conduct the negotiations for a marriage of the Duke of York with the 
daughter of the Archduke of Innsbruck, and when these were broken off he was ordered to 
return tc England at once. He died in London. 

t Sir Charles Berkeley, Viscount Fitzhardinge, 1600-1668, a loyal adherent of Charles I., by 
whom he was knighted in 1623; at the Restoration he was sworn of the Privy Council, and 
appointed first Comptroller and then Treasurer of the Household. His second son Charles, 
area 1636-1665, for his fidelity during the exile of Charles II. and other eminent services, had 
been created Viscount Fitzhardinge in the peerage of Ireland and Earl of Falmouth in that of 
England. He was killed in a naval engagement with the Dutch, and on his death his English 
peerage became extinct, while his &ther succeeded as Viscount Fitihardinge.

they seeme lo desire some good rule weare putt to itt, but this is a matter of much 
tenderness.

He was a membei of the 'Calnl' ministry, and in 1673 was made 
principal secretary of stale. Evelyn sayj the rumour went thai Lord Clilford committed

^ FryiLy 19/A. — After a long and serious debate before his Majestye this morning 
uppon y« difference betweene my L** Gerrard and S' Stephen Fox, when the L" 
one by one had given theire opinions, beginning as from y* youngest counsellor, his 
Ma^, according to the arbitration the partyes desired him to take in it, did award 
S' Stephen Fox to beare twoe-thirds of the losse and the L** Gerrard one-third. 

*By letters from y« L*^ Willoughby, whoe was neare the Leeward Islands, wee 
are tould, uppon receiving his Ma^"*^ commission and the French King's orders for 
that purpose, his Lordship is gone to S* Christopher's to demand restitution of that 
part of it, according to the treaty of Bredah.

* Sir Stephen Fox, 1 627-1 716, a well-known statesman, who at an early a^e was recom- 
mended to the notice of the E^l of Northumberland ; assisted in the escape of Pnnce Charles to 
Normandy, and in 1654 was entrusted with the management of his household af&irs. He was 
the first to bring Charles notice of the death of Cromwell, and to salute him as king. In 1661 
he was constituted paymaster-general, and he was knighted in 1665. In 1679 he became one of 
lords commissioners of the Treasury, and in 1684 was made sole commissioner of horse. Evelyn 
computed in 1680 that he was worth at least 200,000/., 'honestly got and unenvied, which is next 
to a miracle.' At the height of his prosperity he continued ' as humble and ready to do a courtesy 
as ever he was.' It was he who, in 1681, inspired the King with that idea of founding an 
asylum at Chelsea, the credit of which is generally ascribra to Nell Gwyn. At the age 
of^77, having no surviving son, he married again, and became the father of two sons and two 
daughters. 

t Sir Anthony Ashley Cooper, ist Baron Ashley, afterwards ist Earl of Shaftesbury, 162 1- 
168^, one of the most prominent statesmen of his oay, also a member of the ' Cabal ' adminis- 
tration. He was first a royalist, then a parliamentarian, and again a royalist, and contributed to 
the Restoration, soon after which he was made a Baron, and in 1672 he became Lord High 
Chancellory and was preated an earL To him this country owes the HabMS Corpus Act, 
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Ea: of Bercks,* Ea: Oxford, D. Richmond, Earie Manchester.t and Ea; Strafford.J 
S' Tho: Higgins, who carryes the order lo the Elector, is to be accompanied with 
M' S' George, one of the Heraulls-at-Armes in the steed of Garler.g whose place 
naturally is to be joyned in the Commissioii for presentinj; and investing the order 
upon the new knight.

* My L** Keeper intends to goe for some tyme into the country for confirmeing 
his health, and purposes to goe on Mundaie next. 

* Fry date. — By the last letter from Jamaica comes an advice from the Governor 
there to his Highnesse Prince Rupert, that an Englishman escaped from theire 

mprisonment in Porto Belo, haveing beene taken in Providence Island in '66. That 
being at Porto Belo a negro came to a certeine English woman prisoner there, whoe 
alsoe tould her in confidence that he was the Pnnce Maurice's negro. That his 
master had been long prisoner in Porto Rico after his escape from the hurricane, and 
thence was transported to Porto Bello, where he was now kept close prisoner in y* 
dungeon disguised. This, whatever is in it, is directed to be further inquired into by 
the Governor of Jamaica.

*This daie y' Barrone dc Isolas is gone in one of his Majestye's yachts for 

Flanders, where her husband is at present.' 

36. Dated July loth, 1668. 

* Satturday, 4/^. — Yesterday was a great debate at y* Councell whether y* shipps 
taken by the Scotch during y* warr, and now bought by Englishmen, are to trade as 
English prizes ; and the pointe being of greate consequence, was adjourned to 
another day. 

* It's said his Majestye designes to give y* Order of y« Garter to y« King of 
Sweden, but it is not yet publiquely declared who shall succeed M' Thynne in that 
Court. 

* The ffriggatts appointed to goe for Scilly are ordered to be made ready with all 
speed, and soe is M' Warren, whoe is ordered to make good his covenants with y* 
Emperor of Marocco for the confirmeing that peace, and y® releasin^^ severall of his 
company whoe are kept hostages there till his returne ; and with him are to goe y* 
ratifications of the late peace with that Emperor. 

*' Munday^ 6th. — Some differences haveing arisen uppon the coast of Guincy 
betweene y* ffactors of the English and Dutch West India Company, ours have made 
an address to y* King and Councell that the pointes may be fairely discussed on both 
sides, soe as an amiable composure may bee made ; which hath been referred to a 
comittee of the Board to consider off. 

* Upon the newes of Count de Dona's death, the Queene & Regents of Sweden 
have sent new credentials to M"" Lyonbergue, their Resident here, to perfect y* rest of 
what that ambassador had begune here. 

* Tuesday, 7///.— The gentleman sent before to prepare for Moii'*" Colbert's accom- 
modation here hath desired passes for that ambassador's goods, and saies he may 
bee here in 3 weekes, part of his goods being expected daily from Aix by the way of 
Holland.

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*It seemes y« King of Sweden hath already been chosen by the Order for a 
Companion of the Garter, at y« same meetinge that the Duke of Saxony was, and unto 
y* first of the 2 places ; it's sayd his Majestye intends to send an ambassador on 
purpose to that Court to invest him with y« Order, and in y* meanetime that to y* Duke 
of Saxony will be sent by an envoye. 

* Wednesday^ Zth. — The Committee of y« Board made this day theire reporte to his 
Majestye's Councell of y« Guiney Companye's complaints against y« said protest of y® 
Dutch agent of Cormantine, upon the coast of Guiney, concerning y« 2 companies' 
right to y* 2 places of Aga and Comenda ; and his Majestye ordered itt to bee 
recommended to y* States ambassador here to theire superiors in Holland by letter : 
That commissioners may be forthwith appointed to treate here for the deciding of these 
disputes amiably, that they bee not left to y^ heate and passion of the 2 companies' 
servants in Africa. 

'His Majestye hath beene pleased to appoint pensions to bee allowed out of 
y« Office of y* Navy for such of y« flagg officers as are not in present imployment 
m his fleete, for theire better subsistance, in reward of theire good services in y« late 
warr. 

* Yesterday in the evening arrived here the unwelcome newes of the Countess of 
Arran's* death— y® late Lady Mary Steward, sole daughter and heire to y® Lord Duke 
of Richmond, and some yeares since married to y® Earle of Arran, second sonn to y* 
Duke of Ormond— which was brought hither by expresse from Ireland, to y« infinite 
sorrowe of those 2 familyes and theire relations. This day the Duke of Ormond and 
his sonn retired upon it to his house, Moore Parke, full of griefe. 

* Thursdc^, gtA. — The Lady Ann is well arrived at Diepe, and y* shipp that con- 
veyed her is arrived in the Downes. 

* A flying report comes by the way of Holland (but wee hope without ground) that 
they of AUgieres, upon some litle accident hap'ned to one of theire men-of-warr in 
Tangiers Bay rising to a mutiny, and dragging the English consull into y« markett- 
place there, beate out his braynes with greate cruelty. 

* His Royall Highnesse in y^ last chase had like to have had an ill mischance ; 

Pursuing the beast too close, he turned upon him and worsted his horse ; but his 
lighness, not quitting the saddle, had only a butt or two, though made very fiercely 
at him, and soe raising his horse freed himselfe. 

* To-morrow his Majestye and Royall Highness goe to lye at Hampton Court, and 
will hunt y' next day. 

* Fryday, loih, — This morning were presented to his Majestye, by y« hands of y« 
Spanish ambassador, three very fine Spanish horses, as a compliment from the 
Marquis Castelro*®, Governor of y« Spanish Netherlands. 

* It was formerly said that the Earl of Sandwich, whiles hee was his Majestye's 
ambassador extraordinary in Portugall upon this last treaty, had given the hand to 
Y^ Marquis d'Elliche, y* plenipotentiary from Spaine, at which his Majestye seemed 
much unsatisfied ; but upon examination y® thing proves to bee wholly otherwise, and 
y^ Earle hath fully justified himselfe in a letter written upon that subject. 

' The " Resolution," a new shipp of 70 guns, lately built at Harwich by M' Deane, 
hath been tryed by the " Rupert," " Mountague," and other good sayleing shipps, and 
is found to outsayle them all by much. 

* This aftemoone, order was given for the finishing of y« instructions for y« frigatts 
that are to goe for Scilly. 

*On Tuesday night, by the negligence of a maid servant, hap'ned a fire in 
Barbican in y« house of one that had been formerly burnt out of Friday Street ; but 
it being discovered in tyme, was quenched without any greate damage.' 

37. Dated July 17th, 1668. 

^Saturday, iiM.— Mons' Meereman, one of the Dutch ambassadors, hath received 



• Lady Maiy Stewart, Countess of Arran, was the only daughter of the 1st Duke of Richmond,

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his superior orders for his revocation, and intends to take leave within a day or two in 
order to his departure. 

* The Spanish ambassador is alsoe sayd to have obteyned leave from that Court, 
and onely staies till another bee appointed to succeed him here. 

*This weeke notice is come of y" Duke of Brandenburgh^s marriage concluded, 
and now speedily to bee celebrated with the widow of the late Duke of Brunswick, 
whereupon his Majestye hath appointed a complement to bee made him by an cnvoye 
to be sent hence express to Berlen. 

^Monday, 13M. — The S' Brand^, envoye from the Elector of Brandenburgh, is 
upon his departure from this Court, and will take his leave in a few dales. 

*The matter of the restitution of Surinam hath been adjusted with y« States 
ambassador, and second orders to theire extraordinary satisfaction are drawne 
up, to bee sent for the immediate surrender of the place and reparation for all 
damages. 

'The French King, upon complaints made to him of non-execution of his first 
orders for restitution of S*^ Christopher's, hath issued out second ones very express and 
peremptory to his officers there, beyond which his Majesty hath ordered that 
satisfaction bee demanded from the French for all damages suffered by the English 
by reason of this delay. 

' The Earle of Sandwich his letter was this day read at the Board, by which hec 
justifyed himselfe against the calumny throwne on him of having given the hand to y« 
Marquis del Carpia, the Spanish minister in Portugall. It is absolutely denyed that 
hee ever gave him y* hand in any publique place or appearance ; on y* contrary, hec 
himselfe ever held it only at his, the Earless, new lodgings and in his coach, when the 
Marquis was a private man and his prisoner, which he ownes as a common civility in 
like cases hee did give him y^ hand, as all ambassadors doe one to another, upon which 
his Majestye was pleased to declare himselfe fully satisfyed with his carriage in it, and 
ordered the letter to be laid uppon the publique Articles of State, to remaine a 
perpetual! monument of the fact. 

* Tuesday, 14/A. — It is sayd my Lord Mordant is treating with for the surrender of 
his charge of Constable of Windsor to Prince Rupert, in which his Majestye is 
pleased to interpose. The termes are not certainely said. 

*Thc envoy for Saxony will not depart till the embassy for Sweden bee ready. 

* The person that is to goe to y« Elector of Brandenburgh is M' Sylvias, one of the 
Queen's carvers. 

* To-morrow y« Lord Arlington hath leave of his Majesty to goe for the Bath, for 
the recovering a weakenes hee hath in one of his legges from a fall he had last yeare. 
The Duchess of Monmouth goes likewise downe to y® Bath for some tyme. 

*• Wednesday, 15M.— The difference betweene y" merchant adventurers and the 
towne of Hamburgh, about the shipps burnt in y® Elbe twoe yeares since by the 
Dutch, was to have been fully stated and reputed by the Comittee on Saturday next ; 
but the envoy for that towne, praying to put in some newe proofes, the thing is 
deferred, and order given that y« company may have a sight of his request to see what 
they can object. 

' S' Thomas Allen may depart in a fortnight for the Streights, and will have order 
to demand reparation from the Prince of Monaco for a late violence comitted in y* 
port upon English vessels. 

* T/iursdiiy, 16/^.— To-morrow Mons"" Meereman takes his leave here, and will 
depart in few daies after, his Majestye hath ordered him a very considerable present, 
though it's sayd that hee is bound by the custome of the country, and a severe order 
ever since 1652, strictly charged to receive noething. 

*The secretary of Venice his propositions have been considered, of which are 
three— the first, that his Majestye would assist y* Republique with four hundred men 
and theire pay ; secondly, that hee would give order that noe English vessell, though 
thereunto pressed, to convoy any succor, ammunition, &c., to Candia, for the Turkes ; 
and lastly, that his ambassador may bee ordered to second any good overtures for our 
accommodation that shall be made betweene the Grand Seignior and the Republique. 
The last is absolutely granted, the second so farr as shall bee in theire power to 
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withstand a press ; but y* 3**, deferred till other Christian princes, his neighbours, doe 
the same. 

* Fryday^ 17M.— This morning Mons"" Meereman, one of the Dutch ambassadors, 
tooke his leave of his Majestye in y® drawing-roome at Whitehall, bein^ conducted 
to itt by the Lord Chamberlain and y« Master of y« Ceremonyes, and is to depart 
about y* middle of y* next weeke. 

* His Majestye hath been pleased to order an yearely entertainemenl to bee setled 
on y« flagg officers that served in y« late warr. On an admirall £2S^ P*i^» 0^ ^ 
vice-admirall £200^ on a rere-admirall ;£i5o, while they shall bee out of employment, 
to be paid out of y* Treasury of the Navy. The captains of the admirall shipps are to 
be reckoned as rear-admiralls, and as a part of his care of well ordering y* navy, hee 
is pleased to direct that the method of making out of liquets bee narrowly looked into, 
to see what further cautions may be used for preventing abuses in it. 

* Tuesday next S' Thomas Allen goes downe to Portsmouth, and may saile in few 
dales after ; hee will bee 8 men-of-warr and three fire-shipps. 

* Letters of 15 dayes old from Genoa say nothing of our consul at Allgieres being 
putt to death, so as wee believe y® story to bee a mistake wholly.' 

38. Dated July 24th, 1668. 

*' Saturday^ \%th. — Some considerations have been had for y® rebuilding of S*^ 
Paul's. Severall artists have been consulted with about it, and they all conclude that 
the steeple must be wholly pulled down ere anything be done. All that is intended to 
be rebuilt now is y® Quire, which is estimated to cost forty thousand pounds, which y*' 
Commissioners heretofore appointed for y^ repaire of St. Paul's, are thinking how 
to compass. 

* His Majestye hath directed that y« shipp which carryes S*" Daniel Harvy shall goe 
no higher than Smima, and that the ambassador shall post hence to Constantinople 
as Jie can by land, for that his Majestye will not venture his men-of-warr within y* 
comand of y® Turkish castles. 

^ Munday^ 20M. —Saturday y« Duke of Buckingham made a visit to my Lord 
Keeper at y« Wells, and dined with him. His lordship finds himselfe much eased by 
y* use of y« waters, and intends to leave y* Wells in tenn dales and to come to his house 
at Teddington for some daies to confirme his strength. 

* The Duke of Monmouth had likewise taken leave, and was to stay onely 3 or 4 
dayes at Paris, and to retume immediately for London. 

* Tuesday^ 22nd, — This day his Majestye is gone up by water to Hampton Court, 
but will be at home in y® evening. 

* Thursday next S' Thomas Allen goes downe to Portsmouth in order to his 
embarkation, and it is said he will have different instructions as to the matter 
of Monaco. Hee hath had his orders to compleate his number of men in case there 
should be any misunderstanding [about !*] Allgiers, which is hoped there will not. 

* About 10 dayes hence y« Lord Arlington will be here from the Baths, and about 
that time my Lord Keeper will be returned from y" Wells, at least to his house 
Teddington. 

* Wednesday^ 22nd, — This morning arrived here y* express from Stockholm, 
bringing with him y« ratifications of y® late triple allyance between his Majestye, that 
King and y« States Generall ; and y« three months allowed for y« interchange being 
expired on Saturday next, his Majestye did this day order that his part of his ratifica- 
tions be forthwith prepared for y« exchange. As yet those of Holland are not arrived, 
though they be expected every day. 

* His Majestye hath made a yet further retrenchment of his expenses, by which he 
hopes to keepe himselfe within compass ; and having been this day reported at y** 
Board, it was allowed of, and ordered forthwith to be putt to execution. 

* Comolaintes being this day made to his Majestye of an insolence committed 
some weekes since by Captain Brachel, captain of a Dutch man-of-warr in y« port of 
Genoa, whoe presumed to weare his Majestye's flaggc, pennons and ansiens, under 
those of y« States, upon his severall top-masts, for which y« Duke of Genoa had 
thought fitt to lay him by the heels foure dayes. His Majestye resented the fact much, 
and order^4 ^r^t that o^th should bee made of y** fact, and then a sharp expostulation 




wiih y" Stales upon it, and an exeinpla.iy satisfaction required; this Brachell, it 
M«mes, is y" man thai first farced y° chain at Chatham. 

' Thursday, ijrrf.-This morning dyed al Bedford House, Sir Grevil Vemey*, who 
had lately married y" Earle's daughter; he had layne some time ill of a violent feavor, 
and hath left a much afflicted family and but one child, a Sonne of some weekes old.' 

39. Dated August 7th, 1669. 

' Satluriiay, Aug' 1 rf.— This morning arrived the Duke of Monmouth from France 
by y" way of Hastings. 

' Monday next Don Francisco De Mello, y PortuKatI minister in this Court, and 
late their ambassador in Holland, parts hence for Lisbon, accompanied with B>' 
Russell, being to imbarque in y" " Princess," which expects ihem at Spithead, 1 
Portsmouth. 

' The same dale is a meeting all my Lord M aior's aboui y' rebuilding of S' Paul's 
quire ; y° lords and great men that are there of that Commissionaire are invited to dine 
with his lordship that day. It's hoped they m.-iy build a very decent and noble quire 
for about ^50,000 or ^^60,000, accomplishing into y' expenses y* pulling downe of y* 
old steeple, which they say will cost neare haife the money to doe il, 

' Mimday, yd — By leiiers from Hamburgh wee understand that Mons' Esienson, 
who was 10 have come hither from Sweden, is now layd aside, and that in y* mean- 
lyme, till one bee senl thence, y'^ resident of that crowne is to have full powers to 
negotiate all mailers with his Majeslye. 

'This morning arrived Lieutenant-Colonel FitzGerald from Tangiers, being sent 
on purpose on board a merchantman to give his Majeslye a true accompl of y" matters 
wherewith they of Algiers charge that Deputy Govemour. Hee reports the garrison 
to bee in good condicon, y' mole to advance much, Gaylan silll to bee shull upp 
in Arzllla, but that y' Sant is with y King in y^ ready to give Taffaletia battle ; 
that y' ould King dyed three moneths since, that his son now succeedeth him. 

'Last night my Lord Arlington, with his lady, returned from y° Bath, much 
bettered in y' weakenes of his legg, 

' Tuesday, 4/*.— liy ihe last shipp from Barbadoes wee understand that Mons' 
La Barr had not given upp y° possession of our part of S' Christopher's, pretending a 
liquidation and recumpence from y° English for all amelioracons and improvements. 
A formallc and titular possession or livery and seisin hee offered to give my Lord 
Willoughby, but noe more ; the letters are of y' 1" June, and that the Governor was 
sending downe Colionel Lambert with his Majestye's commission to demand ^aine 
y' delivery of it, of w hich wee expect to heare y' effect. 

* Mons* Brandt, resident from the Elector of Brandenburgh, hath taken his leave, 
and will depart for Berlin in 3 or 4 dayes. 

' Wednesday, ^(h. — Lord Willoughby, his Majestye's Governor of y* Charibdy 
Islands, upon his humble suite on that behalfe, hath obieyned his Majestye's leave to 
come for England for some tyme, and to leave y" Government in such discreet hands 
as his lordship shall think fiti, 

'The late complaints of those of Algiers have been fully examined, and y* 
tesdmony is taken of L' Coll. FitzGerald, whoe is sent by the L' ColL of Tang' to 
satisfy his Majeslye in those matters. The report was this day made by y° Committee 
to y* Board, and evident proofe given that the complaints are grounded on mistakes 
ttad particular informations of those Moors w-hicb are parties in their o 
however, a distinct answer is made in nriling, to which y' L' Coll. was sworne at y* 
Board ; and besides all thai hee and M' Pepis,t Treasurer of y" Commission of 
Tangiers, are this day sent downe to S' Thomas Allen at Portsmouth to putt those 
papers into his hands, as alsoe to inlorme him al large of ail y matter, and of si

* Wee have had as yett noe further newes of Don Juan's passage upp y« Thames 
than what the print say. 

' Thursday^ 6th. — Tuesday night my Lord Keeper returned from y« Wells to his 
house at Teddington, and yesterday was visited by severall principall persons of y* 
Court. This evening hee comes here at his Majestye's desire to attend in seversdl 
important businesses. 

* This aftemoone arrived Mons*^ Colbert here, having quitted his yacht at Green- 
wich. Hee remaynes some dayes incognito in expectation of his trayne, &c. 

* Fryday, — Mons' Colbert it seemes brought his lady* with him, and is in possession 
of Lecester House. He and his family, which they say will be great; he will not be 
knowne to be in towne yet, and avoydes all visits whatsoever. 

* My Lord Keeper stayed last night in towne, and was present at Councell this daie, 
in very good health, onely little worse of his leggs. 

* To-morrow is appointed a Councell uppon severall extraordinary businesses. 

* The Spanish ambassador haveing arrested a ship in this port lately arrived from 
Jamaica, uppon presumption that y® vessell, or at least part of her goods, had beene 
taken heretofore by the privateers of Jamaica from y« Spaniards in y* West Indyes, 
the Judge of the Admiralty has refused to condemn her uppon y« proofes y« 
ambassador produced, soe as y« ambassador hath addressed to y* Councell to-morrow 
y* Committee is to consider of it, and in what state wee stand with y« Spaniards 
beyond y® lyne and in America, whether peace or not, and if peace whether not 
trade alsoe. 

'Don Franctso de Mello and Bp Russell arrived at Portsmouth on Tuesday last in 
order to theire imbarcation for Lisbon. 

* Monday next y® 2 houses of Parliament propose to meete in order to adjoume them- 
selves till y* middle of November according to nis Majestye's late proclamation. 

*A11 business in Flanders are at a stand till Don Juan arrives, and particularly 
the business of the subsidyes for Swedeland for which itt's supposed he brings 
money. 

* This daie severall old house-keepers, constables, and others of Derbyshire whoe 
obstructed and discountenanced the levying of y* excise were brought, and being fairly 
heard by their councell were hardly released by his Majestye's greate clemency uppon 
theire humble submission never to offend in that kinde.' 

40. Dated August 14th, 1668. 

* Satt^ Zth, — This day Sir William Temple took leave of his Majestye, and will 
certainely part on Monday. He hath orders to give place dureing all the time of his 
residence in Holland as his Majestye's ambassador to the Prince of Orange as grand- 
child of England, and one of the royall blood in a neare degree. His Majestye 
pursues with much earnestnesse the matter of his retrenchments, and was therefore in 
private councell at the Treasury Chamber this morning about that affaire. 

''Monday^ loth, — Mon" Colbert is preparing for his entry, but it is not yett declared 
when it shall be. Last night it seemes he saw their Royall Highnesses at S* James' 
in a private audience, which he had from the Queen on Satturday night after that 
of the King, haveing been received of her Majestye in her drawing-roome as shec sat 
with all her ladyes about her. 

*Mons' Colbert hath desired rather to be treated in his owne house by the King then 

date two days before the last entry in his Diary, when he says that having received a demand 
from the Commissioners of Accounts ' of an account of all monies within their cognizance 
received and issued by me, I was willing, upon this hint, to give myself rest, by knowing 
whether their meaning therein might reach only to my Treasurership for Tangiers or the monies 
employed on this occasion.' He however appears to have retained the office of Treasurer until 
1683, when he accompanied Lord Dartmouth in the expedition for demolishing Tangier. 
On this occasion he made a few shorthand notes, which were deciphered and published in 184 1. 
* Fran9oise B^raud, Countess de Croissy, only child of Joachim B^raad, ' Grand Audencier' 
of France. She died in 17 19.

'Wednesday, iVk.—S' Thomas Allen is not yeit sailed, and it is said as to the 
matter of Monaco, he hath this evening new orders sent him, that is not [o pursue 
those former ones till he heares further from his Royall Highnesse who sent those last 
inslrticlions upon what is arrived this day from France concerning that aDair. S' Walter 
Vane is made Colonel of the Hollands Regiment upon the death of Collonel Sidney. 

' His Majestye hath an intention of making a little round into SufTolke and Cam- 
bridgeshire about Michaehnas 10 spend some dayes at Newmarkett. 

' Mods' Brandt, envoy from the Elector of Ilrandenburgh departs to-morrow for 
Holland, and so for his masters at Berlin, leaving Mans'' Wolfen agent far that Prince 
in his absence. 

' Thursday, 13/A.— Yesterday my Lord Keeper relumed to his house at Teddington 
where he will remaine till Tuesday next. The commission for the Irish revenue is 
not yett under the seale, nor as yett said who shall be com", but it's expected it will be 
out in a few dayes. S' George Carteret,* Vice -Treasurer of Ireland, parted hence 
yesterday for Ireland to Informe himselfe more intimately with the state of the 

fublicke revenue of that kingdome so farre as it lyes under his care. The Welsh 
udges haveing hitherto had no other sailary then what was paid to their pre- 
decessors in the time of Henry VIII., his Majestye, notwithstanding all his other 
husbandry, that justice may be administered by persons of worth and abillityes hath 
enoeased iheir sailary to /loop.a, apiece. M' Mountaguet is prepareing in few dayes 
to begin his journey to Paris, but hath gott leave to make a slop into Northampton- 
shire to walle on his father, the Lord Mountague.

' Fryday, 14/A. — The Lord Gerard hath parted with his comand of his Majestye's 
Life Guard to his Grace the Duke of Monmouth upon some valuable consideration, 
but what the particulars arc is not yell knowne. 

' On Monday Mons' Colbert intends to make his publicke entry with great 
magnificence, but it seemes will not be treated as is usuall at his Majestye's charge till 
such time as he has his audience, but will have a present made him, equivalent either 
in money, Jewells, or plate, &c. ; but nothing more of the Venetian ambassador.

Nowthelowne desired M'Crookemighlforbeare prosecuting 
bis designs of making his wharfe till such time as the controversy should be determined 
which the towne offering good private security for makeing good what prejudice the 
wharfe might receive by being left unflnished, was by his Majestye in Councell ordered 
accordingly.' 

* Sir George Carlcrel, 1599-1675, a naval officer of high repulalion, joint Governor of Jersey, 
where he sfforded an asylum lo Chirtcs II. when Piince of Wales and other distinguished 
refi^ees, tnd afterwards defended the island against the parliamenlariaui. Al the Restoration 
he enlered London with the King, was appointed Vice-ChambeilaiD, and afterwards Vice- 
Treasuier of Ireland. 

+ Ralph Montagu, 3rd Baron and iw Dnke of Montagu, 163S-1709, only son of the and 
B«toii, whom he succeeded in l6Sj. He went as amtisssador tu Paiis in 1666, 1669, 1676, and 
1678, and was created a duke in 1705. During his visits To ihc court of France he acquired a 
tatte for landscape gardening, which he afterwards acted upon in creeling; his maniion *t 
BoughtOQ as otucb aJlei the model of Veisallles lU ihe eilenl Would permiL 
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41. Dated August 21st, 1668. 

* Satiurday^ 1 5M.— On Monday his Grace the Duke of Monmouth intends to take a 
journey to the Bathe to visitt his Dutchess whoe hath been there some tymc for the 
strengthening of her hipp, which by an ill accident was putt out. 

*The Conte de Saulte, second sonn to y* Dukeof Les Digueres,* who was second to 
his brother in a duel! fought with y« sonn of y« Conte de Maurevers, Governor of Brest, 
having made his escape, is now said to bee coming hither. 

* Monday^ ijth, — All continues ver/ quiett in Scotland, yet such is the care and vigil- 
ance of the government there, that theire being unprepared may give no incouragement 
to factious and seditious spirits, and that they may the better prevent any riott or disorders 
that may happen, they are resolved to raise every 5th man throughout the kingdome to 
bee always m a posture of defence for y® publique security, and to be mainteyned at y® 
publique charge. 

* Tuesday^ iStA. — The Dutch have received a considerable los^e in theire collony of 
Battavia in y« Indies, where itt seemes they had gott one of the sonns of the King of 
Macassar and making use of that opportunity of his being with them putt him in the 
head of 10,000 men to countenance theire designe of invading that King's territory, 
which had theire desired success soe farr as many of the natives came over to theire 
party, but in the attempt the King's sonn was slaine and y* greaiest part of theire owne 
men, soe that they carried off not above 500 men with theire 20 sayle of shipps, brought 
with them for that purpose. 

* M' Henry Howard, kinsman to y* Earle of Carlisle, was lately in a duell killed by 
one M' Curwin, a gentleman of the North, whoe is sayd to have made his escape. 

^ IVedftesday^ 19/^— This morning y® ratifications of the Triple Allyance were 
exchanged with y* Dutch ambassador, soe that now there remaynes nothing essential! 
to that treaty unperformed. 

* On y« A of the last moneth S"" Robert Southwell, his Majestye's envoy to the crowne 
of PortugaJl arrived at Lisbon, and on y« ^\ following had his audience from the 
Prince, and y* next day of y« Queene, whoe wifl immediately take such effectual order in 
that Court that our soldiers that were sent over for y* succor of that kingdome may be 
honestly paid and dismissed that service to bee disposed as his Majestye shall comand, 
whoe hath sent friggotts to imbarque them upon accordingly. 

* Thursday^ 2.0th, — The King of Portugal! continues still in his confinement, but 
hath more liberty than formerly, yett hee seemes to have soe greate a sense of his 
misfortunes that he doth in a manner ^row careless of himselfe, refusing till of late by 
the advice of his phititians to shave his beard. 

* The Army of Portugall is wholly disbanded, and they now begin to choose some 
such few comanders as will bee necessary for theire garrisons. Severall of the 
Portuguese that were disbanded are sayd to be gone into y® Spanish service, where 
they find themselves very well received. 

* My Lord Sandwich is on his way homewards, being as is supposed by this tyme 
advanced as farr as Cadiz, soe that wee expect his excellency in few dales. Upon 
notice given to y® Grand Seigneurs how that the French had dispensed eight millions 
of false 5-sols. peeces throughout y^ country, hee immediately ordered that an embargoe 
should be layd upon all French shipps in Constantinople till such tyme as full repar- 
ations should be made them. 

* It is sayd that as soon as Mons' Colbert's embassy is ended hee hath the promise 
of being one of y^ Secretaryes of State in the place of Mons' Phillippeaux,t whoe could 
never obteyne the reversion of his place for his sonn. 

^ Fry day ^ list, — Yesterday y* Venetian ambassador had his audience of his 

* Fran9ois de Bonne de Cr^quy, Duke de Lesdigui^res, 1600- 1677, was Governor of 
Dauphin^. He had two sons, Fran9ois Emmanuel, 1645-1681, who succeeded to the dukedom, 
and Charles Nicolas de Crequy, Count de Sault, who died in 1674 

t Louis Ph^lypeaux, Seigneur de La Vrilli^re, succeeded his father as Secretary of State in 
1648, and resigned in 1669. He was succefded by his brother (he had no son) Balthasar, 
Marquis de ChSteauneuf, who died in 1700. The Count de Croissy did not become a Secretary 
of State until 1679.

' Saturday^ 22nd. — Severall places neare Hamburgh have of late suffered greate 
damage by fire to y* number of 1000 houses in a place. 

* The contagion rageth very much still both in Flanders and France, and though 
the places betweene Dunkirke and Abbeville continue yett free, the frontier townes 
are very much infected. 

* The Commissioners of Munster having assured the States Generall of y" dis- 
banding of theire 20 new companyes, upon which the States have done y* like by 
some of theires. 

* Monday^ 2^h. — On Saturday his Grace the Duke of Monmouth returned from y« 
Bathe, havmg left his Duchess in a hopeful! way of recovery. 

* An envoy is said to bee designed from Portugal! to this Court, but upon what 
errand is not certaine. The French are very silent now as to theire pretensions to 
the dependencies on theire late conquest in Flanders. Sir Daniel! Harvey, his 
Majestyc's ambassador to the Grand Seigneur, hath been retarded by cross wynds, 
and is yett gott noe further than Plymouth, whence he intends to set sayle with the 
first wynd. 

* Tuesday^ 25M. — What hath hapned to y« disadvantage of y® Barron of Bergeish 
is supposed to have proceed from y® ill-management of his affaires at Aix le Chappelle. 

* It seemes they of Naples were not soe much satisfyed with y* peace lately con- 
cluded betweene France and Spaine, which, besides other circumstances, did more 
evidently appeare at theire small demonstrations at y^ proclamation of y^ peace in that 
place. 

* Wednesday^ 26M.- On y® 22** past hapned an ill accident at Yorke betweene twoe 
gentlemen of y« Lord Freshville's * troope, one M' Swan, and one Captain Hodgson, 
one of y* corporalls of y® troope, whoe upon some words that hapned betweene them, 
though some suspect it to be upon a former grudge, they both went out privately into 
a garden, and there Swann was slayne. 

* Thursday^ 27M.— The Archbishop of S^ Andrewes is on his way for London, and 
expected here in 2 or 3 dayes ; and, to prevent any disorder for the future, they have 
now in Scotland compleated the Militia, which is exercised every day, and of which 
there is a very greate appearance, consisting of 18,000 horse and foote, which will be 
ready upon all occasions. There hath notwithstanding been some private disputes 
hapned in the north of Scotland betweene y® Earles of Caithnesse, Sutherland, and 
Mutchley, and y* Laird of Dunbeath, and in a scuffle betweene them one is said to be 
killed and some others hurt, but noe publique disorder, this being about the resetting 
of thefts and such like, but else all the kingdome is in greate peace and tranquillity. 

* It is said now that the Duke of Orleans stands faire for y« election of Poland — 
nay ! some will have it that it will bee his owne fault if hee miss it. 

^ Fry day ^ 28M. — On Sunday last S' Daniell Harvey, ambassador to y« Grand 
Segnior, set sayle from Plymouth with a fay re wynd, upon whose going y* Earl of 
Winchelsea, his Majestye's present minister in that Court, is to retume home, and is 
allready thought to be on his way upp. 

* Tohn, Baron Freshville, of Stavely, having adhered to the royal cause was created a peer 
in 1604. He died in 1682. 
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* Y* Lady Glynn,* wife to y* late Ser^* Glynn, after a languishing sicknesse, departed 
this life, and was yesterday, with a numerous trayne of coaches, carryed to bee buryed 
with her family in the country. 

*The Dutchess is still at y« Tyntshead, intending for Guernsey with the first 
wynd. 

* D' Hall,t Bishop of Westchester, is said to bee dead this last wceke, to y* greate 
regreate of this nation for y® pubUque losse of soe eminent and learned prelate.' 

43. Dated September 4th, 1668. 

* Saiterday^ Aug, 29M. — The French King agreed to a conference to be had for 
composing the differences with Spaine about the dependants of his late conquests ; 
all bookes relateing to those titles are in the meanetime prohibited, and the ambassadors 
of England and Holland to be assisting at the decideing of those controversies. 

*' A very rich coach is sent to the Cond^ de Molina, ambassador from Spaine in 
this Court, that he may appeare in as greate splendor as the S'^ Colbert. 

* Tuesday y is/, — The French King heareing that severall vessells belonging to his 
subjects were allready staied by order of the Grand Seignior at Constantinople, and 
suspecting that, by reason of his Majestye's succors sent for the reliefe of Candia, his 
ambassador there might be ill-treated, hath comanded bis speedy retume, so that he 
is expected in a very short time. 

* It's observed by those of the countrey the Plague rageth most in those places 
lately granted to the French King in the Spanish Netherlands, the garrison of 
Aelst being reduced by great mortality to 400 men, and at Toumay they wall up the 
doores and unpave the streetes before them, that all people may thereby be warned 
from passing that way, and the visited not to come neare a window upon paine of 
being shott. 

' If s certainely thought the Cantons of Switzerland will enter into our triple 
allyance. 

* Wednesday^ 2nd. — This evening late his Royall Highnesse returned from Dover, 
haveing been treated at Cobham by the Duke of Richmond. 

'The treaty betweene the Duke of Monmouth and the Lord Gerrard for the 
comand of the Horse Guards is now wholly finished, and the money will in three 
dayes, they say, be ready to be told out. 

' This night the Bishop of Hereford retumes to towne, and then 'tis believed the 
Bishopricke of Chester will be filled upp. The person is not yett declared ; some 
believe it may be the Deane of Windsor. 

* Thursday y yrd. — This morning early his Majestye and Royal Highnesse parted 
hence for Baggshott, where they intend to spend 7 or 8 dayes in hunting, ana from 
thence to make a tume to Portsmouth. 

'The last weeke dyed at her house at Broham Castle in Westmoreland the 
Countess dowager of Pembroke,^ sister to the late Earle of Cumberland. 

* Anne Manning, married first Sir Thomas Lawley, and afterwards, as his second wife, Sir 
John Glynne, a well-known judge, in 1643 Recorder of London, and during the Protectorate 
Chief Justice of the Upper Bench. Having done Charles II. considerable services he was 
knighted at the Restoration. He rode in the coronation procession, and was thrown from his 
horse, and all but killed by his horse falling upon him. Pepys, regarding him as a rogue and a 
turncoat, saw the hand of God in this event. He was considered to be a man of immense ability, 
and his judgments were much admired for their lucidity and method. He died in 1666, aged 63. 

t George Hall, Bishop of Chester, 16 13-1668, son of Joseph Hall, Bishop successively of 
Exeter and Norwich. He became Prebendary of Exeter in 1039, and Archdeacon of Cornwall 
in 1641, but was deprived of these preferments by the parliament He was made Bishop of 
Chester in 1662, and also held in commendam the richly endowed rectory of Wigan. He died 
of a wound received bv a knife in his pocket in a fall in his garden at Wigan. 

X The genealodcal details of this lady can only apply to Anne Clifford, Countess of Dorset, 
and afterwards of Pembroke, 1 590-1675 The writer probably had heard a rumour of her death, 
which certainly did not take place until March 22nd, 1676, and she was not buried until 
April 14th, when her funeral sermon, which must have been inordinately long, as it occupies 64 
closely-printed 8vo. pages by Edward Rainbow, Bishop of Carlisle. She must have been a 
remarkable personage in many ways, for the Bishop sums her up as ' the honour of her sex and 
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* This weeke parted hence the Duke of Ormond, in order to meete his Duchess* 
from Ireland. 

*The French ambassador hath desired to enter into a negotiation with his 
Majestye's ministers about a treaty of commerce, and order is given to inspect that 
which was framed by the Lord Hollis when he was last in France ; and the merchants 
to be consulted with uppon it, to see in what points our trade may be best advan- 
taged. 

* It's said that D' Sancroft,+ Deane of S* Paul's, hath refused the Bishoprickc of 
Chester. 

* After the Committee of Greavances this aftemoone a meeting was at the Lord 
Keeper's lodgings upon the Commission for the Irish Revenue. 

* Fryday^ 4M. — The King hath beene pleased to give Rere-Admirall Sanson's % 
wydow ;^500 of his royal bounty beyond her other pentions for the good services her 
husband did in the late warr, to be payd out of y* sale of Dutch prizes. 

* The sicknes growing hott at Rouen, Caen, and other places in France, his Majestye 
hath ordered that all shipps and persons coming there, or any other places infected, 
shall make quarrenntine before they land, and a man-of-warr is appomted to lye at 
Holehaven in y« mouth of this river to see y® order executed. Directions are likewise 
sent from y« Lords of y« Councell to all y* maritime countreyes that lye to France to 
require theire aid for the preventing the bringing in of y« infection. My Lord Mayor 
is likewise written to view y® condition of y® publique pothouses of the Citty and to 
cause them forthwith to be putt into a readiness to secure the necessityes of the 
publique. 

* His Majestye did some dayes since send for the magistrates of y® Citty to y* 
Councell Board, and there recommend to them y*» stating forth and y« modelling with 
all speed y® intended quey which is to run along y* river, that it may be gone in hand 
with forthwith.' 

44. Dated September nth, 1668. 

^ Satterday^ 5M.— His Majestye, at S' William Templets goeing hence for Holland, 
made a declaration at the Councell board that his ambassadors abroad should not on 
any occasion give the hand to an envoy of another prince, which is a pointe that hath 
been much disputed abroad, and soe S' W°» Temple was ordered to govcme himselfe 
accordingly, and an entry of it made in the Councell bookc. 

*It's thought the French will attempt noe great matters this winter, but rather 
expect the results and consultations will be of other princes, in the meantime, and 
thereby to take their measures to goveme themselves by accordingly. 

* Monday^ jtk, — The Duke of Luemburgh hath sent commission to his ministers at 
the Hague to enter into our tripple allyance, that Prince haveing always been observed 
to have had a very good inclination to continue a friendshipp with his Majestye, 

age, fitter for a history than a sermon.' She was the onlv child (not sLster) of George Clifford, 
3rd Earl of Cumberland, and married, first, Richard Sack vi lie, Earl of Dorset, and secondly 
Philip Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, who is described as having been vicious, ignorant, and 
unlettered. After Lord Pembroke's death she resided principally in the North, where she restored 
six castles and seven churches ; she also sat personally in the Court at Appleby, and executed the 
office of high sheriff. It may be remarked that the writer of the above was not the only person 
whom the rumour of her death had reached, for a similar announcement is made in the Calendar 
of State Papers^ under date September 3rd, 1668. 

* The Duke of Ormond married in 1629 by consent of her guardian, the Earl of Holland 
(for which consent that Earl obtained 15,000/.), his cousin Elizabeth, Baroness Dingwall, 
1615-1684. She was godmother to Queen Mary. 

T William Sancrolt, Archbishop of Canterbury, 1616-1693, ^" eminent prelate, who had 
been presented to the deanery of St. Pauls in 1664, and subscribed 1400/. towards the rebuilding 
of that Cathedral. In 1668 he was made Archdeacon of Canterbury, and in 1677, Archbishop. 
His refusal to take the oath of allegiance led to his suspension in 1691, and he retired to 
Fresingfield, where he spent the two remaining years of his life in obscurity. 

X Admiral Robert Sansome had been sent out as rear-admiral of the fleet under the command 
of Prince Rupert, when the rupture with the Dutch was first expected. In the followinjg year he 
was made rear-admiral of the white, and having hoisted his flag on board the ' Resolution,* was 
killed in the engagement between the Duke of York and Admiral Opdam. 
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though he never wanted temptations enough from the French to winn him to their 
party. 

'This day his Grace the Duke of Ormond mett his Duchess at Salisbury, and 
lodged that night at Hungerford, and this nighte are expected at More Parke. 

* Tuesday^ Stk. — It*s said the Constable of Castile is arrived in Flanders, but of this 
wee expect a farther confirmation. 

* Sweeden seemes to be in noe very good understanding with France ; soe that it's 
believed if they can but find they can make theire accompt with the house of Austria 
they will certainely embrace any overtures for that purpose. 

* Thursday f loth. — The Constable of Castile being arrived in the Low Countreyes, 
to-morrow the Spanish ambassador sends away an express to compliment him ; and 
though he be not yet invested with the actuall possession of his power, yet it will be so, 
as is believed, in few dayes, the Marquess de Castel Roderigo having upon his first 
arrivall offered to surrender the whole into his hands. 

* It*s said the first thing he did was to send for the Prince de Lygny* and the 
Comte de Marsin,t who had retired upon some unkindnesses from the Marquess. 

* This day my lA Keeper has gone to his house at Teddington, and will remaine 
there till Monday next. This day the King and Royall Highnesse leave Baggshott 
and goe directly for Portsmouth in one day. They will spend Fryday there, and 
Satterday they will retume hither, haveing appointed coaches to be layd for that 
purpose. His Majestye, upon the occasion of this journey, appointed 10,000 pounds 
to be immediately sent down to pay off the Guards there, and accordingly the money 
was ordered to be sent down in cartes, under a safe guard, to be there this day at 
farthest. His Majestye's journey to Newmarkett continues still resolved, but it is 
uncertaine whether the Queen will goe or not. 

* The Committee appointed to treate with the French ambassador is said to be 
the same that is for the foreigne affaires, and that they will enter upon the matter as 
soon as the King returnes. 

' It remaynes yet unresolved who shall succeed the Bishop of Chester ; the Deane 
of Paule's is much desired to it. 

^ Fryday^ i Uh, — Last night the Duchess of Monmouth arrived in foure dayes from 
the Bath, somewhat better but not perfectly well. 

' At last the Deane of Pauleys hath absolutely desired to be excused from taking 
the Bishopricke of Chester, being rather desirous to serve in that great worke of 
re-edifying S* Paule's Church, in which he resolves to bestow his utmost paines. Who 
now will be the person that shall succeed is not yett said. 

* His Majestye is expected, they say, by dinner time, haveing thoughts of lyeing 
this night at Petersfield. My Lady Duchess of Ormond is arrived at her house at 
More Parke, where shee now receives the visites of severall persons of honour, and 
intends to make some stay there before shee comes to towne. 

' M' Mountague is making his preparations for his imployment, but when he setts 
forward is uncertaine. 

* Noe ambassador is yet named for Sweden, but it's believed there will be in short 
time, and till that be done the order will not be sent away to the Duke of Saxony.' 

46. Dated September i8th, 1668. 

*' Saturday, — This night the Duke of Ormond came to towne from Moore Parke. 

* The report of the sickness being in the French ambassador's house is found to 
have noe ground, one page haveing only happened to dye after a sickness, as the 
ambassador says, of many weekes, and all his family not haveing now one sick person 
in it. 



* Qaude Lamoral, Prince de Ligne, a Belgian statesman, Viceroy of Sicily, and Governor of 
Milan. In 1643 he was made a grandee of Spain. Died 1679. 

t Jean Gaspard Ferdinand, Count de Marchin, a Belgian general, who served in the army 
under Cond^, then entered the Spanish service. Charles II., whose acquaintance he had made 
in Holland, made him a K.G. in 1658. In the war of 1672 he was surprised l^ Marshal de 
Cr^uy, lost 2000 men, and shut himself up in Bruges. Disgraced by the Regency of the 
Netherlands, he retired to his estates near Huy, and died at Spa in 1673.

Audley End, and has resolved the Queen shall goe with him ; hee has sett his day of 
departure to bee the jo'-" September, and that the Queen shall follow the 3'' October; 
that all the tables shall fallow the court ; and far that end direction is sent to my Lord 
Chamberlaine and to the Lord Newport to prepare all things, 

' My Lord Culpepper,* as is said, hath at length linlshed his h.irgaine with 
S' Robert Holmes for his government of the Jsle of Wight, into which ihis latter is 
10 enter upon payment of a good sumrae of money. 

' This evening the Duchess of Ormond came to towne, and after two or three nights' 
lodgeings in Whitehall is to passe to Stanhope house, which my Lord Lieutenant has 
taken for the winter. 

' Tuetday. — The Prince of Toscanyt has given his Majesiye notice of his intention 
to come and see this kingdome in another voyage he is goeing this wmter. 

'Mons' Boreel, the present extraordinary ambassador from Holland, will bee ere 
long recalled, and it's believed he will relumc to reside as ambassador ordinary here. 
It's said ihe Scotch merchants are thinking of settleing a trade in Holland, and erecting 
a staple there for vending of their Scotch commodityes. 

' W^ttoiMrfay.— HisMajestye was pleased this day upon debate atCouncell to resolve 
that the Parliament should yet adjoume 10 a farther day, considering the season of 
the year will bee troublesome to travell in, the days short, and Christmas comeing on, 
and thai he himselfe intends not to ask any further supply of them, as it may lie some 
might without reason surmise, upon alt which consideration, and that he would 
have the gentry at home with their neighbours at Christmas, a proclamation is issueing 
declaring it will be adjourned till 1" March. 

' Thursday. — It's now certainely said that the business that has been soe long tran- 
sacting belweene M' Secretary Morice and S'John Trevor for the office "f Secretary of 
State is finally concluded, and that the latter is Co give^Sooo to ihelirst for it, in which 
his Majestye signifyed his pleasure this morning, and so in a few dayes it's expected 
he should enter into it. 

'This morning bis Majestye playd a match at tenis with the French ambassador.

I Chiulei Bertie, who died in 17:6, wan the fifth son of Rnl«n Bertie, and Earl of Lindsey, 
rioo ■ 1666, an active commandei rtuiing (he civil wars, with hi* fnthet at Ihe battle of Ed^ebill, 
when the Utiet icccived his death wound, and the son voluntarily Mirrendered himself a pnwncr 
in order lo be with hit father, lie himself was wounded at Natehy. 
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*It's said that the Archdeaconry of Canterbury, voyd by the death of the late 
Bishop of Chester, will be bestowed on D' Crew,* sonnc to the Lord Crewe. 

' The Commissioners for the trade between England and Scotland are apointed to 
meete againe, and to bring in to his Majestye an accompt how that matter stands, 
to the end his Majestye may see what is fitt to be done in it for the generall good of 
the English trade. 

* Three English shipps returned from the fishing at Greenland say they had received 
some affronts from 16 or 17 vessells, who entered into Bell Sound, a place, it seemes, 
hitherto appropriated onely to the English to fish in. That all these same had by 
inexperience negligence been cast away in that sound. 

' This day the proclamation for the adjournement of y® Parliament to the i*^ March 
was passed, and ordered to be printed.' 

46. Dated September 25th, 1668. 

^ Saiterdayy \t^th. — There hath beene in towne for some weekes a pretended Turke 
turned Christian, who spoke himself to be a younger sonn to the late greate Turke, 
and haveing beene constituted in a principall place of trust in that government was 
forced to quitt it and secretly convey himselfe away upon some light that the Grand 
Scig' had gott of his being a Christian. This story, it seemes, had taken in most 
of the Courts of Christendome, and with it he presented himselfe to his Majesty 
habited in the Turke's mode, but a certaine Persian (being casually here in towne) 
discovers that the blade is a counterfeit, and the whole story full of contradictions. 

* Nothing is yett done in the vacant bishopricke. 

* Upon advice of y® great insolencyes of those of Sally, a third frigott is appointed to 
be sent to joyne with the other two under Captain Ruth. 

*• Monday y 21st. — Yesterday his Grace, the Lord Generall, was sent to be present 
on some important debates this day in matters relating to the Treasury, and though 
his Majestye did not expect him till this morning yet his Grace came through in one of 
his ownc coaches, and was here by four of the clocke. 

* My Lord Keeper is fallen ill of the goute upon the ill newes he has received of his 
eldest sont being dangerously ill in the countrey, soe as his Majestye after Councell 
this morning at Whitehall passed to him to Essex House on a private councell, and 
'tis doubted he will not be able to attend his Majestye in his progress. 

* Tuesday^ 22nd. — This morning the Venetian ambassador had a private audience 
of his Majestye, brought to it according to the late rule sett by his Majestye by the 
master of the ceremonyes and the Lord Lauderdaile. 

* The state of affaires in Portugall are not very certain, and the newes of the King's 
liberty wants a further confirmation. 

' His Majestye hath assigned one halfe of Audley End \ house to the Queen and her 
family, for their better accommodation, though without consequence for the future in 
like cases. 

* Wedfusdayy 23^/. — Last night their Majesties and Royall Highnesses supped 
with the Spanish ambassador at Yorke House, where they were entertained with great 
magnificence ; and this day their Majesties dined with the Lady Harvey at her house 
at Combe near Kingston, being carried by barge to Faulxhall, and thence by coach to 
Combe. 

* This morning my Lord Mayor, accompanyed by the Recorder and severall alder- 
men of the Citty, attended his Majestye at Councell according to summons they had 

* Nathaniel Crew, 3rd Baron Crew of Stene, and Bishop of Durham, 1633- 1 721, succeeded 
his brother in 1697. He was Fellow and Rector of Lincoln College, Oxford ; became Dean of 
Chichester in 1669, Bishop of Oxford in 1 671, whence he was translated to Durham in 1674. 
He was Clerk of the Closet both to Charles H. and James H., and was a great favourite with 
the latter. 

t Robert Robartes, Viscount Bodmin, 1 633- 1682, at one time envoy to the Court of 
Denmark. He died before his father, and his son succeeded to the earldom of Radnor. 

X Audley End House was a splendid Tudor pile, built between 1603 and 1616 on the site of 
a Benedictine priory, and was erected by Howard, Earl of Suffolk, afterwards Lord High 
Treasurer of England, who named it after his uncle Audley. The greater portion of the origiiud 
building was pulled down under the direction of Sir John Vanbrugh, but what remains is 
ma^ificent, and contains some valuable paintings and a fine q^os^uni. 
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received, when his Majestye himselfe was pleased to wame ihem of c 
wherein they had bcene somewhat remisse ; the principal] was that several! persons 
had beetle admitted comon councilmen, and other officers of the Citty, that had not 
taken the oathes prescribed in the statute, in whi ch his Majestye required iheire better 
care for the future, enjoyning it to be the particular care of every alderman in his ward 
to sec it put in execution. Next his Majestye remembered ihem of gelling out the 
quay, which is lo be built all along the river-side ; as alsoe the good paving the si 
within London, to be done after the new methods, hy raiseing a high pavement it 
middle of the street, with a kennell on each side, as the most proper to keep the st. 
clean, and it's said that M' Forth, that is chosen SherrifTe for the insueing yeare, and 
had not yett taken the oalhes, haveing heard of this lesson inieuded from his Majestye, 
did yesterday very solemnly take the oathes. 

'His Majestye, finding much business lyeing on the Councell Board, was pleased 
10 appoint to sett every day till they be done, especially considering he himselfe is soe 
auddeinly to leave the towne. 

' 7'A«/-f.*iy,!4/A.— Yesterday morning, according to his Majestye's appointment, S"' 
Thomas Osborne, S' Thomas Litleton, S' George Downing, and M' Jolliffe, com- 
missioners for the trade between England and Scotland, attended his Majestye at the 
Board with an ample discourse of the stale of that matter, what had been done in it ; 
which, upon the wnole, his Majestye leaves to be considered and concluded in the way 
the late Act prescribes by commissioners on both sides ; but so as to lake the opinion 
of his commissioners for trade in it, when that commission is past ; S' George Downing 
is the spokesman in it. 

' His Majestye, indeavoring by all meanes possible for the good of hisowne affaires, 
as well of those of his people, to bringe himselfe out of debt, w.as pleased ye^teiday to 
propose an expedient to the Court, and he required theire councell in it, which was the 
selling certaine fee farme rents all over England, as that w''' cost him much in 
collecting, was a trouble lo the tenants, and of noe great good to himselfe, and 
accoidin^ly the Lords of the Treasury, with certaine other Lords of the Councell, 
are appointed to consider the way and methode to doe it. It's supp>osed to be 
able to raise 4 or 5 hundred thousand pounds, and that's to be solely imploycd in paying 
off some debts, for which the Customes and Excise stand charged by anticipation. 

' His Majestye hath this day declared that he will leave the Councell here, and if 
any extraorclinary occasion shil happen he will himselfe make a stepp to them in a 
morning from New Markelt. He intends, it seemes, when the races are over at New- 
markett on Thursday, to make a rounde to Harwich, Yarmouth, and Norwich, and to 
visile all that sea-coast ; to see whai state it is now in, and soe meet the Queen at 
Audley End. 

^ Fryday, 15M.— The business of the Excise and Customes of Ireland haveing been 
long before the L'*' of y" Treasury to consider of for the future farming it, was this 
day reported, as is said, to the Councell Board, where the several! proposalls were 
read, and at last referred to the Lords of the Treasury to treate further uppon w"! ihe 
proposalls, and then the matter to retume lo y° Councell Board. 

' Several! Frenchmen having endeavoured to debauch over Englishmen to instruct 
them in Fraunce in y' way and industry of weaveing of silke stockins, and some of 
them haveing beene taken in the fact here in London, were this day brought befote 
the Councell. The fact being evidently ;)roved the partyes were comitted to custody ; 
the Englishmen that were accessory to it were ordered to be disfranchised, and to 
enter into a bond never to have to doe with any such designe againe. 

' Yesterday the officers arrived from Audley End. brin;;ing an account from my 
Lord Chamberlaine of y' state of that house, and how it is set out for the reception of 
y"CourL 

'This morning by letters from Plymouth to several! merchants uppon y' Change 
comes newes that my Lord Sandwich, with another merchant shipp in his company, 
is arrived in Mounts Bay in Cornwall. 

' To-morrow is appointed another Councell day to despatch the rest of the business 
of Ihe Councell Board.' 

47. Dated October inij, 1668. 
'Saturday, 36/A.— This morning the foure Commissioners of Ireland, S' EdwartJ 
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Deeringe,* S'^ Allen Brodericke, S"" Winston Churchill,^ and Collonel Cooke, were 
called before the Councell Board to give an accompt of some of his Royall Highnesse's 
concemes in that kingdome, and upon what grounds they had refused to allow his 
H'" reprisalls for his claymes of doubling ordinance ; u-^** when they had done, by 
the mouth of S' Edward Deeringe, his H*" counsel! learned in the law appearinge on 
the other syde, the whole was referred to y* Lord Keeper to advise with the judges in it 
upon pointe of lawe, and what his Majestye according to law can doe in it, and report 
to his Majestye. 

* D"" Wilkins,t Deane of Rippon, is made Bishop of Chester, .and this day the warrant 
for the Congee d'Ellire was signed. 

* One Robson, a store-keeper of Chatham, had, it seemes, the confidence s'>me 
weekes since to shipp off nine sma'l peeces of ordinance from that yard, pretending 
orders to carry them upp to the Tower, but sent them for Flanders, where he sold 
them for 2000 livres, which being discovered, the party was taken some weekes since 
in South warke, and Captain Pine, master gunner of England, is sent to Ostend to 
recover the ordnance. 

^ Monday^ 2%th. — The finall resolution in our affaires in Barbarj' are deferred till 
my Lord Sandwich his arrivall, by whom to understand what is the state of 
affaires there. 

* The Princess Dowager of Orange, considering that the Prince is now neare 18 years 
old complcate, hath desired to resigne upp her power over his person and revenue, 
which had been given singly into her hand seaven years since by the King and the 
Elector of Brandenburgh. This the Elector hath well approved of, and they have 
desired his Majestye's good liking of, which his Majestye at theire desire hath agreed 
to, whoe have alone had the management of his Highnes' revenue. 

* The business of victualling his Maj'^* navye upon long deliberation, all bidders 
beinge heard, was resolved on Satturday last to be putt in to S"" Denis Gauden's 
hands as hee that bids best for itt, only hee is to take to himselfe 2 other partners such 
as hee please, and to declare them within a fortnight. 

* The farming of the Irish revenue was this day considered of at Councell, but 
referred to a further debate. 

* Tuesday^ 2()th, — The agreement being wholly finished betweene Prince Rupert 
and my Lord Mordant for the gover"* of Wyndsor, this day the grant of it was 
signed for the Prince, as alsoe a commission for the company of foote in that garrison. 
His Highnesse, it seemes, payes for it ;£35oo. 

* iVed.^ Z'^th. —This night theire Majesties supped with y« Lady Carterett,§ M' Vicc- 
Chamberlayne his lady, at her house in Lyncollne Inn Fields. 

* The Dutchess of Guize, wife to y* late Duke of that name,|| and heretofore knowne 
by that of the Countess of Bossu, is lately arrived in England, having gained the 
process shee had in y* Court of Rome, where her marriage with the late Duke was 
declared good and valid. 

* Sir Edward Dering, M.P. for Kent, succeeded his fother in 1644, and died in 1684. 

t Sir Winston Churchill, 1620- 1688, a politician and historian. Haring adhered to the 

Cy of the King throughout the Civil War, he was at one time reduced to great extremities, 
at the Restoration he returned to his estate, was knighted in 1663, and in 1664 was chosen a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, and appointed Commissioner of the Court of Claims in Ireland. 
He was then made one of the Comptrollers of the Green Cloth. He composed a kind of 
apotheosis of the Kings of England, published in 1675 under the title of Divi Britannici, 

X John Wilkins, 1614-1672, a learned prelate and mathematician, Warden of Wadham 
College, made Dean of Kipon in 1660, and Bishop of Chester in 1668. He was a gcod 
mathematician, and much advanced the study of astronomy, and was a Member of the Royal 
Society. He married Robina, sister of Oliver Cromwell. 

§ Sir George Carteret married his cousin Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Philip Carteret, of 
St. Oiien, High Bailiff of Jersey, to which position Sir George succeeded. 

I" This was the celebrated Honor^e de Glimes, Countess de Bossu and Duchess de Guise, 
161 5-1679, famous for her beauty and adventures. She married, first, the Count de Bossu; 
second, Henri II. de Lorraine, Duke dc Guise, 1614-1664, who was in such a hurry to get 
married that he would not wait for the banns to be published, and, when he had spent her 
fortune and got tired of her, applied to Rome to dissolve the marriage, as being illegal, which, 
however, the Pope refused to do. The Duchess died in a convent at Moulms, mto which 
her unhappy situation had compelled her to retire. 
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' M' Secretaiy Morris, having received his money, does immediately retire, and in 
a day or ; enters into his lodgings and upon y* ciecuiion of his place, 

' S' Daniell Bellingham, Deputy Vice-Treasurer of Ireland, besought his Majestye's 
leave to returne lo Ireland, an»l 'tis referred to y' L*** C" for Ireland. 

' Thursday, u/. ^Yesterday, according to the usuall custome, the Sheriffes of 
London for the ensueing year tooke theire oalhes at y° Exchequer in Westminster 
before the Barrons of that Court. 

'Last night arrived here S' Thomas Morgan and CoUonel Atkyns, the former 
Governor of his Majestye's island of Jersey, and the latter of Guernsey, having left 
both those places in a very good condition, and as soon as they have despatched some 
private afTairs here, for which his Majestye was pleased to grant them leave lo come 
and attend, are to returne to theire respective commands, 

' Fryday, 2tul. — This morning the Plymouth letters tell us of the " Antelope " and 
another friggoti being arrived there from Lisbon, bringing over the English forces 
employed there during y° late warr with Spaine ; with them comes the Marquis de 
Schomberg,* sonn lo the Count t of that name, who hath served all along there. M' 
Ma^ard, Consull-Generall of the English nation, is alsoe arrived by the same con- 
venience by comand of his Majestye and Councell, to answer some complaints made 
against him by the factory of that place. 

' Lettei's from Barhadoes of July 29th say all was well in those parts ; S' 
Christopher's not then delivered lo y English. That the Lord Willoughby disowned 
Major Needham in the commission hee had gott meanely and surreptitiously for 
warring against the Indians, of which the Dutch ambassador here of late made soe 
greate noise, and soe Needham will be left to answer for all. 

' My Lord Generailis relumed to towne,and to remaine here during his Majestye's 
absence to take care of mailers. The Earle of Sandwich is on his way from 
Portsmouth, and will be here to-morrow, 

'By these shipps from Portugall is arrived the ratification of that Prince with the 
tate peace with Spaine, sent by S' Robert Southwell, his Majestye's envoy extra- 
ordinary there, whoe haih showed an extraordinary diligence and dexterity in 
procuring the arreares of the English party there ; 400 of the men were chosen out and 
sent downe to Tangier to reinforce that garrison. 

' Tuesday her Majestye setts out for Audley End, where the King will meete her 
the next day from his litle progress to the sea coa.stes of SutToIke and Norfolke. 

' The Court designes to stay out the whole moneth in the coitnlrey, but thai 
depends much on the weather and other accidents. 

'The King of Denmarke, it seemes, persists si ill to expect that his Majestye should 
first send a minister into ihat Court before hee will send hither ; but that is sayd his 
Majestye will never doe, considering what hath hapned during the late warr with 
Holland. The French minister in Copenhagen had proposed that the twoe Kings 



" Meinhardt Schomberg, afterwards Duke of Lcinster, l64l'i7[9, second son of Marshal 
Schooibeig. In ihc Calendar of Stale Papers, under date No»enibcr I4lh, 1668, there is a 
curious entry which concerns this gentleman. Madame dc Schombe^ writes : ' I went as wife 
of the second son of M. de Schomlierg from France to Portugal, where, ader a while, he 
entreated me to renounce my maniige, promising me a good pension if 1 would, and threatening 
ruin and perdition if 1 refused. He leava me, refuses me maintenance, urges mc Id let him 
marry again, and declares I am not his lawful wife. 1 beg leave to go lo Paris, to claim from 
the Kingof France justice apinsl such barbarous actions.

t Frederick Armand, Count de Schonibcrg, 1618-1690, a famous military commander, of 
German biilh, who served through the Thirty Years' War. After the Peace of the Pyrenees he 
entered the service of Portugal in the French interest, and relumed to France io 166S, when, not 
being included in the new list of marshals, he came lo England, and finally left ihe army of 
France in 1683, entered Ihe service of the Prince of Orange, came with him to England, and was 
made a K.G. In 1689 he was chosen lo command the forces kqi lo Ireland, and was killed at 
Uw battle ol the Boyne.

' Satterday^ yd, — This evening the Earle of Sandwich is come to towne, haveing 
beene meet on the way by many of his friends. 

* My Lord Mordant haveing disposed of his gover™^ of Windsor to Prince 
Rupert, has desired leave of the King to goe into France for the recovery of his health. 

' A merchantman arrived this weeke at Bristoll from the Streights, say that Captain 
Rooth, late sent out with 2 men-of-warre from hence, hath made a peace with those of 
Salley, but of this wee must expect further confirmation. 

* Monday^ ^th, — The report of the squable betweene the French and the Dutch is 
not confirmed by any of our letters either from within or without. 

* My Lord Keeper continues all this weeke at Teddington for the recovery of 
his health, being in an ill fitt of the goute ; however, the Councell continues as usually, 
Wednesdayes and Frydayes here at WhitehalL 

' There is a meeting this morning at the Earle of Orrerye's by the Lords of the 
Councell of the Treasury for the establishment for the yearly revenue of the Gover'^ 
of Irejand. Mons' Colbert hath not yett made any further progress in his treaty 
of comerce. 

* Tuesday^ 6M.— Spaine, it seemes, hath given noe good answer as to the satisfying 
Sweden, those subsidies a^ed on by the Triple Allyance, whereupon the States have 
had a meeting with his Majestye's ambassador at the Hague, to confer of what methode 
to pursue for satisfying Sweden in that point. 

* The French King hath this weeke made a severe ' arrest,' by which it's made death 
for any of his captains or comanders of any of his men-of-warr to strike saile to any 
nation whatsoever. He is sending out 5 men-of-warr from Rochelle under comand of 
the Co* d'Estrees for the West Indyes, tho' some give out they are for PortugalL 

* Wednesday y yth, — The troopes arrived from Portugall are not come so high as 
Portsmouth, being cutt short by the wind at Plymouth. This day it was agreed at 
the Board that his Majestye should be attended for his pleasure how they should be 
disposed of, the lords being very sensible of the great honor they have done this 
nation by their great valor, and noe lesse exemplary discipline while in Portugall. 

' Major Needham is this day ordered to continue a prisoner unlesse he can eive 
security for his appearance, and the Dutch ambassador to be made acquainted wiu it 

' Create abuses haveing beene discovered in transporting English wooles beyond 
the seas contrary to the lawes, by which the whole manufacture of cloth may in time 
be in danger to be lost, their lordships have ordered to tsUce it into consideration on 
Friday next. 

' Thursday, Zih, — It's said his Majestye intends to continue at Saxum, in Suffolke, 
and the partes adjacent till Saturday next, and then to pass to Audley End to the Queen. 

'To-morrow in the afternoon is appointed, as it's said, a meeting at the Lord 
Keeper's house here in towne about the Irish business, so as his lordship intends to 
be here this morning from his country house at Teddington. 

Mt's feared that they of Tripoly may take advantage by the not returning of the 
English consull. Tucker, in the time limited by their Bassa to break the peace, at least 
to do some violences at sea, and a letter from Leghome says they had already taken 
an English shipp laden with come from that coast. 

*S' William Waller,* who dyed at his house at Ostely Parke (10 miles from this 
citty) some dayes since, and was on Tuesday last from thence accompanyed with the 
coaches of many of his friends to the new chappie at Westminster, neare Tuttlefieldes, 
and there interred. 

* Friday, 9/A. — My L* Keeper did not come to towne as was supposed, and the 
Irish business is yett at a stand till the King comes backe, and his further pleasure 
be knowne. 

* Sir William Waller, 1597- 1668, a Parliamentary general, who distinguished himself in 
the Long Parliament as an opponent of the Court. At the Restoration be was elected M.P. for 
Middlesex. 
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'The late visiit of the French ambassador's lady to the Queen* has made some 
noise, and she is thought to have noe reason to take the thing soe much to heart as 
she did, the Queen haveing stayed above one houre for her the night before her 
Majestj'e went to Audley End. 

' The King was at Saxum on Wednesday night with the Lord Crofts, and the next 
he intended to be at Audley End with the Queen. 

'M' Mountajfue is relumed from Audley End, whether he bad attended the 
Queen as the Master of her Horse, and is now prepareing to begin his journey for 
France in few weekes. 

' Some considerations are held about the trade to the plantations, whether or how 
far there may be a trade allowed between the plantations and Tanger. The matter is 
referred to 3 Comittee to consider of, 

'M' Willoughby.t L'' Willoughby's sonn, is arrived in Ireland with severall 
persons of quality from Barbadoes, in the "Crowne," a King's man-of-war, and is 
expected daily here. 

* This day the Earle of Sandwich is gone to attend his Majestye at Audley End, 
and is expected backe in few dayes,' 

49. Dated October i6tli, 1668. 

' Afondayt 12M. — Saturday last the Earle of Sandwich went downe to the Court lo 
waile upon theire Majesties, not haveing yet scene the King since his rcturne. 

'The same day the Duchess dined with nny Lady Devonshirct at her house at 
Roehampton, being wholly well of her lameness. Thursday the King arrii-ed at 
Audley End, where he found the Queen pretty well, though somewhat feaverish, soe 
as 10 bee let blood twice. 

'We are told that soe soon as S' W™ Godolphing arrives in Spaine the Count di 
Molina will have lycence lo relume hence, and that it's likely Don Juan d'Toledo will 
bee seni hither as envoy extraordinary from Spaine. 

'Cap' Nichols is arrived ai Portsmouth from his gover"*- at New England, 
having left all affaires there in a very good condition. 

' Tuesday, 13^.— The Queen, not finding herselfe soe well in her health as shec 
hoped at Audley End, hath finally resolved to relume hilhtr on Thursday next, of 
which my Lord Chambcrlayne having given noi.ice the house is cleering and refilling 
10 receive her. Upon the newes of her Majeslye's indisposition the Duchess this 
morning sent a gentleman lo compliment her and to bring an account of hei 
health. 

' It's uncertainc when the King will retume, but most beleeve hee will bee here by 
the middle of next weeke, if not sooner. 

' The forces arrived from Poriugall are at Portsmouth, and it is sayd that last night 
his Majeslye's pleasure was sigmfycd to my Lord General! 10 take the fooie and 
incorporate them into ihe standing regiments of guards, and for the horse 10 give ihem 
some small money in hand, and 10 send them back to iheire homes. The officers will 
m tyme be provided for. 

* The Calendar o/Slali Papers gives an xmustng account of this lady's ptescntalion at Couil : 
' Nothing ii so loud in Ihe town a:s the ignorance of the French ambassador s lady 10 perrorm her 
audience with her Majesty ; she came so IJtlle instructed, that when :>!ie arrived at ihe Queen she 
knew not how to behave herself, but slood there till she was oui of cuuntenance, made her 
cuiticy, ttfid departed ; but Ihe King, most fortunately meeting her, brought her back, and 
instructed her to pcifoTm her career.'

*The Lord Lexington! is sayd to bee dead this last weeke. The 12^ instant my 
Lord Mordant with one ser\'ant passed from Dover to Calais. 

*The Queen is this night arrived in much better health than when shee went 
thence, only a little paine still in her eyes. The King continues his resolution of being 
here on Saturday. 

* Fry day y 16M.— This aftemoone S' W" Temple's lady % parted hence with her family 
and household stuff for Holland, having a vessell assigned her for her transportation. 

' It seemes the King intends to weare out this fine weather in the countrey, having 
putt off his retume till Tuesday next, till when hee will be at and about Newmarkett 

* The last night the French ambassador enterteyned the Duke and Duchess at a 
noble supper at Leicester House, where were alsoe my Lady Castlemayne§ and severall 
other ladyes of the Court. The " Unity" arrived from Cadiz at BristoU sayes they of 
Sally have 4 men-of-warr at sea ; that Captain Rooth, whoe comands 2 of his Majestye's 
men-of^warr, lyes before the barr to stop all vessells going in or coming out*

' Satterday^ 17M. — This aftemoone my L* Keeper comes to towne, and has a 
meeting this evening at Essex House about the Irish business. 

* From Bruges of the \\ tell us S' Marke Ognati was that night expected there 
from Mechelen, where the" Constable still remaynes, on his way hither to complement 
his Majestye on the Constable's behalfe. The first of the next moneth his Majestye 
thinkes of making a step downe to Newmarkett to see the races that are made for thiat 
day. 

' It's said that notwithstanding the short stay their Majesties made at Audley End, 
and the want of some conveniency they found there, yett his Majestye continues in 
the thoughts of buying the house of the Earle of SufTolke. 

^ Munday^ igih. — The newes of the Mareschal de Turennes|| having changed his 

* Joccline Percy, 12th Earl of Northumberland, 1645-1670, only son of the nth Earl. He

Letters from Barbadocs are of the 12 of July, and confirme our 
former advices that the French had omitted to restore S' Christopher's, pretending 
reimbursements for severall ameliorations and improvements of the plantation, which 
is not all provided for by the treaty, and therefore his Majeslye expects it should not 
hinder the due execution of the treaty in other pointes. 

'The Duke of Newburg,t haveing his hopes much confirmed and eocreased to him 
of succeeding in his pretensions in Poland, the Emperor, as the Duke sayes, haveing 
perfectly declared for him, has written to his Majestye to support his interest in this 
occasion, and 10 that end to send an ambassador to be neare at the lime of the election, 
this next dyeit, which begins the iS of December next. 

' Wednesday, 21st. — This aftemoone the Lord Brounker, President of the Royall 
Society, together with severall members of thai company appointed by the Society, 
mett at the president's lodgings, and thence went in a body, in the name of Ihe com' 
pany, to compliment Ihe French ambassador in relume of the civility he had tivice 
made to the company in goeing to visit! the president. They were received with great 
respects, and Ihe ambassador has desired to be present one day in Iheire publicke 
assembly, whicli is granted him. This morning at Councell was reported the matter 
of farming the whole revenue of Ireland. 6 or 7 partyes approved competitors for it, 
and had each made their severall offers before the Lords of the Treasury ; upon the 
whole, after a mature debate, it was ordered one bidding more should be allowed at 
the Treasury Chamber to-morrow afternoone, and report thereof to be made on Fryday 
at Councell, where his Majestye would give the farmc 10 the highest bidder. 

' Thursdity, 22nd. — The Governor, Councell, and burgesses of the Colony of Virginia 
have made a present to his Majestye of 300 weight of silke, being the first fruiies of 
that commodity in that colony, praying his Majeslye's acceptance of it, and his pro- 
tection of that new manufacture. His Majeslye hath ordered it to be wrought into a 
bed and furniture for his owne use, as a marke of his royall acceptance of that duty. 
They are in hopes there of settling of a manufacture of flax, hemp, &c. This after- 
noone the Commission of Trade is opened at Essex House, and from thence have 
power to adjoume as they see cause.

' S' Thomas Osborne and S*^ Thomas Littleton are appointed commissioners for 
the execution of the office of Treasurer to the Navye during the Earle of Anglesey's 
suspension. 

* Sir Philip Mu^rave, 1607-1678, a well-known Royalist who declared for the King at the 
outbreak of the Civil War, and became Governor of Csirlisle and Commander-in-Chief of the 
Royalist Forces in the Counties of Cumberland and Westmoreland. He took an active part in 
the intrigues which led to the second Civil War, left England after the King's deadi, but was 
allowed to return under the Protectorate. At the Restoration he presented a petition recountioe 
his services, and was rewarded by the Government of Carlisle. He represented Westmoreland 
County in the Long Parliament of Charles II. 

t Henri Charles de La Tremoille, Prince de Tarente, 1620-1672, Marshal Tnrenne's 
nephew.

*' His Majestye is thinking of sending an ambassador to Taffeletta to propose a 
peace, considering how much they write from those parts he is of late disposed to it.' 

54. Dated November 27th, 1668. 

^ Satierda^y 21 J/.— Upon further inquiry into the business of S* Kitts this morning 
at a Committee, it was informed by severall hands that the French had made 
great devastations on that island, soon after their knowledge of the Peace at Breda, 
by burning and destroying the English plantations and pulling downe their houses 
and forts, carrying away the materialls. How the reparation is to be made is now under 
consideration, and the Judge of the Admiralty hath orders to consider of the matter 
of law and right in the case, so as his Majestye may know how to agree the matter 
with the French. When that business is over the French ambassador intends to 
enter into the Treaty of Comerce in which nothing is yett done. 

'Its said after all that Mons^ Boreel is to remaine here as ambassador in ordinary. 

* Monday y 2yd. — S' Daniell Harvey, his Majestye's ambassador to Constantinople, 
is yett before Leghorne, but refuses to goe on shore because the Port will not salute 
his shippe (the ^ Leopard ") first, which he apprehends they ought, it wearing a flagg 
for an admirall, in regard they lately did it to the Marq" Martell, the French 
ambassador. The dispute is not yet ended, nor is it knowne what will be the issue of it. 

'His Majestye has thoughts of sending a splendid ambassador to the new Emperor 
of Morocco (Taffaletta), butt who the person will be is not yett knowne. 

' Captain Waller hath the Company in the Guards which Cap^ Bennett, late 
deceased, had, and M' Skelton, some time Page of Honour, hath Cap^ Walter's. 

' The Spanish ambassador hath (as the course of the law, and hath severall times 
been practised) been served with a writt out of the High Court of Chancery upon 
a private suite about a certaine contract made with a Captain for to raise 500 
men to pass into Flanders this last summer, but his Majestye resents much the 
manner of serving the writt on the ambassador in his coach, and will give him 
satisfaction on the party. 

* Tuesday, 24M. — The States of Holland have appointed a committee to treat with 
S' William Temple about adjusting all matters relating to trade in the East Indyes in 
which they seeme much disposed to give his Majestye all satisfaction. 

•The next weeke the Earle of Carlisle hopes to be goeing his ioumey for Sweden, 
and immediately after him S' Thomas Higgons for Saxony, and S*^ Edward Spraag 
for Flanders. 

^ Wednesday^ 25M.— By the late additionall articles with Argiers concluded by S' 
Thomas Allen our trade in those partes is much secured, and his Majestye hath 
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ordered what supplyes are necessary for that fleet to be transmitted in bills of exchange 
lo keep ihem out a longer [ime. 

'Tne farmes of Ireland being lett, a question aro^ about auit-reats which ihe 
farmers see wilt scarce ever be answered from severall sons of lands ; his Majestye 
being acijuainted with this was pleased this day lo order that a commission shall 
forthwith issue to certain persons to consider what abatements may be necessary lo 
make of quit-rents in that kingdome. 

'The busincsse between the town of Newcastle and Dean and Chapter of Durham 
about erecting a ballast wharie on the river of Tyne, h.is again heard this day, and 
it's ordered thai the partyes shall be put into the condition they were in July last ; 
that is, the undertakers shall goe on with iheire worke bciwcen this and and the ne^t 
terme, and that then, both partyes shall liy consent come to a iryall at common law. 

' Thursday, ibtk. -The King was ple;ised lo fiee ihe French ambassador from the 
duly of 4"' summe for that shipp that brought over his household stuff and provisions 
of the ambassador, considering my Lord Mollis declared to the Board that he had 
been freed from the like In Prance. The Spanish ambassador's memorialls lately put 
in demanding restitution for a shipp lately taken in Jamaica by the English, and calhng 
on the King to declare whether his Majestye understands that there is peace or war in 
the West Indyes according to the treaty now on fool between England and Spaine, 
hath been in consideration, and an answer will in a few dayes be made to it. 

* Fryday, 27/^.— There hath been long a proposition on foot from the Duke of 
Savoy* for the granting of a free trade to the English in some of his ports in the 
Mediterranean for the landing the English cloths and other manufactures in those 
parts, and thence into Switzerland and Germany, which is yeit come to noe con- 
clusion, but is under consideration. This day it's ordered in Councell that all foreign 
ambassadors and ministers shall be reduced to the same allowances of wine free from 
impost that they enjoyed in the laie king's time. 

'The Great Duke of Toscany not havinge consented to salute S' Daniell Harvey 
first would be not persuaded 10 goe ashore, but is departed on his voyage to Constanti- 
nople, and it's expected what resentment his Majestye will express of it considering 
that Prince had this summer given to the Marquis de Martcll, Vice-Admiral of France, 
what he now refused to his Majesty's flagg. 

'After the instances that have been made by S' Jo. flineh to the Prince of 
Monaco for reparation for the English shipp taken, it's said the French King doth 

eromise to use his best authority with that Prince that he satisfy for the principall 
isse, but in the meantime the Prince goes ott to fortify his towneof Mentoneforfeare 
of what S' Thomas Allen may attempt there.' 

55. Dated December 4th, 1668. 

' SaHerday,i%lh.— \i% said that the French King hath peremptorily ordered his 
men-of-warr to make the Spaniards salute first wherever they meet them out at sea, 
and that he is raising some new troopes on what designe is unknowne, and that he 
proceeds lo persecute the Protestants with much violence. 

' The Great Duke of Toscany having made respectful! addresses by letters to his 
Majestye for not saluteing first at his port of Leghome his Majestye's flags with S' 
Daniell Harvey, his Majestye upon consideration had of this matter, has ordered his 
minister at Florence to acquaint the Grand Duke that his Majestye expects his fla^g 
should be first saluted in that port, and soe S'' Thomas Allen has orders peremptorily 
to demand to be done to him and his squadron, and further that his Highnesse give a 
declaration 10 the said minister thai he will cause it to be done for the future in his 
ports, that then his Majestye will pass by what is already done. Sir Daniell is found 
to have been surprised and misled when the Slate of Genoa told him that port had not 
first saluted the French Vice-Admirall, they having concealed from him that, therefore 
he would not salute them, but passed on his way. However, Sir Thomas Allen is 
again ordered not to salute the port of Genoa first, but there and everywhere else to 
expect whatever the French had done to Ihem. 

'Monday, y3th.-~W\% Majestye has thought of sending an ambassador 10 the new 
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Emperor of Morocco, Taffelette, and has made choice of M' Henry Howard* for that 
service, 2<^ brother and heire presumptive to the Dukedome of Norfolke. His errand 
will be not only to complain of the injuryes of those of Sally, now become his subjects, 
but to make a firme peace with that Emperor. 

' This evening the case between the merchant adventurers and the Hamburgh Citty 
was again heard at large, as to the points of law, after which the a^ent put in a protest 
against any judicature but that of the Imperial Chamber, which their lordshipps 
rdfused to admitt of, not being set to judge but only to informe and report to the Prince. 
Monday next is appointed for another heareing. 

' Tuesday^ ist — The trade with Savoye is again referred to the consideration of 
the Councell of Trade to report back to his Majestye in Councell. 

' The dispute with the Prince of Monaco will be composed, his Majestie being 
pleased to accept of the Prince's offer, viz., 5000 crownes. 

* The Earle of Carlisle sayes he will be gone the next weeke and by reason of his 
absence his sonn, the Lord Morpeth,t will be joyned with him in the lieutenancy of 
Northumberland and Cumberland. 

^Wednesday, — The draught of the commission for mitigating quitt- rents in Ireland 
was this day produced at the Board and ordered to be further considered of. It will 
be only to lessen quitt-rents upon lands not yet taken out. 

'An account was this day brought by the Lord Culpepper, Governor of the Isle of 
Wight that a Dutch shipp coming from Surinam, had putt in there, of whom the 
Deputy Governor had learned that he had on board him, one Jones, an Englishman 
sent prisoner by the Dutch from Surinam to Zeeland on what pretence not knowne, 
the captain of the vessell comeing casually on shore and refusing to deliver the 
Englisnman, the Deputy Governor detayned the captaine, and sent up to desire further 
order in it, the thmg being examined, and M' Willoughby, sonne to the Lord 
Willoughby, being called in and heard in the matter ; it was ordered that the Dutch 
captain should continue on shore till the Englishman be delivered. Letters from 
France tell us that a shipp come in at La Rochelle from the West Indies brings news 
that a party of English from Jamaica had descended to Porto Bello, and there taken 
great booty and returned very rich. 

^Friday, — The complaint made by the Spanish ambassador to the Lord Keeper 
of the writt served on him at the suite of one Morgan, was this day communicated to 
his Majestye in Councell, and on a full debate it was resolved that in consideration of 
the great affront, as well the said Morgan as the officers that served the writt shall be 
committed to the Gate-house prison. 

* Upon the detention that hath been made by order of his Majestye and Councell 
of the Dutch man- of- warre that brought over M' Jones, prisoner from Surinam, the 
Dutch ambassador hath this day given in a memoriall complaining of it and demand- 
ing the release of the captain, but his Majestye upon consideration of the matter has 
ordered that the captain be deteyned a-shore till M*^ Jones be delivered.' 

66. Dated December nth, 1668. 

* Satterday^ ^th, — Thursday night last dyed the Earle of Salisbury! after a long 

* Henry Howard, 6tb Duke of Norfolk, 1628-1684, brother and heir of Thomas, 5th Duke, 
whom be succeeded in 1677. He went as ambassador extraordinary to Morocco in April, 1669, 
and was created Hereditary Earl Marshall in 1672. 

t Edward Howard, Viscount Morpeth, afterwards 3rd Earl of Carlisle, 1646- 1 692, son and 
heir of the 2nd Earl, whom he succeeded in 1685. He was created joint Lieutenant of 
Cumberland and Westmoreland, December 3rd, 1668, and was Deputy Governor of Carlisle 
Castle in 1678. He was Deputy Chief Butler of England at the coronation of James II. 

% William Cecil, 2nd Earl of Salisbury, 1 591-1668, only son of the 1st Earl, whom he 
succeeded in 16 12. He bore the cross and sceptre at the coronation of Charles I., but took part 
with the Parliament in the Civil Wars, and was one of the four earls sent in 1643 to ^'^^^ ^i^h 
the King at Oxford. Notwithstanding this, he was taken into favour after the Restoration, and 
was made High Steward of St. Albans. James Cecil, Viscount Cranbourne, 3rd Earl of 
Salisbury, 1648- 161 3, son of Charles Cecil, Viscount Cranbourne. Made a Privy Councillor in 
1676 and a K.G. in 1680. He was a strenuous supporter of the exclusion of the Duke of York 
from the succession to the throne. 
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weakness and decay of strength, leaving his grandchild, the Lord Cranbourne, heire to 
the honor and estate, soe much as is not sen out in joyntures and annuicyes. il's 
said his body was this day carried privately out of towne to Hatfield, the usuall place 
of enterment for that branch of the Cecils. It's said that an ambassador will be 
SfKedily named to goe from his Majestye to the States of Venice, but whoe (he person 
will bee is nol yet knowne. 

' The com" for abatement of (luitt-rent in Ireland is this night passed ihe seale, 
and is gone for Ireland by the ordinary post. 

' Monday, yth. — An impious, blasphemous pamphlett impugning the Holy Trinity, 
the necessitye ofa satisfaction for sin and ihe powers of an imputed righteousness set 
out by one Pen,' sonn to S"^ W"" Pen, an officer of the navye, and one whoe hath run 
through all degrees of loosenes and extravagancy, appearing this week in publique, the 
printer is committed to close prison, and y*' author is in search for to receive the 
punishment due to so great an impiety. 

'This evening the Lords of the Councell are to meet to suriie upp the whole of the 
cause betweene the towne of Hamburgh and y" English merchants. In order to the 
making a report to his Majestye whoe does not pretend to judg of the cause formally, 
but only by that to conclude how farre it is equall and fitt to demand from Hamburgh 
a reparation for loss. They say from France that the Earle of S' Albans is shortly to 
come for England. His Majestye hath given order for the transporting tlie persons 
of Henry Martin and Heamingham from Wyndsor Castle where they now arc 
prisoners ; the first to Chepstow and y" other to Chester. Letters from Tangicrs arrived 
yesterday overland tell us that there had been some difference In the lowne between 
the Lieutenant Governor and the Mayor, upon the peevish, froward humour of this 
latter, whoe had secretly withdraivne himselfe into Spaine ; that all things else were 
very well and prosperous. 

'Upon severall insolencyes committed at Newcastle-upon-Tyne by severall 
factious and phanatique spirits, Gilpin, Sec, by illegall assemblyes frequently repeated, 
and now more lately by holding as is said a feesi, his Majestye much resents the 
disorder, and bath directed a severe course to be taken with them as farr as the taw 
reaches, and is much displeased with y" magistrates for not haveing proceeded 
accorditig to law against the offenders. 

' Tuesday, &/k. — Sunday, in the evening between 4 and 5, the " Defiance," one of 
bis Majestye's 3'' rate friggotts lying at Rochester fell on fire by what accident was 
not knowne, and it was then feared little or nothing of her could be saved, although 
shee had all the heipe that could bee upon soe sudden a surprise. 

' The Constable of Caslile hath received ample powers from the Queen of Spaine to 
treat with his Majestye the King of Sweden and y° States about all y° common 
concemes of the Tripple AUyance in order to which they in Holland are resolveing to 
appoint a meeting with y' said court dcputyes, but where or when is not yet said. 

'Wed., 9/A.— Upon a full heareing this day al the Board of all parties by iheire 
councell. Consul! Maynard was declared innocent of the charge brought against him, 
the adverse party received a discountenance for the factious and disrespectfull 
animosityes they had showne, and at the earnest suite and praier of the most 
considerable pane of the merchants trading in Portugal!, the Consul! was by his 
Majestye declared to continue in his office ; what further reparation may bee done him 
is not yet said. 

'But some of the contrary party, as M' Lenlhall.t &c, were charged by his 

* Thia was Will am Penn. Ihe founder of Pennsylvaniii, 1644-1718, son of Adnilial Penn, 
who bad been gEtting into trouble by writing hia once celebrated Sandy FetindaliaHs ShaJki».

as hee hath allready refused M' Thinne leave to take Denmarke in his way from 
Sweden for the same reason. 

* Thursday^ loth. — His Majestye continues frequent in Councell for reducing yet 
lower the yearly expenses of the crowne, soe hee may for the future keepe within his 
revenue, and not be forced to burthen the people, after which it is sayd the expenses 
of the kingdome of Ireland will pass under the like inspection. W Mountague haveing 
passed the necessary orders for his allowances is now fitting himselfe with all speed 
to pass into France, and will imediately take on him the quality of ambassador, and 
not that of envoy as was at first intended. It's believed hee may bee ready about the 
middle of the next moneth. 

'S*^ Edward Sprag^ will not bee ready ^et in 2 or 3 dales, nor is yet knowne 
whether the meetmg mtended by the Consti with y* ministers of England, Sweden, 
and Holland, bee to bee in ffianders, or elsewhere, certain it is, the former grow 
higher every day in theire pretensions upon the Spaniard at the conference at Lisle, 
by which they seeme to keep the quarrel on foote, till they finde theire opportunitye 
to owne it openly. What will bee y* end of Don Juan's retreat is not yet knowne. 

' The Mareschall d' Tirenne, they say, grows daily more and more in the con- 
fidence of the French King, and is like to bee the first of the ministers in short tyme. 

^ Friday^ wth. — After a long debate was this day heard in Councell about y* matter 
of S^ Christopher's, and an answer is made to y® French ambassador's memorialls upon 
that subject, and Mon' Colbert haveing brought very fairely yesterday new orders from 
the French King for the effectuall restoration of that island to us, with those 
ameliorations his Majestye's ministers had insisted upon, the orders are accepted de 
bene esse and all further differences that may arise concerning the full execution of the 
treaty at Breda in that matter, and referred to commissioners on both sydes upon the 
place. 

'His Majestye was pleased for the greater ease of Members of Parliament, and 
because he resolves to continue to ease the people from any new taxes, whatever other 
husbandry hee uses in his owne expenses, hee was pleased this day to declare at 
Councell that he resolves to prorogue the Parliament from y« i® March to y* 19° 
October following, and accordingly a proclamation is to issue to that purpose.' 

57. Dated December 18th, 1668. 

' Saturday. — W. Penne, junior, author of that horrid and abominable piece against 
the Holy Trinity, &c., is aprehended, and was this day brought in custody before 
the Secretary of State, and will certainly receive the punishment due to so great 
blasphemy. 

* This evening S' Edward Spragg is gone downe the water to embark for Ostend, 
being accompanyed with the Lord Almoner Howard, who goes upon his privat affairs 
into those parts for some time. 

•M*" Henry Howard of Norfolke will not sett out for Morocco, whither he is 
prepareing to goe as ambassador extraordinary from his Majestye, till Taffeletta hath 
testifyed his desire of such an embassy from the King, and hath sent sufficient passes 
to secure him and his company. 

* Monday. — Saturday night arrived here from Spaine S' Bernard Gascon, by whom 
wee understand the Prince of Toscany continues his resolution of coming to see this 
court, in order to which the frigott is hastening to sea which is appointed to fetch him 
from S^ Antonio in Biscaye. 

'The annuall preparations and provisions of victualls for the navye is now this 
weeke ordered to be paid which was the last yeare, and the 'command is given to 
S' Denis Gaurdon the victualler to provide accordingly. 




'Thursday last a 
complement their Majes 
ordinary.

' Yesterday meti the Councell of Trade, at which was present his Royall Highnesse, 
about the generall interest of trade of the kingdome. 

'Thursday. — The swift sailing-ship built at Portsmouth by y° undertaking of 
S' Lawrence van Hempskirk, called the " Nonesuch," is now wholly finished, and will 
be launched on Monday next. She is to carry forty-eight guns, and will be at worst a 
very useful I fregat. 

' M' Morgan, he that arrested the Spanish ambassador in his coach, having layen 
committed to the Gatehouse for that msolence foure or live days, and now having 
desired his Majesiye's pardon, and the Spanish ambassador intreating for him, he was 
this day ordered to be discharged from his imprisonment. 

' The great remissness observed by the Councell of Trade in the government of 
plantations in the execution of the Act of Navigation, the Lords of the Councell have 
ordered new directions to issue for quickening them in that duty, and it was done 
upon an address from the Councell of Trade read this day. 

' This nighi his Majestye's pleased to supp with the Lord Newport, comptroller of 
his household. 

' Don Francisco de Mello is on his wa^ to Holland with an answer to their 
demands from the crowne of Portugall. 

' /^rf(/ll^'.— This day the proclamation for prorogueing the Parliament from the first 
day of March next till the ig"" October following, and was ordered forthwith to be 
published. 

* There is likewise a proclamation issueing for y' apprehension of severall principall 
robbers, for the taking of each which a reward of 20''' is proposed, and a free pardon 
to such person if he himselfe be an offender in the same kind, and logeather with 
some other orders and directions for remedying that great disorder for the future. 

'After a long and serious consultation about some complaints lately pult in by the 
Spanish ambassador, the Count de Molina, about spoiles and depredations committed 
in the West Indies by the English upon the King of Spaine's subjects, his Majestye 
hath ordered an answer to be ^iven him that his Majestye's subjects have also on their 
parts many and great complaints of hostilityes committed on them by the Spaniards 
in those pans, ai hath been testifyed by the affidavits of severall persons, so, as 
hitherto there having been hostilityes committed on both sides, it will be best to 
extinguish and forgett wfaat Is past, and, for the future, to enjoyne a strict and sincere 
observation of the peace lately concluded, so as our shipps may be allowed free 
accesse to the Spanish ports In case of need. 

* It seemes there happened to drop out of young Pen's pockett a little script of 
paper, containing six or seven dangerous positions or doctrines as to the power of 
church assemblyes in matter ecclesiastical! without, above and even against y° civill 
magistrate and even in matters civil!, so as he is ordered to be kept close prisoner in 
the Tower, and to be strictly examined upon this paper, 

'There having lately been given abroad a factious and unlicensed sheet of paper 
containing severall queries concerning the state of alTaires in Ireland, the printer and 
autbour are in pursuit, his Majestye being much offended at y> imiolence of the 
thing.' 
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5a Dated December 26th, 1668. 

^ Monday^ 21//. — The Eaiie of Carlisle is ordered by his Majesty to hasten for 
Sweden, and says he will be gone the next weeke. His Majestye intends to send a 
person with the Earle, in his name, to interpose between the crowne of Russia and 
Sweden about some differences between them, and will certainely be one Major Wood. 
Holland sends their mediator if s said. 

' A certaine factious pamphlett havein^ stollen out some few dayes since containe- 
ing certaine queries concerning the afiaires of Ireland, the printer is taken, and, 
confessing the author to be one £\-erard, who is likewise taken, and confesses the 
carrying of it, but sayes he received it from an unknown person. 

* Tuesday^ 22nd, — D' Gellingham, a prebend of Windsor, being late dead, his 
Majestye hath given that place to D' Butler, Prince Rupert's cbaplaine. 

'S' George Carterett is returned frt>m Ireland whether he went to settle things 
relating to his charge there. 

* The Commissioners for the retume of Ireland proceed in that inquisition, and yester- 
day there mett at Essex house, whether also came my Lord Anglesey about his accompts. 

* Wednesday y 23^/.— Monday, young Pen was examined in the Tower upon the 
paper supposed to have casually dropt out of his pockett, but he denyes it peremptorily. 

* The sea commanders, finding themselves persecuted by the un^re and in some 
cases false informations and depositions of severall private seamen as to the matter of 
prize i^oods during the late warr, which now prosecutions are depending before the 
commissioners of accompts at Brooke house, they have joyntly petitioned his Majestye 
to preserve them from the malice of some meane and inconsiderable fellowes who in 
swearing that seeke their mine. 

* Thursday y 24M. — It seemes they of Hamburgh, heareing what was adoeing in 
England in the matter of the shipps burned in the Elbe, and mistakeing it that the King 
intended to judge of the cause here, have lett fall very threatening words to the 
English company there, as if they intended to put the company out of their towne, so 
as the staple should be noe longer kept there, and their agent here does not deny the 
thing, which hath so provoked his Majestye that he hath deferred to open a letter 
written to him from that towne, and hath ordered the merchant adventurers here to 
appeare before certaine of the Councell to consider of removeing their staple, whatever 
become of the dispute now on foote ; and to that end the Swede's resident, they say, 
hath already renewed an old offer his master hath often made to us of entertaineing the 
staple at Stoadt, a considerable towne upon the Elbe belonging to Sweden, and as 
convenient altogether as Hamburgh, and tnerefore the Lords are to speake with the 
resident this very weeke upon the matter.'

* Sir Philip Meadows, 1626-1718, a well-known diplomttisl, Latin Secret»iy lo Cromwell's 
Council >1 ■ atlary of too/, s yeu, an appoinlmen't made to relieve Milton whose blindnesc 
incapacititcd him from the full discharge of hb duties. The poet would have ptefi;iied Andrew 
Marvel, but Meadowi K>on gave him entire satisfacllon. In l6j6 he was sent to represent the 
Protector at Lisbon, in 1657 be wai sent as envoy lo Denmark, wu knighted in 1658 and sent 
•mbaanulor to Sweden, and was afipoinled Knight- Marshal of the palace. At the Reitoratign 
his position bctame anlciubleand he retired from public life, lil tie being heard of him until 1677.

* The Spanish Ambassador did y« last weeke present a memoriall to his Majesty,

' Afontfay, — Some difficultyes have been proposed about the reception and treate- 
ment of the Prince ofToscany, order is given that he shall be received at Plymouth 
with all the markes of civility and respect, and so that our S' John Skelton is ordered 
to tepaire to his Government, there to make his Majesty's camplimenls to the Prince. 
It's said he will pretend to salute the Queen and Dutchess, and to be covered before 
the King, which, whatever will be allowed him within doores, will not be denyed him 
when the King is abroade without doores, but being incognito he is not to eate at all 
in publique with his Majesty. 

' Tuesday. — Letters from Flanders say that newcs was brought from Brussells that 
the Duke of Lorraine had absolutely disarmed, and that the French Kin^ was 
looking towards Burgundye, and that the Prince de Ligne, the Comte de Marchin and 
Piniantell* were the greatest men in esieeme about, and that they feare that the warr 
would breake out againe beiweene those t"o crowns this yeare. 

'It's said by letters from Madeire that three Spanish men-of-warr were arrived at 
Cadiz, from Cartagena in America, with 40,000 peices of eight for the King's sole 
account, and a million and a halfe upon the merchants. 

' H'fdnesday.^His Majesty proceeds in his care to seitle his citly of Tangier, and 
to bring it into a good form of civill government, severall propositions have been 
lately framed by the Lords of the Councell of Tangier, which were last weeke 
approved by his Majesty : vit, for a public scale to be made for the city, which is 
given into the care of the officers of armes to dooe for a mace to be carrycd 
before the Mayor on all solemne occations, for the deciding all controversyes that 
may arise betweene the soldiers and the townsmen, and for the regulating the prices 
of victualls, &c. 

' The Comiilee of Trade proceed lo meet regularly at Essex House Of late ihey 
have made gcncrall reporles to his Majesty in matters of trade.

Mediterranean. 

' Thursday. — In order to the advancement of trade, it's under deliberation whether 
it may not be of advantage that all English vessells may have liberty to carry the 
goods and product of the Indy Plantations directly thence 10 Tangier without being 
obliged to touch at England, paying there such customer as they should doe here in 
En^and.

' The French King haih it seemes made choice of the Scotch regiment under the 
Lord Douglas to be one of those which goe in the service for Candia, whereu[>on his 
Majesty haih sent with all haste to recall that order, o' peace and capitulation w"" 
the Grand Seignor being highly concerned in it. His Majesty haih lately received a 
very civill and kynd letter from the King of Denmarke, written in his owne hand, 
wherein he desires a faire correspondency and amity between the two crownes, «=•■ 
it's not doubted but his Majesty will most readily assenl to. 

■ It says thai the \J Henry Howard, as an encrease of honor upon the occasion 
of this splendid embassy, is to bee made a baron of England, and it will be done by

'This day, according to his Majesty's proclamation, the z houses of Parliament 
having met were prorogued to y* 18''' 8'" next, which was done by Comission 
directed to severall lords of all degrees.

^Wedtusday, 3ri£— The Lord Mayor of London and his bretheren being this day 
invited with much solemnity by the readers of the Inner Temple to his feast, and 
coming in their formalityes, the sword being carried before his Lordship up within 
the Temple, the gentlemen of the house took offence at it, as being contrary 10 thcire 
priviledges as was pretended, and begun soe great a disturbance that they would not 
suffer his Lordship to proceed, soe as betaking himselfe to a gentleman's chamber in 
y* house where he was obliged lo slay all y* day, finding noe expedient to gaine his 
owne pointe and to satisfy ihai of y° house, notwithstanding his Majesty's comands to 
y" Templers.

* Fry day ^ ^th, — Yesterday theire Royall Highnesses went downe by water to Dept- 
ford, and there dining & returning againe in the evening. 

* The meeting that was some months since intended at Hamburgh between General! 
Wrangell, y« Baron d'Isola, &c, and since layd aside, is sayd now to bee resumed, and 
that the Deputyes are certainly to meet from y^ Crowne ot Spaine, Sweden, &c. 

' The Dutchess Dudley, late deceased here in this towne, aged above one hundred 
yeares, hath, to crowne all y« charityes of her life, left many and great legacyes to 
pious and munificent uses, and now her corpse is exposed upon a bed of state at her 
nouse at S^ Giles in the Fields. 

* Of S' Tho. AUen noe further news, but it is concluded they of Algiers will not be 
well setled in y« observance of y« late treaty according to y« true sense of it, but by 
some further awe upon them.' 

69. Dated March 12th, i66f. 

* Satterdayy 6th. — The Lord Henry Howard is made Lord Howard of Castle Rising, 
a lordshipp belonging to that family in Norfolke, and his pattent for that honour is now 
passing. 

* His Majestye, at the humble addresse of the Island of Jersey, hath well agreed 
that they proceed in founding a Colledge and Academy there, and in repairing an old 
peere, ana his Majestye hath given them a considerable heipe towards that charge. 

*The forme of the warrantye sent firom Holland to Sweden hath beene, as wee are 
told, readily agreed to by the Swede. 

* Monday^ Zth. — Yesterday the expresse sent to Paris 8 dayes agoe arrived, bringing 
an account that the French king, at the desire of his Majestye hath countermanded 
that order, and that another regiment shall be appointed in the Lord Duglas his place.

' Tuesday y 9M.— Our Hambourgh letters say the Earle of Carlisle was some dayes 
before passed from thence, otherwise it's believed he might have had instructions to 
pass through Denmarke on the civill letter wee received lately from that King. His 
Majesty is much pleased at the obliging manner in which the French King complyed 
at the very first motion from the Madame with his Majestye's desire of countermanding 
the Scotch regiment, and it's looked upon as a marke of that King's mind to live wefl 
with us. And our ambassador there, they say, shall have instructions at his first arrivall 
to make his Majestye's complements to that King upon it, and in the meanetime the 
French ambassador shall have his Majestye's resentment upon it. 

* Wednesday y loth. — Letters from M*^ Mountague, his Majestye's ambassador in 
France, say he and his companye were safe arrived at Calais. 

* S' W™ Coventry remaines still in the Tower, notwithstanding that, as they say, he 
petitions his Majestye for his pardon before goeing downe to Newmarkett It seemes 
the Collies wonn the footmatche the other day at Newmarkett against Teige, the 
footman. 

'This day my Lord Keeper went to his country house at Twiknam for some day^ 

* Letters from Lisbone, of the JJ of February, say S' Robert Southwell was still 
solliciting the payment of the Queen's portion, which like all other things at that 
Court move very sloely for the want of a Secretary of State there. 

' S' Thomas Higgens is passed Bruges, having chosen rather to goe from Dover to 
Calais, and soe by land through that parte of Flanders^ and was^ it seemes, very kindly 
received by the uovemon 
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' Thunday, ii/A.~ Tuesday there happened a quarrel between the Dulce of 
Richmond and M' James Haniilion. U was when Ihe;.- had well dined with M' 
Saville in the Tower, and soe noe good account can be given of the occasion. They 
had, they say, chosen seconds too, but my Lord Generall the next day sent for them, 
who peremptorily denyed it, upon which he obliged them upon iheir honnours not to 
presente any further quarrell, and the seconds being alsoe secured the matter ends 
there. The Eaik of Rochester, they say, was one in the party, who is, they say, 
upon his late disgrace at Court, designed to goe over into France for some time. 

' Fryday, 13/,*.— Letters from Hamburgh by the last post say -S' Peter Wych, his 
Majestye's Envoy Extraordinary to Muscovy was arrived there on his way to Riga, 
that hee had been kindly treated in his passage through Bremen by the Swedes 
Governor, y* Count de Home.

— The French King hath ordered his ministers in the Court of 
Spaine to have a strict eye on that Kind's health, and every altetacon it may receive, 
that King keeping himselfe and his designes in a posture to make use of that great 
accident whenever it happens. 

'The Duke of Savoy expresses a great readiness 10 entcrteyne a particular corre- 
ftpondency with his Majesty, and to that end is making his Majesty a faire present of 
wynes which one of the King's ketches in y" Streightes is gone 10 Villa ffranca to 
taVe in.

'Weibity., 17/A.— Soe soone as his Majestye returns from Newmarket, Ifs sayd the 
difference betweene the Citty and the Tempters will bee heard at the Councell Table 
before his Majestye. 

' It seemes y^ King of Denmarke having heard y^ Earle was to pass through the 
country intognilo with orders not to see him had given notice to all y* ports and 
publique passages thai noe person should be suffered to pass without first giving hii 
true name in writinge. 

' Thursday^ i8rt.~It's sayd that the Commission for the Treasury will bee only 
renewed to 4 of y* former five. S' W" Coventrye's name being to bee left out, and 
whereas heretofore three made a quorum now two shall make it. 

' S' W" Godolphin is not yet parted, the easterly wynds not suffering the shipp to 
goe out of >* river. 

' My L* Generall does not grow worse. God bee thanked. 

'The Dutch embassador having imbarqued in the river in a private merchant- 
man had the wind turned short on him, and it's believed hee is scarce arrived in 
Zealand.

^ Fry day y 19M. — Letters came in this morning by expresse from Plymouth say that 
the ketch that was sent to wait on the Prince of Toscany was arrived there from the 
Groyne in Gallicia, bringing newes that they came out the 9^ instant in company of the 
"Portland," in which was the Prince, that they had parted company 2 daies after, and 
since heard nothing of them, but believed shee was not farr off. 

*The East India Company have a shipp put in at Falmouth, "The Star," some 
tyme since set forth hence for the East Indies, but by severall accidents forced to put 
into Cadiz, from whence putting out to sea againe shee was boarded by an Algiers 
man-of-warr, whoe tooke out of her an Indian boy, and having tormented him much 
to make him confess y* lading was Spaniards, at last they took by violence a chest of 
gold of neare ;£iooo valew, with 2 chests of sylver and some other conmiodities ; in all 
to y« sume of j£ 14000 sterling, and soe quitted the shipp. The Company have made 
thetre complaint to the King s ministers, and noe doubt will bee relieved. 

* The Lord Cavendish* and y« Earle of Chesterfieldt are goeing for France for 
their healthe for some moneths.' 

71. Dated March 26th, i66f. 

' Saturday^ 20th, — Yesterday about noone was discovered that his Royall High- 
nesse's closett was broken open ; it's not knowne what mischeife they have done. 
The cabinet of papers, &c., having been found broken open, but it appeares upon his 
Royall Highnesse's arrivall that the losse is onely 700 pieces in gold, and noe papers 
or other things of value at all. 

* This morning dyed at his lodging in Scotland Yard S' John Denham, Surveyor- 
General 1 of his Majestye's workes, and it's believed D' Wren will succeed him in his 
place. 

* This evening S' William Coventry and M' Saville arc discharged their imprison- 
ment in y« Tower. 

* The Commission of the Treasury is renewed, and S' William Coventry's name 
left out. 

* Monday^ 22nd. ^Ai last, this aftemoone, S' William Godolphin is departed, being 
to embarke on a merchantman for Lisbon. 

* Noe further newes yett of the robbery committed on his Royall Highness's closett, 
but it's said they are not without hopes of finding the authors. 

* His Majestye appeares much incensed at the insolence of those private men-of- 
warr of Argiers, especially upon the late spoile comitted on the East Indy ship, 
and hath inritt to the Consul there to make a sharpe and peremptory demand of 

* William Cavendish, 1st Duke of Devonshire, 1641-1707, eldest son of the 3rd Earl, 
created a Duke in 1694. He was cup-bearer to the Queen at the coronation of James II., but 
opposing the King's measures, was one of the nobility in arms for the Prince of Orance ; at 
whose coronation he was Lord High Steward of England. He was one of the Lords Justices to 
whom the government of the kingdom was entrust ea yearly, from 1695- 1 701, during Uie King's 
absences. Burnet says, ' He has been the finest and handsomest gentleman of his time, loves 
the ladies and plays, keeps a noble house and equipage, is tall, well made, and of a princely 
behaviour ; of nice honour in everything but paying nis tradesmen.' 

t Philip Stanhope, Earl of Chesterfield, 1634-17 14, second surviving son of Henry, Lord 
Stanhope and the Countess of Chesterfield. He succeeded his grandfather as 2nd Earl in 1656, 
and was Lord Chamberlain to Katherine of Braganza from 1&2-1665, and Councillor to the 
(Jueen in 1670. Bishop Burnet's character of him, with Dean Swift's commentary thereon in 
it€dics, is as follows : — * He is very subtle and cunning ; never entered into the measures of 
King William, nor ever will, in any probability, make any great appearance in any other 
reign. If it be old Chesterfield^ I have heard that he was the greatest knave in England,^ 
Mr. J. H. Jesse, in his * Court of the Stuarts,* speaks of him, at the time of his second 
mamage, as ' A youn|[ man of disagreeable manners and immoral habits, who was principally 
remarkable for the jealousy of his disposition and the redundancy of his hair.' He is 
said to have had his second wife, Lady Elizabeth Buller (who died at the age of 25, 
and of whom he was unreasonably jealous), poisoned in the wine administerfd for toe 
sacrunentf — 




' Tuesday, I3»7/.— This e 
Abbey in Westminster. 

' Letters from Dartmouth bring newes of the King of Spainc's death, and that 
Don Juan was proclaimed K. in his place ; the newes was brought to that port by 
a ship newly arrived from Spaine. Neither the Spanish or French ambassadors have 
any account of this great newes, which makes the thing questioned, although it's 
believed he is not of strong health. 

'This day my Lord G™" went to Newhall lo trye what that ayre will doe. 

' Wedtuiday, 24M.^The rumour of the King of Spaine's death comes to noething, 
that advice from Dartmouth standing single and noe other seconding it. 

' Letters from Hambourg say the Earle of Carlisle had been overtaken by an 
expresse at Lubecke, which obliged him to relume to Hambourg, and thence to 
Stockholme through Denmarke, to deliver his Majesiye's answer to a letter lately 
received from that King. 

'This day was brought before his Majcslye and Councell the difference between 
the Citty and the Tempters upon the indignity offered the Lord Mayor. The meritls 
of the cause being laid aside (whether the Lord Mayor, of right, might carry up his 
sword within ihe Temple) as being matter of right and Iryable at law, the pointe his 
Majestye was pleased to require an accompt of was, what affronts or iadignityes had 
been offered to the person or character of the Lord Mayor. Three gentlemen of 
the Temple were summoned as guilty of such affronts; they denyed it. The 
Citty produced depositions relating to one M' Hodges of the Temple, and, being 
not found, Wednesday next was appointed for him to appeare and answer to 
the charge. 

' Thursday, 2$fA. — His Majestye hath, they say, directed his ambassador at Con- 
stantinople to make a serious complaint to the Grand Seigneur against those of 
Argiers, and lo demand that, according to the late Treaty (1664) with that Govern- 
ment which the Grand Seignior did solemnly ratify, he will procure his Majestye 
jusl reparation, otherwise his Majestye would be forced to take it himselfe, 

'The March" Advent™ of England having had some attempts made in Holland 
for Ihe weakening their ancient priviledges there, upon addresse to his Ma"" it is said 
his Ma'*" has declared he will reinforce whatever priviledges their charier gives them 
at home and abroad, and perticularly will write to the States in their favor. 

'Friday, 26/*. — This morning came letters from Plymouth, that the " Portland," 
in which was the Prince of Toscany, arrived there on Monday last, haveing been 
taken within two dayes after she had sett out from the Groyne by a violent storme, 
which kept her off at sea many dayes. She againe putt to sea, but was afterwards 
forced into Scilly, where the Prince went on shoare a day, and thence passed up to 
Plymouth. His Highnesse was received at his landing by the Govemour of the 
towne, S' John Skelion, accompanyed likewise with the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
towne, and conducted by them to his lodging, being salluted with all the guns of the 
garrison, ringing of bells, &.C.; that he was 10 passe 10 or 12 miles into the country to 

* Sir John Dcnhrnm, 1615-1669. s poet, only son of Sir John Dcnham, the well-known 
judge. Al the beginning of the Civil War he was high sheriff of Surrey, took up arms for the 
King, and was made govemot of Farnfaam Castle, whence he was easily driven by Sit William 
WaSei. His besi-known poem, 'Cooper's Hill,' iri which he described the scenery about hii 
bouse Bl Eghamwu iirst published in 1641. At the Rcstorolion the poet was rewarded for his 
loyalty by several grants of land, and was made Surveyor-General of Worki. He is said to have 
tniilt Burlington House, Piccadilly, tnit Evelyn describes him as a better poet than architect. 
Sir John's second wife, whom he married in 1665, when she was eighteen and he more than lifly, 
became in 1666 the Duke of York's mislress, and while smarting under [his diignu^e Denham 
had ■ short fit of madness ; he visited the King and told him he was the Holy Ghost. At Ms 
death he was buried in Weslroinsler Abbey near Chaucer's moDument. I^lii wife died two yran

72. Dated May 14th, 1669. 

' Saturday y Zth, — One D*^ Gibbs,t an Englishman, having raised himselfe to a great 
esteem at Rome by his vigorous and masterly streyne in poetry, was of late made by 
the Emperour his Poet Laureate, and honoured with a yearely pencon or sallary, much 
to the credit of his country. The man hath set forth a booke of lyrique poems in 
imitation of Horace, which he hath dedicated to the Pope, and is printing another 
very considerable peece, which he intends to dedicate to the King our Master. 

' Letters from Hamburgh, arrived this night, say S' Thomas Higgons, his Majestye's 
envoy to the Court of Saxony, haveing peiformed the ceremony, is on his way home 
as farre as that place. 

'This day the revocation of y^ Duke of Ormond's comission for L^ of Ireland 
was sealed under y^ great seale, and transmitted to Ireland together with his Majestye's 
letter to y^ Lord Deputy there notifying the alteration and that hee continue there 
till my Lord Privy Seale arrive. 

' Monday^ loth, — His Majestye is much satisfyed with the great respect the Elector 
of Saxony hath showne to his envoy, S*^ Thomas Higgons, and to y^ errand hee went 
on, which was principally to invest him with the order. Itt seemes he is designeing 
an embassy for England to retume his thankes to his Majestye for the great honour 
he hath done him, and was observed, amongst other expressions of resentm^ to 
inquire after the King's birthday, saying hee was resolved to celebrate that festivall 
yearely. 

' Wee have been made happy this last weeke with an appearance of the Queene's 
being with childe, and with the certainty that shee is really soe, but attended with 
feares of her miscarrying, soe as her Majestye hath not stirred abroad these 3 last 
dayes, and the 2 last hath kept her bedd. 

' Tuesday y iiM. — The Queen, God bee thanked, continues her great belly, infinitely 
to the joy of all the world here. 

' My Lord Generall doth not grow worse in his health, but his recovery is not soe 
quick as is wished it were. 

' There is a flying report come that a body of French is marching towards Juliers 
syde ; certaine it is that King hath animated all hee can the Electors of Brana : and 
Collen to take into theire hands the severall townes the Hollanders have for soe many 
yeares deteined from them upon frivolous pretences. 

* lVed,y 12M. — From the Barbadoes wee are told that the French King had sent 
into those partes the like orders for restoreing to the English S^ Christopher's as hee 
hath given in here by his ambassador ; but that Mons' de la Ban* being recalled from 
the Government of those French islands, D'Bass, his successor, was to see them 
executed.

* Sir John Reresby in his * Memoirs * writes under date April, 1669. * The Prince of 
Tuscany came to London with a retinue and equipage suitable to his quality. The King enter- 
tained him ma^ificently ; after some time he kept house at his own charge, where he had all the 
portable varieties for food and drink Italy could afford. I dined twice with him ; he was very 
Kind to me, as he was to all those that had travelled in Italy, and spoke the language.' 

t James Alban Gibbes, 1611-1677, a physician, Latin poet, of English descent, settled at 
Rome, where he became physician to the Bishop of Frascati. He appears to have enjoyed 
more repute as a man of letters than as a doctor, and in 1657 was appointed to the chair of 
rhetoric in the Sapienza College. He was the author of a huge number of discoarses and 
lAdn poems, but none of these appear to have been dedicated to Charles |I, 
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'As to y* French hnveing taken S" Domingo it yet needs confirmation, for, though 
letters by the way of Lisbon and Holland say it percmpiorily, yet these last leiiers 
from Uarbadoes, with date of y° iS"" March, say Mon" D'Eslrdes, with his 5 tnen-of- 
warr and a fire-shipp, were then before Martinico, soe as wee can scarce yet have y" 
newes of any great action they can have done. 

' Thursday, 13/A, — The planters and inhabitants of Uarbadoes having, by the 
hands of the Lord Willoughby, theire Govemour, presented severall desires to his 
Majestye for the benefit of these plantations, his Majesiye, haveing yesterday received 
the opinion of some of the Lords of the Cotincell upon them, hath caused them to bee 
referred downe to severall committees for a further consideration. It is in y^ mean- 
tyme found that the planters there are indebted to y° Royall Company at least 
^40,000 for negroes, and have been soe many yeares, which his Majestye findes to 
bee a greal want of justice in those islands, and is Ibinkiag how to remedy it for the 
future, as alsoe to set a rule for a faire rate for blackes, to bee furnished there for the 
support of y' Royall Company, but resolving to support that trade soe as the charter 
of that Company shall not bee invaded. 

'The Queen, God be thanked, continues very well, but doth not come abroad; 
only eates privately with the King at her owne back slaircs. 

'D'' Stoakes, Prebend of Wyndsor and Fellow of Eaton, being now lately dead, 
the chaplaine to y" speaker of the house of Commons will have his prebendary. 

' The Uuke and Duchess are intending, as is sayd, a little progress 10 Audley End, 
Newmarket, and Cambridge, her Highnesse not having been in those parts yet. It 
may bee within 10 daies or a fortnighL 

'Letters from Consianiinople of the loih March say the comotions there were 
very great ; that the Grand Seignior's 2'' brother, named Sollyman, was likely to bee 
sett upp, all the Janissaries being for him, and y" old Queen mother heading y" 
faction ; that that night they met in Councell about it, and it was believed hee might 
be proclaymed the next day. 

' Still our hopes of the Queen's great belly continues. My Lord Generall was 2 
dales since much better, and, if his health proceeded to recover at y° same rate, was 
in hopes of being in lowne in 10 daies or a fortnight. 

'This week our ratify cation of the Justement of Garranly will be passed under y* 
great scale, and then imediately remitted to our ambassador in Holland. 

'The English East Ind. Company have advice by fresh letters from India that 
the Dutch have made a treaty with the King of Maccassar by which they have made 
him stipulate to banish all English, Portuguese, and all other European nations what- 
soever out of his terriioryes, and never suffer any of them to relurne, reside, trade, or 
pass there. 

'Upon the friendly advance the King of Denmarke hath made to send an 
ambassador hither, his Majestye hath resolved alsoe 10 send one to him, but whoe y* 
person shall bee is not yet said.' 

73. Dated May aist, 1669. 

'SaUurday, 15^,— My Lord 7t\vy Seale is prepareing with all speed to pass over 
into Ireland, and this night the commission for revoaking the Lord Duke of Ormond, 
and constituting the Earte of Ossory deputy, goes over to Ireland. 

' The Venetian ambassador's letters conftrme the great disorders at Constantinople, 
and that some considerable revolution is neare in that empire ; but he denyes abso- 
lutely that there are any thoughts or likelyhood of an accommodation between the 
Republic and the Grand Seigniour. 

' Much discourse is in towne about a difference happened between the Prince of 
Toscany and the French ambassador. Upon occasion of a visite the Prince made at 
the hour given him by the ambassador's ladye (as the Prince hath observed towards 
all those ladyes whose husbands came or sent to see him), but it seemes upon some 
distast the French ambassador had taken, that the Prince had payd this ceremony 
first to the Spanish ambassador's lady, his lady sent out word to the Prince that sbee 

'Monday, J7M.— Yesterday Collonel Atkines, his Majestye's Govemour of 
the Isle of Guernsey, tooke leave of his Majestye in order to his retume lo his 
government, and received the honour of knighthood from him. He will depart 
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hence to-morrow, and with him passes likewise over Sir Thomas Morgan, Govemour 
of Jersey. 

'The Earle of Middleton sayes hee will be ready to passe over to Tangier in S' 
Thomas Allen's fleet, soe to take on him the government of that place. 

' The Venetian ambassador hath, they say, much preferred to have an ambassador 
named to goe to Venice from hence in returne of that republique's complement to his 
Majestye ; but though his Majestye hath resolved one shall be sent, yet the person is 
not yet named. 

* Tuesday^ 18M. — Blessed be God ! the Queen continues well still of her great 
belly, which under the good pleasure of heaven makes our greatest joy here. 

* S' Thomas Higgons, haveing performed the ceremony in the Court of Saxony 
with much splendour, is in his returne home as farre as the Hague. 

* Two dayes since the *' Montague," in the river of Rochester, tooke fire by the 
neglect of the marriner letting fall a match, but it was happily squench'd without 
any losse. 

'Notwithstanding all that has passed about S^ Domingo being taken by the 
French, Mons' Colbert, the French ambassador here, sayes he has received fresh 
letters from the Indyes which say not one word of it, but quite the contrary, that the 
fleet is still at the Leeward Islands, soe as that matter begines to lose creditt dayly. 

* Wednesday, — M' S^ George, the Herald,* that went in the place of Garter to 
assist at the investiture of the Elector of Saxony, returned hither three dayes agoe, 
having left S' Thomas Higgons in Holland. He infinitely extoUs the generositye of 
the Elector in the noble entertainment he gave them and the rich presents he made 
them at their comeing away ; each of them have a gold chaine, with the picture of the 
Prince sett in diamonds (S'^ Thomas his worth near £$ or 600), besides each of them 
a bason and ewer, the one worth ;£i2o, the other about halfe y^ value ; and it seemes 
there was not the least of their presents but was presented by order of the Prince. 

* This morning my Lord WiUoughbye lost one of his sonnes — a discreet, hopefull 
young gentleman, who dyed here of the smallpox. 

* Thursday^ 2otk. — This day the Prince of Tuscany dines at Hampton Court, where 
my Lord Ashley treates his Highness. Tuesday he was entertamed by the Lord 
Arlington at his house. 

* This day the finall orders for the restitution of S^ Christopher's went away, and 
the necessary commission for that business. 

* On Tuesday night M' Henry Killigrew,t as he was goeing home to his house neare 
Hamersmith, was by the way sett upon by 4 footmen that attended a morning coach, 
which is supposed to have waylade him to that purpose, and have given him 9 very 
desperate wounds, soe that he is in very great danger of his life. 

* Fry day y 21st, — Upon the report this day made to his Majestye in the business of the 
merchant adventurers and the towne of Hamburgh, it's sayd his Majestye hath resolved 
to demand from that towne the punctuall observation of the capitulations in favor of y* 
Companye which, when he shall have obteyned, his Majestye will come to an issue m 
this matter of the burnt shipps ; and that as to the Companye's priviledges of all kindes 
abroad, they shall bee vigorously asserted and maintayned ; and even for those at 

* Sir Thomas St. George was Somerset Herald from 1660 to 1680, then Norroy King of 
Arms until 1686, then Garter King of Arms until his death in 1703. 

t Henry Killigrew, 1637- 1705, eldest son of Thomas Killigrew, and Groom of the 
Chambers to the Duke of York. He had talked loudly of his old intimacy with the Countess 
of Shrewsbury, and this outrage was done at the instigation of that worthless woman. Killigrew 
appears to have been continually in trouble, for he was beaten by the Duke of Buckingham in 
1667, and soon after was in disgrace at Court. Pepys, on May 30th, 1668, mentions that he had 
newly come back from France, but in October of the same year he was in Paris again, for 
Charles II. wrote to his sister, the Duchess of Orleans, on October 17th, respecting him : ' For 
Harry Killigrew, you may see him as you please, and though I cannot commende my Lady 
Shrewsbury s conduct in many things, yett Mr. Killigrew's carriage towards her has been worse 
than I will repeate, and for his dSmili with my Lord Buckingham he ought not to brag of, 
for it was in all sorts most abominable.

' The Duke of Newburghe's preleniions to ihe Crowne of Poiand goes on very 
well, and this weeke that service hath complemented his Majeslye upon the good 
offices he hath already done him by his letters 10 the Senate and Archbishope, and 
for the honour his Majeslye intended him of a visile by S' Thomas Higgons if his 
Highness had been at Dijsseldorf, desireing further the enterposition of S' Peter 
Wyche in Russia for the disposing Ihe Ciar lo favour him. 

' This day the Spanish ambassador takes leave of his Majestye in order to his 
departure y* next weeke. 

' M' Killigrew's woundes are not thought to be morlall, and the authours of Ihe 
feet are in search of by the ordinary justice. 

' The Queen, thankes be to God. continues very well.' 

74. Dated May zSth, i66g. 

' SalUriiay, ■12nd. — It being found of much prejudice to his Majestye's service that 
leases have been granted by the late Constable of Windsor Castle 10 severall persons 
of small grounds and gardens close under y° caslle walls and for life, his Majestye hath 
ordered that all such leases be called in and renewed during pleasure. 

'Great uncerleintyes are yet in the election of Poland ; most speak of Newburg, 
and yet in France they wil) not believe but that the game all this while is played for 
the Prince of Conde. For either case France will tind its advantage, for all believe, 
If the Duke of Newburg will succeed, Ihe French King v.'ill have a good share in his 
Duchy of juliers. 

'In few weekes now S' Thomas Allen and his squadron will sett saile for the 
Strcights. His instructions are prepareing, and they will direct him lo insist 
peremptorily on 3 full satisfaction for all injuryes past, and lo set a steady rule for the 
safety and freedome of trade for the future upon the ou!d articles. 

' Mund. — Munday next Ihe Prince of Tuscany intends 10 depart for Holland, and 
they say it is uncertaine whether he will pass through Fraunce or not. 

'Saitcrday, in the evening, the Spanish ambassador tooke leave of his Majestye. 

' The latter daie of the last weeke arrived a great part of the Iraine of Mons' 
Gullden here, the Danish ambassador, and he himselfe is e>:pected in few dales. 

'This weeke, or the next at farthest, the Lord Henry Howard imbarques his 
e(]uipage in order to passe to Tangier.

' S' Thomas Allen will warn nothing but provisions, which, in this faire weather, 
will not cost much lyme.

'My L^ Gen" remaines still in the country, and wee heare grows rather belter 
than worse. 

' Tutiday, J 5 W. —To- morrow the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen goe in theire 
robes to wait on the Prince of Tuscany, to invite him to dinner on the King's birthday, 
if his Highness be not engaged. 

•Thursday, the Prince of Tuscany intends 10 dine at Rochester, and haveing seen 
the ships, to lye there that night. Monday he setts for Harwich, and in his way he 
intends to visite my Lord Cenerall al Newhall, and to lye at Chelmsford that night 

* iVidtuiday. — Yesterday his Majestye, being informed of the insolency of certaine 
bailiffes in arresting S' Alexander Fraser, his Majestye's first principal! phistitian, 
without any leave asked of my Lord Chamberlaine, contrary to the priviledges of his 
Majestye's household. His Majestye being infinitely offended at the affront, com- 
manded that the three bailiffes that acted in it, with a certaine drawer of a laveme, 
whoe had been an accomplice in the fact, to be carryed as y' custome is to the porter's 
lodge in Whitehall, and there well whipped. The justice by whose warrant ihal arrest

' The report that hath for some dales since been in this towne is now confirmed by 
letters from the captain of the " JMillford " friggott, that a French man-of-warr of 
70 guns having met with the " Millford " off Malaga, called to her in some reproachful! 
tearmes to strick saile. Captain Hubbard, the commander, answered that he would 
not strick saile to any French dog on the sea, uppon which the Frenchman tacked 
uppon him and followed him some little way : but the weather not permitting the 
" Millford " to beare out her lower tyre she was forced to make the best of her way 
toward Cadiz. 

' Thursday. — This day the Spanish ambassador and his lady departed henoe 
towards Portsmouth, where his excellency is to imbarque in one of the King's friggotts 
for Spaine.

^ Fry day ^ 28///.— Yesterday arrived in y« Downes 2 East India ships richly 
laden for the account of that company, the one from Seratt and the other from 
Bantum. 

' The Sieur D'Marselli, brought lately prisoner into France out of Switzerland, 
gives out, they say, that he was now imployed in severall matters for the King of 
England. But the thing is quite otherwise ; he was not att all now nor was at ever 
any tyme in any imployment directly by his Majestye the man pretended to have. As 
it is likely he had a good interest in Switzerland, and in the tyme of the late warr in 
Flanders the Spaniards made some use of him in theire owne favour to those parts ; 
but his Majestye never, nor doth his Majestye att all concerne himselfe in his fortune, 
onely as much as to informe the French Court aright in the matter when it shall be 
necessary. 

*The Irish — that is, the English inhabited in the province of Munster — are 
thinking of forming a company to trade in the comodites of Ireland into France, 
Spaine and other forraine parts, and are praying his Majestye's letter of incorporation, 
which it's believed his Majestye will readily grant. 

* This aftemoone the Prince of Tuscany returned from Chattam. 

' The Queen continues a little indisposed upon some thing she eat 2 dayes ago, but 
we yet hope well of her great belly. 

'The Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the Citty did, on Wednesday last, make 
the Prince of Tuscany a very solemn complement in their robes, and invited 
his Highness to dyne with them the day before he departs, but he civilly excused 
himselfe. 

' S' Thomas Allen is setting his squadron with all speed for the Streights. 

to in the letter he narrowly escaped the whipping bestowed on the bailiff, to such an unusual 
dq|ree was the King moved. Godfrey asserted that the law was on his side and that he would 
suffer in the cause of the people.

He was created an earl in 1661, was Lord- Lieutenant of Wilts from 1668 to 1675, went 
as ambassador to Copenhagen in 1669, was Lord- Lieutenant of Ireland from 1672 to 1677, and 
First Lord of the Treasury in 1679. Being a partisan of the Duke of Monmouth he was 
imprisoned (for complicity in the Rye House Plot) m the Tower of London, where he was found 
wiin his throat cut. 
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75. Dated June 4th, 1669. 

^Saturday, 2t)l/i.— From Copenhagen ihey lell us Mons' de Guldenlew was gone 
into Norway, where he was Viceroy, to gather up money for his embassy to England, 
which be exptected not to enter upon till they had an account from England how the 
man-of-warr that bring him shall be treated in the Thames. This is a question which 
hath not been openly asked here, but only by the tyc, and it's sayd the answer was 
that the vessell should be assured to be relumed as Danish vcssells ever have been, 
and as all other forreignc men-of-warr now are in his Majeslye's ports, that nothing of 
that matter shall be innovated by the King, soe that there is not like to be any 
difference in (hat poinle. 

' In a weeke the Lord H. Howard thinkes of imbarqueing for TaReletta.

with the Portuguese, who pretend to have the right of them, although indeed ihey arc 
to pass but as one and y' same island with Bombaim.

* My Lord Generall, wee are afraid, grows somewhat worse, his stomacke failing him, 
as our last daye's newes of his health is, but yet it's hoped he may recover his distemper. 

' Yesterday the Spanish ambassador and his lady embarked at Portsmouth, the 
wind comeing faire, and as is supposed ere this under saile for Spaine. 

* Wednesday, the Lord Keeper went to his country house at Teddington, where he 
continues till Tuesday. 

* Of the Prince of Tuscanye's imbarkation is yet no newes, nor of the setting 
forward of Mons' Guldenlew from Denmarke. 

*• The Lord Howard begins to imbarke severall of his provisions and ^oods in order 
to his passage with S' Thomas Allen. It's not certaine the Earle of Middleton goes 
by the same occasion to his new government of Tangiers, but he does not seeme to 
be very forward in his preparations. 

*The treaty of commerce with France is still under consideration before the 
Councell to be perfected, fitt for conferring upon with the French ambassador, in 
order to which a meeting was this day held on it by the Lords of the Councell. 

'His Majestye, upon the great affliction befallen us in the Queen's miscarriage, 
was not this day present at Councell, soe as noe business was done in it.'

* Richard Talbot, 1st Earl of Tyrconnell, circa 1625-1691, first obtained a commission in 
the Irish army 1 64 1, serving afterwards in Spain and Flanders, and as a volunteer in the deveI 
engagement against the Dutch under the Duke of York, with whom he continued ever after- 
wards in favour. In 1672 he was taken prisoner by the Dutch at Solebay : in 1678 was arrested 
at Dublin under suspicion of the Popish Plot, but escaped to France, returning on the accession 
of James II., who created him an earl. He was Viceroy of Ireland from 1^6 to 1689. The 
regiment of which he was colonel was one of the two which suffered most heavily at the battle of 
the Boyne. He married twice — first, Katharine Boynton, and secondly, Frances Jennings, 'La 
Belle Jennings,' sister of the Duchess of Marlborough. In the last chapter of the Grammont 
memoirs it is stated that Talbot, without knowing why or wherefore, took to wife the languishing 
Boynton.

'Monday next the Lord Henry Howard ^oes downe the river to see all his 
equipage and trayne on board, which will certainely bee the most magnificent that 
hath been seen in Europe these later ages ; "with him goes M' Thomas Warren as 
secretary to y* embassy, hee having been allready imployed in those partes as agent 
from his Majeslye, and having made a peace 2 years since with Sally. 

' The Spanish ambassador lyes still wynd-bound at Portsmouth.' 

77. Dated June iSth, 1669. 

'Saturday, i2lh. — Letters of the JJ past from Lisbon say S' Robert Southwell and 
S' William Godolphin had that day taken their leaves of that court, and were the next 
day to depart for Madrid, the one to remaine there as envoye extraordinary, the other 
to retume home. It seemes the remainder of the Queen's portion, S' Robert Southwell, 
after much solicitation, has obtained an establishentent of a yearely sume of 70,000 
crusadoes by the yeare to bee paid to his Majestye, 

' It seemes the Prince of Portugall has desired the Queen of Spaine that the late 
treaty concluded by his Majestye's mediations between those crownes may bee anew 
ratifyed between them in the name of him, the Prince of Portugall, the other having 
been in the name of the King .^Iphonso. And it is thought he will desire the King 
our master to a^ree to ratifye it in thnt slile Ino. 
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'The Queen, God bee thanked, continues pretty well, though much disconsolate at 
our late great losse. 

^ Monday y 14/A.— Yesterday, or the day before, arrived here from Tangier the 
particular informations taken there upon oath, before the Lieut- Governor, of the late 
msult committed within the Streights by a great French ship upon a small English 
frigatt, the *'Milford," Captain Hubbard commander, having fallen upon her, and 
discharged severall broadsides at her, for refusing to strike to him, which it is believed 
will be transmitted forthwith to his Majestye's ambassador in France to have reparation 
for, as a thing against all right and the constant practice in all times between the 
shipps of the two kings without the kings' seas. 

* A ship belonging to Zealand is arrived from the Canaryes, sayes shee came out of 
S° Cruz the 26th May, and reported that, before his setting saile, that the Citty of 
S° Cruz had been actually surrendered up to Taffaletta's forces ; that he was in 
peaceable possession of it, and, as was generally believed, turning all his force against 
Angiers ; that the great kingdome of Sus had given up itselfe without striking a blow. 

*The young Duke of Cambridge has been very ill of late by a sharpe humour 
falling upon his armes where he had newly an issue made him, but yesterday wee had 
the good newes of his being a little better. 

' ffrom the Hague we are told that the Prince of Tuscany had been met in a third 
place by the English and Spanish ambassadors, but that the French had not at all 
taken notice of him, nor is it knowne whether he would or not. 

* Tuesday, 15M.— Of the L* L* of Ireland passing for his new government is noe 
certainty as to the time. 

' Of Mons'^ Guldenlew is yett noe newes, though he is believed at sea by what was 
last sent us from Denmarke. 

' Mons' de la Barre, the late French Governor in S^ Kitts, being returned into 
France, tells, among other great acts he did ag^ the English in those partes, that 
he suncke poore S*^ John Harman at the Leeward Islands, though it is certaine hee was 
never in danger of it. 

* Wednesday y 16/A.— This daye*s letters from France say that Roux de Marsillt, 
that was seized by that King's contrivance in Switzerland, had been at last so close 
followed in his examination by L^ Criminall that, being threatened with the torture, 
he had by some way or other gott a knife and with itt cutt off his privy parts, by which 
he was brought into a desperate condition, and not likely to live. However, the 
Justice was following so very closely that it was believed they would goe neare to 
execute him even in that condition. It seemes all that could be proved against him 
was a rape committed by him ; but as to all the other crimes supposed against him, 
not a word of them. 

* Thursday , 17M. — Yesterday, at the Councell, the Lord Arlington humbly com- 

Elained to his Majestye of an unjust and dangerous aspersion brought upon his name 
y one M'^ Barker, a domesticke of his Lordshipp's, but not in his office of secretary, 
who having privily, and without any notice ever taken in the least to his Lordship, 
negotiated with certaine persons interested in a shipp called the " Unity," taken neare 
thirty yeares since by Mons' D'Espenion for the French trade, in his Lordship's name 
taken bond for one full \^ or 4^^ part to his Lordship's use, and a /looo to himselfe 
when reparation should by his Lordship's meanes be obtained from the French, which 
the Lord Arlington thought of so great reflection to his name and honor that he 
humbly demanded the justice of the King and Lords in the case. Barker being in the 
messenger's hand was called, confessed the fact, owned the bond, but protested my 
Lord Arlington never have knowne of them in the least, nor of any part of the dealing;; 
begging the pardon of the Board, and alleadging it was out of simplicity he did it 
Wednesdaye next the other partyes are to appeare, and the rest of that matter to be 
fully examined that right may be done his Lordshipp. 

* The G****, God be thanked, is of late days much better by the helpe his grace finds 
from a pill given him by a certaine person of Bristoll. 

' The Duke of Cambridge is also much better, and, it is hoped, beyond all danger 
of the late accident 

^ Fry day f i8/^— Upon advice that the sicknesse is broken out in the suburbes of 
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Deepe, an order is made to the officers at the Cuslome-house 10 prohibit a!l trade with 
Ihat lowne. 

' The establish men I of the expenses of the GovernmeiU of Ireland is 10 be reported 
in few dayes to his Ma;c5tye and Coimcell. When it is finally settled it is believed 
the Lord Lieutenant will not be long ere he depart hence for that goiernment. 

' One M' Man neere Exeter having been sent for before the King and Councell for 
holding unlawful conventicles in his house, upon an humble submission and promise 
never to err in the like kind was this day discharged. 

' The Doctors of the Civill Law did this day, according to summons, appeare to 
receive his Majeslye's commands as to desire getting about the re-building of their 
coltedge, called Doctors' Commons, neere Paules in order to their returning theither 
with the profession and Courts of Justice; they have all agreed to determine all 
differences about the new building by Commissioners, and the same to be named by 
Wednesday 10 the King and Councell. 

'This daye's letters from Portsmouth say the Spanish ambassador had put to sea 
on Tuesday, but fell so sicke, and the wind being 'contrary, he came on shoare ag^ne, 
and now proposes to post by land to Plymouth, and thence to embarque.' 

78. Dated July 2nd, 1669. 

'Saturday, 36/A.— The Imposiour of Naples, that gave himself out to be sonn to 
the King of England, haveing been sutliciently detected of all his rogueries, was at 
last by the Viceroy ordered to be publiqucly whipt through the citty, but having 
married a gentlewoman of that country, her friends prevailed to take off the sentence. 

'This day the envoy of Portugall hath, they say, given rn here the ratifyeations of 
the treaty with Spalne in the Piince's name under this style— " Pedro, by the grace 
of God, &c,, &C.," praying his Majestye to ratify in the same forme. 

' It's a mistake that was reported of the Countess of Monmouth being dead. 

'The Earle of Essex is prepareing with all speed for his embassy into Denmarke. 

'Monday, lith. — It seemes at last the Prince of Tuscany, having received such 
orders from his father by a 2'' courrier, at the Hague did furtively visit the French 
ambassador first, in reparation, as is sayd, of what the French called an affront put 
upon theire ambassador here, and the Prince, having finished his liile circuit about 
North Holland, arrived at Amsterdam, where S'' William Temple, his Majeslye's 
ambassador, there casually was. His highnesse sent 10 him to have the satisfaction 
hee had formerly received at the Hague of nieeting with him in the same 3'' place, but 
the ambassador very prudently answered things were not now in the same stale they 
then were ; that what his Highnesse had done, in giving the French ambassador the 
first visit at the Hague, would necessarily oblige all ambassadors from crowned heads 
to expect the like from him, and so did not accept of his proposition, in which he was 
allowed to have done very well. 

' Yesterday the Queen went abroad, being perfectly recovered of her late weakness. 
HerMajesiye was pleased to spend the evening at the Lord Arlington's in Goring house. 

' Tuesday, 29/A. — This morning Mons' Guldenlew bad a private audience of his 
Majestye,towhich hee was conducted by the Master of the Ceremonyesin his owne coach. 

' The King's progress into the West-end partes will not bee till August, and will 
last y' whole moneth, and it's not likely y" Queen will stirr abroad this suiiier. 

' My L-" Generall wee are in hopes proves some>vhat better by the heipe of y* 
Bristoll man's pills, which hee continues to take. 

' Wednesday, jo/A, — It's certaine the IJuke of Newburgh hath allmosl ruined 
himselte by his late pursuite in his pretensions to Poland, and it hath not lost less 
sumes to France and Lorrayne in the cross pretensions. 

■It seemes the French King's highly displeased at y insuh committed upon y" 
Lord Cavendish and y* Earle of Rochester, and hath declared the officers had in it 
shall bee cashiered their commands, but their relations having addressed themselves 
to ye L^ ambassador on y° one hand, and to the lords themselves on y* other, it's 
believed (hey will themselves to y* King for theire pardon. Certain it is they have 
gotten to themselves much honour by their courage and behaviour in the occasion. 

' Thursday, ij/.— Tuesday next y" duchess goes to Tunbridge to take y* waters ; 
bis Royall Highness continuing here for the most part. 
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* This day S' Thomas Allen has departed hence for Portsmouth, all things being 
ready for his going aboard and sayeling with y« first wynd. 

*The Swedes subsidyes, at least y* i"^ payment of them, are, it seemes, returned 
by bill of exchange to Amsterdam. 

' The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland expect still, till y® establishment bee agreed upon, 
which are yet under consideration. 

^ Fry day, 2«^..— The Venetian ambassador having desired to bee present at y« 
meeting of y" Royall Society, held weekly at Arundell-house, for y^ improvement of 
naturall knowledge, yesterday his Excellency was received there with ^reat civilitye. 

* His Majestye having received severall advertisements of y* growing insolency 
and confidence of unlawfull meetings under pretence of divine worship, his Majestye 
hath directed that the Lord Keeper do call y« judges of y« kingdome, and require from 
them their opinions in writeing, what lawes and statues there are in force against such 
meetings, and how the same are to be proceeded against. 

* Yesterday, letters from Portsmouth tell us S' Thomas Allen is arrived there, and 
that the fieete is now ready to set sayle. 

*The Irish letters of y« 26^** past say the Earle of Ossory, lord deputy, was gone 
doune to Kilkenny to take his leave of his mother, y® Duchess of Ormond, was ready 
to imbarque for England 

' The Danes' ambassador hath not yet appeared much in publique, only privately 
hee hath made his complements to y^ ministers, and is prepareing to make his publique 
entry. 

' The Marquess Spinola, a private gentleman of Genoa, at present here, hath among 
other things mterposed by letters from that republique in favour of a shipp, the 
'' Abraham's Sacrifice," taken during the late warr, passmg from Holland to Genoa, and 
as they pretend laden for y« Genezand.' 

79, Dated July 23rd, 1669. 

^Saturday, 17th, — This day the Lord Buckhurst and M' Savill parted towards 
France. His Majestye, at the desire of the French ambassador, hath appointed a 
certaine rule for all salutes to bee given and received between y® English and the 
French in the West Indies upon termes perfectly reciprocall, there being seas in which 
neither can pretend to a sovereignty. 

* Yesterday appeared in custody before y« Councell one M' Minors, of Litchfield, 
for keeping unlawfull meetings in his house, and remaines after examination under 
confinement. 

* Monday, 19M. — It was a mistake when it was sayd that Mons' Courtin's* brother 
was here, it's Mons** Barillon^t the intendant of the army in Flanders, hee is only here 
out of curiosity to see the court, and so in a few dales to retume. 

* The Lord Privy Seale is ready in a very short tyme, they say, to depart for Ireland 
as Lord-Lieutenant there, soe soone as hee shall have received his instructions and other 
despatches, in order to which the lords of the treasury have this morning met with the 
committee of Irish lords, where his Majestye was pleased himselfe to be present many 
houres. 

* They of the towne of Hamburgh, finding his Majestye conceme himselfe soe 
earnestly in the interests of the Merchants Adventurers' Company, have, it seemes, at 
last resolved simply, and without any condition, to confirme and renew them theire 
ancient priviledges, and soe they have signifyed by a letter to his Majestye, only there 
still sticks some doubt whether they shall gratify the company in continuing to prohibit 
all theire owne inhabitants of fetching any English clothes from England, which is 
one of the principall pointes the company insist on as theire due. 

* Wee are told the Bishop of Worcester lyes very ill. 

* Antoine de Courtin, 1622- 1685, a French diplomatist and secretary to Queen Christina, 
afterwards sent as envoy to France by Charles Gustavus, after whose death in 1660 he represented 
France as resident-general at the Northern courts. 

t Paul de Barillon d'Amoncourt, Marquis de Branges, circa 1640-1691, a well-known 
French diplomatist, successively *ma!tre des requetes,' intendant at Paris and Amiens ; in 1673 
one of the plenipotentiaries sent to Cologne, and in 1677 ambassador to England. 
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' Letters from Masco say Sir Peter Wicke was arrived there, and had hopes of a 
l[aod success in his mediation between Sweden and that empire, and even in good 
measure of the restoring our merchants to llieire priviledges there. 

' Tuesday, 30/i. — Letters of the 9"' June from Argiers lell us that government, how 
faire soever they had promised, upon the receipt of his Majestyc's letter in favour of the 
"Morning Stair" rifled by I hem, begin n now to fall off, and that they give good wordes, 
and say they will strictly prohibit iheire men-of-warr henceforth to use such violence, 
yet they seeme not witling to restore anything, and y" captain that committed this 
spoyle is actually now in command of a friggot in Corse ; however, they had written a 
bombaisi letter to his Majestye of submission. 

' The day of the King's setting out for his progress is yet unceriaine, but there is 
order for the sending downe the houndes into New Forrest, and it's believed it will 
bee about the beginning of next moneth. 

' pye/f., 2IJ/.— This morning eariy his Majestye and Royall Highness went to 
Tunbridge in complement to see y' Duchess, who is entered upon y" waters, and 
returned at night. 

'This morning appeared befoic the Lords of the Councell one Manly, of Yarmouth, 
for dangerous words by him spoken some weekes agone in Yarmouth, the man was 
formerly a sea chaplaine under Cromwell, but by profession a watchmaker. The 
depositions against him were full, soe as upon ihem hee was committed close prisoner 
to y' Gate-house. 

' Letters from Portsmouth say S' Thomas Allen's fleete was yet rideing at 
S' Hellers, expecting a faire wynd to carry them out ; that S'' Edward Sptagg was 
come up to them. 

' Thursday, tznd. — By advices received from Poland there is reason to believe 
some endeavours are secretly used to oppose the coronation of the King, espetially by 
the French faction. 

' From Flanders it's sayd that some thoughts have been of giving a successor to y" 
Constable ; severall have been in nomination, and amongst others y' Prince Charles* 
of Lorrayne, for the importance it might bee of to make y" Duke of Lorrayne and that 
estate a sure partisan in the quarrel! ; and y" French King, as apprehending some 
such councell, is said to be drawing downe a force towards the frontiers of Lorrayne, 
tho' some say it's to revenge the affront put upon the Bishop of Metz by some lowncs 
in those paries, who denyed him the entrance in his late visitation. 

' Of Candia is noe late newes, the French post being not come in. 

' Ftyday, 23^1/.— The Cilly are goeing upon the pulling downe Temple, with 
intention to build it up more noble, suitable to y' greatncs of the Citty, as now rebuilt, 
his Majestye having sent for y° Lord Mayor to recommend the work to him. 

'By a vessel! from Fallmouth arrived from Rochelle wee are told y Hollanders 
are in very great apprehensions of y' French, whoe, it says, make demand of con- 
siderable sums from them were they not awed by the Triple Allyance j however, there 
hath not been above 10 vesscUs in that river these 4 moncths, and those passed under 
the names of Swedes and Hamburghers. 

' Letters from Lisbon of the 6 courrant say that there was noe newes of King 
Alphonso since his leai-ing that place, onely some vessels that came from the Terceraes 
say they met with three shipps in theire way, with Portugall colours, which it's 
thought may bee those vessells whereon hee imbarqued for those islands. 

' On Tuesday last S' Thomas Allen with ihe fleet set sayle from S' Hellens for 
Plymouth, where the Lord Howard is allrcady arrived, and stayes only for his coming,

' It's not certaine when his Majestye will begin his journey to the West, nevertheless 
preparations are making in those partes for his reception. 

'It's thought the French would be very glad if underhand they could promote 
the grounds of a new warr between Spaine and Portugall, to which some of the 
great ones about the Prince whoe were gainers by the late warr cannot forbeare to 
expresse an inclination ; and the Queen herselfe, tho' excluded from all things that 
look like government, yet doth not fayle to doe her part for the advancement of the 
interest of France.

' Monday^ 26/A, — The nobles of Hungary dock daily to Vienna, where, as soone as 
there shall bee a compleat number arrived, they will think of an appointment for the 
crowning of the Empress. 

' The Lord Cavendish is now almost perfectly recovered, soe as hee goes abroad ; 
and hath lately been to give a visit to Madam,* whoe is at her house at S^ Clous, 
neare Paris, every moment expecting to make us happy with y^ addition of one more 
to y« Royall family. 

* Tuesday, 27M. — Yesterday morning was held an extraordinary Councell for the 
dispatch of severall businesses depending before that honourable board, where his 
Majestye was pleased to bee present ; and particularly for the despatch of his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, whoe hath now received his full instructions for y* 
government of that kingdome. 

'We cannott yet tell what effect his Majestye's proclamation may have in the 
whole kingdome ; but, from such partes as wee have advice, wee find a great readiness 
in the magistrates to see the ends thereof complyed with, and the people willingly 
obedient to his Majestye's pleasure therein. 

* IVed,, 28M. — The report hath been very current in France that S' William 
Godolphin should negotiate in Spaine about an exchange to be made of Franch-comt^ 
for the French late conquests, but upon what ground wee know not, and therefore 
conclude it altogether a mistake. 

' It is not yet certaine when the Danes ambassador will make his publicke entry.

Forest, but returnes at nieht.' 

'Last weeke the Lord Buckhurst and M' Saville had theire publicke audience 
of the French King at S^ Germaines, where they [were] received with much tenderness.

* Letters from Calais tell us of the Earle of S^ Albans' safe arrivall there. 

^ Fry day, 30M.— The Fleet prison, now kept at Caroon Houset for the better con- 
veniency of the prisoners, is thought will be kept at Ely House, in Holboume. 

' Wednesday next is appointed to trye the Pixe, that is, the faireness of and weight 
of gold and silver now current in England, for which a jury of goldsmiths is sumoned, 
who are to make the inquiry into the same at the Starr Chamber in Westminster, and 
this to be done once every yeare.

— The Prince of Tuscany saluted Madame, our King's sister, in 
France, though he did not salute the Dutchess when here. The Grand Duke has 
writt a most obligeing letter to his Majesiye of thankes for the kind entertainment of 
the Prince his sonn, and another from the Prince himselfe to the same purpose. 

'This day his Majestye received a letter from y' new King of Poland, giveing 
his Majestye notice of his being elected, desiring a good amity and correspondence 
between y" crownes. 

'The person whoe wrought y cure on y° Lord Generall, his Majestye's pleased to 
give him a mandate to be made Dr ; in either of y'' Universiiyes. 

'The Earle of Carlisle it seemes was treated most magnificently, 2 earles holding 
y* water and bowle whilst hee washed, and 2 more conduaing him to audience.

'Mons' Guldenlew y" Danish ambassador's equipage being now ready, his 
Excellency will make his publique entry to-morrow or Monday at furthest. 

' My L'' Keeper is somewhat indisposed with the gout. 

' My L'' Middleton pretends to be goeing for Tangiers next weeke. 

'My L^ Generall will not retume to towne till Fryday, his Duchess being some- 
what indisposed. 

' TMwrfiJaj',— To-morrow y Duchess with all her trayne retume from Tunbridge. 

' D' Worth, Bishop of Killaloe, in Ireland, being dead, D' Wittar, Deane of Doune 
Patricke, is made Bp m his place. 

'The King's progress to y West is yet uncertaine. 

'Yesterday Prince George of Denmarke went by water to Sheerness to view y* 
fortifications there, and will not retume till Saturday. 

' Fryday.— T\i\% morning was a duell fought at Bame Elmes between one M' 
Skellon, Sonne to S'' Jo" Skelton, and one M' Kneeve, some tyme belonging to y"

' It seemes that the " Dragon '' frigat passing by Leghorne, being not assured of 
the retume she expected, did not at all salute the forte there. 

^Monday, gth. — S' Peter Wyche, envoy to Muscovie, is by his Majestye ordered in 
his retume home to congratulate the election of the new King of Poland, and to assure 
him of his Majestye's sure friendshipp and amity, in answer to a letter his Majestye 
lately received from that King.

^S*" Robert Southwell, envoy to Portugall, haveing passed through Spaine and 
France, did the last weeke leave Paris, soe as he is every day expected here, to give an 
accompt of his negotiation with that crowne. 

' On Thursday last the " Conclusion,'' a merchant shipp, touched at Falmouth, 
bound for Dublin, haveing on board her some goods of the Lord Lieutenant's, which 
he sent before, and will now pass himselfe in a few dayes for that kingdome. 

* Tuesday^ lotk. — Yesterday his Majestye and Royall Highness went a hunting, 
but the weather not proveing faire they returned by noone to Whitehall. 

* In pursuance of the election of the Duke of Ormond to be Chancellor of Oxford, 
the Convocation, or some of them deputed to represent the rest, will in few dayes waite 
on his Grace, according to the usual! custome in such cases. 

' This day the Lord Keeper has gone to his house at Teddington, where he intends 
remainyng till Mich** for the most parte, only once a weeke will be in town for the 
despatch of business. 

* It's said his Majestye has some thoughts of sending an ambassador to Venice, 
having not yet since his restoration done the Republique that honour ; and some say 
the Lord Falconbridge shall be the man. 

* IVed,^ nth, — It's thought the Pentioner, De Witt,* is not very well satisfyed at the 
election of Mons' Lubeck de Beverwaert to the government of Ecluse, his interest 
being imployed for the Heereworts, who is of his own faction. 

* Yesterday S' Robert Southwell arrived at Dover, but is not yet come to towne. 

' My Lord of Essex is prepareing for his embassy into Denmarke, and is fitting 
himselfe with all speed, soe that he may departe in few weekes. 

* Thursday y 12th, — There is lately taken a strange fish, not usually seene in this 
river, neere Gravesend, which they call a Noordt Zee Cape. It is of a lar^e bignes, 
and by computation as big as the whale that came as high as Greenwich m Oliver's 
dayes ; another of the same kind came up the river, but found it's way backe againe. 

* There is some possibility the differences now between Sweden and Muscovie may 
be composed, the latter being partly content to abate the impositions upon the other's 
trade, which in effect is the same they desire.

' Severall persons for holding unlawful! meetings and conventicles have been by a 
messenger sent for upp from Nottingham and these paries, and on Wednesday are to 
appeare before his Majesiye in Councell. 

' Wee have from all hands an assurance of our victory against the Spanyards in 
the West Indyes, the particulars whereof are those that wee 6red their admiral!, they 
little suspecting a fire shipp in thai, place, and forced them through necessity to fire 
three of iheir shipps, and the S^h wee carried away as prize. 

'Mondaj', 33rd. — This day her Majestye dined with my Lord Arlington at Goring 
House. 

'This morning his Majestye and Koyalt Highness went a-hunting to Enfield Chase; 
but to retume at noone. 

'The Lord Lieutenant's goods are the 2'' time put to sea from Pendennis, his 
Excelleacy intending to begin his journey this day 4 night at furthest.

At the upper end of the room was a 
chaire for the chancellour himselfe, a little lower one for the vice-chancellour, on whose 
syde the d", proctors, and masters being placed, the vice -chancellour declared to them 
the cause of their convocation, and immediately the beadle went to usher in the 
chancellour, who being sealed, the instrument of his election was read, and the vice- 
chancellor addressed himselfe to his Grace in an excellent speech, and in the name of 
the university delivered ID him the keyes and sea le, &c., causing the beadles to lay 
down their maces before him. The senior proctor gave then his Grace the oath, and 
made a speech, all which was relumed by a most obliging speech by his Grace, 
promising the utmost of his interest for their protection ; then restoring the keyes and 
maces, &c., the ceremony ended, and the convocation followed his Grace to an 
excellent banqueli prepared for them. 

'The sicknes rages very much at Deepe in France. 

'Fryday, 27^*.— The Duke of Ormond having made complaint lo his Majesty in

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Councell for some injuryes done him by the Earle of West Meath,* he was summoned 
to answer them before the Board, where, at his appearance on Wednesday last, he put 
in a plea to this effect, that the Board not having power to punish him or relieve the 
. Duke it would be but loss of time to their lordshipps, when he must seeke his remedy at 
law as for scandalum magnatum^ which, being referred to this day, the Earle desired 
some time to advise with his councell further m the matter before it come to a further 
hearing.

S* Germain, Counsellor of the Grand Chamber, fell suddenly doune dead.' 

84. Dated September 3rd, 1669. 

* Saiterday^ 28/A. — The Swedes subsydyes are at last arrived at Amsterdam, and 
his Majestye, considering how much it importes the publique good to have them payd, 
has written a letter to the Constable of Castille that he would by all means concurr in 
the expediting that affaire. 

'The Baron d'Issola sollicites hard for the Emperour his master entering into the 
Tripple AUyance, to which the Bishop of Troyes has an inclination, which the French 
feare may be a leading card to the rest of the princes of the empire. 

* Monday^ 30M. - The citty of Oxford, understanding of the election of the Duke of 
Ormond for chancellour for the university, have therefore the Duke of Bucks for their 
high steward, a place only voyd by the death of the Earle of Berkshire. 

' Yesterday his Majestye was graciously pleased to take againe into his favour the 
Bishop, of Rochester, whom he admitted to kiss his Majestye's hand upon the same. 

'Yesterday, at a Cabinet Councell, the establishments of Ireland, both military 
and civill, were compleated and signed by his Majestye, soe as the Lord Lieutenant 
will be goeing in a very short time, having a letter to the L** Deputy for delivering 
up the sword to him upon his arrivall. 

' Tuesday^ 31J/. — His Majestye, out of his zeale for the advantage and encourage- 
ment of trade, has sent a person expresse into those partes of Italy where galleyes are 
used to informe his Majestye of the way of building them, his Majestye intending 
to build some for the use of his garrison of Tangier, which will not only be a great 
advantage in promoting a trade in those partes, but of great security to that garrison, and 
a means of preventing the misforttmes that oft-times happens by loose people at home 
who shall be employ^ on them. 

' Wednesday^ ist, — Yesterday one Adams, a counsellour, that lived in Lincolne's 
Inn Fields, was apprehended and brought before a justice of the peace for treasonable 
words by him spoken, which, being proved by 2 witnesses, he was immediately com- 
mitted prisoner to the gatehouse. 

' The Lord Falconbridge is come to towne, in order to the fitting himselfe for his 
ambassy to Venice, to which place he is in nomination to goe. 

* Thursday^ 2nd. — This evening her Mjuestye and the Duchess went for Hampton 
Court, where they will remaine during the King's absence. 

' The 28 past the Lord Buckhurst and M*" Savill, who were sent to complement 
their Majesties of France upon the indisposition of the Dauphin,t left Paris, and b^^ 
their journey homewards, intending to imbarque at Havre ae Grace. 

* The Constable of Castle intends to settle at Ypre, supposing his g^uards being soe 
neare may put a checke to the French, who dayly carry their cooles through the 
Spanish dominions without paying the accustomed tolls. 

* Yesterday was a meeting of the Councell chamber by the Lords of the Councell

* Mary, Lady Lexinton, daughter of Sir Anthony St. Leger and third wife of Robert Sutton, 
1st Baron Lexinton, whom she had married in 1 66 1. Lord Lexinton died in 1668 and his widow 
in September, 1669, in France, whence her body was brought over, together with that of Sir 
Edward Filmer, who had died shortly before at Paris. 

t Alderman Sir Richard Browne, a Parliamentary general and citizen of London, described 
as a * woodmonger ' in the list of adventurers for the re-conquest of Ireland. He took up arms 
for the Parliament and obtained a command in the trained bands ; in 1644 he was appointed 
major-eeneral of the forces raised for subduing Oxford, at which time Lord Digby tried to induce 
him to oetray his charge, but met with signal failure. Sir Richard afterwards, however, went 
over to the royalist side, and headed the triumphal procession which brought Charles H. back to 
London with a troop of gentlemen in cloth of silver doublets. The City rewarded him with a 
pension of 500/. a year, and the King created him a baronet. Died 1669.

In 168s he was made a P.C., in 16S6 Lord Priv^ Seal, and was one of the five lords 10 whom 
James commilled the administralion of his affairs in 16S8. 

+ The Bishop of Kiicri at that time was Pierre de Bonti, 1631-1703, fifth Bishop of Bfaicrs 
of that bmily. He ectered the Church at the age of 24 and btood high in the esticnalion of 
Maiarin, who intended him lor the department of foreign affiun. He became Bishop of Bfziers 
in 1660, whence he w« transUlcd lo the archbUhopric of Toulouse in December, 1669, and 
thence 10 Naibonne in 1673 : he was created a cardinal in t67i. He wai frequently employed

* Peter Gunniog, 1614-1684, Bishop, first of Chichester then of Ely, was an ardent royalist, 
and when the Civil War broke out threw hb influence as a famous preacher into the King*s scale. 
After the Restoration his rise was rapid, honours were showered upon him, till in 1669 he was 
made Bishop of Chichester, whence he was translated to El^ in 1675. He was the author of 
various religious works, and is generally supposed to have written the ' Prayers for all Sorts and 
Conditions of Men,' in the Book of Common Prayer. 

t William Prynne, 1 600- 1 669, a puritan pamphleteer, and one of the best-known characters 
of the period.

' S' Robert Atkins made his report from the committee for considering the amend- 
ments lo be made on the Bill of Jurisdiction, which was thereupon read. Then the 
house fell upon the debate for omitting of some and the addition of other clauses, for 
vacating the judgment against S' Samuel Barnardiston, and for cancelling and 
obliterating the joumalls and proceedings relaiing thereunto, whether they should 
stand or be raiied; whereufion the house divided.

* William, 1st Earl of Craven, 1608- 1697, son and heir of Sir William Craven, Lord Mayor 
of London, to whose large fortune he succeeded at about the age of 10. He was knighted and 
made a baron in 1627, and created an earl in 1664, having also gained some military distinction 
under the Prince of Orange. In the Vemey Papers he is spoken of as * little Lord Craven, 
whose bounty makes him the subject of every man's discourse,' in consequence of his willingness 
to subscribe 30,000/. to assist the Elector Palatine and his mother, the Queen of Bohemia, with 
whose forces he was when they were defeated near Wcsel, when Lord Craven was taken 
prisoner and only released for a ransom of 20,000/.

House ye first tyme. 

'A great fyre happened y° :8"' last moneth in Geneva, burnt down y* Rhosne 
bridge in less than 4 houres, 71 houses, with y° Money Ter., and destroyed about 120 
persons. 

'Yesterday morning y" Parliament, according to theire adjournment, met, when 

court he wrote s letter to Louii XIV'., in which, after detailing ihe vaiious services he had rendered 
him, he begged for bis lecominendition 10 the Pope. The Pope informed Ihe Emperor ol the 
dtcumslance, and the Utter >t an expenditure of 2000 pistoles, managed lo obtiin the Utter 
ftom the French uchiTei. Thii letter, together with wmc other proofs of Aucrspei^'s disloyalty 
were euunined in secret conclave, and it was decided that he nicrited death. Ihc Emperor, 
however, interfered in his favour, and he was only exiled to his estates. 

* Ttus was Anne Brett, Countess of Middlesex, widow of Lionel Cranficld, 1st Earl of 
Middlesex, whom she mairied aboul 163a, and by wbom she was left a widow in 1645. 

t The Master of the Rolls at that time was SiiHarbotlle Grimslon, r6o3-l685, a celebrated 
lawyer. Speaker of (be flouse oF Commons in the convenlion parliament, and appointed Master 
of Ihe Rolls in l66o. Bumel, who was for nuny years bis chaplain, descanla at some length on 
Grimslon's chanty and piety, his judicial impartiality, his billemess agiiosl popery, and his 
lendernesa lowanb (he Prolcstani disientets. The son who was married was bis second and the 
only one who survived him. Sir Samuel Ctimslon, 1643-1700, a polilicion, elected M.P. for 
St. Albeni in 166S, and re-elected in 1679 and 1680, During the reign of James IL he 
remained in private life, being it is said much disliked by the King, who expressly excepted 
him from pardon in ihc manifcslo he issued when he contemplaied landing in England in i69«. 
His first wife was Lady Eliiabeth Finch, eldest daughter of Sir I Icneage Finch ; his second was 
Lady Ann Tufton, sixlh daughter of the Earl of Than el. 

; Anne Radford, Duchess of Albemarle, 1616-1670, widow of the famous Duke, whom 
she only survived three weeks, but was btiried two months before hio) in Westminster Abbey, 
Fcbiuaiy aSlh, 
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severall bills were read, viz^ : for incouragement of tillage, for rebuilding of London. 
repeyring Dover peere, &c., and a bill ordered to bee brought in for the suppressing and 
preventing cruelties, and a committee appointed to see wherein y* lawes concerning 
y** poore are defective ; after which they fell upon y« consideration of the Mayor's 
speech, which being read and put to y^ vote whether a supply should be graunted to 
his Majestye, it was carryed in y* affirmative, and to-morrow y« whole resolve into a 
grand committee upon that subject' 

101. Dated February 25th, 16^. 

' One of the ketches in the Streights hath seized a Sallee man-of-warr of 8 guns. 

* The " Bristol! " and " Mary " have taken 2 Algerines of 8 guns each. 

' S' Thomas Allen hath forced on shoare an Algerine man-of-warr, with a merchant 
his prize* which they sett fyre to to avoyd taking. 

^Of the 7 ships which engaged with Captain Kempthome, the Admiral sank by the 
way going home, severall of the rest ill-treated, 3 captives killed, and many Turkes. 

* Captain Kempthome is said to have taken 7 prizes of the Turkes, which hee at 
severall tymes sent into Cadiz and S^ Lucar. 

' Allmeras, whoe comands a French squadron in the Mediterranean, is said to have 
sunke a Turkish man-of-warr of 36 guns. 

' On Shrove Tuesday happened at Bristoll some disorder amongst the apprentices, 
but was soon appeased by the Mayor, S' Robert Yeomans. 

' Here is lately arrived a servant of the Lord Howard's, affirming that the Emperor 
of Morocco hath his hands full of worke, twoe of his owne kinsmen being in armes 
with great forces against him, soe that hee cannot bee at leisure to receive an embassy, 
and will not encourage his Lordship to adventure his person in that countrey till he 
may doe it with more security. His Lordship is diverting himselfe at Seville, and 
intends to send home y" greatest part of his trayne, but himselfe to retume to Tangiers 
to try what may bee transacted between them by commissioners. 

' The misfortunes of the Venetians tread upon the heeles of another to y* many 
wreckes they have had by the late tempestuous weather. Letters of y" 36^** instant 
from Venice tell us that 4 vessells, which conducted Chevalier Molino to Con- 
stantinople, were by storme driven into a port upon some ships of Tripoly, whoe 
fought long and with much courage, but were at last overpowered and taken. 

'All the reports of misunderstandings between y^ Grand Seignior and the Vizier 
are false, his directions being mostly followed in all y*' principall concemements of y* 
Ottoman Empyre. 

' Tuesday last the house, according to his Majestye's appointment, attended him in 
the Banquetting House, where hee, in his most gratious speech, pressed them y^ they 
would not suffer any of the differences between them to bee revived ; and in order to 
it desired y^ a razure might be made of all y* entryes and records of matter of Skynner 
and y^ East India Company, that there might bee noe memory of it, and as a 
presedent for the future, which they readily submitted to, and was accordingly done ; 
and then returned his Majestye theire most humble thankes for this his soe great 
favour towards them, and therein to all y^ Commons of England, which his Majestye 
received with all y^ markes of satisfaction, and caused his wyne-cellars to bee opened 
for theire greater allacrity ; whether M*" Speaker with his mace went down, followed 
by all the Members, and heartily dranke his Majestye's health, and returned with 
much content ; and soe for this soe good worke y*^ evening was celebrated with 
ringing bells and bonfyres, &c.' 

102. Dated March nth, 16^. 

* The ffrench talke high of theire great strength and the hopefullness of theire 
erowing trade. That King has, it seemes, taken of some dues which wont to be paid 
by forreig^e shipps to invite them to theire ports, and has contributed largely towards 
a stock for the advance of trade. 

' My Lord Roos,* sonn to y^ Earle of Rutland, besides a divorce from his Lady, 

* John Manners, Lord Roos or Ros, afterwards 9th Earl and ist Duke of Rutland, 1638- 
1711, third hut only surviving son of the 8th Earl. He was bearer of the Quern's sceptre with the 
cross at the coronation of James II., was one of the chief supporters of the revolution, and the 
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k pttssetb hard in Parliament for liberty to remarry, urging a presiJent i: 
the VI*, of y" Marquis of Northampton,* whoe obtained an Act of Parliamen

' Fryday last the house of Lords sent a message to y' Commons telling ihem that 
they had passed a vote to which they desired theire coocurrence, which was that his 
Majestye might humbly bee ret^uested to name Commissioners for England authorized 
by Act of Parliament to treat wnh the Scotch Commissioners about the grounding of 
a vessell between y" i kingdomes, reserving the intyre considerations of y" whole to >• 
Parliament, to allow or disallow thereof in any parte as they shall think fiit. 

' Monday last the house, taking into consideration y' bill for y° King's supply, 
resolved that the imposition bee paid his Majestye by the importer onely. 

' Tbe house, receiving information of a dangerous conventicle lately held in y° 
West, and of treasonable words there spoken, and ihai his Majestye had given orders 
(or y prosecution of the offenders according to law, ordered thcire most humble 
thankes to be returned him for his great care therein, withall desiring hee would bee 
pleased to give order for the suppressing them, and to put the law against recusants in 
execution, and give leave to bring in a bill for the more speedy and easy conviaion of 

' Tuesday last, upon the report to y" house by ihe committee lo which the bill for 
preventing and suppressing conventicles was referred, y' house ordered it, with some 
amendments and provisos 10 hee ingrossed ; which, being done, and againe read, was 
then passed in the house, and sent up to the Lords, where it was the first tyme read. 

'The house yesterday reassumed the debate about the union between England 
and Scotland, and y* vote of y° Lords being read and debated, y° house resolved to 
I agree with y' Lords in it.' 

I 103. Dated March asth, 1670. 

'The Prince of Orange hath a designe of visiting England this summer, and, it's 
believed, may lake the opportunity of meeting the Duchess of Orleans if nothing 
intervene to putt a siopp to her intended visile. 

* Monday last his Majestye was pleased to be present in the house of Lords 
during the debate upon the bill concerning the suppressing of conveniicles, and at his 
entry mto the house was pleased to declare his purpose was to re-assume his ancient 
and undoubted right and practice of his predecessors to be present as often as they 
pleased at the debates of their house, and accordingly tooke his seate, and caused 
ihem to proceed in their usuall manner. 

'Last Sunday M'' MaRton,J a notorious and seditious n on -conformist, was seised

The lady referred 10 was his linl wife, Anne, Barooen 
Bonrchier, whom he repudiated in 1543, and obtained an act in 155*, declaiing bis nia.rri«c|e 
with Lady Eliubeth Burke, which had Uken place in 15^7, to be valid. His first wife died In 
ohacmily less than a year before ihe Marquis. 

+ Dr. John Cosin, Bishop of Ehirhatn, 1594-1672, a famous pielale, a personal friend of 
L«ud. He was educated at Cambridge, b(^came Master of Pelerhousc in 16^ and vice-chan- 
cellor of the university in 1639, but was ejected from the mastership in 1&43 in consequence of 
his having sent the college plate to the royal mint at York . He retired to Paris, and by order of 
the King officiated as chaplain lo those of Henrietta Maria's household who belonged la Ihe 
Chorch of England. In 1660 he was made Bishop of Durham. He was an enlhusiaslie book 
collector, and according lo Evelyn his library was one of Ibe ehoicesl collections of any private 
person in England. 

X Thomas MantOTi, 1630-1677, a Presbyterian divine, ordained at ihe ageofzo. He preached 
•everal times before the Long Parliament, and remained in favour with Cromwell, though he was 
ksowD to disapprove of the King's execution. Wood calls him ' the prelate of the Protectorate.' 
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in his house in Covent Garden, whither he had drawne togeather an onlawfiill 
assembly of many people, and amongst them severall persons of quality. 

'Wee have here a reporte in the towne of an insurrection of the slaves in the 
Barbadoes, but this report of it is suspected to be raised on designe. 

' Monday last the house re-assumed the debate of the matter in difference between 
the farmeur merchant importers and the distillers touching brandy, and whether it 
ought to pay 8^ per gallon excise ; and resolved that it ought to have paid so much, 
and ordered a bill to be brought in pursuant to that vote. 

* The bill for regulateing well making and preventing the importation of brandy 
was yesterday read and committed. 

' The Deane of S^ Paule's bill for rebuilding the Cathedrall was the day before 
passed by the Commons, and yesterday sent upp to the Lords. 

' Monday last his Majestye was pleased ^aine to be present in the house of Lords 
during the debate of the aforesaid bill, where he continued about 3 hours. 

' Yesterday the Commons agreed to the amendments in the bill sent them by the 
Lords for taking away the benefitt of clergy from those that steale doth off of the 
rackes, and ste^de the King's ammunition and stores, and ordered it to be retained 
the Lords. 

' This day the Citty bill was read, and with it several provisoes and amendments 
ordered to be passed. 

'The Emperour's ministers are n^otiating at the Hague for the admission of 
their masters into the Triple Union, which, though it has mett with some dinmtes, 
will not be refused him ; and they are said now to be considering of the number of 
men which the Emperour and the concerned princes shall oblidge themselves to 
furnish upon occasion. 

' The next weeke it's believed my Lord Berkeley may sett forward on his joomey 
for Ireland. 

' His Majestye hath been these 4 dayes present at the debates of the Lords' house, 
where there is a considerable advance made in the bill for the suppressing conventicles, 
but not yet quite finished. 

' M' Manton was this da^ committed prisoner to y* Gate-house. 

' The merchants upon their 'Change are, by the late arrivall of some shipps from 
the Leeward Islands, sufficiently convinced of the falsehood of the report of the 
surprisall of the Barbadoes by the slaves ; about 200 of them, indeed, were gott 
together, and committed some disorders, but were soon reduced and their leader 
made exemplary.' 

104. Dated April 8th, 1670. 

' Satturdayy 2nd, — The Prince of Orange finds some difficulty in being admitted 
into the Council of State in that place, and with that dicisive voyce which he desires, 
that Councell would allow him place next to Govemour of Friesland, y" place formerly 
given to y* English ambassador, but neither the Councell nor the HoUand Com- 
missioners would admitt of his dicisive voyce, pretending his admission tymed only at 
his instruction in publique affaires. Guelders, Zealand, and Utrecht fovour his 
pretensions, but an unanimous consent is, it seemes, required. 

' The Comons on Thursday evening last consented to the bill for the Lord Roos 
his re-marriage. 

' Monday^ 4/A. — This day the body of the Lord Generall was the first time exposed 
in state in Somersett House. 

' Both houses had this morning a conference about the suppression of con- 
venticles, in which the Lords were pleased to agree with the Comons that the 
meeting of above 5 in anyplace should be judged a conventicle and proceeded against 
accordingly, as also to the time when the Act should commence. The Lords, after 
reasonings, were contented with the proviso as altered and worded by the Comons ; 



He was, however, anxious for the Restoration, was one of the deputation to Breda, and 
sworn in one of the twelve chaplains to the King. He held frequent services in his own house 
first and eventually at Lord Wharton*s, in St. Giles's.

* Tuesday^ ^th, — Last evening the two houses had a conference which continued 
neare 3 houres upon the bill against conventicles, the principall subject of it relating to 
the search of the houses of the nobility, wherein several wayes were offered, but in 
thejend the Lords seemed not much dissatisfied with the way propounded by the 
Comons to them of searching by two justices of the peace, whereof one to be of the 
quorum. This evening the Lords have agreed to it so that now there remaines 
nothing of difficulty as to that bill. 

* Thursday. — The Parliament sett close this weeke, morning and evening, and 
may by Satturday perfect all their bills. His Majesty has deferred his journey to 
New Markett till Monday next. The last evening their Majesties were diverted at 
S^ James's by a comedy acted by the little young ladyes of the court, who appeared 
extraordinary glorious, and covered with Jewells. 

' The GeneralPs body is now exposed m state in Somersett House, and it's supposed 
may be solemnly interred on S^ cJeorge's* his day. After that is over his Majestye 
designs an instalment of the Knights of the Garter at Windsor, where it's supposed 
he may fill upp the vacancyes. 

' The Earle of Oxford hath been for some days extreamely ill, and, it's feared, in 
much danger. 

I The Lords sent downe a bill to the Coinons for the advance of the sale of his 
Majestye's fee farme and rents, which was at last passed there also and returned to the 
Lords. The Lords have agreed to the Comons in two of their amendments in the 
Conventicle Bill, but as for the 3**, which is for attaching their persons, Jhey sent 
them word they would not consent, so that that part is wayved by the Comons, and 
the amendm^ agreed to ordered to see rightly placed and amended.' 

105. Dated April 22nd, 1670. 

*M' Ba. Mayes' famed guelding was beaten y® last week at Newmarkett by 
" Tankarde," a horse belonging to my Lord S*^ Tohn,t since which a fresh match is made 
between that horse and M' Thomas Elliot's " Woodcock," that noted racer, for £1000 
y* match to bee run on Wednesday next, before which tyme it's believed y* King's 
retume will not bee expected. The French King hath in much kyndnes pleased to 
p^ive Madame a considerable sume of monyes towards the defraying of her expenses 
m her journey for England ; her stay will not bee long, shee will brmg but few ladyes of 
quality, to avoyd all contencons of place. 

'Severall Cardinalis themselves fear the disputes may yet continue long about 
y* election of a pope,| which will endanger many of their number whose crazy bodyes 
will hardly admit of those inconveniencyes which must necessarily attend them ; yet 
some of the French, w^^*^ nearely attend the Duke de Chaulnes,§ speake as if the difficul- 
tyes were now over, and a successor in view, though not to y* eyes of the world, and 
such an one as would bee noe enemy to y^ French interest. 

* St George's Day falls on the 23rd of April, but the Duke's body was not laid in the vault 
until April 29tE, the funeral being solemnised the day after. 

t Oliver St. John, 5th Lord St. John of Bletso, and afterwards 2nd Earl of Bolingbroke, 
1634-1688, grandson of the ist Earl, whom he succeeded in 1646. 

X The Pope elected at this conclave was Emilio Altieri, Pope Clement X., 1 590-1676. His 
predecessor, Clement IX., had died December 9th, 1669, and the cardinals entered into conclave 
on the 20th, so that at the date of the letter they had been sitting for four months. They were 
divided into five or six factions, but finally the Chigi, Barberini, and Rospigliosi factions joined 
together and thus obtained 50 votes for the election of Altieri, then eighty years of age, and the 
fiiud decision was arrived at on April 29th. During his tenure of office he seems to have suffi- 
dently favoured the French without exciting annoyance in the feelings of the Austrians. 

§ Charles d'Albert, Duke de Chaulnes, ambassador extraordinary to Rome in 1667, 1670, and 
1689, plenipotentiary to Cologne in 1673. ^^ died in 1696. 
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'The Queen was on Monday night last nmch indisposed, but is now, God bee 
praysed, in a good condicon of health. 

* The French King was to begin his journey the 28^*» instant from St Germayns 
with much gallantry, and intends to talce Callais on his retume, to bee there y* 
6*^ June, to stay there y® 7th, all which tyme it's believed Madam may imbarque for 
England, y« King goes y* 8^*» to Dunkirke where hee will continue y* 13***, by which 
tyme Madame may bee returned; hee intends to bee back at S^ Germaynes y« i\^ June. 

* The French have cleansed and inlarged y^ rivers between Dowey and Anas to 
carry great vessells, and intend to sett about y* cutting a new river between Lisle and 
Dowey upon the charge of the countrey.* 

106. Dated April 25th, 1670. 

' The States of Holland have now before them the important concemes of the 
Prince of Orange, wherein the Deputyes are to deliver in the opinions of each burrough 
in the matter of his pretention, so that it's beleved his Highness will not sett out K>r 
England till that bee over. 

'The French East Indy Company removed further upp from Madagascar into the 
island to trade, and the French King hath advanced for them 200,000 louis for 
their loss. 

* The Spaniards in the Netherlands are much apprehensive of the motion of y* 
French King toward them the \% instant, with 6000 horse, besides guards that are 
sett by the way, and intends the making of a new fort at Denghent to secure Oudenard 
and Courtray, his household setts forward the ^, but the Hollanders have not those 
feares. 

'There is a League new-made between Lorraine, Mentz, and Trier, who are to 
raise 13,000 men for their mutuall service. 

' Yesterday her Majesty went down to Deptford, where shee was excellently treated 
by her Royadl Highness, who there went on board her new shipp, and gave it a 
Porteguess name, firing a gun. 

*The Earle of Anglesey, by his Majesty's favour, is received into his Privy 
Councell againe.' 

107. Dated May 6th, 1670. 

' D' Piers,* Bisshope of Bathe and Wells, being dead, his Majesty hath bestowed 
his Bysshoprick on D"^ Creighton,t and Dr. Bathurst,| President of Trinity CoUedge in 
Oxon, is made Deane of Wells. 

* Our letters from Portugall are of the 7*^** past, and informe us that the King who 
was falsely reported to be dead, in the Isles of the Terceras, to which he was sometime 
since transported, is, by the arrivall of some shipps, said to be in a better condicon of 
health than formerly. 

* A^lliam Piers, or Pierse, 1 580-1670, successively Bishop of Peterborough and of Bath and 
Wells. After being educated at Oxford he became D.D. in 1610, in 1616 was made a canon of 
Christ Church, and served the office of vice-chancellor from 162 1 to 1624. He attracted the 
good will of Laud, was made Dean of Peterborough in 1622 and Bishop in 1630, being trans- 
ated to Bath and Wells in 1632. In 1640 he was impeached before the House of Lords for 
' innovations and acts tending to the subversion and corruption of religion.' He was, however, 
released on bail, but was deprived of his bishopric, to which he was of course restored in 1660. 

t Robert Creighton, 1 593-1672, Bishop of Bath and Wells, was educated at Cambridge* 
where he became professor of Greek ; in 1625 and in 1627 succeeded his friend George Herbert 
as public orator of the University. At the outbreak of the Civil War he retired to Oxford, where 
he acted as the King's chaplain ; on the fall of Oxford he escaped into Cornwall in the disguise 
of a labourer, and embarked for the Continent. He often preached before the King and before 
the House of Commons, and Pepys calls him ' the most comical man that ever I heard in my life.* 
In May, 1670, he was elected Bishop of Bath and Wells. 

% Ralph Bathurst, 1620- 1704, was one of a family of seventeen, fourteen of whom were sons, 
and six of them lost their lives in the service of King Charles I. After going through Oxford 
he was ordained priest in 1644, but on the breaking out of the Civil War i^opted the profession 
of medicine, in which he attained some eminence, forsaking it, however, at the Restoration, 
when he resumed his clerical character. In 1664 he became president of Trinity College, and 
in 1670 was made Dean of Wells. 
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' Their 4 East India shippes are put to sea, and for 60 leagues past under the 
convoy of S' Ed»vard Spragg, who has, though after some short dispute, received back 
the men whom they had for some tyme deteined on board them ; the French men-of- 
warr, under the comand of the Count d'Estrdes, then in their harbour, refuscing 
them that kindness, taking it ill that one of their fregatts passing towards the 
towne, and saluting their Vice-Admirall with 7 gunnes, had only one returned 
him. 

* Luis de Mendoza goes with their shippes as Vice- Roy to the Indies, whose reward 
for this service (for such is the custome there to capitulate beforehand), is the title of 
Conde de Funeschall and Marquess de Zeilau, which last gives an occasion of an ill- 
founded report that the Portugalls have a designe upon that place, now possessed by 
the Hollander. 

* There has been lately executed at Edinburgh one Major Weiere, a person much 
imployed in the late tymes of rebellion by the usurpers of the Government, who falling 
of late into some distemper confessed that he had for nine & twenty years past com- 
mitted i . . . . t with his owne sister, and that he had c .... 1 knowledge of a daughter 

begotten by her ; that he had often comitted b y with mares, swine, & bitches, 

and sometimes had familiarity with the divell, who would not suffer him to pray, but 
had often beaten and otherwise punisht him for attempting it, but had licensed him 
to preach, which he often exercised in privat meeteing, and gained some reputation 
among the frequenters of conventickles. Many of his crimes being, upon his ex- 
aminacion, found evident and proved to his conviction, he was sentenced and executed 
according to justice. 

* Yesterday dyed S*" Jeffry Palmer, Kn*- and Bar^, his Majestye's Attorney Generall, 
of a long decay of strength, being of about four score yeares of age, and much 
lamented by his Ma^^ 

* His Majesty has ordered the Com" of Brook House to be sent to, to bring 
in what new matter they have in pursuance of their commission in the exami- 
nation of the accounts, being gratiously pleased himselfe to heare a full and thorough 
desquesetion of all that matter. 

* This last weeke 2 houses in the Piazza, Covent Garden (the corner cloyster house 
entring into Russell Streete being much weakened by making sellars), fell downe ; one 
of them was without inhabitants, the other belonging to the Swedes Resident, and 
was not thought subject to this danger, fell at the same tyme, and involved all his 
goods and furniture in its mines, but noe person hurt ; yesterday two other houses 
alsoe fell downe, and others are thought to be in danger. 

* Yesterday M' Godolphin was sent to attend Madame the Dutches of Orleanes. 
The Earle of Sandwich is the person designed by his Majesty to goe over to conduct 
her into England, and the Earle of S^ Albans intends to accompany him in that 
imployment.' 

108. Dated May 13th, 1670. 

* On Saturday last my Lord Burleigh,* eldest sonn to the Earle of Exeter, was 
married to the Lady Rich, daughter to the Earle of Devonshire, and widow to the 
Lord Rich, sonn to the Earle of Warwicke. The Queen and most of the great persons 
about the Court doing them the honour to weare theire favours. His Majesty has 
been pleased to preferr S"^ Henneage Finch to ^he charge of Attorny Generall, and 
S' Edward Turnor,t Speaker of the house of Comons is made SoUicitor Generall in his 
roome, who on Satturday morning last was admitted to the honor of kisshing his 
Ma"**" hand upon that account. 

* John Cecil, Lord Burghley, afterwards 5th Earl of Exeter, 1648- 1700, son the 4th Earl, 
whom he succeeded in 1678. He was Lord High Almoner at the coronation of James II. ; 
though he espoused the cause of the Prince of Orange, he declined taking the oaths of the 
Revolution. He married at the Savoy Chapel Lady Anne Cavendish, daughter of the 3rd Earl 
of Devonshire and widow of Charles, Lord Rich, son of the Earl of Warwick. 

t Sir Edward Tumour, 1617-1676, was called tp the Bar in 1640, was for some years M.P. 
for Essex, and was knighted at the Restoration. He was elected Speaker of the House of 
Commons in 166 1, became Solicitor-General in 1670, and was removed from the chair of the 
House of Commons to the seat of Chief Baron of the Exchequer in 167 1. 
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* The Emperour of Morrocco thinkes it not convenient to treate with my Lord 
Howard in the fields neare Tangier, or in his phrase to seeme to begg a peace before 
a Xtian garrison. My Lord, on the other side, finds it not safe to hazard his 
person within their territerycs, so y^ it's doubted little can be hoped from that 
Ambassy. 

' Sunday last M' Godolphin went hence for Flanders, to complement Madame the 
Dutchess of Orleans. 

' An express, arriving on Tuesday last in the evening from Fland'", af!irmes that 
Madame intends to be at Dover the 18^^ instant. My Lord of S^ Albans and my Lord 
Sandwich are gone to waite on her at Calais in the " Mary Rose,'' attended by severall 
yatchts. On Monday or Tuesday next his Ma"' will goe from hence to meet her at 
Dover. Neither the .Queen nor Dutchess removed hence, that place being not capable 
to entertain so great a multitud of persons as must necessarily attend them. 

'Yesterday in the morning was the triall of three French gentlemen at the 
King's Bench Barr in Westm' Hall, who were accused by some butchers of a robbery, 
which they confidently enough swore against them ; but the gentlemen brought such 
evident proofes of their innocency, severall persons of honour and quality attesting 
their being in this towne at the time when the robbery was said to be comitted, that 
the Court being sufficently convinced of the horrid mistake of the accusers, acquitted 
and discharged the gentlemen. 

*This afternoon Sir Marke Ognate, haveing received the Queen of Spaine's 
creden"* as her Envoy Extraordinary in this Court, was brought by the Master of y« 
Ceremonies to his audience with his Ma*^. 

* This evening arrived here Captain Crowe, in his Ma^**'* yeatch the " Hencrctta," 
from Copenhagen, whither he had carryed the Earle of Essex, his Ma"^ Ambassad' 
Extraordinary to that King. It seems, at his passing by Elisinore in the Sound, the 
Castle made three shotts att him, as it is beleeved with a designe to make him strike 
down his topp saile and flagge, a thing his Ma"^' men-of-warr have never done, 
nor doe in any seas whatever ; but he haveing anchored the whole night near the 
Castle, passed on the next day to Coppenhagen w^out at all stretching ; as he came 
backe it was observed the Castle did not shoot at him. 

* It is not yet certainely known what day the King will sett forward towards Dover 
to meet Madame, all the great officers are ordei^ to attend his Ma^ and keep 
their tables there. 

* Letters from Cadiz by this post say Taffaletta has certainely sent thither the two 
English gentlemen surviveing of those left by M'^ Warren when he made the peace 
4 yeares agoe.' 

109. Dated May 20th, 1670. 

* Sunday last the Nonconformists, in open defiance and affront of the Govemm', 
mett numerously, as they before resolved and gave out they would, in their severall 
places and assemblyes ; but the Lord Mayor and other magistrates of the Citty took 
care to provide ag*- them according to the directions of the Act of Parliam^ The 
like care was taken by the officers in the suburbs, and it is believed was, and will 
be, in all other parts of his Majesty's dominions. 

* The " Saphire " frigg*^ is indeed lost upon the coast of Scicily, but the men saved 
themselves, though much to their dishonour. The frigg*^ was like to be attacqued by 
4 Algiers men-of-war, but when it was consulted what to do, the master and one 
mariner onely had a sence of honour and declared their resolution to fight their way 
through them ; but the captain, lieutenant and the rest betrayed their want cff 
courage, and ran the ship on ground. 

*The Dutch, finding themselves as much concerned at the insolency of the 
pyrates of Algiers as the English, having suffered great and many losses, are thinking 
to make some overtures of joyning forces in a common cause for their suppression, and 
as that war shall be carryed on by a joynt consent and interest, so that no agreement 
be made but with both nations togeather, it being observed to be an usuall policy of 
those pirates to leave allwaies an enemy upon whome to employ their ships to bring 
grist to their mills. Pyracy indeed being their principall trade, this and the stating of 
affaires between the East Indy Companyes of both nations, the better to prevent all 
occasion of future quarrells, may be part of the buisnes of Heer von Benningen is 



d hither from Holland, but his maine eind is supposed to be the fortifying and 
well executing of ihe triple allyance. 

'The Court being now at Dover, or is by this I y me (how truly wee do not yet know) 
remored for beiier conveniency to Canterbury, this place is as empty of newes as of 
company. The Court may be here next Monday at furthest, 

'The i8th Instant my Lord Buckhurst, from the King, and M' Tbinne, from the 
Duke, went hence to compliment the French King at Dunkirke. Madamc"s slay 
depends upon the returne of the complem'. 

' Yesterday the King and Madame dined att y° French ambassador's, 

' The principall persons about Madame are j-* Mareshall de Plessis Plassus* and 
his brother^ the Bishop of Tourney, Madame de Plessis, the Marshall's sonn'sj lady 
and Madame la Counlesse Gramoni§ (formerly Mad"" Hamilton). 

' Yesterday, at five of y" clockc, the Court were entertained with a comedy acted by 
the Duke's players. 

'Yesterday ab' 9 in y° morning her Majesty and Royall Highnesse arrived at 
Dover, haveing lodged the night before a Sittmgbume.' 

110, Dated May 27th, 1670. 

'His Majesty has bin pleased to revoke the Commission formerly granted 10 the 
now Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. || S^ John Duncombe, and Mr. Thomas Chicheley.H 
for executeing the office of Master of the Ordnance, and has given thai charge to M' 
Chicheley, on whome he lately alsoe conferred the honour of knighthood. 

'Monday, 2;ird.~My Loid Buckhurst and M' Thynnc returned yesterday in the 
morning from the French Court at Dunkirk*, where they complemented Ihc French 
King from his Majesty and Royal! Highnesse. My Lord Buckhurst was there pre- 
sented with a Jewell to the vallue of about ^looo sterling, and M' Thynne with one 
ab' 3 or /400. 

' Madame is allowed to slay in England lo dayes longer, but it's yet not certame 
whether she may come to London, but my Lord S'' Albans went lo meet the French 
King at Calais to obtaine that pointe if possibly, 

* C&u de Cholseul, MarEhal du Plessis- Prafi in, 1^98-1675. He distingiiisbed himself 
under arms from his caily youth, Mid in Uler life paifiuilarly so in Italy and in CutBlonia. 
He wu made a nizi&hiil in 1645, and a duke in 1665. 

t Gilbert de Choiseul, Bishop of Toumay, 1613-16S9, the Marshal'!, youngeil brother.

After Ihe Restoration be wu^ of 
course restored lo favour, was in 1664 made one of the commissioners for administering the office 
of Muter-Geneial of the Ordnance with John lord Berkeley of SUatlon and Sir John 
Duncombe, uid in 1670 was made Master-General of the Ordnance. 
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* The French Amb' went yesterday to Calais to visit his Master. 

' It has bin thought convenient to keep more than ord'^ guards here dureing the 
hollydayes to prevent any unruly meetings in this time of li&7, espeatially since the 
Acte has soe lately taken place against the Nonconformists. 

' Tuesday^ 24M. — The last night arrived here a messenger from Dover, by whom 
orders are brought for y* fitting up lodgeings for Madame and her traine att Whitehall 
and Somersett house, but her comeing depends upon the Earle of S^ Albans' retume. 

' Letters from Dover this evening bring newes that the Earle of S^ Albans is 
returned from Calais, by whome Madame findes herselfe limitted to Dover and her 10 
dayes, soe that she is noe longer expected here. 

* Thursday^ 26ih, — Yesterday in the evening arrived here the Marshall de Plessis 
Praslin and his brother the Bishop of Tourney, from Dover, to visit the curiosityes of 
this place. He is lodged at Somersett housse, which was by his Ma^^*" order pre- 
pared and furnished for him ; he was the last night entertained by my L^ Chambe- 
laine, and dined with my L*^ Newport ; this day he intendes to see Windsor and some 
other considerable places about this towne, and on Saterday to retume againe to Dover. 

* About 2000 French horse are marched toward Lorraine, with intension not onely 
to oblige that Duke to abolish his new composed customes, but to reforme his army, he 
haveing, as the French beleeve, a greater number of forces then was allowed by the last 
agreem^ It's beleeved they aime principally at the disbanding of those horse which 
are dismist the Spanish service in Franche Compt^ and bin since proffered to the 
Emperor by y® P^« de Vaudemont who, w^ a complem^, refused them entertainment ; 
they are not as yet entered into Lorraine. 

' Some idle apprentices were gotten together on Tuesday last in the aftemoone 
near Moorfields where, findeing a company of the trained bands who had left their 
armes to refresh themselves in the neighbouring houses, they began to play trickes 
with their coUours till they were beat from that sport by some of the company^ ag^ 
whom the apprentices began to throw stones, from which noe threats would divert 
them, till a nle of y^ company was forced to fire at them, which soone dispersed then^ 
seeing one of their company fall.' 

111. Dated June 2nd, 1670. 

^Mond,^ May y^th, — Yesterday the majestrates in all partes of the Citty be^an with 
fuller power to put in execution the Acte against the Nonconformists, dispersing 
them in their severall assemblyes. 

' My Lord of Essex has bin very civilly treated in Denmarke by that King, and 
was received at his audience very honourably, and had noe cause of complaint since 
his passing by the Elsineur, for which the Govemour was sent for, who gave him 
satisfaccon, disowning any intention to affront him, pretending that the three guns 
fired were intended onely for a salute, and y^ the bullets were putt in without his 
knowledge or order. 

' Tuesday, 31J/. — It's prodigious and seemeingly incredible, which is by severall 
letters confidently affirmed from Bakuis in Sweedland, that the Divell has begun a 

Eersonall reigne in those partes, that 4 parishes have intirely professed obedience to 
im, abjureing God and all Xtian rites, baptiseing their children in the name of the 
Divell. Severall of these persons have been burnt for example and terrour to others, 
but as yett the rest are not reclaymed. 

* The 29^** past was observed at Dover with all the ceremoneys of joy usually 
practised upon the anniversary of his Majestie's birth and happy restauration^ witn 
bells, bonfires, and fireing of all the guns from the Castle and the men-of-warr m the 
Road, and severall vollys of small shott from the garrison companyes and the militiai 
who were drawn up for that purpose upon the breach. 

* Thursday, June 2nd. — Yesterday arrived a courrier from y« Countess of North- 
umberland'"' m Bloyes with the sad newes of her Lord's death y« Earle of Northumber- 

* Elizabeth Wriothesley, Countess of Northumberland, 1647-1690, one of the beauties of the 
court of Charles II., youneest daughter of Lord Southampton. She married first, in 1662, Jooeljm 
Percy, afterwards Earl of Northumberland, and secondly, in 167 1, Ral;^, 1st Duke of Montaga. 
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' The French letters lell us that the Duke de Chalnes, the French ambassador in 
the Court of Roome, had taken his leave and was prepareing to retume home, but has 
since changed his resolution, and has written to his XiJan Majestye to desire to continue 
there a longer time, telling him that the affaires of the Court of Rome begin to put on 
a new face, which does not att all smile opon the French interest ; that the Pope being 
aged is willing to cast the burden of the govemm' upon the Cardinal! Patron 
Palluui,* now Altieri, who has little or noe kindnesse for the governm' of France, 
and to shew his power with the Pope hath prevailed to alter his nomination of severall 
of his principall officers, and particularly has called the Nuncio of Spaine to make him 
Secretary of State, and has named Siegnior Marscotti,+ the Nuncio of Poleland, to goe 
with the same character into Spaine in his rome.'

' Sat/urJay, 4/A. — His Majesty has been pleased to make M' Sidney Godolphin 
Croome of his Bedchamber (before a Page of honour). 

' My Lord Comcbury is, by his Majesty's favour, admitted againe to give his 
pertonall attendance upon the Queen as Lord Chamberlaine. 

'His Majesty this day was pleased to conferr the Lieuelenancy of the county 
of Northumberland upon the Uukeof New Cast1e| and the Lord Ogle his son, and that 
of Sussex upon the Ea; of Dorset and the Lord liuckhursl his son, both being voyd 
by the death of the Ea: of Northumberland. 

■ Tuesday, 7M.— The newes of the death of the great Duke of Florence hath 
somewhat changed the resolution of his Excellency the Lord Falconbridge, who was, 
it seemes, ready to imbarque himselfe at Genoa for Leghorne when he received the 
nenres ; he sailed notwjthstand for Legom, but with intentions to passe immediately 
for Venice, hi* commission for Florence expiring with the great Duke. 

' D' Lamplough,^ one of his Majesty's chaptaines, and Principall of S' Alban Hall 
in Oxon, is to succeed D' Hardy|| in the Viccarage of S' M arty n's-in- the -He Ides, and it 

* PaJuuo Paluiii Albertoni, afterwards Altieri, having been adopted bv Emilio Altieri, Pope 
Clement X., after thai Pontiff had tost his brother Antonio, who had left no male heirs. 
Paluul was created a cardinal in 1664, but was not made what is called cardinal- patron until 
■673. He was made Archbishop of Ravenna in 1670, and died ir '"" 

t Galeas Mareacotti, 1627-1726, ArchUshop of Corinth, nur 
Spain during the minority of Charles II. 

X William Cavendish, Duke of Newcastle, 1593-1676, the ' loyal duke ' as he was called, a 
noted royalist who, on the breaking out of the lebellion raised the Royal Standard in the north, 
where he was in command, raised (he li^e of York and allackEd Fajrlax at Tadcasler. After 
■he battle of Marston Moor he went to Paris and subsequently joioed Chules II. in exile. As 
a reward for his heavy losses he was in |66S created Earl of Ogle and Duke of Newcasde. In 
his Lift by his second wife, Margaret Lucas, daughter of Sir Thomas Lucas, she says of him : 
* His behaviour is such that it might be a pallein to all gentlemen, for it is courtly, civil, easy, 
free, without fonuality or lestraiul, and yet hath something in it of grandeur that cuisei an awful 
reaped for bim.' His son, Heniy Cavendish, Lord O^le, 2nd Duke of Newcastle, 1631-1691, 
succeeded ir 1676, and was Lieutenant of all Yorkshire. He opposed the mtlemenl of the 
crown on William and .M»r». on whose accession he retired from all office. 

§ Thomas Limplugh, )6iJ-l69i, was educated at Queen's College, Oxfbri, where he was 
first tervitor. then tahuder, and uttimately Fellow. He became Principal of St Alban Hatl in 
■664, Vicar of St. Martin's- in. the -Fields in 1670, Bishop of Exeter in 1676, and Archbishop of 
York in 1689. 

II Nathaniel Hardy, D.D., 1613-1670, was ordained at an eicepliooally early age, and 
heeune a popular preacher. In 1660 he became Dean of Rochester, and in 1661 was appointed 
to the vicarage of St. Mairin's-in-the-Kields. 
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is confidently sayd that P' Mew * President of S^ John's Colledge in Oxoii, is to be 
preferred to the Deanery of Rochester. 

' My Lord Roberts upon his retume from Ireland made not his application to the 
Court as was expected, nor to his Royall Hij^hness when in towne ; he is since 
preparing to divert himself in Cornwall, whether he has sent some part of his goodSy 
and it is said comes not to Court till sent for. 

* Thursday^ f)th, — From Holland wee are tould that some of the Prince of Orange 
his friends putt him lately uppon itt to endeavour to gett admission into the Gener^ 
Assemblyes of the States, and that by vertue of a clause in his conmiission, importing 
he should be present there whenever desired. The deputyes of 6 of the provinces 
were prevailed with to send for him to be present to near the account wmch Heer 
van Opdamt gave of his journey to Lisle, but those of Holland opposed it upon the 
proposal! of the President, being unwilling to admitt of any novellty, as thev tearme. 

'The Heere Opdam, it seemes, knowes not as yet whether he ought to think 
himselfe satisfyed or dissatisfyed with his reception at Lisle. The French King treated 
him civilly, but had, it seemes, treated all private persons as well that had no publique 
character upon them. It is believed the King was not overmuch pleased with a letter 
he brought from the States, to which he returned him no other answere but that he 
had read their letter, in which they writt to assure him of their respects, on which bye 
word he putt on an emphasis as if more was expected. 

* The Prince of Orange's journey into England depends upon the retume of De Witt 
from Groingne. 

' My Lord Angier,| Treasurer and Receiver-Generall for Ireland, has received all 
his despatches, and is this day sett forward for Ireland. 

* This day is proclamacon ordered to be issued forth for the banishing all officers 
and soldiers of the late usurper's army out of London for 6 monthes, withm 4 dayes. 

* One M' Hayes and M'^ Jekill, 2 Aldermen of London, were this weeke comitted 
to Newgate by my Lord Mayor & S' John Robinson for refuseing to give good 
security for their behaviour upon their being very seditious & disaffectckf persons ; 
they have since, by peticon, applyed themselves to the Councell Board, but noething 
done therein by their Lordshipps therein, soe as they still remaine there.' 

113. Dated June 17th, 1670. 

^ Satiurday^ \Uh, — Yesterday, about 2 in the morning, hapened a sad fire in the 
Strande, which in short time consuined about a 12 houses in front between the two 
Savoy gates, with some backe ones, but was at last happily stayed by the blowing upp 
the contiguous houses. His Majesty and Royall Highness were present and assisting. 

'This weeke the Earle of Chesterfield was here marryed to the daughter§ of the 
now Earle of Carnarvon, with whom he possesses a very considerable fortune. 

* Monday^ 13M. — It's said M' Hamilton, from the King, and M' Savill, from his 
Royall Highness, were to be sent to condole with the Duke of Tuscany upon the 
death of his father, the first as envoye extraordinary, and may parte hence m a weeke. 

' It seemes the State of Genoua do not like it well that his Kf ajesty's men of warr, 

* Peter Mews, 1619-1706, graduated at Oxford in 1645, having in 1642 served in the force 
raised for the King by the University. He also served in the King's Guards throughout the war, 
was wounded and taken prisoner at Naseby. He was constantly employed during the Common- 
wealth as a royalist agent, and was an adept at disguising himself. After the Restoratkn he 
was ordained and preferments were rapidly heaped upon him until in 1670 he became Dean of 
Rochester, Bishop of Bath and Wells in 1672, and in 1684 was translated to Winchester. He 
was one of the first to offer an energetic resistance to Monmouth, and at Sedgemoor his own 
horses drew the royal cannon to the point whence he himself directed their fire with dedshre 
effect.

* The Prince of Orange's journey into England — at least, as to the time — is yet 
uncertain, though in Holland they say his Highness is very found of it, and resolves 
to make it this suifier. 

* Captain de Whitt, one of those two captaines who so bravely engaged the Turkes' 
men of warr some monthes since upon the coasts of Spaine with Captain Hubbard, 
where this last was slaine, is returned backe, and this morning saluted his Majesty, 
who received him very kindly. 

* Thursday^ 16M. — Yesterday M' Hayes and M' Jekell, two cittizens, appeared 
before the Councell upon the complaint they had made there against my Lord Mayor 
and S' John Robinson for having committed them to prison upon refusall of security 
for their good behavior. They were heard at large, but his Majesty and the Board 
were no wayes satisfyed with their plea, but intirely approved and commended my 
Lord Mayor and S' John for what they had done ;_and so they refuseing to the Board 
to give security for their good behavior, were recoiriitted. 

* The Arch Bishop of Canterbury has been these 3 last dayes ill of a cold, with a 
feaverish distemper, and as yet his Grace is not delivered from it. 

'Yesterday morning came the newes of the death of D' Skinner, Bishop of 
Worcester, who dyed as is said as yesterday at Worcester, after a long sickness and 
very aged, and much to the regrett of his diocesse. If s beleivcd the Deane of the 
Chappelle will succeed him, & that the see of Oxford will be filled upp by the 
Clerke of the Clossett, D*" Crew, now Deane of Chichester.* 

114. Dated June 25th, 1670. 

^ Saturday y iSf/i. — The Earle of Oxoii being Justice in Eyre^on this side Trent, is 
directed, they say, to hold a Justice Seate some time this suiner, at least for New 
Forrest and Windsor Forrest, and in order to it, the Keeper of the Records in the 
Tower is ordered to deliver out all such reccords as relate to that matter.

H Robert Letghtoo, Archbishop of Glasgow, 16 1 1-1684, ■ learned and pious Scotch divine, 
represented by Burnet as being one of the most perfect characters of his own or any age. He wu 
made Bishop of Dunblane in 1661, and was tntnslal«d to Glasgow in 1670, but reigned in 1674. 

** The Lord Advocate at that time was Sir John Nisbet, 1609-1687, a great persecutor of the 
Covenanters. Loid Advocate from 1664 I') 1677, when he was obliged to resign the post, havine 
incurred suspicion of collusiim in case where his cousin, Sir Patrick Nisbel, hod been accused 
of perjury. Burnet Kays he was ' one of the worlhicsl and most learned men of his age.' 

ft Charles Maitland, Lord Halton or Hatlon, afterwards 3rd Earl of Lauderdale, third and 
youngest son of the tst Elirl ; succeeded his brot3ier in Ihe lille in 16S1. Shortly after the 
Restoration be became Master and General of the Scottish Mint; in 1669 was admitted an 
Ordioarj Lord of Session, in 1671 was appointed Treasurei.Deputy, and in 1672 was created a 
baronet. He died in 1691. 

tt John Baiid, Lord Newbyth, 1620-1698, a Scotch judge, a member of the Covenanting 
paity, and considered of sufiicienl imporlaoce to be excluded hom Ihe operation of the AiA ot 
Indemnity, and mulcted in Ihe sum of 3400/, His eminence at the bar caused him lo be made a 
Lord of Session, in which office he was superseded in 16S1, but was reappointed in 1689, and 
retained bis (eat on the bench until his death. 
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* Thursday^ S/A.— This sessions at the Old Baylejr severall Quakers and other 
Nonconformists, apprehended at severall illegall meeting^ were formally proceeded 
against according to the late Act of Parliament On Satturday last a jury was impa- 
nelled for the tryall of two Quakers, Pen and Mead, and the evidence swome, which 
appeared plain to the whole Court ; the jury not being able to agree among themselves 
were kept together according to law in that case till Monday morning, at which 
time they agreeing not to find the bill were for their manifest bringing m a verdict 
contrary to the evidence fined 40 markes a peice. Another jury was then called for 
the tryall of severall other Nonconformists on the same Act, but these were also in 
dispute about their verdict till Wednesday morning, when they agreed, and brought it 
in as they ought This sessions also the famous cheate, known by the name of the 
German princess, was found guilty of stealing some plate from a house where shee 
had taken upp her lodgings under the pretence of being a person of quality, and was 
condemned to dy with 12 other malefactors.

^ Fry day ^ ^th, — Since this late bloody attempt by those bold assassinates on the 
person of his Grace the Duke of Ormond, strickt search and inquiry has been made 
for the detection of their persons, but as yet no further discovery more than the seising 
of 3 more stragling horses neare the Neate houses in Westmmster, whose riders it's 
believed were obliged to quitt them to avoid further pursuite. These horses it's found 
out were all bought this oay 7-night in Smithfield, and from that time kept there till 
last Tuesday in the aftemoone, when they were fetched away by their purchasers. 
The pistell is also knowne by the smith that made it, who has declared in whose hands 
it was last, so a warrant is issued for his apprehension, to force him to discover how 
he disposed of it ; so that it's hoped it will not be long before the authors of this 
horrid deed are found out _ 

' This day the House mett, and in a Grande Comittee tooke into consideration the 
King's supply, and upon report made thereof resolved that they were of an opinion 
that the adaitionall duty charged upon the excise, and the imposition upon forreigne 
comodities together wiUi the Paper Bill will in the whole amount to ;£4oo,ooo perann.' 

132. Dated December i6th, 1670. 

* Saturday ^ loth, — ^This morning the House, understanding it was his Majestie's 
pleasure, attended him in y* Banquetting House, where his Majestie in a short speech 
told them that the French King had by his ambassador acquainted them that he 
intended next spring with 45 or 50,000 men to draw downe towards Dunkirke, and 
that he should imploy them thereabouts upon hisowne occasions, but with intentions 
not to injure his Majestie ; and in consequence to this his Majestie had provided a 
considerable fleete to be out next spring tor the defence of the nation, but wanted a 
certaine supply of about ;£8oo,ooo ready money, and that his necessities would encrease 
by delay, and that if he were once out of debt he beleeved he should not trouble them 
hereafter on that subject, but should be at leisure to passe Acts of grace and favour to 
y« nation ; after which the House returned, and taking it into consideration, resolved 
that the Comittee of the whole House do consider of meanes for raising a present 
sume of about ;£8oo,ooo towards the supply, but not by a land-tax ; and that the House 
will on Monday Tuesday and Wednesday next goe into a Comittee to receive 
propositions towards the raiseing it. 

^ Monday^ 12th, — This morning the House mett and ordered that a list be brought 
in to-morrow of the names of fresh members of the House in whose handes are any 
arreares of money of the former aydes given to his Majestie, what the sumes are, and 
who bound in security for others, and that Thursday next be added for another day 
for receiveing propositions for his Majestie's supply. 

'It being this morning [put] to y« vote whether the House should adjoume, the 
House divided, and at last it passed in the negative, and ordered that the Commis- 
sioners of Brooke House doe to-morrow bring in an account of the debts owing to his 
Majestie, and by whome. 

' This morning the House went into a Grand Committee for the consideration of his 
Majestie's supply, and resolved that the ;£8oo,ooo given to his Majestie for his present 
supply be raysed by way of subsedy, and adjourned the calling over the House till this 
day 7-night 




' Tuesday, 13^.— This day the House appojTited a Comittee lo bring in 
the debates of the House for regulating y° wages of servants and labourers 

' In consequence 10 the yesterday's vote of y° House, S' George Downeing delivered 
into the House a list of the names of the members of the House in whose handes were any 
s of money upon the former aydcs given to his Majesiie and the Commissioners 
of Brooke Houseare to make report of the severall debies owing 10 his Majesiie, and by 
whome ; the House ordered that a Coriiittee be appoynted to inspect the same, and 10 

sider how they may be recovered, and report the same, with their opinion, to the 

' Thursday, \ilk. — Yesterday the House resolved into a Grand Coiiiiilee upon the 
King's supply, and resolved that in the subsedyes every ^100 pay lo" ; that all moneye 
in the banquers' bands for every j£ioo pay 15*. That money may be lent lo the King 
at 7 per cent 1 that all money lent to the King, or transfered upon any further security, 
shall not be charged, and thai all pcrsonall estates and slock except stock upon land 
and household stuff pay 6" for every £ 100 worth. 

' The House went this day into a Grand Coinittee, and resolved that, towards the 
subsedyes the proffitts of all offices and pubh<]uc places be charged :■ per II., and that 
all land be charged at 12'' per 11., to be paid by 4 quarterly payments, Ibe first 
payment lo be made at Midsomer next. 

' Fry day, \6t/i^ — On Wednesday last was carryed out of towne to be interred in 
Lancashire, the body of M' Stanley, late Comett 10 his Majeslie's troope of Guards, 
who was attended out of towne, besides all other funerall pompe, with some bregades 
and companyes of the horse and foote Guards, and a numerous Iraine of coaches of 
the nobility and gentry. 

' On Wednesday last happened an unfortunate accident. Two of the gentlemen that 
accompanied the Prince of Orange into England engaged themselves in a ducll neare 
the Neate's houses in Westminster, where the one, a Dutchmen, ran the other, a 
Frenchman, quite through the body at the 2'^ pass, of which he presently dyed ; and 
the other was instantly seized and commiiied to prison, but is since out upon baile. 

'A strong report has been this weeke at Court that M' Loving, envoye to 
Denmarke, should be cast away in his passage to that kingdome, but as yet wee hope 
the contrary. 

' This day the House mett, and in a Grande Comittee upon consideration of the 
supplyes, and resolved further that there be a deduction for debts, annuiiyes, rent 
charges, fee farme rents and all other reserved rents. 

'From Deale of the 15"' nee arc told that about 12 sayle of Dutchmen under two 
convoyes outward bound are putt into the Downes, and that Van Beveming, the 
Dutch ambassador, intended for Madrid, was on board one of them, and that he had 
come on shoare with bis compaoye to refresh themselves.' 

133. Dated December 30th, 1670. 

'This day the Parliament melt againc where y* Coiiions, finding iheire house to 
be thin, adjourned themselves till Tuesday next, when they hope for a further assembly. 

'The late assault made upon S' John Coventry* has occationed much discourse, 
and 'tis beleived will be considered of by the House of Coiiions, whereof he is a 
member, and the persons who made the assault, if detected, proceeded against 
according 10 law. 

'TTie Princes of Lunenburg and y' Bishop of Munsler are armeing very vigorously 
one against the other. The Elector of Cologne has given out many comissions, 
and 'tis feared many other Princes may strik i n, when the warre is began, that wilt not 
at the present seeme 10 be concerned in the party, 

• Sir John Coventry served in Ihe royalist army, and his nttachment lo the Crown was so 
well known thai he wu made a K.C.B. on the cotonalion of Charles IL He was elected in 
1667 M.P. for Weymouth, but got into trouble in 1670, when in the couiseofi debate upon rating 
playhooies, he asked ' whether did the King's pleasure lie among the men at the women that 
acted.' To avenee this insult the King's friends, headed by Sir J> Sandys, attacked him on hit 
way home, and hit nose was silt lo the bone. This caused a special act to be passed, known 
u Coventry's Act, by which aose-slilting or other muiilation of the person was declared to be 
felony without bendii of deigy. Sir John died in iASj. 
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' Collonel Thomas Linche's'^ instructions are now finished, and hee himselfe may in 
short time putt forth for Jamaica, whither hee goes comissioned as Deputy Governor. 
And his Majestie has lately bin pleased, as a marke of his further grace and favour, to 
conferr on him y" honour of knighthood. 

' Wee heare not yett upon what designe the fieete which some monthes since sett 
from Jamaica imder the comand of ColP Morgan ; 'tis beleived they have attempted 
someUiing of importance, since they were forced out by great provocation and have 
taken with them the stoutest and most dareing men of that island. 

' This day the Lords mett also, and after some small debate adjourned till Wednes- 
day next. From Vienna they write that by an express from their Resident at Con- 
stantinople they are assured of the intencons of that Port to take into theire protection 
y* rebells in Hungary, and to succour them with all the force they can. 

' On Monday last was carried out of towne to be interred in Yorkshire y* body of 
the late Viscountess Hallifax,t who was attended, besides all other funerall pompe, with 
a numerous traine of coaches of the nobility and gentry.' 

134. Dated January 6th, 1671. 

^ ScUurday^ 2ist. — In Worcestershire they say that there is lately happened a 
ryott, occasioned by some idle persons whoe haveing got to a company of about a 
scoore, whoe under the pretence of levellars went to a gentleman's house, which they 
robbed ; when perceiving some opposition coming against them they betooke them- 
selves to a wooa, where they endeavoured to maintaine theire poste. But order being 
sent down by his Majestye to the Deputy- Leiuetenants there for their suppression, it's 
beleived noe further wilbee heard of them. 

' Our letters from France say that the Duke of Lorraine should cum into France, and 
uppon his asking pardon for his violation of treaties hee shalbe restored to his dominions. 

' Monday^ 2nd. — Her Royall Highnesse has for these severall weekes past laine 
under an extreame distemper of body, att the best keeping her chamber, but most 
comonly her bedd. On Saturday last her Highnesse was taken extreamly ill, which 
for some time was soe much that her recovery was much doubted. Since which her 
Highnesse has been somewhat better. 

' On this daye letters from Paris say that it was said there that the Kinge, uppon 
the advice which hee should receive of the Emperour's having signed the triple 
Alliance contrary to the interest of France, hee declared to the Emperour's Envoye 
there that he might if hee pleased retume home except hee meanes to live as his subject ; 
soe that hee is returning home with all speede. 

* Tuesday^ yd — The House of Comons this daie mett according to their adjoume- 
ment, and m pursuance of their order at last sitting the Bill of Subsidy towards the 
raising his Majestye's supply was brought in and reade, and ordered to bee read again 
on Tuesday next nothing mterveining. 

' M' Squibb, of the Exchequer, haveing last meeting been taken into custody by 
order of the House by the Sergeant-att-Armes, for his breach of theire pri veledges, uppon 
his peticon and craveing pardon uppon his knees at the Barr, was ordered to bee 
discnaiged, &c 

* Thursday^ $fh. — His Majestye has given order for y« printing of y* manuscript of 
Geda's Bible,t written before our Saviour's time, which has bin kept in his library for 

* Sir Thomas Lynch, Governor of Jamaica, was the son of Theophilus Lynch. After 
serving in the army which went out to Jamaica in 1655, he was appointed provost-marshal of 
the island for life ; in 1663 was sworn m a member of the Council, but returned to England 
when dismissed from the Council bv Sir Thomas Modyford, whom in 1670 he was appointed to 
replace, on which occasion he was knighted. He was recalled in 1676, but was sent out again 
in 1682 with strict orders to suppress piracy, and these he carried out very rigorously both afloat 
and ashore, capturing and destroying ships and hanging the men.

' Yesterday morning y' House melt againe, where a Bill for setling y" Excise on 
several! forreigne comodityes therein menconed towards his Majesiye's supply, and 
ordered to bee reade againe thisjnoming. 

* Vesteiday the House of Comons passed ttieise severall Bills : 
' One for selling y* estimate of S' Clifford Clifton, Berr', deceased, and for rasing 

porcons for his younger childreD. 

'Another for uniting the parsonage and vicarage of Ross, in Herlifordshire, and 
another for continuing of former Actes to preserve delayes in extending Statutes, 
Judgments and Recognizances. 

'The question was then putt that y' Comiuee of y' Greivances should sett that 
aftemoone, but passed in y° negative, and so they adjourned for that day. 

'This day y' House mett and read y" Bill for an additionall Excise on Beere and 
Ale, &■*, towards his Majestie's supply, w''^ is to bee read y° next meeting, 

'This day theise two Bills were read, and ordered to bee read againe. One for 
incourageing of fishery, the other for y" preserveing incouragement to weaveing of silkes 
and stufles, &c., in England ; and y° House adjourned themselves and all Comiltees 
III! Munday next. 

'There were, about 3 weekes since, two persons taken at Southampton suspected 
by the liile account ihey could give of theire lives to bee persons not seeking an honest 
mentinance, if not the persons imploycd in the late horrid attempt on his Grace y* 
Duke of Ormond, who were then secured, and theis week were brought upp and 
coiiiitted 10 the Guate-house. Their names aie said to bee West. 

' Friday, bth. — Our last letters from Dublin give us this account of an accident 
which hapened lately there. The Lord LeiutenanI, his lady and children and many 
persons of quality met at ihe theatre, the upper galleries suddenly fell downe and hurt 
nis Excellency, his lady and children, though not much, and divers others, and killed 
six outright.' 

135. Dated January 13th, 1671. 

'Saturday, 7/*.— This day his Highness the Prince of Orange, accompanied by 
the Earle of Ossory and y* Lord Arlington and many other persons of qiiallity, did my 
Lord of Canterbury y° honour to dine with him at Lambeth House, where they were 
nobly entertayned. 

' It's not yett sayd to whom the vacant Bishopwrickes of Worcester and Lichfeild 
and Coventry are bestowed, but it's generally beleived that one D' Pearson,* Master 
of Trinity Colledge in Cambridge, will have ore of them. 

* Monday, g/^.— This morning y« House melt and proceeded to the reading over 
the members according to former order ; and severall members making default in 
attendance, the House ordered that a list bee made of the members defaulters, and 
that the same bee called over this day 7-night, on y< penally of a doble assessment in 
y* Bill of Subsidy upon such whose excuse shall not bee allowed of by the House. 

' Upon calling the name of S' John Coventry this day, a reply was made of his 
absence giveing also a narrative of the occation iheareof bya late attempt upon him in 
y' night, upon which bee received some wounds ; and the House takeing it into con- 
sideracon, ordered that the breach of priviledg and assault made upon S'' John predict 
as a member of the House be taken into consideracon to-morrow the first thing. 

* who lived A,D. 45. The Codei Altiandrinus contiins the Bible in Greek, and was written in 
the middle of the tiRh century.

*Thc matter of priviledg concerning S' John Coventry was this day debayted, 
and theareupon resolved that a Bill bee brought in upon the debates of y* House for 
setling a day to all those persons concerned in the fact against S' John Coventry to 
render themselves or bee banished, with a clause of mercy to all such as being neather 
principall nor abettors as shall discover any guilty of the confedrac^, and that noe 
business bee proceeded in whilst this Bill is passing. And a Com it tee appo>rnted 
to prepare it accordingly, and to bring it in to-morrow, and all other Committies 
adjourned. 

* Thursday y 12M.— This day the Bill for banishing S' Thomas Sandy, Kn*, Charles 
O'Brien, £sq% Simon Perry and Miles Reeves, persons parties in the assault on S' 
John Coventry, unless they render themselves before y« 16 of February next, that they 
may bee proceeded against according to justice, with a clause of mercy to all those 
that shall come in and render themselves, and with a hearty penitence discover the 
actors and designes by the 14 of February next, if not to stand banished for ever out of 
all his Majestye's dominions, and deemed guilty of the fellony comitted in robbing 
S' John Coventry, without all benefitt of cleargy, and not to bee pardoned by the King 
and his successors unless by an Act of Parliament, was read the second time and 
comitted to the consideracon of the whole House ; and ordered it should bee proceeded 
in farther again to-morrow, and the Comittee that brought in y" Bill ordered to 
prepare and bring in a clause to-morrow for preventing y" like for the future. 

* Fryday^ iStA, — This day the House mett and resolved into a Comittee of the whole 
House concerning S' John Coventry, and went through the consideration of the same 
and made some amendments, alterations and additions thereunto, which being after- 
wards reported to the House, were agreed unto, and the Bill, with the amendments, 
&c., ordered to bee ingrossed. 

* The Comittee appointed to prepare the clause to be added to that Bill, for pre- 
venting the like abuses for the future, this day brought in the clause, which was read 
and considered, and after by the House ordered to bee added on the Bill. 

' The two persons in the Gate-house suspected to be persons parties in the late 
attempt on the Duke of Ormond, are sent from thence to New Gate, there to stand 
Uieir tryall at the gaole delivery at the Old Bayly. 

'Tis said that M^ Lake and W Wroth, the two gentlemen apprehended upon the 
account of this assault on S' John Coventry, and comitted to Newgate, were this 
week by the Grand Jury found guilty of fellony, S*^ John having, it's proved, left his 
sword and perwigge in the scuffle, and are to stand their tryall at the Old Bayly 
this weeke.' 

136. Dated January 20th, 1671. 

* Saturday, 14M. — This day y* ingrossed Bill for banishing S' Thomas Sandye, K»*, 
and for preventing y* like malitious mameing or wounding for y* future, was read and 
with some amendments agreed upon y* question, and ordered to pass, and S' Thomas 
Lee to carry it to y* Lords. 

*The main poynts in the additionall clause for preventing y* like mameing and 
wounding for the future are that any one wounding or mameing any of y" King's liege 
people after y* i6th of February next, by slitting their nose, tongue or lipp, &c., to be 
guilty of fellony without cleargy. Any other way wounding any of the members of 
Parhament shall for y* offence suffer a whole yeare's imprisonment, trible damages, 
and bee made incapable of beareing any office for the future. 

* It sayd that y* triall of M' Lake and M' Wroth is putt of tille y* next sessions, 
they being bayled till that time. 

* Gilbert Ironside, 1 588-1671, educated at Trinity College, Oxford, of which he became a 
fellow in 1613, and succeeded his father as Rector of Winterbourne Abbas in 1629. Being a 
man of wealth he was considered fitted to maintain the dignity of the episcopate, and in 1661 
¥r8S appointed Bishop of Bristol, the revenues of which See had become much reduced. He 
showed much forbearance to nonconforming ministers, and finding Wesley firm in refusing 
to use the Book of Common Prayer said to him, * I will not meddle with you, and will do you 
all the good I can*' 
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' The lime sell by the French King for Comission at Lille to adjuste iheire disputes 
abou[ y° dependance being almost expired and little don therein, an interposition 
has bin lately made to the French King by y" mediator in y" Triple Alliance for 
prolongation of that tyme, who readyly granted a yeare more ; but the Dutch ambassador 
olferring his mediation with the rest of the ambassadors, was tould he need not trouble 
himselfe on that score, for that the French King was resolved to gratify y* 2 kings in 
it and not them. 

' Many disputes have often risen of late about what measure should be used at our 
salutes to y' Port of Genova at our shipps' entrance there, his Majestye has been 
pleased to order that they shall bee y' same that have been heretofore used by out 
shippes 10 them, which is to bee observed accordingly. 

' TVw^j".— Saturday y° House mett and according to former order proceeded to y* 
calling y* members defaulters in attendance, and upon reading y' list severall (hat 
made default the last day did now appeare, and for many excuses were allowed by the 
House, for others by reason of sickness and oth«r inabillliies to attend, and excuses for 
others which were disallowed, and some did not appeare or send any excuse. Upon 
which the House ordered that a list bee maxle of the members defaulting, not excused, 
that they may bee settled in the Subsidy Bill accordingly, and that the Hojse bee 
called over on this day 4*night, and that no member depart the towne without leave, 
under y' sajne penalty with the defaulters. Then fell they upon y" consideracon of y* 
Bill of Subsidy and read il y' 2'' lime and pull it to y" vote, wheather it should bee 
com itted, upon which the House divided, but at last it was carried in the affirmative and 
comitted to y* consideracon of the whole House, who after some debate adjourned 
the farther consideracon 



^Wednesday, i8rt.— The two brothers apprehended upon suspition of being 
concerned in the fact against Duke of Ormond haveing proved the contrary, are 
dismissed. 

' This day the House in a Grand Comlttee took into consideracon the Bill of 
Subsidy and made some progress therein, but referred the further consideracon tilt 

' Upon debate this day in y° House, louchini; the election of members to serve in 
Parliament, resolved that y sending warrants or letters to the High Constables or other 
officers to bee comunicated to y" freehoulders or other electors when a Km. of the 
Sbire or other member is to bee chosen to serve in Parliament, as threatening the 
electors is unparliamentary and a violation of y° rights of election. 

' Thursday. — The lords have sett theise two dayes upon S' John Coventrye's Bil 
and have made some progress therein by examining witnesses for y° better under- 
standing of the matter to pass theire sensures accordingly. 

'They have also taken into consideracon y" assault on y' Duke of Ormond, have 
spent some time therein for pievenling y' like for y" future. 

' This day the House mett and resolved that a list be made of the members 
defaulters and returned to the clerkes of the House, thai they may be doubly assessed. 
They also read the Bill of Subsidy and passed some clauses, but adjourned the further 
consideracon till to-morrow. 

' Her Royal Highness continues still indisposed so as to keep her chamber. 

' The Duke of Camebridg is also indisposed, but it's hoped no danger in either of 
theire distempers.' 

137. Dated January aytb, 1671. 

' Saiierday, 211/. — The Lords have thisweeke sate close in a Grand Comittee upon 
the Bill concerning S' John Coventry, and have at last consented to the same with 
very few alteracons, the principall whereof are said to bee the strikeing out that clause 
which relates to imprisonment for wounding any member of Parliament, and have 
made il felony without dei^ie assaulting or maimeing ; and have altered the clause 
of the day for theire coming in, and have made it to be 25 dayes after passing the Act ; 
and on Munday it's 10 bee reported to the House for their approbation therein. 

' In order to the setting out his Majestie's fleete next spring, and an incouragement 
to the seamen, a considerable sum of money was yesterday sent downe to Portesmouth 
to be imployed in payeing seamen and other oavall expences. 
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'The Emperor haveing some tyme since desired by his letters to his Majesty 
to come into the Triple Allyance, his Majestie has given his Royal assent to it, 
and it's likely it will oee done in the same forme with the garrantry already given 
to Spaine. 

^ Monday y 2yd, — On Satt night last was a Coinittee of the Councell upon the 
business of the Irish Papysts' Addresse for restitution to their lands in Irelana, where 
Collonel Talbot appeared as their agent ; who appeared at the Board and were heard, 
but referred till Saturday next. 

' It's said in towne that, by letters from Jamiaca of October^ last, there is newes 
that the fleete of privateers sett out thence the latter end of sumer had ransacked a 
towne in Hispaniola, and taken 2 or 3 rich Spanish shipps, so as every comon seaman 
was to have tor his share 40^ and a negro ; and that the fleete were thence boimd for 
Carthegena in terra finna. 

* Tuesday y 24/^. — Last night their Majesties were pleased to honour the French 
ambassador with their companyes at Yorke House at an entertainement prepaired, 
where was great danceing, and severall principall persons about the towne in mas- 
carade. 

' His Majesty having had notice from Tripoli that, in the absence of the English 
Consul, that Government had entertained some jealosyes that wee were wavering 
our freindshipp with them, but that the Basha there had [been] extreamely zealous 
to keepe them right to us, his Majesty is sending a new Consull thether in few 
weekes. 

'This morning one Washwhite, suspected as concerned in the D. of Ormond's 
assault, was brought to his examination at the Barr in the Lords' House, where hee 
could declare nothing ; the only evidence against him is some words that he should 
formerly speake intimating that the_ Duke should not dye in his bedd, but nothing 
further appearing he was only re-comitted to prison. 

' The Lords this day past S' John Coventiys Bill in their House with those amend- 
ments, and sent it downe to the Comons, where it was once read, and those amend- 
ments not agreed to by them.

* Hortense de Mancini, Duchess de Mazarin, 1646- 1699, one of the most beautiful and 
eccentric women of her time. One of Mazarin's nieces, and wife of Armand Charles de La Porte, 
Duke de Mazarin, to whom she was married at the age of 13, but with whom she only lived six 
yean. After rambling over most of the countries of Europe she landed, in 1678, in E^land, 
where Charles II. allowed her apartments in St. James's Palace, and settled on her a pension of 
4000/. a year. She afterwards removed to Chelsea, where she died in debt to the amount of 
over 80G0/., her body being seized by the creditors, and only recovered by her husband for 
burial in France on his giving sureties for her debts. 

t Philippe Julien Mandm Mazarini, Duke de Nevers, 1639- 1707. The Cardinal, his uncle, 
bequeathed him the rich domains of Nevers and Donzi, and he beoune successively Governor of 
Ia RochcUei Brouage, and the Nivcmais.

* Sir John Mince, or Mennes, 1 599-1 671, a well-known admiral. From the year 1626 he 
appears to have been actively engaged at sea, but during the Civil War he served with the 
rojralist army, and in 1644 was Governor of North Wales for the King. After the Restoration he 
was in 1662 made Commander-in-Chief in the Downs and Admiral of the Narrow Seas, and was 
also appointed Comptroller of the Navy. Pepys's references to him are more favourable than 
those to many of Pepys's intimates. 'He is/ he says, *most excellent company,' 'dotes 
mightily on Chaucer/ ' seems to know something of chemistry/ and ' hath some judgment in 
pictures.' On tibe other hand Pepys quotes Sir William Coventry as saying that ' besides all the 
pain and trouble Mennes hath brought on the office, the King had better have given 100,000/1 
than ever have had him there.' Mennes was also given to wriung poetry. 
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* Thursday, znd.—W\% Majesty, in detestation of the late horrid and barbarous 
fact on the beadle neare Holbome, has been pleased to take the same into con- 
sideration, and appointed this evening an extraordinary Councell to meete about it, 
and commanded my Lord Cheife Justice to attend him there, to give him an account 
of the matter of fact as it appeared at the Grand Jury ; and 'twas said intended to 
issue out his proclamation that, considering the many mischeifes that may and have 
lately risen under the pretence of mascarade, strictly to prohjbile the same, which was 
accordingly done this evening, and after mature consideration the proc'amation was 
thought Rtt to be waved. And his Majestye coinanded that it be certifyed to the 
Justices of the Peace, &c, that his Guards have order to be assisting to the Watch in 
all partes of the towne, with what numbers shall be necessary, against all persons of 
what quality soever ; and was pleased also to direct my Lord Cheife Justice to see 
that the law press to the utmost upon the authours of that late barbarous murder. 

' Fryday, Jr^i— Letters from Calls say that ifcc soldiers march dayly from Paris for 
Dunkirke, and about the middle of Aprill the King intends Id fall downe with the 
mainebody of his army, consisting oFij.ooo foote and 3000 horse ; his intentions are not 
yet knownc, but he hath putt out severall edicts to civilliie his army, vii., that if any 
man tell a lye he is to be putt into the pillory ; if sweare, to be burnt thro' the tongue ; 
if speake blasphemy, to be rackt to death upon the wheelc, with many others. 

'Our (his daye's letters from Ireland say that my Lord Leiutenant has been 
lately somewhat indisposed, besides other distempers, with the griping of the gutts ; 
but that since, thankes be to God, he has been much better, and it's hoped past 

' Letters from Lund say that a shipp arrived lately from Croisicque in France 
declares that just at his departure from thence there was newes there that there was a 
fast freindshipp made between the French and Dutch, for which the Dutch were 
to pay the French a considerable suine of money ; and that many French shipps were 
there fitted out, some of them carrying 80 guns, &c.' 

143. Dated March loth, 1671. 

* Sal., f/A. — Yesterday, the Lords by a message acquainted the House that they 
had agreed with them in leaving out that p-oviso in their amendments in their Bill 
concerning an address to be made to his Majesty for preventing the growth of 
Popery, where their Lordshipps declared that they were not satisfied with severall 
matters of fact in the said address, and therefore referred it to the former Committee 
further to examine the said matter, and to report the same with their opinions to the 

'A/unJay, 6/A.— Our letters from Holland of the ioth March tell that they had 
advice from Paris that that King certainly intended a warr with them this summer, and 
that the Bishop of Munster was to join his forces with him ; but in the meantime that 
Bishop on all occasions seems to assure that State of his sincere friendship, and more, 
hath lately desired assistance from them against the Princes of Lunenbtirgh and 
Brunswick, upon whom he would lay the blarne that those difTercices are not yet 
accommodated ; but for all those fair shews they can scarce credit him as to think him 
their true friend. 

' Twsday, ylh. — The Slates Generall having now happily finished the matter of 
the new Levies, all ihcirc care is that those forces may be on fool and their fleet out as 
soon as may be ; for though they arc told by some that they need not apprehend any- 
thing from France this summer, they are loo cautious to trust to such declarations 
while they daily hear of such vast preparations that King is making, which they 
cannot think but are designed for some other use than to wait upon him in his 
progress this summer. From Vienna they write that the French Minister in tha 
Court loudly declares that his master will in 3 months manifest what his designes 
are, and that the Bishop of Munster hath proffered to serve him with his forces. 

' The Elector of Cologne presses exlreamly for the restitution of Rynbergh, and 
seems to tell them that if he hath not sudden satisfaction in that particular he shall be 
forced to ri^ht himselfe otherwise, so that many begin to feare he hath some powerfull 
friend that mcites him in this business. 

'From Munster they write that that Bishop is brought to some extremity for wan 
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of provisions and other necessaries for the maintenance of his troopes, who have in a 
manner eaten up the whole country, and quite ruined the inhabitants.

* This day the Bill concerning the Growth of Popery was reported from the Com- 
mittee with its amendments and ordered to be ingrossed. Then read they the Bill from 
the Lords for erecting and endowing a parish church at Hashington, in Cheshire, was 
after consideration rejected. 

' This day the Committee made their report to the House of the matter of &ct 
excepted against by the Lords for the address to be made to his Majesty to prevent 
the growth of Popery, and have agreed with the Lords in their amendments, upon 
which a conference is to be to-morrow. 

* The Bill for Ascertaining the Priviledges of both Houses (wherein is a clause to 
take away the Protections as to the Estates of any Peer), was this day debated againe, 
but the further debate adjourned till the next opportunity. 

' Her Royall Highness is, thank God, much better, but the Duke of Cambridge 
continues ilL 

^Fryday, loM. — This day the Lords resumed the debate of the complaint brought 
in by my Lord Hollys against my Lord Cheife Justice Keyling,**^ for some unbeconung 
wordes spoke by the latter reflecting; on my Lord Hollys* honour, upon occation of 
the tryall of some Frenchmen last Trinity Terme for a robbery, where my Lord Cheife 
Justice made his defence, that what he spoke was not meant any ways against my 
Lord's honour but, if so interpreteted by the House, he humbly begged their Lordships' 
pardon. Upon which it was dismissed without any further dispute. 

' This day M>^ Parry made his appearance at the Sessions upon his accusation of 
being guilty in the assault on S*^ John Coventry in order to his tryall, which is putt off 
till Monday next. 

' The Lords and Comons are now agreed in an address to be made to his Majesty 
to prevent the growth of Popery, and have appointed some members to know his 
Maiest/s pleasure therein. 

^The Gr^de Comittee have made more progress in the additionall impositions in 
forreigne comodityes, and are impowered to bring in a clause for an imposition upon 
forreigne salt, to be adso paid at the Custome-house.' 

144. Dated March 17th, 1671. 

^ Satturday, I iM. — The Lords this day by a message acquainted y* Comons that his 
Majesty had appoynted Munday morning next at 9 to bee attended by both Houses in 
the Banquetting House, to receive theire address for the preventing of the growth of 
Popery, which they agree to and ordered it accordingly. 

' This day the ingrossed Bill to prevent y" growth of Popery was read, as also a 
clause for an oath to bee taken for not takeing upp armes upon pretence of the King's 
authority against his person, and made part of y* Bill, and y* Bill finally past and sent 
to y* Lords. 

* The House, according to former order, satt both fore and after noon, in order to 
the dispatch of the remayning Bills, which they hope finish the latter one of the next 
week ; and it's thought the Parliament may [adjourn] Fryday 7-night if possible, the 
King about that time intending for the country for some short time. 

^Monday, 13M. — This morning his Majesty was pleased to bee present in the 
Banquetting House, attended by both Houses, who made theire humble address to him 
to take some speedy course for the preventing of the growth of Popery, which his 

* Sir John Kelyng was called to the Bar in 1632, was called sergeant-at-law in 1660, and 
was appointed one of the counsel in the proceedings against the regicides. He was knighted at 
Whitehall, the same year was returned M.P. for Bedford, and in 1SS5 succeeded Hyde as Chief 
Justice. His bearing on the Bench is said to have been haughty and brutal, and he did not 
icniple to browbeat, fine, and even imprison the jury. He died in July, 167 1. 
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Majesty graliously received, and returned his answer to this effect, that hee would 
take care of all iheire requests, and would issue out his proclamation for the banishing'

' TUesiiay, 14^.— Yesterday M"' Lake, M' Wroth and M' Parry were tryed at the 
Old Bayly for the late assault on S' John Coventry, where they were for want of 
evidence to prove them present at the action brought in not guilty and cleared, and 
the judges themselves were of an oppinion thai y" fact would not bee made out fellony, 
according to the opinion of the Grand Jury, s» they was ordered 10 bee discharged. 

' Yesterday, it's sayd, departed hence, S* Thomas Ltnch, Deputy Governor of 
Jamaica, who is also lo bee accoinpanied by S' Charles Wheeler, Governor of the 
Leeward Islands, who were also comissioned to receive from the French S^ Xtophet's, 
but have not yett sett sayle for those counirys. 

' Tkuriilay, i6/A.^A seditious and factious pamphlett having been this weeke under- 
hand dispersed about in manuscript, called the Advice lo y' Painter, wherein the hon' 
of diverse of the nobillity, besides theire Majesties, were deeply concerned, the dis- 
perser thereof, one Palmer a bookseller, has been discovered and now in custody for 
the fact, who, besides the usuall fine for such enormityes, is to stand in the pillory in 
all the accustomed places about London and Westminster next week and to suffer 
all other punishments due to offences of thai nature. 

' The Grand Coiiiitiee have this and y° last week satt close on the Bill for Imposi- 
tions on severall forreigne commodityes, and liave this day finally gone through the 
same, and the report thereof 10 b;e made to-morrow. 

'The person, one Belt, that lately committed that horrid act of stabbing the drawer 
at the Cock and Pye, in [Jrury Lane, was this sessions found guilty of that and another 
murther formerly in the country, for which hee was condemned 10 dye accordingly. 

' Fry day, ijlh. — The Bill in the Lords' House to prevent the growth of Popery was 
this daj read the first lime, but noe debate (hereon. The Comons seeing the Lords 
not very willing to theire Bill for impoilacon of brandy, which is as they conceive it a 
great prejudice to ihe consumption of our owne commodityes, are now in debate about 
laying a considerable imposition upon the importing thereof, thereby hoping to lessen 
the great quantities which arc dayly brought in from forreigne pans. 

'The House is this day began to receive the report of the Bill for Impositions on 
forreigne commodityes, and went through some part of the same ; but the further and 
fioall dispatch thereof is to bee to-morrow, as is also the Conventicle Bill. 

' Her Royall Highness and the Duke of Cambridge have iheise last dayes been 
somewhat better, giveing great hopes of theire sudden recovery.'

' Monday, ^o/A.— The report of the amendments to the Additionall Bill against Con- 
venticles was appoynted to bee made this day, but other business interfering the report 
thereof is ordered *o be punctually at 10 on Wednesday next— nothing to interveen. 

' The House this day proceeded in the clause to bee added to the Bill for an Im- 
position on severall forreigne commodityes, and have gone through the s 
ordered, with the amendments, provisoes and clauses to be ingrossed. 

'This morning Bell, that cofiiitted that horrid murther in Drury Laine, was brought 
lo his exccucon near the place where hee did the fact, he confessing that not to bee

' A factious and scandalous pamphlett having been observed lo bee in dispercon

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opposition to the Subsidy Bill, and many coppies to have been scatered about, com- 
plaint thereof was this day made in the House of Lords by the Earl of Winchclsea 
desiering it might bee burnt by y* com on hangman ; upon debate of which my Lord 
Lucas, it's sayd, owned something like it, but that that was not his reall speech ; upon 
which it was condemned to bee burnt accordingly, and in the meane time strict inquiry 
to bee made of the dispersers of it, and others concerned therein. 

* Tuesday^ 2\st, — The House this day reading the Bill, with the amendments sent 
from the Lords, to prohibitt the importation of brandy, and referred the same to a 
Comittee to consider thereof, and report theire oppinions to the House. 

* The Bill is ordered to bee brought in and read to-morrow to prevent the expor- 
tation of woole. 

* Yesterday the Bill, for continueing the power of the judges for determining differ- 
rences concerning houses burnt, was read the first time and ordered to bee read againe. 

* It's not yett sayd wheather his Majesty intends before the Parliament's recess 
which as yett cannot possible bee till 3 weeks. 

* Wed,y 22«//.— Some shipps lately arrived from Barbadoes say that there rages 
amonst those people a very violent and infectious disease, of which severall people 
dye day ly. 

' This day the report of the Additionall Bill of Conventicles was proceeded, and 
upon the debate the House recomitted it to the former Comittee, who are to deliver 
theire report on Fryday. 

'This day the Bill to prevent the exportacon of woole was read againe and 
comitted. 

'This day the House read the ing^ssed Bill for an imposition on forreign 
comodities and made some amendments therein, and this evening proceeded to the 
finishing the same. 

' Thursday, — Yesterday his Majesty in Councell was pleased to allow of three 
Proclamations which are this evening to bee signed and shortly published with care :

preventing the exportacon of woole ; being read were agreed and made part of the 
Bill. Accordingly a clause was also read for recompenseing his Majesty tor his duty 
upon imported brandy (taken away by the prohibition thereof in this Bill), but the 
debate putt of till this day. 

' This day the House resumed the debate of the clause to bee added to the Bill on

' M' Montague, his Majesty's ambassador at Paris, bcged leave of his Majesty 
dureing the French King's sumer progress to make a siepp home, which his Majesty 
has graunted him. 

^Munday, 37/^.— This day his Majesty by M' Secretary Trevor acquainted y" 
Comons that his Majesty intended a recess by the 8''' Aprill next, and therefore 
desired they would hasten the dispatch of the Bil Is depending accordingly. 

'Tliis day the Bill for laying an imposition upon some proceedings m the Court of 
Law and other Courts was read againe, and after some debate coinitted. 

'The false and seditious libell under y" pretence of my Lord Lucas his speech 
was this morning faumi by the comon hangman, according to the order of the 
Lords. 

' Tuesday, zith. — The House this day passed their severall Bills, amongst others 

' I. A bill for preventing the planting of tobacco in England and Ireland, and for 
regulating the plantacon trade. 

' 3. A bill for lakeing an accompt of ^60,000, given to bee distributed amongst the 
truely loyall indigent officers. 

'3. A bill for rebuilding Arrundell House, &c. ; and ordered that leave be given to 
M'' Birch to bring In a Bill for encourageing of forreigne artists lo come into England 
for improveing the manufactures of this nation, notwithstanding the lawes and ptivi< 
ledges of the Corporation of London. 

'This day the House of Lords read againe the Bill for impositions on severall 
forreigne coinodities, and comitted it y' consideracon of a Grand Committee. 

'The Committee about the debate of the Bill in the Lords' House for preventing 
the grouth of Popery melt once aboat it, and are to meet againe on Satturday next, 
havemg as yell don little in it. 

' Tkunday, 30/A. — This day the House received y" report of the addiiionall Bill to 
prevent and suppress seditious Conventicles, and made some amendments therein, 
which were agreed to, and the bill with the amendments ordered to be ingrossed. 

' This day the House past the Bill to prevent frauds in buying and selling of cattle 
in Smithfeild or elsewhere. 

' The Bill this day from the Lords for the releife of the poor prissoners for debt was 
read, and without any debate ordered to bee ingrossed. 

'This day the House read and coiiiicied these Bills ; one for sale of part of the 
estate of Thomas Hartlackenden, Esq', for payment of debt due lo his Majesty ; 
and the other for determining differrences touching houses burnt downe and blowne 
upp. 

'Her Royall Highnesse's distemper has not yelt quite left her, but oft limes 
relumes very violent, so Ihat shec is obliged lo keep within still, though, Cod bee 
Ihanked, there is not much appearance of danger ; but his Highness the Uuke of 
Camebridge continues very ill, giveing little hopes of his recovery, to the great sorrow 
of the whole Court. 

^ Fryday, i\st. — This morning the House went into a Grand Coiniliee for the con- 
sideracon of the Bill of impositions on the law proceedings, and made much progress 
therein, and have appoynted to-morrow and Munday next most vigorously to fall on 
it againe in order lo its dispatch. 

'TTiey say that the French forces begin already lo fall lo the frontier townes, 
as Bologne, Calice, &c., and that it's thought the French King may not bee long 
after. Some seamen from S* Lucar say that in theire passage home they mett with a 
vessel! from Ihe West Indies, who lould them that the French there take all, and had 
before hee came from thence taken 7 shipps belonging to the Dutch and 5 from the 
English ; but though this is affirmed for truth yelt wee desier farther confermacon. 

'Her Royall Highnesse was this day taken extreame ill, and about three of the 
clock, to the great greife of the whole Court, departed this life, upon which a messenger 
was dispatched to Newmarket to give his Majestie an account thereof, who it's 
beleevea upon notice of it will imediatly returae to towne, soe that he is expected 
b?re to-morrow in the afternoone al (artbcsl^' 
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. 147. Dated April 7th, 1671. 

' Satturday, ist. — Her Royall Highnesse's suddain and unexpected death hath putt 
the Court in no small disturbance, and much afflicts his R. Highness, who yet keepes 
his chamber and admitts no visitants. On Wednesday next, they say, her interment 
is appointed to be, but privately in H^ 7 Chappell, for w<* preperations are makeing 
accordingly. _ 

. * The House has this morning and aftemoone been in a Grande Comittee on the 
Bill for imposicons on proceedings at Law, and have made considerable progress 
therein and adjourned it till Monday. 

* A vessell lately from the W. Indyes, bound for Dunkirke, say the French there 
take all they can light on, and had taken before he came from thence 7 shippes 
belonging to the Dutch and 5 from the English, but this though confidently reported 
wee yet desire confirmation. 

^ Monday y ^rd. — Yesterday, at the French church in the Savoy, 2 young Capuchin 
fryers did publiquely, in the face of the whole congregation, renounce and abjure the 
Roman Catholique religion and imbrace the Protestant, in w^^ they were unanimously 
received, to the great joy of all there present. 

' His Ma^y, they say, intended (if this suddain accident of the Dutchesse's death had 
not happened) to have made a progress towards Yarmouth, Hull and those parts ; but 
now they say, the Parliament being not able to finish till Easter, his Ma^J^ has putt off 
his progresse till after that festivall, intending then, it's said, to go towards Plymouth 
and those westeme parts, and to be out 2 or 3 weekes. 

' The House this day, in a Grande Comittee on the Bill for impositions on the pro- 
ceedings at Law, debated the manner of collecting the duty_in the Bill, and reported it 
to the House as their opinion that the House appoint a Comittee to bring in a clause 
for collecting the said duty by the respective officers in their severall offices, w<* was 
agreed to, and a Comittee appointed accordingly. 

* Tuesday^ 4/^— A sharp dispute hath lately happened between one M' Cole, a 
fishmonger of the Citty, and my Lord Mayor about disobeying some by-la\ves made

*This day the House read and past these 2 Bills; i. For better regulateing workc- 
houses and for setting the poore on worke ; and the other for the preservation of the 
game and for securing of warrens not inclosed and the fishing of this realme ; and 
ordered that no new business be received dureing this sitting. 

' Thursday^ 6th, — Yesterday her Royall Highnesses body was privately conveyed 
from S^ Jameses to West™', and there deposited in state in the Painted Chamber ; and 
about 9 at night was most solemnely attended to the Abby by her owne K. Q. and D., 
servants, all the nobility and gentry, and many members of Parliament, all in the 
blacke, guarded by two companyes of foote, and finally interred in the Royall vault 
of Henry 7 Chappell ; the ceremonyes performed by the Bp of Rochester, Deane of 
the Cathedrall. 

' Yesterday the engp-ossed Bill, to prevent and suppress seditious Conventicles, was 
read and some amendments made.

'The Lords have this day, upon debate of the Bill for impositions on forreigne 
comodityes, and at the humble suit of the Company of Weavers and other handi- 
crafts, thought fitt strictly to prohibite the importation of all forreigne wrought figured 
silkes, druggets and other stufies made of woole ; and have also voted an address humbly 
to be made to their Ma"®* not to incourage these comodityes by wearing any of them. 

' Yesterday the Lord Cheife Justice and my Lord Mayor attended at the Councell 
about their late dispute concerning Cole, with their councell, and were ready to be 
called in ; but his Ma^ being informed that they were agreed, they were dismissed 
without any further dispute, to their no small satisfaction, 
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' Fryday, yth, 1761.— The Bill sent up to the Lords to prevent and suppress 
seditious Conventicles was yesterday read there the first time, and puit to the vote 
whether it should be read againc, and was at last carryed in the affirmative, though 
very hardly, and ordered to be read againe. 

'The Bill for jmposi lions on proceedings at Law and in other Courts is 1 
finished at the Coroittee, and the report thereof made this afternoone. 

'The Bill for continuing the powers for determining ditTerenccs touching houses 
burnt and blowne upp, with many amendments and clauses, was this day reported 
and agreed to, and ordered to be engrossed. 

'It's said his Ma'' has some thoughts of going next weeke <o New Markett againe* 
to be present at some horse races and other diversions of this season there. 

' Yesterday S' Thomas Linch and S' Charles Wheeler, having waited long for a 
faire wind at Deale, sell sayle out of the DonTies for their Governments in the West 
Indyes with a favourable gale. 

'^In the closeing the Bill for certaine impositions upon proceedings at Law this 
morning in the House of Comons, it is memorable with what an universall leale and 
affection the whole House conspired to make the lermc for which the duty is to con- 
tinue 9 yeares (whereas the likely terme would have otherwise been only 6), in con- 
sideration of the debt his Ma'' has been pleased to order to be paid to the Prince of 
Orange ; the great contest in the House being who should speake first & most in 
exultation of the meriits of his Highnesse's person, and the services done by his father 
and his house in the King's cause; and cerlainely it is not easily credible what tender* 
nesse of duty and affection his Highness has left behind him in this nation. And the 
House resolved, "That when this Bill shall be presented to his Ma'', M' Speaker do 
intimate to his Ma" that the terme for continuance of the duty imposed was inlarged 
in contemplation of the debt due by his Ma" to the Prince of Orange, the which his 
Ma" has been pleased to owne and is engaged to pay,'

He was naturalised, being in that year captain of the Duke 
of York's horse guards. In 1673 he was created Baron Duras of Holdenby, and in 1677 
succeeded in right of his wife to the Earldom of Feversham. He was Master of the Horse, Lord 
Chamberlain to the Queen dowager, and Keeper of her Seal, and from having so completely the 
management of her afiidrs he was commonly called the King dowager. He commanded the 
royal forces at Sedgemoor, and was in command for James II. when William III. took posae«ion 
at Whitehall.

* Louis de Lorraine, Count d'Armagnac, 1641-1718, succeeded his father, Henri de Lorraine, 
Count d'Harcourt, as 'Grand Ecuyer ' in 1666. He was Senechal of Burgundy and Govemor 
of Anjou. 

t Henri de Lorraine, Count d'Harcourt, 1601-1666, called 'Cadet la Perle' from the 
circumstance of his being the youngest member of the house of Lorraine and from his always 
wearing one pearl earring. He was one of the most famous military commanders of his day ;

' Tuesday^ i6th, — On Sunday morning last some dogs kept by a man nere Soho 
chanced to fall upon a poore lame man accidently passing by and to kill him, upon 
w^ some idle boys and fellows takeing y^* alarrm run tumultuously to y* house and not 
onely killed y^ man's dogs, but also went about violently to pull downe y* man's hous, 

* Thomas Blood, 1618-1680, the adventurer, better known as Colonel Blood. He was made 
a J. P. by Henry Cromwell, and had large assignments of land as payment for his services, 
but his prosperity was theatened by the Restoration, and he became associated with those who 
were ripe for insurrection. After railing in an enterprise to seize Dublin Castle and Uie person 
of the Duke of Ormond, he eventually came to England, and after the attempt on the Duke of 
Ormond made his great attempt to steal the Crown iewels as mentioned above. Blood and a 
confederate were taken with the jewels on them, out by his audacity in insisting on seeing 
the Kin^ himself, and telling him that awe of his sacred person had prevented him from assassi- 
nating his Majesty, he not only escaped punishment, but obtained the forfeited Irish estates of 
the annual value of 500/. 

t Louis Joseph de Lorraine, 6th Duke de Guise, 1650-167 1, nephew of Henri II. de 
Lorraine, 5th Duke de Guise, whom he succeeded in 1664* He married in 1667 the youngest 
daughter of Gaston d'Orl6ins, Elizabeth d'Orl^ans, but was under such subjection to his aunt, 
Marie de Lorraine, that, according to Mdlle. de Montpensier, he dared not speak to his wife 
without his aunt's permisyion.

' Wednesday, aSrt.— From France Ihey write that that King had given ord™ for 
6000 men lo be raised in Switzerland and more in other parts ; that there is a Rreal 
dispute between the Parliament of Paris and the masters of request about matters of 
priviledge, occasioned by the letter's haveing in some case imprisoned a person vi'^ 
the Parliament pretends belongs to them only to have done. 

' This day my L* of Windsor' was by his Ma"""' ord' comitled to the Tower for 
haveing, it's said, sent a challenge lo Lord Berkley since his arrivall into England, upon 
something that formerly passed in Ireland.

' Thursday, 2qlh. — M' Bertue, his Ma'''" Envoy at Denmark, hath had audience of 
y' King upon y' matter of y' affront done his Ma"^''" flag in y* Sound and demanded 
satisfaccon and y° comand' of y° Castle 10 be punished, though as yet wc hear not of 
their answer, 

' It's said that Mons' Colbert, the F'^'' Amb', having compleated his 3 yeares, is to 
retume borne, and y' y' Marquiss of D'Anjou,t who was designed for Sweden, shall 
SQCcced him here. 

' My L" Amb' Montague is not yet gone, but it's thought he will expect y* King's 
returne first to S' Germain. 

'There are this day Wl" upon the Exchange from Jamaica with these perticulars of 
y° taking of Panama by those privateers. That the first thing they did after being 
abroad was there goeing to the Isle of Providence, w'^ having taken, Kloi^an, who 
conianded in cheifc, sent 400 men to take the Castle of Chagre, w='' stands on the river 
they were to pass up lo Panama, hee himselfe intending to follow w'^ his ships and the 
rest of his men. These 400 men comeing to Chagre found the Spaniards prepared for 
them, for they had long before notice of iheir designe, upon w'^'' they stormed the 
Castle, but were beaten of againe with some loss. They stormed it ^aine & then 
tooke it, though with the loss of 130 men. Some dayes after. Coll. Morgan comeing up 
to them, they proceeded (leaveing a garrison in ihe Castle) towards Panama. The 
Governour haveing had sufficient lime lo prepare for ihemmett them with 2000 foote & 
60a horse, they being 1300 men, but without a pyke amongst them. They gave each 
Other baltell, the Spaniards were beaten and fledd. The English came to Panama & 
were two dayes in taking the Castle there ; upon the surrender of which the inhabit- 
ants lecyred into the country and selt the towne on lyre, w'^'' the English notwith- 
standing plundered as well as they could, but found not things according to their 
wishes, the flames haveing devoured the best things. They stayed there about 30 
dayes. Coll. Morgan is returned to Jamaica.'

'The Earle of Ossery, finding at his arrivall m Holland that Bnmswicke was 
surrendered, went noe further, but embarqued againe in the packett boate, & is safely 
arrived here. 

* Wed,, 5/A. — We are told that M' Bartue, his Ma^«^ envoy in Danemarke, hath 
obtained iXi imaginable satisfaction of that King for the late injury or afront done 
his_Ma***'* fiagg in y« Sound, that King haveing, as is said, promised to have the 
comander of the Castle of Cronenbergh turned out of his place, & that he will 
declare that they neither pretend to y® right of haveing any of our King's ships strike in

* Thurs., 6th. — From Paris our last 1*" tell us that that King, haveing rec* many

* Henry Coventry, 1619-1686, third son of Thomas, 1st Lord Coventry, educated at All 
Souls' College, Oxford. In the civil wars he adhered to the King's party, and accompanied 
Charles IL in his exile, but afterwards devoted himself more espeoally to the Duke of York, 
whose secretary he continued to be while the duke held the office of Lord High AdmiraL In 
1664 he was sent as ambassador to Sweden, in 1667 to Breda, and in 167 1 agam to Sweden, on 
his return from which country he was made Secretary of State, in which office he continued until 
1679, when his health compelled him to retire into private life. 

T Philippe, Duke d'Anjou, 1661-1671, second son of Louis XIV. He did not die until

'Afu«d., 24/A. — His Ma"° has had a very cross passage of it at sea, the most part 
of his sayleing being with contrary windes, w'^'' forced him to putt in at severall ports & 
harboures. This evening he is to lye at Salsbury, & to-morrow is expected heare. 

' From Amsterdam thai they have at last resolved absolutely to forbid the importacon 
of any French wine, w<*theireresolucon they are 10 carry up to the Slates of Holland, who 
it is thought may yett before their paning conclude this matter, to W" they are very 
much instigated by Mons'' Degrooies's* bad success in his negotiations at that Court. 

' TWf,, 25/^.— From Dublin of the i8th instant wee have these remarkes; that the 
day before, about 5 in the evening, hapened a great disorder in the streetes of that 
citt>-, occasioned by some 30 musketeers of the Guards being conducting to Bridewell 
there some prentices that were taken the weeke before pulling downe the new bridge 
now building in the suburbs of that cilty, who were sett upon on the Marchants' key 
by a multitude of other prentices, armed with swords, spitts, &c, & soe knocking 
downe the officer and putting the sould" into some confusion, gave the prisoners 
oporiunity (o escape, but not without losse, for the souldicrs fyreing & pursueing briskly 
lulled 2 or 3 men & a horse, wounded severall & tooke i or 3 more, w'^'' occasioned a 
great tumult in the streetes, but soone after my Lord Justice Forbes, rounding the 
streete on fooie w"' about 100 gentell & a few of the Horse- Guards, dispersed them, 
& then comeing to the Castle, where my L^ Chancellour was, imedially put forth a 
proclamacon that, onpaine of death, none but officers & snch as went about the King's 
busyness should stirr out of the place of their abode till 7 next momeing, soe that ever 
nnce all things are very quietl. 

'That evening was interred with great solemnity S' George Laine'st Lady, lately

' Noe letters from our Amb' at the Hague since the 23* ; onely by the Dutch Amb' 
here wee hcare ihat hee hath refused the Siates' answere lo his memorial! about the 
flagge, because, indeed, they would not let him have it 'till the day was past which he 
told them he was to expect it at ; but it appeares plainely by what the Dutch Amb' has 
given in of it here that it's noe way full or owncing his Ma"" right, but relates to 
what proofes should be made out of their right at conferrenses, and absolutely denyes 
that their whole fleete are to stryke to our men-of-warr anywhere, which, after a

* Tuesday^ y>th» — A strong east wind has sett in, the weather so sharpe and bitter 
that, if it holds, will much retard the Dutch preparacons, who now begin to looke about 
them & to give orders for the comeing out of their fieete, though as yett it's not 
knowne where the warr will first breake out. 

* Since the decease of D' Cossens, Bishop of Durham, there has beene none 
nominated for successor to that sea, nor is it beleived will be for some time, his Ma^ 
haveing beene pleased to issue out commissions and instructions for the govemeing that 
County Palatine and for receiveing the revenue thereof 

* Wed,y 3ij/.~From France wee heare that that King is much displeased with the 
Dutch, and has been heard to let fall very bitter words ag^ them, accuseing them of 
ingratitude and treachery. If s gennerally reported there that he will not attacque 
Maestricht, but that he will enter mto Overissell, where there will be less resistance. 
There has of late beene very pleasant devises made prophesying success ag^ the 
Dutch, one whereof has for its body the sun (whereby the King of France is gennerally 
represented), enhaleing a great quantity of vapoures out of a great marsh (whereby the 
Dutch are signifyed), with this motto — Event sed dissutiam. The same author hath 
lately made a device to be imbrodered upon the standard of the English regiment : 
the body is the sun, with a great number of swallowes following it, with this motto-^ 
Patriapro sole relicta with a very ingenious coppy of verses thereupon. 

* Thursdy \st — The Duke of Luxemburgh they say is to comand the troopes of 
the King's aUyes in France, vid**, those of Munster & Cologne, & the Prince of Conde 
to have an army royall, & the King himselfe to be at the head of another on the 
frontiers of Luxemburgh. The Marshall de Humiers* to comand all the garrisons of 
all the conquests, and, if the warr breake out into a gennerall flame. Monsieur to be 
in Catalognia, & under him the Marshalls de Bellfonds & Crequi. The French King 
has intimated to all the marchants in that kingdome forthwith to draw all their goods 
out of the hands of the Dutch, for he would sudainely declare a warr against them in 
which hee should have a considerable asistance.

' The Marq. de Seigneley arrived at Portsmouth on Monday last in company of the 
Earle of Ossery, and tne next day imbarqued for France, having been forced to leave 
one of his company behind him, a person of quality, who was found dead in his bedd 
at Guilford on Sunday morning, to the great greife of the Marq" and the French 
Amb', who tooke imediately order for his interment according to his quality there.

Meisan, brother to the Marshall d'Albert, on the occasion of an afront the latter had 
offered lo the wife of the former. 

' From Italy they write that they had advice there that the French King intends 
this summer lo march with an army of 40,000 men into Milan. 

' IVtd., ylh. — Cap' Beath, Captain of the " Hampshire," is arrived here from 
Algiers, & brings along with him the Articles of peace with that kingdome signed by 
that Divan, which are to be printed for publique satisfaction. 

' S' Edward Spragg is expected home every day from Lisbon. Of the y wee heare 
that 3 French men-of-warr, meeieing in the Bay of Cascais a Portaguesc fregall of 40 
guns which came from Maiagoa & had the Conde de S' Cruz on board, forced her 
to take in her penant & salute them, though they were within shotl of the Castle, 
which much troubles that Crowne. The Queene is very full of smallpox, but out of 
danger. 

'At Plymouth is lately arrived the "Algiers fregatt, & reports that in her retume 
home she met with a Dutch man-of-warr who imediately gave her 7 guns, which was 
returned by our fregait with 5, upon which she presently struck her top saile, & soe 

' Thursday, f,lh. — For the belter governing the County Palatine of Durham dureing 
the vacancy of a Bf, S' Gilbert Gerrard, the late Bishop's sonne-m-lawe, is continued 
in the office of High Sherriffe, and S' Francis Goodrickt has the keeping the seale of 
the bishoprick. 

'It's yet doubtfull whether Van Bevemingt may come heiiher as Amba' from the 
Slates General!, they haveing not absolutely resolved of sending him when our Amb'' 
came from thence. Litle can as yet be done lo the fitting out their fleele, the 
number of which they have not yet pitcht upon ; their land preparacons they have 
made some progresse in, and are resolved lo make w' force Ihey can ag* these 
approacheing atia([ues of their enemies. 

' Fridtvf, t)ik. — The weather continueing very sbarpe gives a great recesse to all 
actions, and especially to the navall preparacons abroad, soe that our pacquells bring 
litle from abroad.

* From Holland we heare noething more in the great affaire of the flagg, those 
people still sticking, it seemes, to w^ their last paper given in by their Amb' here on 
Sunday 7-night last imports (viz^), that their whole fieete ougt not to strike to any 
one man-of-warr of his Ma"**" anywhere ; next, that fieetes to fleetes & single shippes 
to single shippes are only to strike in the narrow seas between England and France ; 
& 3***y, that only in the very same maner as have beene formerly practised, which, 
say the Dutch, is incumbent on them to prove, & we are ready to enter into con • 
ference upon ; & lastly they conclude with this proposall, that if the King will please 
to assist them in this conjuncture ag^ France at sea, they will ingage their fleete shall 
strike to his Ma"^", but on this condicon and proviso, that it shall not be drawen into 
precident or argument to prove the dominion of the seas, or to obstruct or impede 
them and their subjects in the free use & passage in these seas as they shall think fitt ;

' Nothmg is yet done in the affaire of the Prince of Orange, but may suddainly 
it's hoped, the States haveing proposed to make an Act by which they ingage to make 
his Highness Captaine Gen^and Admirall after he shall arrive to the 22^ year of his 
"age, without any limitacon of time. 

^ Monday y 12th, — Letters from Deipe tell us of y« arrival 1 of Captaine Littleton and 
his troop there, with an account of y** extraordinary civilitys and treatments made 
them by the French officers appointed to muster them ; and that every trooper had 
half-a-crowne a day allowed him well payd until they came into their quarters. 

* Mons' Crackow, Resident from the Elector of Brandenburgh at Paris hath they 
say offered his master's mediation and satisfaccon to all reasonable demands by the 
French of the Dutch as to an accommodacon of matters between them, but hath 
effected little to that purpose, haveing been told things were too far gone to be now 
debated. 

* Tuesday y 13/A. — From Paris of y« 17*** instant we hear that the Sunday before 
happened a very sad accident in that citty of a auarrell between 4 English gentlemen 
— M' Peyto, son to the Lady of that name, & M' Halse, widi M' Doughty and 
M' Mims— in which the two first were killed, and the other are since fled and not 
yet heard off.

'The weather being now open againe the Duke of Richmond is thinkeingof gocing 
on his ambassy to Danemark, and says he will goe in 10 days at furthest ; S' John 
Paul is by this time got to Copenhagen, haveing been at Hamburg some weeks since 
on his way ihither. 

' This day my Lord Lautherdailet was tnarryed to the Countess of Disen, at which 
were present many of the principall persons of quallity about Court. 

' Monday, [9/A.— This morning his Majesty, with severall persons of quallity attending 
him, went by water to Deptford, and returned again against noon.

* My Lord Henry Howard is made Steward of the Honour of Peverell, in the 
countys of Nottingham & Derby, upon the decease of the Earle of Norwich.

Councell, where this being proved against them, y* Mayor and Jurat were by his MaW" 
coinand coinilted prisoners to the Gate-hous, and the other fellows who were con- 
cerned in the transporting and rescuing the wool to be sent downe to Dover, to be 
there tryed according to y' lawe in this case provided. 

' Little Madame,* the French King's daughter, is dead, to y" great affliction of y* 
Court. 

'Friday, ii/.— Monsieur de Lindenau, the Danish Envoy, has taken his leave of his 
Ma", and is prepareing for his rcturne home 1 in whose roome wee dayly expect 
another. 

'The body of my Lord Bishop of Durham is now exposed on a bed of state, with 
all the usuall ceremoneycs, where, after it has lain soe this month, about the begining 
of the next it is to be interred with great c«remoney, according to the worth and 
qoatity of that noble prelate.

* Sattj 3r</.-^From Portsmouth wee heare that the 2* instant a Councell of Warr 
was held on board the *' Merlin " yacht, concemeing the master & the mate of the 
" Falcon," for bringing that ship on ground neere Foulston, comeing from the Downes, 
where the master was made to loose all his pay & to be turned out of the King's 
service, & the mate whipt 5 lashes, & to be carryed from ship to ship to receive the 
like from every ship in harbour ; & at Spithead, they say, also from thence, that the 
** Mary Rose " & " Success " fregatts were come to the Spithead from the Streights ; 
the same time came alsoe in the ** Diamond " fregatt from cruiseing, & severall others 
from abroad. 

* Afond.f 4/A.— From France wee heare that the King will have 3 bodyes of armyes, 
one of 40,000 men towards Westphalia, under the comand of the Prince of Cond6 &

*We hear from Holland that they had a report there of some Dutch ships 
haveing been brought up here, at which the Commonalty have been much dis- 
tracted, hopeing that their governors would not have let things goe so Csirr, but 
that that they should have given his Ma^ satisfaction. 

* Mond,^ \%th, — Yesterday was brought into Portsmouth by the "Antilope** a Dutch 
prize belonging to Flushing, laden with sugarr, speckell wood, &c., from Surynam. 

* The Marquis of Worcester* is they say made L** President of Wales, w** y* 
usuall power, upon the resignation of the Earle of Carbery.t

' This day his Ma''', Roy"" Highness and y* Prince relumed hither from Chatham. 
'Friday, iind.—Ytom Holland we hear y' they are very slenderly provided of 
men, their only hopes being upon y* relume of iheir Merchants from abroad ; of the 
Smirna fleet they missed ; and 1 man-of-warr, and they much feared another not then 
come in ; that they stopped 7 English vessells then in the Maes ; that they hoped to fit 
out 60 good ships & some small ones ; and Ihat Captain Bowes, one of their Smirna 
convoy, bad his arme shot off in the late fight. A vessell come into Lime lately from 
Algiers complaines much of some ill-usage by those people since the peace, how that 
they made them redeem one of their men for one of their slaves y' was drownded in 
endeavering in y' night to come on board him, and severall other little neglects 
contrary to his expeciacon so soon after y* peace. 

' At Newcastle the officers have stopped twa Dutch shipps and a Hamburger that 
come in there. 

' My L^ Uuke of Richmond goes downe to-moirow to Cobham, & on Monday goes 
on board in order 10 his passage to Copenhagen.'

told bad been delay'd untill after his departure, because the King was unwilling

* Tuesday^ 26/A. — This week arrived here Mons' Gioe, Envoy Extraord^ from the 
King of Denmark to His Ma*y, and is yet incognito, his equipage being not arrived. 

* On Saturday last Mons' Meerman, in one of his Ma*^ yatchts, went hence in 
order to his return home, but yester-night came to toune again, being driven backe 
by contrary winds ; but y® wind being something fairer, it's believed he may put to sea 
again, but Mons*^ Boreel waits here untill orders are sent him for his revocation.

* Satturday^ y>th, — By a vessel come into Lime lately from Brest we hear the fleet 
there are in a very g^reat forwardness, and may in a few dayes sayle to the rendezvous, 
which is to be, as they beleived, about Bell Isle. 

* On Satturday last the commissions for Prince Rupert's regiment were signed by 
his Majesty, being in all 12 troops of Dragoons ,* his Ma^^ was also pleased to signe 
commissions for another regiment of Foot to be now raysed, under the coinand of ColL 
Fitzgerald as Collonell, M'^ Henry Butler, L^ Colonell and S'^ Edward Carleton, Major. 

^ Monday^ isL — S' John Talbot's company in his Ma"*'* Guards is given to Captaine

Downing has S' Charles Wheler's company, alsojn the Guards. 

* His Ma^^ has been pleased to ^ive two comissions to the Duke of Yorke, one 




for impowering bim to issue out his warrants to the Court of Admiralty to ghe 
it what prizes shall be taken, and the other for impowering him to issue 
.3 to privateers to take and destroy the King's enemyes. 

' Tutsday^ 2nd. — From Venice they write that the Spanish Amb"" there had in an 
audience of thai Senate largely insisted upon the great preparations of y' French, and 
therefore proposes a League to be made between the Princes of Italy for their 
mutual! preservation, though the Venetians seem not yet very forward to hearken to it, 

' The Dutch are very intent about getting out their fleet, their great conceme being 
for the East lodya fleet they expected home about 6 weeks hence. 

'On Tuesday morning his Ma"^ and many persons of quallity attending him went 
by water to Blackwall to see the Dutch prizes th.e re ; and his Royall Highness went the 
same morning to Chatham with intencons not to retume till Satturday next. 

' IVednesday, 3rrf.— Collonell ViUars is made Deputy- Govern or of Newcastle, for y" 
better security of that place ag' all attempts of the Dutch, in the absence of y" Earle of 
Ogle. 

' Two troopes of the Barbadoes regim* are arrived at Yarmouth, under y* command 
of Major Andros, for the better secunty of that coast. 

'My L*" Leiutenant of Ireland has orders to proclame warr in that Kingdomc 
against the Dutch, and also to use all manner of hostiUiiye ag' them, and to see to 
the security of that country. 

' Thursday, 4/A.— His Ma'^ has given orders that letters be imediately sent to all 
the Collonyes and Planiacons abroad to give ihemnoticeof his warr with Holland, and 
therefore 10 comand them to seiie and secure all the effects of the people in those 
places, and to be carefuU in securing the countryes. His Ma" has given orders for the 
makeing commissions for another regiment to be raysed, under the command of my L' 
Power* as Collonell. 

' Fry day, 5/A. — M' Godolphin parts suddainiy for France, upon whose arri vail there 
M' Montague, his Ma'''' AmV there, will returne home, to remaine here this summer, 
in the absence of the King from Paris ; his reaolucon continues as to the time of his 
rendezvous in March. 

'The Duke of Monmouth begins his journey for France in company of many 
persons of qualliiy who waited on his Grace on this occasion ; ray Lord Dunbarrt will 
alsoe suddainiy follow. 

'This day's letters from Paris brings us the declaration of warr from his most Xtian 
Ma" against the Dutch, dated the e"" instaiat, w"*" was proclamed with the usuall 
ceremonyes the next day.

Admiiall, who hath accordingly put up his flag in the " Soveraigne." 

'By the" Hopewell" of London, come into Falmouth, we hear that she came lately 
from Virginia, and left that coliooy in a very florishing condition, and especially in the 
last year's plenlifull crop of tobacco.

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*M<md,^ Zth, — From Newcastle we hear that 100 of those colliers, findeing the 
wind faire, had put out to sea under the convov of 4 of his Ma^" men-of-warr, and the 
rest would follow in a day or two, bound also for London. 

' Yesterday his Ma^ and the whole Court entred into close mourning againe upon 
the death of the Dutches Dowager of Orleans,'*'' his aimt. 

' Last week dyed here Cap^ Lloyd and Captaine Holing, to both which his Ma^^ 
had g^ven ships in this expedition. 

* Tuesday y gth. — By letters from Ireland we hear that the Bp of Ossery is lately 
dead there, whome D' Parry, Dean of Christ Church in Dublin by his Ma^^ gratious 
grant about a year since, is to succeed in that see. 

' His Royall Highness, upon the death of S' George Ascough, has been pleased to 
appoint S' Edward Sprag to be his Vice-Admirall, who hath accordingly put up his 
flag in his ship. 

* His Ma^^, it's said, intends about the latter end of this month to goe for some 
dayes for Windsor for his private recreations, which it's thought will be the furthest 
progress of this summer. 

* Wednesd,^ loM, — ^This daye's lett" from Portsmouth say that on Sunday in the 
evening last the "Hopefull Retume,'' a 4^-rate man-of-warr, by accident suddainly 
sprang a leake and sunk directly downe without any stop, though all industry possible 
on so suddaine an accident was used for its preservation ; she was the upermost ship 
in that harbour, but at low-water they hoped to be able to save all her guns and most 
of her rigging — if not herself. 

' On Saturday next the Marquiss del Fresno will, as we are told, make his publick 
entry and have a very splended trayne. 

^ThursiLj nth, — From Yarmouth we hear that there was arrived there from 
Holland a master whose vessell had been stop at Middleburgh, and that he sayes at 
his first comeing thither there lay a man-of-warr of 60 guns who had not then above 30 
men in her, and that he had not double the number at his coming away, which was a 
month after ; that there are severall ships ready at Flushing but, as the rest, in great 
want of men ; and that he had been at Rotterdame, where they had beate up theire

' This daye's lett" from Portsmouth assure us that the " Hopefull Retume," sunke 
lately there, may be weighed up againe in 2 or 3 dayes with veiy little damage. 

' Our great fleet of coUyers are most of them come near home safe, imder me convoy 
of 4 of his Ma^^ men-of-warr, one of them towing a Dutch dogger-boate taken in their 
way. 

' Next week is the time appointed by the first prorogation of the Parliament for their 
meeting, when the members about towne fro formd only will assemble, in order to 
their fiuther prorogation according to his Ma^'*'" late Proclamation to y^ eflect' 

186. Dated April 19th, 1672. 

^Satiurday^ 13/A. — ^This evening the body of S' Geor^ Ascough was publickly 
conveyed from Wallingford Hous to S^ Margaret's Church m Westminster with very 
solemne ceremony, attended by many coaches of the nobility & gentry, & there 
mterred. 

' This morning was a duell fought between one M' Bull and M' Skelton, both of 
the Guards, in wmch the former was killed, & y« other hath for the present withdrawne 
himselfei 

* Marguerite de Lorraine, Duchess of Orleans, 1613-1662, dauditer of Charles III., Duke of 
Lomdne, and second wife of Gaston, Dt&e of Orleans, brother of Queen Henrietta Maria. 




' Mond., IS/A. — On Friday last the Duke of Richmond, haveing been wind-bound 
in the river, set sayle out of y" hope in company of 5 men-of-warr in order to his 
passage 10 Denmartce. 

' From Lime we hear that last week the Duke of Monmouth arrived at Diep, and 
his soldiers dayly following him, where they are kindly rec* and entertained. 

'The Danish Envoy, Mons' Gioe, is now preparing himself for his audience, which 
he hopes to have very suddainly. 

' Tuesday, 16/A.— The Dutch Amb', Mons' Boreele, they say talks of leaveing this 
Court in order to his retume home, for which he dayly expects order. 

' From Amsterdam Ihey write that that citty was sending 1000 of their trained bands 
towards y" frontiers, who are lo have 3051. per diem all the lime ihey are abroad. The 
actions of the East Indya Company there are fallen from 560 to 3:0 gilders, by which 
is truely discerned the present posture of affaires. It's not certainly said whether the 
rendezvous of y» Dutch fleet will be at Weiings or Gorey. 

' Wed., 17/A.— On Monday night his Ma" with many of the principall nobility, did 
Sr Robert Clayton y' honour to be present at his entertainment at his hous in 
mascarade, & were very well satisfyed w''' y' divert! semen t of the company. 

' This day his Ma"^' in Councell was pleased 10 declare his intention of giving the 
Order of the Garter to the Earle of Lauderdaile, in consideration of his constant loyalty, 
faithfuU services and great abilityes ; & accordingly appointed a Chapter of the Garter 
to meet to-morrow for his election, according lo cusEome. 

' Thursday, \%th. — The King and Queen on Monday neitt goe downe by water to 
Shemess for some days, to see the ships there. 

' This morning dyed here S' Jonathan Dawes, one of this year's Sheriffes for the 
Citty, and will be interred with all decent & publick cerimony. 

' To-morrow the body of the late Bp of Durham goes out of lowne with publick 
cerimony to be interred at Bp Auckland, in the BPrick, in a Chappell built by his 
Ltip for that purpose. 

' From Vienna we hear that S' Bernard Gascon was safely arrived there, and would 
suddainly fall on his business of the marriage between his Royall Highness and the 
Arch Dutches of Inspruck. 

* Friday, igfA. — This niomeing his Royall Highnesse & severall others attending 
him went downe by water to the fleeie, 10 see things put in readmcss there ; & they say 
meanes, God willing, to retume againe on Monday next. 

' This daye's letters from Portsmouth say that yesterday morn eing the " Hopefull 
Retume," which by a leake sunke lately there, was with much ease weighed upp againe, 
with very little damage. 

'This day his Ma^r in Councell was pleased 10 deUver to my Lord Keeper a new 
Great Seale, and to cause the old one to be broken in his presence.

187. Dated April a6th, 1672. 

' Salturd., iath. — His Grace the Duke of Richmond is not yet sayled for Danemark, 
haveing been hindered by contrary winds, & remains still near Harwich. 

'The Earle of Essex, being declared by his Ma'' Lord-Leiutenant of Ireland, is 
accordingly making all possible preparations for his voyage (hither, whether he hopes 
to goe in tew weeks, 

'The latter end of this month or the beginning of y* next their Ma"^ mean to goe 
to Windsor to spend some time in their private recreations, and accordingly order is 
given for the preparing that place for their reception. 

' Mond^ 22nd. — This evening his Ma'^, with several persons of quallity attending 
him. went downe by water to the fleet, where his Royall Highness yet continues. 

' The sea officers are most of Ihem repaired lo their coiiiands after his Royall 
Highness, and now it's said our fleete will put suddainly to sea, being above 60 sayle 
great ships besides small ones and the squadron of our allyes. 

' Tutsdqy, lyd. — The Company of Watermen haveing represented to his Mat' that 
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considering they were always ready accordingly to their duty to serve his Ma^ on all 
occasions at sea, they might be exempted from all land service, his Ma^ was 
pleased to order that they should not only be exempted from serving in person but 
likewise from contributing to the charge ofbilletine or setting-out of soldiers, according 
to a former order in the year 1627, in his late Ma^'» reigne. 

*The Dutch Amb', Mons' Boreele, is not yet gone by reason of y* King's 
absence, from whom he is to have passports, and therefore stayes till he returns. 

* Wednesday, 24M. — His Ma^^ is still at Rochester, and has sent for more pro- 
visions, resolveing not to retume till Satturday next; in /"meantime all persons that are 
to serve on board the fleet this summer's expedition are gone downe, and the wind 
coming this day faire we hourly expect to hear of y* arnvall of the French fleet & 
ours goeing out to find out their enemies. 

' His Ma^, considering that the monye gathered in England for y* redemption of 
captives in Turky cannot possibly redeem all, and that the Irish as well as his Ma^^^ 
other subjects have been partakers of that gratious benefit, has been pleased to permitt 
an additionall collection to be made in Ireland for the perfecting y^ pious worke. 

* Thursday, 25M. — For the better incouragement of the sea commanders and for 
the prevention of spoyling ships that may be taken by warr, his Ma^^ has been 
pleased to settle certain large and noble considerations on all those that shall take or 
destroy any of our enimyes' ships proportionable to the bigness of y" vesselL 

' This day S*" Robert Atkins was swome and took his place on y^ Bench as one of 
y* Judges of the Common Pleas, in the roome of Judge Tyrrell lately deceased. 

* Friday y 26M. — Notwithstanding the unwillingness of some seamen to goe into this 
expedition, there now appears very many voluntiers. At Hull there came in this 
weeke 50 able, stout seamen, & there went aboard for his Ma^y** fleet and many others 
doe the like in severall other ports. 

' This week past by Birdlington for the Thames 40 sayle of laden collyers and as 
many light ones for Newcastle. The coasts everywhere are yett free from any 
enemyes' privateers or men-of-warr. 

'By a French man-of-warr come on Wednesday into Falmouth we hear the 
French fleet at Brest, being about 40 sayle, were all then ready to sayle at his 
departure, and waited only a favourable wind, which has since happened, so that 
their arrivall is hourly expected. 

' Judge Moreton has been of late much indisposed, and still continues not without 
some danger. 

' It's not certainely sayd whether his Ma^ will retume to-morrow or no.' 

188. Dated May 3rd, 1672. 

* Satt,, Aprill ijtk, — Many poore prisoners in the generall prisons about London 
haveing humbly petitioned his Ma^" that, considering what they lye for was small 
and inconsiderable, and that they were deprived by that meanes of doeing his 
Ma*^" or subjects any good, desired therefore they might spend the remainder of 
their lives in his Ma^^' service at sea, which his Ma^" has been pleased to grant 
and order accordingly. 

'The sea officers are hastened to their comands, his Royall Highnesse 
resolveing not to come up againe till the fleete has beene out. 

^Mond., 29M. — Yesterday about 12 a'clocke his Ma*^ with severall others 
returned hither from the fleete, where his Ma**« had beene all the last weeke to 
see the forwardnesse of preparacons there. 

'Yesterday at S* Marg^** Church a Jew was baptized & received into the Xtian 
aith by D' Outram, minister of that church. 

'Letters from all the ports still assure us of the seas being free from any 
enemyes, privatteers or men-of-warr, insoemuch that shipps pass dayly without convoy. 

* Tuesd., 30M.— Last night S' Thomas Allen returned hither from the fleete, where 
he had been in company with S' Jerimy Smith to see in what state the shipps in 
each place were & to hasten the preparacons thereof. This day he gave his 
Ma**« an account & S' Jerimy is gone to give his Royall Highnesse the like, both very 
well satisfyed with the condition of things there. 
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' His Grace the Duke of Lauderdayle departs next weeke, they say, for Scotlaad as 
Lord Comm' there for his Ma"', with whom goes a most gallant traine. 

'Wed., IJ/. — One Phillip Holland is lately taken and committed to the Tower 
upon suspition of severall crimes. 

'Wee expect every moment to heare of the arrivall of the French fleete at Ports, 
mouth, upon which his Ma"", with all the officers of his Houshold who are to keep 
their tables there, will got downe thither. 

' Monsieur Boreele is forced yet to continue here, the wind not permitting any 
shipps to sayle that way. 

' Thursday, ind. — Most of his Ma"''" servants & baggage are gone before for 
Portsmouth, and horses laid soe on the roade that his Ma"" will at an houre's warneing, 
be ready to follow soe soone as ever the fleete arrives. 

' The Duke of Richmond sayled from Harwich on Saiterday last ; and by a 
ship lately come firom the Streights wee heare that S' John Chichetey came from 
Cadiz the day before that vesseil, and is therefore hourly expected. 

' M' Montague, his Ma"*^ Amb^ at Paris, is hourely expected here, haveing parted 
from thence the last weeke. 

'Friday, yd. — Yesterday the fleete sayled out of the river, and with it his 
R. Highnesse and many other persons of quality accompanying him in the 

'The French Amb' is this morning gone to Portsmouth in expectation of meete- 
ing the Count d'EsIre with the French squadron there. 

'To-morrow morneing early his Ma"* with most of the ministers goe doune to 
Portsmouth to see the French fleete, hourly expected there, and the Queene at the 
same lime parts for Deale. 

' By letters from Falmouth wee heare that 30 sayle of great ships had beene seene 
off of Portland, supposed to be the French fleele, and from other ports wee heare 
of shipps that in their way had mett the said fleele at sea, so that now we no 
longer doubt of their being in the coasts. 

'A 100 sayle of collyers are come from Newcastle, and loo more there in port 
which will follow by the first opportunity. The Dutch shipps with salt from Sitabal' 
are sayled from thence, being above So in number, & are come into the Channel! — 
some gone up it & others gone about by Scotland." 

189. Dated May loih, 167s. 

' Satiurday, ^tk.—'Lxsli of y* fleet haveing been privately printed and published 
without any leave, the printer and bookseller are oniered to be taken into custody 
for so doeing. 

'Yesterday, according to a former order of the Board, my Lord Mayor & Court of 
Aldermen reported to his Ma** their humble opinions how coales might be brought so 
all this summer that they might not be destitute of them in winter, which his Ma^' was 
pleased to approve of and order them to be put in execution accordingly ; they were 
that a certain number of seamen should be allowed lo trade for Newcastle, and that 
all persons imployed by them in emptying and loading coales should be exempt 
from the press, and a convoy allowed them whenever desired. 

* Monday, ftlh. — From Dartmouth we hear S' Thomas Chichley with 3 other of 
his Ma""^ ftegats and severall merchants under their convoy were past by that port 
from the Streights in three weeks from Cadii. 

'From severall ports we hear of very good appearance of seamen and of their 
willingness to ingage in his Ma"^' service. 

' The King hath been on board 3 of the French men-of.warr ; viz' the " Saint 
Phillip," their Vice-Admirall, the " Terrible " and the " Superbe," and liked them very 
well. 

' Tuesday, ylh. — On Sunday last the French Vice-Admirall and all his principall 
officers dined vrith the Earl of Arlington. 

' From the Downes we have advice that two Dutch men-of-warr gave chase to some 
of our small ketches, which run into Ramsgaw, were run 00 the flatts and not known 
whether they can possibly get olT or aoe. 
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* Last .nigbt M' Montague, his Mb,^^ late Amb' at Paris, arrived here, haveing in 
his way seen y* conjunction of y* fleet. 

' Wednesday^ Zth, — The Countess of Northumberland * with her daughter (newly- 
recovered of her late illness) & family, are suddainly to goe for France to remain 
there this spring, haveing therefore obteyned his Ma"®** licence for that purpose. 

' On Sunday last here came into the river about 80 sayle of our laden coUyers 
from Newcastle, haveing received noe damage in their way. 

* Thursd.^ 9/^. — This morning his Royall Highness sayled from S* Helens with y* 
fleet, resolving to tume it downe y^ Channell ; it being not to be doubted but that he 
will reach Dover to-morrow in y® afternoon, where the Dutch were on Tuesday night 
still at an anchor, we shall expect to hear what they will doe when our fleet appears. 

' On Tuesday in the afternoon was sent into Dover a galliot hoy from the Admirall 
De Witt with a flag of truce, with 7 English women taken in y* French "Victory**; they 
are not above 86 sayle in all of all sorts, and not above 50 good fighting shipps. 

^ Friday^ loM. — Yesterday morning about one of the clock the Dutch fleet weighed 
out of Dover Ride and made towards Calais Rode, where they were lyeing at 6 last 
night, only some scouts out to the westwards to watch our fleet. 

' The Duke of Yorke was expected every houre to come in view of Dover. 

' That two Scotch privateers had fallen in with the S^ Une*s fleet coming round 
Scotland, and had brought in 3 good prizes of 4 and 300 tunns a-peece, and their 
other privateers were left in chase of y« rest of the fleet, which were 80 in number 
without convoy. 

' This day went downe the river the Earle of Shaftesbury & my Lord Clifford, to 
take an account of our preparacons, and will retume againe this night* 

190. Dated May 17th, 1672. 

^ Satt^ wth, — The French galleyes have brought into Monaco a Dutch salt 
prize of 16 guns of a considerable value, bound eastward ; & from Genoa wee heare 
that Monsieur Dutell, Captain of our galleyes, was gone from thence for Leghome, 
haveing beene promised by that State all possible dispatch in his affaire. 

*By one arrived from Harwich, that escaped out of the French "Victory** by 
swimming, wee are told that on Sunday last he fell into the Dutch fleete, in a logge, 
between 8 & 9 in the momeing & by ten was in their possession. 

* The States Generall, to abuse the world with their faire & just proceedings, have 
resolved to release all English & Scotch shipps together with their goods and men 
stopt in Holland before the declaration of warr. 

^ Mond,^ 13M. — ^This morning his Ma"« had a view of Prince Rupert*s troope of 
Dragoones, drawne up for that purpose, & liked them very well. 

'Yesternight about 12 happened a scuffle over against Yorke House in the Strand, 
in which a shoemaker happened to receive such wounds that he imediately dyed, & 
some persons suspected to be concerned therein are committed to prison. 

* Tuesday^ 14M. — Yesterday momeing arrived at Dover from Sweden M' Rosse, 
Sec*y of the Embassy there. 

* From Dover of yesterday wee heere the Dutch fleete lay off" the North Sands, 
head downe towards Callais. 

' From Deale wee heare that on Sunday arrived there a Swede of a considerable 
burthen from Sweden, who sayes he came into the Dutch fleete on Thursday last &, 
pretending he was bound to the Streights laden with masts, they let him goe free. 

* Yesterday my Lord Mayor & Court of Aldermen waited on his Mat** with their 
new Sherriffe, M' Moore, on whom his Ma"* was pleased to conferr the honnor of 
knighthood. 

* The Countess of Northumberland had only one child, Lady Elizabeth Percy, circa 
1667-1722, one of the beauties of the court of Charles IL, who, on the death of her nther in 
1670, became heiress to the vast estates of the Percys. In 1679 she married Henry Cavendish, 
E^l of Ogle, by whom she was left a widow a year afterwards. She married secondly, about 
1681, Thomas Thynne, of Longleat, who was murdered shortly afterwards ; and thirdly in idSa, 
Charles Seymour, 6th Duke of Somerset. 




' IVed., i^/A. — Yesterday aftemoone his Highnesse Prince Rupert v. 
ee things put in good order there. 

'The Dutch are endeavouring to bring an army neere Aernhem, in the 
ccrtaine it is that they can hardly gett rnen for either sea or land s 
withstanding they give ^30 to every horsB'man & £^ to every foote sould'^ for 
advance money. 

'Thursday, iblh. — This aftemoone his Highnesse Prince Rupert returned hither 
from Chatham, where he has beene putting things in good order. 

' From Harwich of yesterday wee heare that they could then distinctly see the 
Dutch fleete, who lye off the backe of the West Rockes about 5 leagues S.E. from 
that place, judged to be about 45 sayle, who waite there, it's thought, for ihe squadron 
that came up the river, which cannot retume soe long as the wind continues where 
it is ; and from aboard the " Glo'cester" wee heare that yesterday she was with the 
rest of the freggaits at the buoy of the Treas Edge within sight of the Dutch, who 
then anchored at the upper end of the midle ground, by reason that their Vice- 
Admirall was run on ground on the Sand, & then halfe drye. Our fi'eggaits intends 
to follow the Dutch out of the river, being fare better saylers, to joyne with the Duke, 
who it's not doubted but before night will make North Foreland, when wee may 
expect action. 

'Friday, 17^.— Last night the body of S' Johnathan Dawes was Conveyed from 
Skinners' Hall, where he has laine long in State with all imaginable publicque cere- 
mony, as well in his trophees as a most noble Iraine of persons of quality & the 
whole body of the Citty, with the tralne of Artillery, 10 S' Mary Creed Church, & 
there interred with all sojlemnity. 

' From Harwich wee heare that the wind continueing stiff in ihe east, that 
squadron of the Dutch fleet cannot relume to their body of the fleete at present at 
anchor neere the West Rockes by the Gunfleete, which doubtless must needs 
trouble ihcm when they consider what danger they runn by the winds continueing 
contrary. 

' This momeing wee had advice from Dover that our fleete was yesterday, ahout 
II, belweene FouUton & that place, but that they intended to take the benelitt of 
the next tyde to carry them to the North Foreland. 

' There is this weeke brought into Pendennis 4 Dutch prizes taken by several! of 
our freggatts now abroad there, some of them are of good value. 

' This evening about 7 came an express which sayes our fleet was come to the 
North Foreland, at the back of the Goodwin, with intention if the Dutch fleet (who 
imediately upon sight of them weighed and stood northward) to goe imediaiely to 
the coast of Holland after them; our number is 100 stout ships, 40 lesser, besides 
other vessells, and tenders. 

' Yester-nighi a Dutch man-of-warr by m istake came within shot of our fleet, but 
by the tyde and darkness of the night escaped.' 

191. Dated June 7th, 1672. 

' Salturday, 1st. — This morning my Lord Clifford and y'' Master of y' Ordnance 
went downe to visit his Royalt Highness and the fleet, by his Ma"''' command. 

'The Admirall of the French Squadron lost 100 men on board him. 

' Our fleet in their passage to Sold Bay were much amazed to And two masts of 
two great shipps sunk neare the shoar there, only their lop-sayles appearing above 
water, being principle shipps of the Dutch. 

'Monday, yd. — From Holland they tell us that the leiutenant of y' "Royall 
James " is saved, & hoped to be S'' Charles Harbord.* 

' This evening the Marquis of Blanqufort arrived here from the fleet, and by him 
the Duke sent up the relation of the flghi, but that the weather still blew so hard that

* The Duke of Monmouth is arrived with his regiment to y« French Army. 

* Tuesday^ 4M. — ^This morning wee received coppeys of the l*-^ that De Witt,* 
brother to the Pensionary, had writ to the States, of y* 29 past at 5 in the morning, 
which are very cold and blank, farr from talking of a victory confesses the greatest 
part of what we heard of their losses from Ostend, and sayes that De Ruyter had said 
of all y* shipps of y* fights he had been in never any had been so long and hot ; but 
that he, De Witt, was of y* opinion to ingage them againe, and hoped to end it with 
much advantage to the States ; and this is the substance of what he writes. 

^ Wednesday^ $/A. — This morning by 4 of y« clock his Ma"", attended by severall 
persons of quality, went downe by water to y" fleet, whome he expected to hear of at 
the buoy off the Nore. 

'From Scotland we hear that into Leith was brought, on the 28^ past by a 
privateer of i gunne, 3 small Dutch prizes of come ; and on Sunday last, by 
Captaine Bennet, 3 more of y* salt fleet, the greatest part of them now bein prize in 
that port 

' And by a shipp arrived from Danemarke we are told of his Grace y* Duke of 
Richmond's arrivall there, and that he intended suddainly to have his audience of 
that King. 

' Thursday^ 6th. — In Holland it seems, notwithstanding the extravagant reports 
that are spread abroad there of 10 or 12 English men-of-warr that have been burnt or 
sunke in the late ingagement, they cannot hyde from the eyes of their owne people 
their haveing been heavily mauled ; and if to have many of their shipps extreamely 
torn and shattered, abundance of their men killed, 3 of their best shipps— as they 
themselves confess — lost and severall missing, and to have the English fleet follow 
them to their owne dores and still keep the sea be a victory on their syde, the Dutch 
have now great reason to brag of one, and we may then expect to hear of their 
bonfires, for it's notorious that their fleet is come into the Welings mightily disabled ; 
all that they can boast of is that the '' Royall James '' was ingaged alone with many 
of their shipps & disabled 7 of them and put of 3 fire-shipps before she was fired, 
and in the whole that they had a great advantage if they had had the courage to have 
used it. 

^Fryday^ 7th, — His Ma^ continues still with the fleet, and it's not certainly said 
when he wiU retume ; some say to-morrow, though thinke not these two dayes. 

' The Earle of Essex has now so near finished his preparations for his journey to 
Ireland that he thinks of departing this next weeke, till whose arrivall my Lord 
Berldv retumes not hither. _ 

' From Harwich we hear that on Wednesday evening our fleet, under the comand 
of his Royall Highness, came from the Long Sand Head to the Gunfleet, in order to 
their rendezvous at the buoy off the Nore. 

'From Rochester they tell us of the splended interment of y* French Reer- 
Admirallt in that Cathedrall, who was accompanied in that ceremony by all the persons 
of qusdlity near that place, and a very fine tunerall oration pronounced by D' Dod, 
Preooid of that church ; & y* ceremony concluded with the usuall treatment of a 
soldier. 

'From Bridlington we hear that a French privateer was come in there from 
Dunkirke, & sayes that there are many more preparing to put to sea from that place ; 
one of them coming lately in with a prize of Dutch vessells of 4 & 500 tunne a-peice 
laden with salt, which he took out of the S^ Ives fleet ; and that severall of those 
merchants had received great damage by them as well as Scotch privateers.' 

* Cornelis de Witt, 1623-1672, elder brother of the Pensionary, and his most faithfid friend 
and firmest ally, elected Burgomaster of Dordrecht in 1666, fought bravely at Scheveningen 
and Solebay. Being accused of plotting against the Prince of Orange he was arrested and 
taken to tlie Hague, where he was put to the torture and massacred at the same time as his 
brother. 

t Evelyn says that the name of this rear-admiral was Rabiniere, and that he died of wounds 
received in the action in Southwold Bay. 




193. Dated June 14th, 1671. 

'SaO^itA. — Here ajiesevciallgentletneiivoluitteenrcninied hither from the fleel till 
their shipps are made Tvady, who report that one accoo is most memorable done by 
Cap' Wittwange who, being boarded by 2 Dutch fire-ship and foUowed by a great 
Dntch man-of-waiT, whose Cap' & men all getting up above deckes laughing at the 
endeavours used by him & his men to quit himselfe of the fiie-ship, who was at last by 
him golt of^ & he, to teturoe ihe complemenl to >■* Dutchman, came up with him and 
gave him such a broad-side that she imediately sunke^ & all her men perished. 

' Jtfenday, lort. — Last night his Ma"" & sevetall persons of quality returned hither 
from the fleet, which they left in great forwardness to put to sea ^aine. 

' M' Ashton, one of the OfFiccers of the Yeomen of y* Guard, is this night sent to 
complement y* King of Fiance, & to give him account of the late happy success 
against y* Dutch fleet. 

' This momeing Monsieur Boreele, the Dutch Amb', was with his Ma^ to acquaint 
him y' his masters desire to know if his Ma"" would please lo admit of an embassy 
of 4 of their deputies for y* entering into 3. Treaty, as they bad likewise resolved to 
desire of the King of France. 

' Tueid., ii/A.— The King is sending my Lord Halifax to y* King of France to 
know his minde in it, his hla"° declairing he will have no other minde in this whole 
matter but with y* King of France jointly. 

'From Berwicke wehearey'y'7''' instant came thither the Dukeof Lauderdailewith 
a traine of 400 knights & gentlemen, haveing been met by 40 Earles & Lords some mdes 
from that towne, & went that night to his owne house at Liddington, & to be y* next 
day at Edenburgh. 

*Wed., \itk. — By a vessell come into Yarmouth from Rotterdam we heare he 
came through y' Dutch fleet neer the Wellings, & was called on board the AdmiralL 
He reporteth them lo be about 30 sayie capiiall shipps, the rest onely small ones, 
victuallers and tenders. 

'My Lord Willoughby is prepairing to depart to his government of y* Caribbe 
Islands, his dispatches for it being now almost nnished. 

'Our fleet w"" his Royall Highness continues still at y buoy of y* Not« fitting 
out againe, & hopes to be ready to put to sea againe next weeke. 

' Thursday, 13/A.— On Tucsdaynight last landed in a litle snaw of 5 or 6 men two 
deputies extraordinary, as they call themselves, from the States Generall, but without 
any passes for y" King or soe much as his knowledge. Last night they lay at 
Gravesend, and Monsieur Boreele, their ambassador, who was soe farre on his way 
homeward, met with them and is come backe to London. It's not knowne what tbey 
come about, but by all our letters we doe not j-ei finde that their stomachs are at all 
come downe, but y' ihcy talkc as high and saucily as ever. Within the weeke a most 
scnrriltous & abuscifie play ag' the King & nation was acted by them. 

' In a day or two my Lord Halyfax parts hence for the French campe. 

' Friday, 14/A.— This morning M' Wren, late SeCT to his Royall Highness, dyed 
at Greenwich after some dayes' disposicon occasioned partly by y* wound he received 
in y' late ingagement. 

'At Leith their are several! prizes brought in there taken in that rhode, some 
whereof pretend 10 have Danish passes & therefore are not yet condemned. 

' The S"* instant in y° eveninge the Duke of Lauderdaile, with a gallant Iraine of 
many lords and persons of quality, made his entry into Edenburgh, where the magistrates 
and whole ciiy met him at y' Watergate with y* Earle of Rothes, the Chancelor, & 
attended him to y* palace, where he was received with y* generall saiislaccon of all. 

' My Lord Halyfax, his .Ma''°^ Envoy Extraordinary lo his Most Xtian Ma'T, 
departs hence to-morrow to the French campe,' 

193. Dated June 21st, 1673. 

^ Sailurday, l%th. — This morning my Lord Halifax, hi 
to y* King of France, parted hence for the French campi 

' Since wc had time to survey our losses in the la 
much less than what was first imagined, Sl particularly ii

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thought to be about 7 or 800, but upon a strict inquiry wee' found not to exceed 500, 
and those most of them recovered and returned to their shipps. 

* Monday, 17M. — This afternoon about 5 their Ma^^' and many persons of quallity 
attending them went downe by water to y* fleet 

' On Satturday next the Earle of Arlington is to be installed at Windsor with the 
usuall cerimonyes. 

* This morning arrived here S^ William Lockhart,* his Ma"*** Envoy Extraordinary 
into Germany. 

* Yester-night happened a Are in Crotched Fryers, which did some damage among 
those old houses, though very inconsiderable, it haveing been soon extinguished. 

* Tuesday, iS^A, — From Deale we hear that yesterday my L* Hallyfax arrived there 
by land after dinner, went on board the " Tygar." This day she weighed and also the 
" Norwich " who went with him. 

* This daye's 1"* from abroad tell us still of y* great troubles all the Low Countryes 
are in since y® takeing of Utricht and other places ; that dayly shipps fraught with 
goods & whole famalyes from Rotterdame ancl Dort to Antwerp, insoemuch that that 
IS not able to containe them, & many of them forced to lye in their shipps ; and in a 
word they are in that distraccon that they desire peace at any rate. 

^Wednesday, 19M. — From Edenburgh we hear that y** 12"* instant the Parliament 
met there, where my L* Comm®^ presented a very gratious 1" from his Ma*y showing 
that, since he was ingaged in a just and necessary warr with the Dutch, he thought fit 
that kingdome should be put in such a posture as might best stand for his honour and 
its owne safety, and left it intirely to the Parliament to consider what course should be 
taken for y* end ; after which, in a most excellent speech, his Grace declared his Ma^*" 
care for his subjects' good made him ingage himself in soe just a conceme, & y^ his 
Ma^ was resolved to maintaine the government and the interest of the Church as 
now established ; and then the Parliament adjourned till y® Tuesday following. 

' Thursday, 20th, — Some townes in Holland incline much to the English, especially 
Rotterdame and the BrilL We have now the confirmation of De Witt's being 
wounded as he was returning from a meeting of the States at the Hague in the night, 
which wounds are said to be very dangerous. 

* This morning about 6 their Ma^^^ & y* persons of quallity that attended them 
returned hither from the fleet. 

' M' Serjeant Knight is gone downe to Shemess to bring up y« body of y* Earle 
of Sandwich in order to his interment, according to his Ma"*'^ command. 

^Friday, 21st — On Wednesday last the body of y" Right Honorable the Earle of 
Sandwich was conveyed from Languard fort on board the " Fairfax " in order to its 
bringing to London, m which it was attended by the Governor, the Mayor and officers 
of Harwich, with many other persons of quallity and y^ whole garrison ; and at its 
departure from thence as well the soldiers as great guns payd their respects by a 
trible vollye of all their guns upon that place. 

*At Newcastle two Dutch merchants who had their shipps stopt at the begining 
of y* warr, but since released, have willingly layd hold on his Ma*^*^ most gratious 
declaration of y* 12^ instant, and have tooke the oath of allegiance and supremacy, 
intending to goe to fetch their famalyes from Holland to settle there. 

' His MsL^J hath been pleased to make choice of his Grace the Duke of Buckingam 
& the Earle of Arlington, with the Lord Viscount Halifax, to his Ambassadors 
Extraordinary & his Plenipotentionary to treat with his most Xtian Ma^* and the 
States Generall about a peace, and S' Joseph Williamson t Secretary of y* Ambassy ; 
and it's said they all part to-morrow, and yachts appointed for that purpose.' 

* Sir William Lockhart, 1621-1676, soldier and statesman, and one of the greatest politicians 
of his time, ambassador to the court of France, to which he was sent in 1665. After the 
Restoration he lived in retirement in Scotland until 167 1, when he was sent to the courts of Brand- 
enburg and Lunenburg. Afterwards he was again sent to Paris, where he died, according to 
Noble, from a pair of poisoned gloves. 

+ Sir Joseph Williamson, circa 1 630-1 701, a well-known diplomatist. After the Restoration 
he became Clerk of the Council, and was knighted. In 1674 he went as plenipotentiary to 
Cologne, and was made principal Secretary of State, which post he resigned m 1678, in wnich 
year he was elected President of the Royal Society. 
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194. Dated June aSth, 1673. 

' Satlurday, 22arf.— ^This morning by 8 his Ma" and ihe Prince went downe by 
waler to the fleet, & at the same time the Duke of Bucks and the Earl of Arlington 
& tKe rest of his Ma"''' Amb''' Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaryes to his most Xtian 
Ma'', who have power to give proleccons & passports to all places and persons that 
shall owne his Ma""^ authority, and jointly with his most Xtian Ma^ witn the States 
to treat and conclude a future peace. His Grace the Duke of Monmouth is also 
added to [he Comission as Plenipotentiary, as also my Lord Viscount Hallyfax 
if he happen to be upon the place, & S' Joseph Williamson went Secretary of y" 
Ambassy. 

' ^fo»lIay, 2iiA. — His Ma'' has been pleased to appoint the Right Honorable my 
Lord Clifford to supply the place of Secretary of State during the absence of my 
L'' Arlington. 

' S' Edward Sprag is rnade Admirall of the Blew Squadron in the place of y° Earle 
of Sandwich. 

'The Coinission for the Councell of Plantations is renewing, & the Earle of 
Shaftesbury is, they say, to be President in the roomc of y" Earle of Sandwich. 

' Tuesday, 25/A.— From Paris we hear (he Earle of Sunderland was arrived there 
from Madrid, where he is to remaine as his Ma"''' Amb' Extraordinary to that King. 

' The Duke of Buckingham & the Earle of Arlington parted, it's said, from the fleet 
for Holland on Sunday night, of whose arrivall there we dayly expect an account & 
auddaine fruits of their ambassy. 

' Wednesday, 26/A.— His most Xtian Ma"*^' near approach to Rotterdame and 
Amsierdame has put those places in such dread that nothing wasthought ofby Iherich 
but flight and the poore but revenge on their Governor, wbome they all beleive to be 
Ihe cause of their misery. 

' My Lord Sandwiche's body is not yet arrived but dayly expected ; in the mean 
great preparations are makeing for its splended interment in Henry the 7 Chappie, by 
his Ma'''* particular command. 

' Tkundiiy, 2yth. — This morning we have I"* from Flanders and Holland, who all 
continue in the same opinion that most of the townes in Holland and Zealand would 
submit to the English if they saw a power to defend them ; that at Rotterdam the 
Prince of Orange was made Stadtholder as well as at Dort, & dayly expect more 
townes would follow their examples ; that a message was come to Rotterdame from his 
most Xtian Ma"* to let the Stales know if they would yeild up the country he would 
use Ihem kindly, if not they must suffer the extremity of the warr, upon which they 
alt met and unanimously resolved to stand it out and submit to y" Prince of Orange, 
who was with y' poore remaines of their army encamped near that cilty ; thai Mon- 
sieur Pompone proffered them a treaty upon resigtiing to his master what he had 
already taken & giveing the King of England satisfaccon and remaine firmly his 
subjects, which had not been answered by them, they hopeing still to hear from 
their deputyes in England ; that much raiiie lately fell, which gave them hopes of 
maintaining themselves till they shall hear from his Ma'' of Great Britaine. 

' Fryday, 2S/A. — This morning came a gendeman express from the Ambassadors 
and Plenipotentiaryes in Holland lo his Ma'*, who sayes they came within sight of y* 
Dutch fleet about 7 on Sunday nifjht about 3 leagues off of Domberg in Zealand, 
about 70 or 75 saile in alL Their scouts came up to them, & the Amb"' yacht 
made a shot in token of friendship, upon which they struck their lop-sailes, and the 
captainc of the biggest came on board and paid his civilityes, and at parting- all 3 
saluted them with all their guns, and so lay a htile by thai night. About 3 next 
morning they got sight of (lOree land, and so stood on to y* Maes, where they 
arrived about 9 ; there the " Katherine " yacht ran tmluckiiy on ground and stuck an 
hour, & in the mean the Amb'' proceeded and passed over to Maesland Sluyse in 
a small boate. The first news was the Prince of Orange being m.ide Stadtholder 
by all y' couniry, forced to it by the fury of the people beginning first at Rotterdame. 
At their landing they found the people transported and mad with joy, the Burgers in 
armes inviting them to their towne house where they nobly treated them. The 
acclaraations of y" people being " God save the King of England & the Prince of 
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Orange, and the Devill take y* States." From thence they went to Delfe and soe to 
the Hague, the people continueing rejoicing, & got about 8 in y* evening there, 
being met by one of y« deputyes lately m England, a: in y* States coach carryed them 
to y* entertaining house of Amb" where they were treated at a noble supper, accom- 
panyed by that deputy & Van Benningen ; & on Tuesday morning they parted for 
the French campe.* 

195. Dated July 12th, 1672. 

'Our I'*' from Holland on Monday last tell us that two dayes before our Amb^ 
entrance the Duke of Monmouth had an ill accident, his quarters being burnt downe 
to the ground with the loss of most of his goods, money & much of his plate ; it's 
said to have happened through the negligence of servants overheating the chimney. 
That he is in infinite reputation there for his application to his business, which has 
already in this short time made him, in the opinion of all y^ old experienced officers of 
y* army, a very able commander, and is like in little time to equaill their's of y* first 
ranke. 

' The Prince of Orange haveing been received with all solenmity at all the CoUedges 
at the Hague as Stadtholder, the people begin everywhere to be better satisfyed, at 
haveing a greater allyance upon him tnat he will redeeme them from the misery, the 
treachery and folly of their Governors have reduced them to. 

' The loss of Nimegen hath given a great blow to the Dutch, and the English fleet 
Wing soe formidable upon their coasts helps to compleat their distraccons, theire owne 
fleet being not above 40 good men-of-warr in all, and forced to seek their security 
among the sands on the coast of Zealand. 

' On Monday mominfi^ Major Edward Wood took his leave of his Ma^ as his Envoy 
Extraordinary into Sweden, and at the same time received the honour of knighthood. 

* His M**^ fleet lyes still upon y« coast of Holland, and were when our last 1"" 
came from thence in a very good posture and his Royall Highness in perfect health. 

* On Monday night the Earle of Essex purposes to goe for Ireland to take possession 
of that Government ; S' Ellis Leighton"^ and diverse of my Lord Berklye's famaly 
arriveing here lately from thence. 

* Yesterday morning his Ma*^ went up the river as farr as Putney to take the aire, 
and returned againe in the evening. 

' It*s thought our Amb" may be on their retume home, they resolving by their 
last not to stay long on that syde, but to retume speedily by the way of Flanders. 

' Yester morning came I'" from abroad and say that at Cologne there is a treaty 
on foot between the Elector Palatine, the Electors of Treeves & Mayence, & his 
most Xtian Ma^^ that is in ^eat likelyhood to be concluded. 

' Last night & this momme dyed at Westminster Doctor Jones, Sub-Dean of that 
CoUedge and also of his Ma"^' Chappell, as also D' Thomdyke, another of those 
Prebends ; in whose roome his Ma^^ nas been this day pleased to appoint D' Only, 
one of his Chaplaines, and D' Cartwright. 

'This da)r came in a pacquet from Harwich and sayes that the comonalty in 
Holland had in a mutiny pulled downe to the ground the house of De Witt's brouer, 
and done much more hurt in those confused humours. 

'There has lately been brought into Tangier two Dutch prizes taken by his Ma**^ 
shipps, the one of 500 tunn and the other of 300, laden with salt and other commodityes 
of good value ; and from thence we also hear that at this vesselPs (that bring^s this news) 
departure from thence there came a messenger from y* new Emperor of Morocco about 
makeing a firme peace with the Earle Middleton between his master and that towne.' 



* Sir Ellis or Elisha Leighton, younger son of Dr. Alexander Leighton and brother of Bishop 
Leigfaton, rose to be colonel in the royalist army, and after the King's execution joined the 
ro3rali8t party abroad, by whom he was sent on various missions to England. He subsequently 
became secretary to the Duke of York, and was knighted at Brussels in 1659. When Lord 
Berkeley went to Ireland in 1670 as Lord Lieutenant he took Leighton with him as his secretary, 
and in 1675 he accompanied Berkeley on his embassy to France, and while arranging for the 
restitution of vessels captured by French privateers took bribes from every quarter. He appears 
to have euphonised his name of Elidia to Ellis, and by this name he was usually known. He 
died in 1685. 
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196. Dated July 19th, 1672. 

'From Holland we hear that S' John Chichly and 40 of his men have been set at 
liberly there, upon which Ihe like numbers of their prisoners are released here, and Ihey 
speak of very few else that we have there. 

' His Ma'' has been pleased to confer the honour of Earle of Eusion in Suffolk, 
Viscount Ipswich & Barron Sudbury on the Lord Henry,* second son to y" Dutches 
of Clcaveland, with the accustomed sallery of ^lo per annum for the better maintaining 
that dignity, to him and his heirs males, & for default to the Lord George,+ 3'' son to y' 
said Dutches ; as also of y" place and precedency as a Duke's daughter to Charlotte,! 
daughter of her Grace, with all y" usuall clauses in grants of that nature. 

■ Our L™ of y* 23"^ Inst, from Paris tell us that the night before there arrived a courier 
from Dunkirk with advice from thence of y° y"" instant that the Mareschall Sobieski 
came to VVarsaw with a body of 6000 choice soldiers, instead of y" like number of friends 
that did usuallyatlendhim;and having broken up the Diet by an artifice made himself 
master of y' arsenal), at which time the King retired into y° Castle, being guarded by 
his friends ; whereupon a certaine number of Bi'i" and nobles came in a body to him 
and desired him for severall reasons, in order to y* publique good, to resigne his Royalty 
& abdicate as ihe late King had done ; but he answered that at the election of him they 
made him swear never 10 renounce his Kingdome, wherefore he would not doe it 
unless the whole body of the Diet should reauire it of him & discharge him of his oaih ; 
that the next day other of y* clergy were cnaeavouring lo compose matters, with what 
success we must expect lo hear. 

'My Lord Willoughby is gone to the Earbadoes to take possession of that 
Government. 

' From Edenburgh of y" 13"' instant we hear that y" Parliament continued sitting 
there, haveing already made severall good and wholesome acts for the publique benefit, 
and thai his Grace my Lord Comm' & Privy Councell were very zealous in sup- 
pressing seditious meetings in the fields contrary lo y' laws and customes of y" King. 
dome ; and that at Leiih was brought in by tliose privateers 15 Dutch prises, many of 
them of very considerable bulk and cargoe. 

' On Monday next the Earle of Essex certainly parts hence for Ireland, haveing in 
order thereto spent the week in takeing his leave of persons here. 

* A French shipp is come into Chatham from the fieet, who reports them to be all 
in very good condition & to have received little damage, the most being to y° rigging 
of f French shipps. They are now further north from the Texell, & that the Dutch 
were reported to be 55 men-of-warr gone out, but all ill-manned, the men being Stole 
into privateers & costers.' 

197. Dated July 26tii, 1671. 

■ Saliurday, loT/i.—By 1™ from Copenhagen of y" 2'* of July we hear that the day 
before there came news from Sweden of y° departure from thence for England of y* 
Comtc Gustave de la Gardie, & the son of the Velt Mareshall Banicr§ in his company, 
as supposed, on some publique errand to his Ma''.

married in 1718 Sir EJlward Heniy Lee, of Ditchlcy, afterwards created Eail of Lichfield. She 
had thirteen sons and five daughters. 

S Jean Baner, or Banier, 1595-1641, a famous Swedish field-marshal, who entered Ihe 
army in 1615, and greatly distinguished himself in Poland and Russia. In 1630 he accompanied 
Gnslavus Adolphus to the camp of Wallenslein, in 1631 became commander of a (erpi itarmh, 
and was made ■ field -marshal, was defeated at Nordlingen, but was victorious at Wiltslock. tn 
1639 he defeated the Saxon army near Chemoiti. In 1640 he once more devaslated Ssiony 
and defeated Piccolomini near Hoexler, but he was unsuccessful in besieging Ratisbon, after 
which he retired into Saxony and died at Halberstadt. 
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' At Plymouth are lately come in 30 or 40 merchant shipps from severall parts with 
merchandize, & speake everywhere of y® great thriving of trade and a general! freeness 
of all those coasts from privateers. 

^ Monday^ 12nd.— Viy Lord Viscount Scudamore is lately marryed at Burly near 
Northampton to y« only daughter of y« Earle of Exeter. 

' This morning came an express from Harwich which seemed to tell us that the 
Dutch fleet were within sight of that place ; but this evening came another and 
sayes it was only our East Indya & Streights fleete come safe into y* river from 
Portsmouth. 

* M' Secretary Coventry is made one of the Comm" of y« prizes in the roome of S' 
John Trevor, deceased. 

* Tuesday^ 2^rd, — In Holland the drums beat up dayly in the Prince of Orange's 
name only, without mentioning y* States, which infinitely pleases the people. They 
write from Amsterdam that the Pensionary De Witt & his brother, the Ruwaert 
Van Putten, were made prisoners by the Prince of Orange's order, & that it was thought 
many more would in a short time be called to an account for their former proceedings 
m y* warr. Severall principall officers have been executed in the army for haveing sur- 
rendered the towns & places under their comands to y^ French, all which gives the 
people extraordinary satisfaccon. 

* Wednesday, 24M. — At Amsterdame are quartered 35 companyes of foot for y* 
better security of that place, though the Burgers had rather the defence of the place 
were solely left to them. 

'The Prince of Orange continues still at his old station & Prince Mauritts at 
Muyden. 

*0n Monday last, the Earle of Essex, his Ma^«*» Leiut: of Ireland, was most nobly 
treated at S^ Albans by the farmours of customes of that kingdome, with his retinue & 
the i>ersons of quallity that attended him and the countrey gentry that came in to waite 
on his Excellency out of that country. 

^Thursday, 25M. — By I'** from Holland we hear the Province of Zealand have 
lately written a letter to y* States Generall, in which they declare amongst other 
things that they will consent to anything that may be a prejudice to y^ reformed Pro- 
testant Religion. That the Bpp of Munster is before Groeningen, & that place holds 
out stoutly. The Dutch fleet lye still of y* Maes watching the motion of ours, which 
when it moves towards them they presently retire among the banks of Zealand, & when 
ours goe off come out againe. 

* This morning M' Ross arrived here from the French campe with an ace* of y* 
Duke of Monmouth's health. 

* Fryday, 26th. — Our inland advice of this day bring nothing but the quiet progress 
of the trade, and in all the west & northern ports fleets dayly come in from abroad. 

' Into Burlineton came this week a Scotch privateer of 6 guns, with 2 small Dutch 
prizes with which she is gone towards Leith. 

' From Holland all our advices say the people continue still much dissatisfyed in 
generall, & please themselves only with the hope of peace with England. Their 
succours they expected from Germany are not yet come nor believed will in hast, 
the Emperor being t'was feared diverted by y" great appearance of y* Turks makeing 
a descent upon Hungary which, how true however, would yet be a reasonable 
excuse if he have not mind to interpose. 'Tis much expected how the other Princes 
of Germany will declare, most of them seeme inclinable to a neutrality, as we are told ; 
a little time will shew. 

* We hear of noe further action in Holland since the takeing of Coverden but that 
Boisleduc continued blocked up, and that the beseigeing of Muyden had very much 
allarmed Ansterdame and drove the people into frequent mutinyes. 'Tis certame Van 
Putten, De Witt's brother, is in prison, & that Mons*" de Groote has absented himselfe.' 

198. Dated August 2nd, 1672. 

* Satturday, July 27th. — From Holland we hear the French fortify themselves in 
the Land of Cleve, and that at Wesell they have disarmed the burgers & strengthened 
that garrison with 12,000 men and planted 12 pieces of cannon upon each bulwark, 
where formerly there were only 4. In Nimegen and Schinscance the French have 
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likewise put vct^ great garrisona & begun to draw their forces towards the Rhyne to 
meet the Cermaine forces that are coming downe. 

' Afonday, 29/^.— Id Holland they say the Count de Montery »-ill, as soon as the 
Germain forces are come downe, likewise declare against France, 

' From Chester of this day we hear that two daycs agoe my L* Leui' of Ireland 
came thither, haveing been received with .ill imaginable respect ; & that that afternoon 
be went thence for Hollyhead, where he means lo imbarque for Ireland. 

'The Swedes amb' is now dayly expected. 

' Tuesday, 30M.— A ship with attenders is ci 
on Thursday last, in a very good condition, to 
Dutch fleet otfy' Texell. 

'The Dutch amb" or depiicyes are now returning home by his Ma'J"'' command, 
haveing ever since their amvall remained at Hampton Court & have not seen his Ma", 

' Wtdnesday, jjst. — From Holland they write the Elector of Brandenburgh was 
certainly marched out of Berlin to Minden, the place of rendezvous, and expected to 
meet there the Germaine forces 10 joyn with them ; & the King of France has taken 
out of y* Contoir of Utricht ;oo,ooo gilders, as he pretends to imploy it for fortifying 
that place. At the Hague 'twas reported the Prince of Conde was dead at Amhem, 
but we haveing the news from noe other part suppose ii only feighned. 

' Thursday, isl. — This morning was solemnized at Goring House the marryage 
between the Earle of Euston & the daughter of the Earle of Arlington, where their 
Ma"""' and all the principall persons of quallity were pleased to be presenl, and were 
nobly entertained at dinner and spend this evening in the balls & other divertisemeat 

' From Amslcrdame of y" 5*^, their stile, they write there had just come thither news 
of the East Indya fleet, 14 in number, being on their coast & that they were reported to 
be two of Ihcm got In Ems in Friesland Sl soe to Delfiyle, and that two English fregats 
were engaged with them & had taken one of them ; but of this we dayly expect to have 
a far better accoimt from his Royall Highness. The stormes " ' 

strangely high, which it's feared may have much helped them ir 
hear of noe damage we have received thereby more then t 
returned into port disabled. 

' Friday, 2nd. — From Edenburgh of y 27"' past we bear that the day before Parlia- 
ment made an Act to prohibit all y" subjects of that kingdome wearing any gold and 
silver lace, weapons or buttons, & forbidding y° importation thereof to all persons for 
the time to come : and alsoe forbidding all persons below the quality of a nobleman or 
gentleman of £2000 p. ann. to weare any silke or ribbons e,\cepi for lyeing : and soe my 
Lord Comm" adjourned the Parliament till the id"' of August. 

' From Chester we heat that on Monday in the afternoon last his Excellency the 
Earle of Essex was very handsomely treated by the Governor, & that he went that 
night to Hollywell & soe to Hollyhead & it's hoped ere this is safely arrived in 
Ireland. 

'Major Gen" Egerton, formerly one of the Leu" of his Ma"''' ownetroope of Guards, 
is made now Leiu' Major to take care of y' same in the absence of his Grace the Dake 
of Monmouth.' 

199. Dated August gth, 1671. 

'Satfurday, itd.—At Lin is come in a ship from Bergen in Norway and says that 
into that place was brought by a Flushinger an East Indya ship belonging to our 
company which she took by putting out English cotlours and the other not knowing 
of the warre ; but that that Governor could not let her be carryed away from thence liU 
he had further orders from his master what to doe with her, he thinking she might be 
demanded of them againe, being taken on their coast ; but of this we want further 
particulars, 

^Monday, %lh. — Into Harwich are come the pacquel boats from Holland and saye 
that the Dutch fleet were then northward but not above 40 good men of warr, half as 
many Greshipps and as many light vessells ; & further say that 'twas reported there 
that the 14 East Indya shipps that are come in are not all the fleet but that they 
expected 11 more, which is scarce credited.

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* Our fleet is they say expected to be returning shortly to our own coast, if they 
cannot suddainly meet the enemy, who yet sculk about and only keep at sea to hearten 
the people. 

* Tuesday, 6M.— This morning the Dutch Deputyes, by his Ma**«'» order, went from 
Greenwich to Holland with all theire family in a vessell appointed for that purpose, 
haveing not been at London at all 

* From Paris of ye ^ instant they write that the day before there arrived there the 
Barron de Ghent, Amb*' as was thought from the States. That the Savoy Generall 
with 500 horse had made a desperate escape through 8000 Genoveses. 

* Wednesday, jth, — In France they report that the Elector of Cologne was dead, and 
though the talk be great of y® German's forces coming downe, it was confidently 
believed if they should come at all 'twould be very late in the year first, their rendez- 
vous being not in Bohemia till y® 25^ instant ; and that the General] Montecuculi,'^ who 
is ordered to see them march, & the Prince d'Anhalt were still at Vienna, soe that the 
French seem to believe they will doe nothing this summer. The Prince of Orange 
hath put 20 companyes more into Breda & is suddainly expected there himself. 

' Thursday, S/A. — At Amsterdame the magistrates have imposed new taxes upon 
severall things, which make y" people very disorderly, especially because neither the 
soldiers or seamen have been payd, & yett the vast suins raysed since y^ warr are said 
to be all spent. They say there that when the Elector of Brandenburgh shall be at the 
head of his army he will publish a bond, as they call it, by which they declare in the 
name of the Emperor & the whole empire against all such members of it who have 
ingaged themselves in a warr with any foreign Prince against y® consent and interest 
of the empire. 

' The Dutch fleet are said to be gone northward & that they have orders to fight 
our fleet. The Emperor has, it's said, declared he will make it his business to restore 
the D. of Lorraine to that Dukedome. 

' His Roy all Highness is, it's said, to be made Generalissimo of and over all his 
Ma****** forces to be used in the expedition against the Dutch, & Prince Rupert Generall 
under him. 

* Friday, qth, — From Edenburgh we hear that the Parliament were not yet met 
a^ine, but that at a Juncto of that Councell it was resolved to licence 85 non-conformist 
ministers for that kingdome, two in a parish, confineing them within their bounds, but 
that was not yet declared in a full Councell, the Lord Comm' being gone into the 
country, but would be back the 14^^ instant against y^ Parliament's meeting againe, 
and that he intended to dispatch the affairs of y^ kingdome and retume into 
England. 

'Some of my Lord Berklye's servants are come over from Dublin, and say that in 
their passage from thence they met on Monday last 5 shipps in the Channell and 
supposed my Lord Leiu^ was in one of them and that he might reach Dublin that night, 
but yet we heare nothing of his landing. 

* My Lord Duke of Somerset is made by his Ma^^ Lord Leiu^ of Wiltshire in the 
roome of the Earle of Essex, now absent in Ireland, and his Commission is accordingly 
preparing for it. 

* To Yarmouth is come in a ship from Rotterdam that sayes that y" P^® of Orange 
had been at Amsterdame & had put a Governor into that place ; that the Dutch fleet 
were off y^ Texell, great and small but 70 saile, & that before their leaveing that 
place news was come to Rotterdame that Putten was condemned to lose his head.' 

200. Dated August i6th, 1672. 

* Satfday, \oth, — Last night the Duke of Monmouth arrived here from Flanders 
and was gratiously received by his Ma^% but it's said makes noe long stay here but 
returnes to his regiment in Flanders. 



* Raimondo, Count Montecuccoli, 1608 -168 1, a celebrated Italian military commander, 
defeated at Brandeis in 1639 by Banier, and was taken prisoner. He distinguished himself 
greatly in the war in Transylvania against the Turks, and on many occasions too numerous to 
mention, especially against Turenne. He wrote some memoirs on the war, first published in 1708. 




'From Harwich we hear that oa Wednesday last the Dutch Deputyes < 
thither, and in a ship with orange colours went thence for Holland. 

'The Dutch fleet are said to lye off ihc Ems where they are utilading their East 
Indya fleet. 

'Monday, 12/A,— The "Falcon," the only East Indya ship wanting of ours, that in 
her way was taken by a Flushinger and canyed into Bergen, where she has been 
deteyned by the King of Danemaik's order, his Mai-"" has writ to that King that in 
pursuance of y° good correspondence and trealyes between the two Crowns he would 
cause restitution of the shipp and goods to y° merchants, and the passengers set at 
liberty, that privateers may not have liberty to dispose of their g;oods in his ports. 

' My Lord Duke of Somerset is by bis Ma''' made Lord Leiu' of Somersetshire, ft 
his Commission for it is accordingly passing. 

' Tuesday, \^th. — From Harwich we hear that yesterday landed there out of a 
hoy an Envoy Extraordinary from Sweden, with 6 or 7 servants, & tookc post 
immediately for London, having been saluted by the towne with 6 or 8 guiis at his 
departure. 

'The Stales of Holland have nominated 3 persons for the Pensionary ship in the 
roome of De Witt, ^13' : the Heere Tragell, the Heerc Beveming and the Heer 
Benningen,* one of which will shortly be elected for that imployment, 

' Groeningen holds out still ; the 4* ins' they received succours of 3 companyes of 
fool from Delfzyte ; in the mean time they continue with much force to play each upon 
the other with iheir great guns. They speake of severall officers killed in y" Bi' of 
Munster's army, and some have for severall dayes reported that the Bp of Munsier & 
the Earle of Bentham were likewise killed, but ii proves fabulous, though all agree 
they had some wounds before the place. 

' W^edniiday, 14/A.— By an express from our fleet of last night, 5 leagues off 
Burlington near Homsey, we hear that 40 victuallers being come to them they were 
victualling with all speed, & might have done to-day or to-morrow at furthest ; that 
they were in very good health in general! & had received little damage from the late 
sad stormes. And by the Dutch pacquet boat come in yesterday to Harwich from 
the Brill, they say the Dutch fleet were still before the Ems, but intended to come 
suddainly southward for the security of their coast. 

^Thursdtiy, 15/A. — The Duke of Luxemburgh hath by a placart comanded all 
the inhabitants of Utricht to bring their armes into y" towne-house, being unwilling to 
trust them any longer in their hands, & that Utricht payes 3150 gilders per diem 
besides other taxes ; & that the people of Rotterdame had met to give money to y* 
Prince of Orange, but had not yet concluded it. Just now from Hull we hear our fleet 
were 3 dayes agoe 12 miles oflf Hull near Homsey, and that there was a report that the 
Dutch fleet were on our coast, but most untrue. 

'Friday, xtfk. — His Ma*' haveing been acquainted of a great deale of brass plate 
made in the fashion of silver & with the London Goldsmiths' armes coloured over very 
artificially & bestowed in severall places for true silver plate, was pleased to grant his 
warrant to y" Master & Wardens of y" Company of Goldsmiths comanding them lo 
make strict search for the same, with the assistance of a publick officer, & to seize the 
persons & plate where it shall be found, the better 10 understand the Iransportall of it 
& how it came hither, to punish them accordingly. 

' The proclamation about prohibiting private farthings & authorizeing those made by 
his Ma"' & noe others, is now drawing up in order to its being printed and published. 

'The Swedish Envoy Extraordinary is come to towne & has seen his Ma"°, but as 
yet appears not in publick, nor his errand declared. 

'Our coasts begin now to be pretty clear of privateers since y* tetume of our flecL 
who have now victualled. His Royall Highness & y" whole fleet are in a very good 
condicon of health & intends suddainly to sayle. 

* Dc Wilt's successor In the oIEce ol Penaionaty was Gupnrd Fagd, 1629-1688, us a icwud 
for the devotion he had shown to the Prince of Orange, and he afteiwaids contributed largely 10 
the success of the Prince b taking the Engliih croim, but death prevented Ml sedng ihe full 

accomplishment of his wbhes. 
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* My Lady Croft,* daughter of y« Lord Spencer & widdow to y« Lord of that name, is 
lately dead to y* great grief of that family, & preparations are makeing for her inteiment 
according to her quallity.' 

20 L Dated August 23rd, 1672. 

* Satturday^ 17 ih, — This morning early the body of my Lady Crofts was privately 
conveyed out of towne in order to its interment in the country. 

' This evening my Lord Berkly, late Leiu^ of Ireland, arrived here and kissed his 
Ma"®*-* hand, by whome he was very gratiously received. 

'S' John Walpoole, Standard Bearer to y<* Band of Pensioners, being dead 
M' Francis Villiers, a younger son of y^ Lord Viscount Grandison's, has his place, 
and his warrant for admittance is according drawing. 

* Monday^ igih, — My Lord Sunderland, his Ma"**" Amb' in France, comes not yet 
from thence, as was lately said, and is makeing his ec^uippage and preparations for his 
publick entry and audience according to custome, which is to be very splended. 

' L'*' from Holland say that Mons*^ Meerman had been made prisoner at the Hague 
for being of De Witt^s party. 

' On Friday last after Councell the young Count de la Gardie, son to y* Chancellor 
of Sweden and lately arrived here in quallity of Envoy Extraordinary from that 
Crowne, had his first private audience of his Ma^^ ; his errand is to offer his master's 
mediation between y*' 2 Crowns & Holland. He is gone on to France, and if his 
proposall be accepted two ambassad" are to follow. 

* Tuesday^ 20th. — The Dutch say the Brandenburgh forces are on their march and 
that the Imperiall troopes certainly marched from Egra the 15^ instant, old stile. That 
the Emperor has 15,000 men, the Elector of Brandenburg 25,000, the Dukes of 
Lunenburgh 10,000 & the Landgravinne of Hesse 6000, which when they come together 
will make a considerable army. Certain it is the Dutch have already payd the Elector 
of Brandenburgh 5 months' pay for 1 5,000 men, to how great purpose all the world knows. 

* Wednesday y 21st. — Our L**" from Holland say the burgers govemc without 
controule ; in all places they have made a reformation in their magistracy. At 
Middleburgh in Zealand the towne house hath for severall dayes been locked up, nor 
will the people acknowledge any burger-masters or other magistrates they have till 
the Prince of Orange comes and makes a new choice out of such persons as they shall 
propose. What the mad fury of these people will at last arrive at few are able to judge. 

' Thursday^ 22nd, — In Holland they say that the value of their East Indya fleet 
must be imployed for the publick, and that the severall parties concerned shall 
enjoy interest for the same. 

' In Zealand the people have brought in all their plate to be melted downe. 

' From Holland they tell us that De Witt has left a vast estate in mony behind him. 
most of it in the banke at Venice ; some say 13 tunne of gold, which, however, could 
not keep his daughter from being concerned soe much in her father's and uncle's 
misfortunes that she is since dead.t 

* Friday^ 2^rd. — By a gentleman come this day from our fleet his Ma^ was 
assured of their being come safe into the Buoy of the Nore ; soe that his Ma^ and 
diverse persons of quallity are goeing this evening thither to visit them, where he 
means to spend a few dayes till they goe out againe. 

* The Earle of Craven, S' Thomas Osborne and M' Secretary Coventry are, it's 
said, added to y« Comm" of appeales in all matters relating to y« prizes, & that Com- 
mission renewing accordingly. 

' M' Charles Cotterell, son to S' Charles Cotterell, is made assistant to his father 
in the business of y* Cerimonyes, in the roome of his brother that was lost in the late 
ingagement with the Dutch. 

•From Trueroe we hear of diverse Dutch capers very busy there, but had done us

'The French squadron of cruisers have taken, it's said, j or 3 Dutch pri/atteers, 
of which wee want further particulars. 

' Monday, 16/A.— The Dutehesse of Monmouth continues very well since the birth 
of her son.* 

' Our marchants begin to feare some damage by privatteers, their fleete from the 
West Indyes being melt and, as some of them come into Comewall say, 5 of them 
taken ; but the certainty they have not, but hope the losse may be iesse then reported. 

■ Wee arc told of an Amb' that is comeing to reside here on the part of the 
Republicke of Venice, and it's said his Ma"' will likewise send an Extraordinary 
Envoy thither. 

' Tuesday, ijlh. — From Holland they tell us thai the Prince of Orange is to make 
severall new lawcs in order to the civill government of the townes. That the 
Arminiens & those of the Lovestein faction, who have bcene soe long in authority, 
shall be everywhere turned out and those of the reformed religion restored to all 
places and dignityes as heretofore. That the King of Dancmarke i5 entred into the 
League between the Emperour and the Princes of the Empyre for the mutuall 
securety of their respective terrylorryes. 

' Wid., 28/A.— The Duke of Laudcrdayle, his Ma""^ High Commissioner for the 
Kingdome of Scotland, is now on his way home, and may be sudalnely expected here. 

' This day about noone his Ma"° and diverse persons of quality attending him 
returned hither from the fleele, who it's said will be ready to sayle againe in few dayes. 

' The fleete from the Barbadoes are certainty come in, & have lost about 5 of 
smallest of their number, all the rest untouched. 

' Thursd.^ V^th, — His Ma"", to prevent further damage to the coast by privatteers, 
has beene pleased to order them to be thus guarded and convoy to his marchants : — 
' Betweene Cap Cleare, Scilly & the Land's End ... " Nightingale," " Reserve."

'Friday, 30/A. — To Harwich yesterday came in the Dutch pacquet-boate, who 
brings newes that the magistrates in all places in Holland are much terryfyed by the 
boares, who dayly put up papers in the churches that they will have a reformacon 
amongst them and that the Prince of Orange shall have the chuseing of them. On 
Tuesday last they saw the Dutch fleete in sight of land off of Goree, &l counted them 
betweene 70 & 80 sayle of all sorts. 

'The successe the Dutch privateers have had against our unwary traders have

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so flushed them that they are fitting out many more as wee heare, but wee hope 
in vaine since his Ma"® has taken such a prudent care for the preservation of the 
coast by a sufficient guard of shipps. The Barbadoes fleete are come into severall 
ports of the West ; the whole fleete were 2 1 when they were mett off of Scilly, but the 
foule weather permitted them not to stand to each other as they intended, soe that 
they lost 5 of their number, but the smallest amongst them. 

* A fleete of colliers wee heare are past by Harwich for the river yesterday, about 
70 sayle, and a very great one shortly expected und' a sufficient convoy. 

* Our fleete continues yet at the Buoy of the Nore in a very good readynesse as to 
their victualling & refitting ; but how soone they goe out againe not said.' 

203 . Dated September 6th, 1672. 

* It's not without terrour to the people in Holland they say the great report of his 
most Xtian Ma"*'" returning into Holland with a recruite of an army of many thou- 
sands, for which great preparations are making in France. 

'Our loss by privateers in our Barbadoes fleet proves now far less than we could 
imagine, for by 1"* from the West we hear that, besides the Guynea-man that is 
come in there, there is also come in a Barbadoes ship which we gave for gone, and 
we hear that in diverse ports 3 or 4 more that parted company after they were set on ; 
soe that in a few dayes we hope to have a far better account than we did thinke to 
have of y® whole fleete, & y« damage not soe great as we feared. 

* On Tuesday morning, with the accustomed funerall pompe, was carryed out of 
towne y* body of y* old Lady Kingsmill, accompanyed with many coaches of her 
friends and relatives. 

* On Satturday they say his Ma"" goes to y« fleet againe, but how long he will stay 
not said. 

* From Holland we heare of their complaints for want of money and the feare 
of scarcity of provisions in y® winter, which puts the poore people to their witts* 
end and makes them alwayse a-troubling the State w^*^ the turning out the burger- 
masters and putting new ones ; reporting that de Ruyter was to be called home and 
imprisoned for trayterous designes against the State ; all which puts everything into 
confusion & disorder. What mony they have in banke must they say be kept to pay 
the seamen, who dayly for want of it quit the service and get into Zealand and 
Holland capers, and the soldiers i^rumble that they are not cared for as well as them. 
The Prince of Orange all this while is not idle, but doeing his utmost to pacify their 
troubled spirits & settle them. 

' Of late we have not heard of any great loss by privateers, and therefore hope 
the late care of his Ma"^* will be a sufficient guard to our merchants ; we hear already 
Zealands complaine that their privateers are grown idle ; and that they have not brought 
in anything of late but a French vessell or two, but have lost two privateers taken 
by the French of considerable force. 

* Upon the march of the Elector of Brandenburgh towards Westphalia Monsieur 
Turene has signifyed to y* Elector and Montecuculi that, in case they doe any thing 
in prejudice to his most Xtian Ma"*^ allyes, he shall be forced to act accordingly. 

* TTie drums beate everywhere in the Prince of Orange's name, whome they name 
Admirall and Governor of Friesland & Holland, never takeing any notice of y* States at all. 

* The New Guynea Company are passing their grant & in a very thriveing con- 
dition, but the Comission for the Councell of Trade & Plantations not yet finished. 

* On Thursday night dyed at her lodgings near Whitehall the old Lady Villicrs,* 
mother to y* Dutches of Cleaveland, to y® great grief of that family.

t Sir William Morton, circa 1620-1672, was admitted to the bar, but when the Civil 
War broke out he exchanged his gown for the sword and joined the King, who knighted him. 
He was intrusted with the government of Sudelry Castle, but being betrayed by an officer 
of ibe garrison was made prisoner and sent to the Tower, and was not released until some yean 
after the end of the war, when he resumed his prorcKsion. In 1663 he was created King's terjeant, 
and in l66s was made a judge of the King's Bench, in which position he was regarded with 
terror by highwaymen, There was some reason for them to regard him so, for when Claude 
Duval, the French page of the Duke of Richmond, was after many wonder&l escapes at last 
captured and eonvietw. Sir William prevented the mercy of the crown being exteooed to him 
by threatening to resign if so notoriousan oflenderwasallowed toescape. I^ivalwaatlia moM 
popular of his stamp, and damea of high rank visited him in prison and interceded for hit life-

207. Dated December 20th, 1672. 

* From Holland they say y« ratificacon of y« treaty between y* Emperor and y« 
Dutch had been interchanged at y^ Hague after much difficulty. 

* M' Justice Archer* has, it*s said, his Ma^'" writ of ease, and S' W" EUisf his pattent 
for Justice is past and S*" Edward Thurland,| his Royall Highnesse's Attorney, is made 
a Sergeant, in order to be advanced to that dignity M' Justice Morton. 

* On Sunday last about 4 in y« afternoon went hence for France the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, attended by severall of his officers, and is, they say, to be followed by some 
forces his Ma^7 is dispatching after him with all speed ; and on Tuesday his Grace set 
off from Dover in a yacht, with y^ " Monmouth " fregat convoy, for Calis, where it*s 
hoped they may be long before this arrived. 

* As yet we hear not of ye takeing of Charleroy, though strictly beleagured by the 
Prince of Orange's forces assisted by y« Spanish forces under Count Marion, which 
his most Xtian Ma^^ takes so ill that he has ordered his Amb*" at that Court effectually 
to mediate that affaire, which he thinks to be a breach of the Peace of Aix la Chapelle, 
and that without a speedy discountenance of it he cannot but think it so and order his 
affairs accordingly.

* Sir John Archer, 1598-1682, was called to the bar in 1620, and was raised to the bench in 
1648. In 1663 was made a Judge of Common Pleas, and sat there for nine years, but in the 
Quristmas vacation of 1672 his services were interrupted for some unknown reason by a royal 
prohibition. He however refused to surrender his patent, and received his share of the fees till 
nis death, though forbidden to sit in the Court. 

t Sir William Ellb, 1609- 1680, was called to the bar in 1634, and was returned M.P. for 
Boston in 1640. In 1654 he was appointed Solicitor-General to Cromwell (firom whom he 
received a baronetcy), and was continued in the office under his son. Losing his title and place on 
the King's arrival he fell back into the legal ranks, was called Serjeant in 1669, and was made 
one of me King's Serjeants in 1671, when he was knighted. He was appointed a judge of the 
Common Pleas at the date of the above letter, but was removed in 1676 for some political reason 
not stated, and he was replaced in less than three years. 

t Sir Edward Thurland, 1606-1682, was called to the bar in 16^4 ; in 1660 was elected M.P. 
for Rdgate ; soon afterwards was select^ by Uie Duke of York as hu solicitor, and was knighted, 
aii4 wu appomted Baron of the Exchequer in 1673, but resigned in 1679.

* John North, 1645-1683, Professor of Greek and Master of Trinity Colleee, Cambridge, 
educated at Tesus College, Cambridge, of which he was made a fellow in i66ow His brother 
Roger says that 'Greek became almost vernacular to him.' When Charles 11. went to New- 
market in 1668 North was appointed to preach before him, which obtained for him a living. 
In 1672 he was appointed Professor of Greek at Cambridge, and was made prebend of Westmin- 
ter. In 1676 he again preached before the King, when Evelyn appears to have been impressed 
by the manners and appearance of such a 'very yourg but learned and excellent person.' In 
1677 he succeeded Barron as Master of Trinity College. 

t The play of Epsom Wells was by Thomas Shadwell. It was greatly admired even by 
foreigners, the famous St. Evremond in particular ranking it in point of merit with Ben Jonson^ 
BarthoUmew Fair, 

X Sir John Finch, 1626- 1682, a physician and diplomatist, younger son of Sir Heneage 
Finch. After graduating M.A. at Chnst College, Cambridge, he went to Padua, and took the 
degree of M.D. At the Restoration he returned to Engumd, and was elected Extraordinary 
Fellow of the College of Physicians in 166 1, in which year he was knighted. In 1665 he was 
sent as envoy to Tuscany, and in 1 672 was promoted to be ambassador to Constantinople. He died 
of pleurisy in England, soon after his return, and was buried in the chapel of his college by the side 
of nis friend, Sir Thomas Baines, his friendship with whom was one of the most interesting features 
of his life. They pursued the same studies, lived in the same places, graduated in medicine at 
Padua, were admitted Fellows of the CoII^e of Physicians on the same day. When Finch 
was knighted he sought the same honour for Baines, whom he took abroad as physician to the 
embassy. They consulted together on every difficulty, and in Constantinople were known as the 
ambassador and the chevalier. Thus constant through life they were buned side by side under 
the same marble canopy, and are every year commemorated as benefactors to their college, where 
they jointly founded two fellowships and two scholarships.

That my L^ Middleton, haveing received a letter from Gaytan full of expressions 
of kindness to y' cilly, his Lo'' had relumed him an answer that upon y" amvall of a 
gentleman from him he would gratify his desire about powder and pikes, and give him 
what assistance he could expect. 

' Wednesday last being New Year's Day it passed without much moment here more 
than y" usuall cerimony of presenting New Year's gifts lo their Ma''" by y° nobility, 
Lord Mayor and severall Companyes, &c. We heard that day from Ireland thai into 
Galloway was forced by ill weather a ship as she pretends from Hamborough, but 
by good evidences will, they say, prove a Dutch ship very richly laden, which will be 
prize J but y" further particulars we yet expect. 

' From Cologne of y' zi"" past we hear y* y" Bp had represented to y" Chapter y' 
this summer's success of his armes had got him more places than his Bishopprick was 
worth before, which he haveing done out of his propper stock requires a supply of them 
to maint^n and keep bis new acquests. 

'From Holland we hear that those States were raysing money to pay y* 
promised sume to y* Emperor & y° other auxiieryes which on y' Prince's security was 
accepted a< y' ratification of y' treaty, and that on the Prince's promise of discharging 
it, Amsterdame had been at last prevailed with to furnish a certain suiiie of iL They are 
much troubled at y' stop of their Eastland fleet in the Sound, by reason of y* 
English fregatis, fearing if ihey should miscarry they should not only want provision 
for subsistance but all the necessaryes as cables, pitch and larr for their fleet next spring. 

' Severall Sellers from the Hague say thai they were in that confusion for 3 dayes 
together there, expecting every houre to have their throats cutt, that they begun to 
remove in great confusion and, as they own, if it had not thawed by great providence 
they could not have escaped an utter mine, unlesse some great accident had diverted 
y* French ; so y' not only all letters were stopt, but ships being ordered 10 transfiort 
them anywhere, & that <>r-^ encreases their trouble is y" fear of more hard weather 
& y* like misery. 

'From Paris we this day hear that the Duke of Monmouth was arrived there 
from y* army in Flanders ; that the Duke of Luxembourg had ac<tuainied his Ma** 
byexpresse of his haveing with 6000 men gone and burnt diverse places belonging to the 
Dutch, forceing y* passage at Bodegrave, routing y' 4 regim" that kept it and 
bringing away 20 peeces of ordnance, and had certainly burnt y* Hague and 
taken Leiden had they not been hindred by y" cutting some dikes and a sudden thaw. 

' From Dover we hear that into y' port was brought by one of their privateers a 
Dutch pricke supposed prize, laden with wool from Bilboa ; and into llfordcome near 
Barnstaple was forced in this week a Dutch vessel! from Malaga as supposed prize ; 
and into Falmouth we hear a Dutch privateer is forced in, besides thai near Trueroe 
which is yet there. The siormes continued yet upon the norlheme coasts very violent, 
& the floods as great as has been there many yeares knowne. In Yorkshire and other 
parts, several! persons adventuring to pass the roads had been cast away, & a great 
stop of passage at severall places theie.' 

210. Dated January loth, 1673. 

' Last weeke dyed here S' Marke Ognate, Envoy Extraord. from Spaine, who hath 
long resided here. 



* John Egerton, znd Earl of Bridgewaler, i6a]-l6S6. third but eldest surviving son of the 
let Earl, whom he succeeded in 1649. He was High Steward of Oxford in 1663, Lord 
Lieutenant of Cheshire and Lancashire in 1671. and of Herts in 1679. 

+ William George RitJiard Stanley, 9th F-arl of Derby, area i6SS-l7oa, eldest son of the 
Sth Earl, whom he succeeded December, 1673. He was made \Mxi Lieutenant of Cheshire and 
Z.ancashire in 1676, was bearer of the second iward at the coronation of James IL, and was one 
of the pull-bcArers at the fimera n Queen Mary. 
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' It's said the Marauis of Blanquefort is this spring to command a troope of 150 
English gentlemen, to be drawne out of y« 3 troopes of Guards, in France, who are 
accordingly made choice of for that imployment. 

' On Sunday about nOone his Ma^^ received y^ sad news by express how that last 
weeke some powder (as it's thought yet by lightning) took fire in y« night & blew up 
y* Governor's lodgings in y* Castle of Guemzey, my L^ Hatton and his lady being 
m bed, with y<* rest of his family ; his lady, mother, some children and servants are 
killed, but his Lordship, by great Providence, preserved alive in his bed, being cast 
upon an old wall near y« place ; but y« garrison & magazine is safe, & nothing of y* 
fortifycations impaired thereby, so that it's hoped it may be soone repaired againe. 
The farther particulars we yet expect. 

* S*" Paul Davis being dead, S' George Lane succeeds him in y« office of Secretary 
of State for Ireland, who has accordinp^ly kissed his Ma^^ hand on y^ advancement 

* My Lord Marquis of Worcester* is made L^U of Bristoll, w*** y« usuall powers. 

* The time now drawing neare for y« meeting of y« Parliament, preparations are 
makeing for it, & y« members beginning to repaire to towne ; & it's thought S' Job 
Charletont may be chosen Speaker in my L^ Chief Baron Turner's roome. 

'His Ma^y continuing his instances for satisfaction to be given by y« towne of 
Hambrough to his merchants for their damages in v<^ late warr in y« Elbe, their 
envoys here have had severall conferences with his MsS'^ Ministers about it, and in a 
day or two, it's said, the business may come to a conclusion, his Ma^ declareing if 
satisfaction be not given to y™, he must be forced to take other resolutions than 
hitherto he has in that businesse. 

*The " Hatton" ketch is come to Portsmouth with y« bodyes of my Lady Hatton 
& her mother, to be interred in England, by which vessell we have these further 
particulars of y** sad accident : That on Sunday 7-night past, about one at night, a 
violent thunder-clap broke (as they guess) into y* vault where the powder lay. about 
200 barrells, over w*^'* was y® tower where y* Governor's lodgings were, whicl^ were 
all blowne up as well old as new, & some ammunition there. My Lord's childr^ they 
mention not, & but 8 persons more (besides y* 2 ladies) were killed, one whereof was 
an ensig^e in y* Castle ; and on Wednesday his Ma^ in Councell was pleased to 
consider of that accident, & will suddainly take care to have it repaired againe. 

'Captain Richard Beech is made one of y* Comm" of y« Navy, with )® usuall 
allowances, in y« roome of M' W™ Middleton, deceased. 

* S*" Edward Spragg is by his Ma^^ made choice of to be his Envoy Extraord. to y« 
most Xtian King, who intends to part suddainly for Paris accordingly. 

* From Portesmouth we this day hear y^ y« day before the " Plymouth " fregatt. Cap' 
Le Neve command**, brought to Spitthead a Dutch prize laden with plankes, anchors, 
cordage & beames for shipping, which she tooke off y^ Land's End ; he also sunk 
another rich ship which was in her company, who fought 2 hours ag' him &, as the 
Master of y* " Flyboate" taken reports, she was worth 26o,ooo sterling. 

' From Newcastle we hear that place was in a good condition againe, & though 
all y« wreckt ships were not weighed up, yet y^ passage cleare and y* harbour safe ; 
& from thence & other ports we are assured of y® quiet posture of trade on our coast 
& not any privateers appearing of late. 

* Henry, 3rd Marquis of Worcester, afterwards ist Duke of Beaufort, 1629- 1699, son of the 
and Marquis, whom he succeeded in i6iS7. He refused to subscribe the oaths of allegiance to 
William III , and lived in retirement after the accession of that monarch. He was created a 
duke in 1682. 

t Sir Job Cbarleton, 161 4-1 697, educated at Oxford, and called to the bar by Lincoln*s Inn. 
He does not appear to have practised during the interregnum, but was elected M.P. for Ludlow 
to the parliaments of 1659, 1660, and 1661. He was in the first batch of Serjeants after the 
Restoration, and in 1662 had a grant of 3700/. for his father's services to Charles I. He was 
made Chief Justice of Chester, and was knighted ; in 1668 became King's Serjeant, and in 
February, 1673, was unanimously elected Speaker of the House of Commons, but resigned a 
fortni£;ht afterwards, and retired to his Chief Justiceship of Chester.

211. Dated January 17th, 1673. 

' On Wednesday the Countess of Sunderland* went hence for France in one of y° 
yachts that attended her at Greenwich lo reside with her lord al Paris. 

'From Copenhagen, of y° y^ past, we hear that Mons' Guldenlieu was gone to 
Aldenbui^h to be married 10 that D.'s eldest daughter, with whom he is to have 
a 100 thousand rixdoHers ; that our fleet sayled out of y' Soundt y* is'"" instant & 
joyned with y" rest at Gottenburgh, with y" men of warr & their prize, a sugar-ship ; 
& that the Dutch flecte were then lying there, fearing to go out, & as much the frost, 
which if il should take them they would run a great hazard for want of provisions. 

' His Ma**, finding that dureing y° warr divers Dutch, under pretence of publiquc 
errands or negotiations, have come into and remained within this Icingdome to his 
great prejudice & contrary to his declaration, has thought fitt & this day ordered 
warrants to be sent to ali y' pons towards Holland & Flanders that no persons be 
permitted to come ashoare on any such pretence, but their persons secured untill 
notice be given to the Secretary of State &: his Ma'*'' order given in it, except all 
Dutch merchants, or those thai come with their estates to inhabite heie according 10 
the Declaration of y* iz"" of June past, V^ his Ma'^ commands shall bee strictly 
obeyed, &c 

'The eongd iPitire being returned for y" election of D' Mew to y" Bishopricke of 
Bath and Wells, y° Royall Assent is given to it, in order to his consecration against 
y* sitting of y* Parliament. 

' CWIonell Pyper is by y* Earle of Bath made his Deputy Gov' of Plymouth in y" 
roomeW S' John Skeltont deceased, & his Ma'' has made him also one of the Sub- 
Corn" for Priies there, as the said S' John was. 

'His Royall H"" is made Lord High Admirall of Scotland upon y* death of y* 
D. of Richmond without heires males. 

'Here is now arrived the Marquis deSchombome,t nephew to y'Elec'of Mayence, 
in y* quality of Envoy from that Ele', to offer his mediation in y' difference between us 
& y" Dutch, & this night is to have his audience of his Ma" on that subject. 

' My Lord of Winchelsea is made Lord L^ of Kent solely, since y° decease of my 
Lord Duke of Richmond. 

' The inland advices of this day say y^ into Newcastle has been this weeke sent in 
by y' "Speedwell," under the command of Captain Charles Whittingion, a Dutch 
priie taken off of the Dogger the 12"' instant, & that on all coasts there is now no 
Dutch privateers seen. 

' The beginning of -f next monlh my Lord Duras intends to be goeing with his 
iroope drawne out of y' Horse Guards for France, & in a day or two S' Edward 
Spragg as his Ma'"'" Envoy to y" French Court. 

' His Ma'^ has been pleased to niake his Grace y" D, of Monmouth Lord High 
Chamberlain of Scotland upon y° decease of y° Duke of Richmond. 

' Sir, — I am sensible of the trouble I gave you about y^ broker, iv^"" w" I can I will 
both acknowledge & requite; yet I cannot (having promised) but request another 

* Anne Digby, Countess of Sunderland, 1646-1715, second daughter of Gporae, ind Earl of 
Bristol, and wife of Robert Spencer, 3rd Esrl of Sunderland, whom she married in 1665, and 
who, at the dale of the Idler, was ambassador at Paris.

212. Dated January 24th, 1673. 

* From France of y« 1 5*** we heare that the Satturday before Mons' made a great 
ball for his Grace the D. of Monmouth, after w^** his most Xtian Ma^ was pleased to 
present him by his own hand with a sword most richly set in diamonds, to y^ value of 
;£5ooo sterling, with this complm*^ — that he would not have him receive it from any 
other hand but his owne. His Grace is suddainly to retume home, having setled his 
affaires there. 

* On Sunday went hence S' Edward Sprag for France, as his Ma^^'" Envoy to y* 
most Xtian King, and was to be wafted over in the " Ann " yacht w^^* the Countess of 
Sunderland, wc** waited for them at Dover. 

*The Earle of Mulgrave is now swome one of y® Gentlemen of his Ma^*" Bed- 
chamber, in the place of y* Duke of Richmond deceased, with y° usuall allowance for 
his life. 

* From Paris wee hear that his Grace the Duke of Monmouth had sent away his 
servants from thence in order to his following them as yesterday for England ; and they 
say his most Xtian Ma^^ has made him Comander of all y*^ forces of y« English service. 

* On Wednesday morning among 5 other fellons was executed that famous person 
called the Germaine Princess, haveing returned into this kingdome after banishment 
& began her old course of liveing againe. 

*Yester morning my Lord Chancelor rode in great state to Westminster Hall, 
being y* first day of y* terme, preceded by y* beadles, constables, attomeyes, 
hamsters, &c., and followed by y« Mas®^ of y* Rolles, Judges, Barrons of y« Chequer, 
Attorney & Solicitor Gen", Ma" in Chancery & a gallant traine of coaches & followers 
of all sorts, according to y® ancient custome which has been neglected for these many 
yeares. 

' From France we heare that at Utricht the French are makeing a great many boates 
in the forme of shallops, armed with fire musquets & to be rowed with oares, with 
w^ they intend to make an attempt upon some place in Holland. 

* Yesterday S' Edward Thurland was made a Sergeant -at- Law, with the usuall 
ceremonyes, in order to his takeing his place on the Bench as Judge in a day or two. 

* His Ma*y has resolved to rayse 8 regiments of foot for the next campagne, who 
will be comanded, it's said, by the L** D. of Albemarle, the Marquis of Worcester, 
E. of Mulgrave, £. of Peterborough, £. of Carlisle, Earle of Ogle, Lord Bellasis and 
Lord Allington.* 

' An Ostender that came on Satturday last into Deale reports that the French had 
cut a dike in Holland & had drowned 50 villages, & that 2000 people perished by the 
inundation. 

* This day wee had newes of y* safe arrivall of our Gottenburgh fleete, about 30 
sayle ; and from Falmouth wee here y^ to y^ towne is come a Dutch scipper who sayes 
he belonged to a ship of North Holland taken about 3 weekes ago on y^ coast of 
Ireland by y* " Norwich " fregat, who carryed her into Galloway. Her cargo was 
160 bales of silke, 67 tuiis of Greeke wine & other goods, and ;^3ooo sterling in 
^old and plate. She had been long trading in y' Straights, and came with two more 
m her company who escaped. He says further y* " Nightingale " had carryed into 
Ireland a privateer of 36 guns. 

* It bemg terme time y« Councell now meets in y« aftemoone ; great preparacons 
are makeing for y*' Parliament's meeting Tuesday 7-night.' 

213. Dated January 31st, 1673. 

* From Holland (y* winds not haveing been very favorable since our last) we have

had no particular advice more then came by a ship from Osteod ; we hear that y* 
frost had sett in so violent upon ihem and (heir own distractions so great that there 
was nothing but meetings, and y" French coming on them, as they feared they had 
before this, they could not but expect some great alterations in that Government. 
Some lime Ihey talk of truckling under Spaine, some time yielding to England and 
France, but y° Commonalty would indeed do anylhing lo be at quiet 

' From Rome we are told of y" suddain death of Cardinall Gualtieri, so that there 
are 4 capps vacant in that Colledgc. 

' From Paris of February y° i"^ we hear that his most Christian Ma'^, seeing by y" 
answer made by y* Stales to the Sweedes Amb" that they have no minde 10 a cessa- 
tion, has given orders for y" prepairing 300 new commissions to raise as many com- 
panies of foot & too of horse. 

' The Paris letters say that, upon the receipt of y' letters from Spaine about dis- 
owning the action on Chorleroy, y' King had sent to acquaint the Spanish Ambassador 
therewith, who is at present ill, with his assurance of keeping on his part, as y' Queen 
Rccenl promiseth on hers, y* peace between them. 

'On Wednesday morning about 4 happened a very sadd and dreadfull lire in 
Seathing Lane, neare Tower Street, beginning [as reported) att my Lord Brounker's 
bouse, which is burnt downe, as also S' Thomas .Allen's, S' Richard Ford's, the Fay 
Office of y* Navy & divers others, but was at last most happily putt out by blowing 
up severall houses round about it. It's feared y" number of y™ burnt and spoyled are 
above 30. 

' From y° ports of this kingdome we hear the coasts begin not to be very much 
prejudiced by privateers who, though they swanne about, yet we hear of very few 
prizes taken by them. 

' From Portsmouth we hear that on Monday and Tuesday nights was seen by 
them there a great slarr rising in y' S. West and setting W., showmg sometimes in 
the body as bigg as a man's head. 

' On Sunday 7-night it's said to l)e y* consecration of y° Bi' of Chester by Com- 
mission from my Lord Arch-Di' of Yorke. 

'S' Edward Thurland being made a Baron of y° Exchequer, Baron Windham is 
gone from thence lo y Common Pleas & S' William Wild* from that Court up to y* 
King's Bench. 

' The regiment said to be intended for y° Lord Allington is now disposed of to my 
Lord Vaughan, eldest son to y° Earl of Carbery, whose commission is accordingly 
prepairing. 

'There lately came from Holland to Harwich two persons without any passports 
or leaves and were, according lo y° order of his Ma'' in that behaife, taken into 
custody there and brought up on Satiurday !a5t to towne, where they have been since 
examined as lo their business here, being supposed spies, and were accordingly 
' committed to prison till further order ; their names are Myn Heer Zas and Mons' 
Arloine, 

' To Plymouth is this week brought in a ship of conquest, with wines, taken by a 
Dutch caper & retaken by the King's Deputy Searcher, ihey haveing on board 5 
Dutchmen & a boy, with one Frenchman ; & to Harwich is come in y' pacquett 
boale which was thought to be lost; shee came from y* Brill on Wednesday morning, 
where they were froze up hard & all things in great confusion ; therefore the regiments 
of foot marching out there in great haste, & y' whole country in great apprehension 
of their danger.' 

214. Dated February 7th, 1673. 

' On Wednesday aflemoone the two Houses of Parliament metl, where his Ma" 
was pleased lo be present & made a gratious speech, seconded by my Lord Chancellor, 
after which the Lords adjourned till Friday next ; but y* Commons relumed to their 
House to lake into consideration his Ma''** speech, & what he was pleased particularly 

• Sir William WLlii, 161 1-1679, was called to the bar in 1637 : was elected Recorder of 
London in 1659, appointed a judge a! Comman Pleas in tG68, and was moved to the King*! 
Bench in 1673. From this position he wa« removed in 1679, Buroet says, for his plain speaking 
in IxlUitg Bedlow, one of the witnesses of the Popish Plot, that 'he was ■ peijnred man, ana 
ought lo come no more into court, but go home and repent.' 
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to add, to this effect : that he had in y* vacancy of a Speaker, according to some pre- 
cedents he had seen, ordered my Lord Chancellor to issue out writts for new elections, 
which, if it should meete with any scruple, he desired it might be first debated, which 
accordingly was done, & afler some houres' debate was referred for conclusion till y* 
next day, y® first business, & that in the meane[time] y* new elected members be desired 
to forbeare sitting, then was his Ma^^ and the Chancellor's speeches read, upon which 
the house ordered that y« members of y* house that were also of his Ma*^^ Privy 
Councell should retume his Ma^y y® humble and hearty thankes of y^ house for his 
p^ratious speech, & to acquaint him that they had appointed Fryday next to consider of 
It, & so that day was finished. 

' Zas and Artoine att present close prisoners in y* Tower for seditious designes & 
conspiracies against the peace of this kmgdome are suddainly to be tryed, in order to 
which a commission is issueing that it may be done according to the law of nations, 
being agents imployed hither by y« Dutch, the present enemies of these realmes, & 
comeing hither contrary to his Ma'y'* proclamation, & without his leave or knowledge. 

* Yester morning y* house of Commons mett againe where y« debate about y* new 
elected members was resumed, & after some houres consideration it came to this 
result, that new writts should be desired by y® Speaker to be issued by my Lord 
Chancellor for elections againe, & that to-morrow his Ma****" speech was to be taken 
into consideration, no other business to intervene. 

* On Fryday last my Lord Duras drew forth his troope in y* view of his Ma% who 
appeared a gallant body of men, & on Monday they parted hence in order to their 
journey for France, their lieutenants, cometts, & other officers being gone with them, 
& his LoP will follow them very suddainly, haveing first taken possession of his place in 
Parliament, as Baron Duras of Holdenby, &c. 

* From Dover we heare that on Sunday morning S' Edward Spragg with my Lady 
Sunderland sayled thence for France, S' Edward being y* day before by an unanimous 
election chose Member of Parliament for that towne, which was the cause of his stay 
there sometime. 

* This morning Monsieur Scomborne, the Elector of Mentz's Envoye, tooke his 
leave of their Ma****, Royall Highnesse & this Court, & to-morrow parts hence haveing 
been nobly presented by his Ma^*. __ 

' This morning the Parliam* mett where the Comons house after haveing appointed 
their Grand Committee for priviledges & elections, &c., read and debated upon his 
Ma^^' and my Lord Chancellor's speeches, whereupon a motion being made for the 
King's supply the house in a Committee of the whole house considered the same, & 
upon report of which resolved nemine contradicente— That a supply be given to his 
Ma*' of 18 months' assessments, according to the proportion of the last royall ayde, not 
exceeding ;£7o,ooo a month, & then adjourned till to-morrow. 

* The Earie of Ossory is to have, they say, my Lord Power's regm* at present here, 
in exchange of which that Lord is to have other commands in Ireland equivalent to it.' 

216. Dated February 21st, 1673. 

* Our Monday's letters from Dover say that though my Lord Duras' troop went 
from thence in very faire weather, & not y* least signe of a storme, yett before they 
gott half-sea over, they met with such ill weather that they were driven back into y* 
Downes, & since into y* port, not without some loss and danger to their horses, 30 of 
which were spoyled by y* rowling of y* ships, & his Lordship is since come to towne. 

* His Ma*y on Saturday last haveing been made acauainted with y* Commons* 
petition to have access to his Ma*' to make their intendea humble address gave order 
for letting them know he would receive them on Wednesday. They have read a Bill 
in y« house for y* better observation of y« 30*** of January, the day of King Charles* 
martyrdome, and committed it. 

* From Paris of y« 22*^ we heare that S' Edward Spragg was arrived there, & had 
audience of that King, who exprest great satisfaction in his coming and his errand, 
telling him he would att spring send to joyne with his Ma*' a farr greater and stronger 
squadron of ships than the last yeare. 

* On Wednesday the house mett, and went into a Grand Committee to consider of 
y« heads for y« Bill of case to his Ma*''" Protestant subjects dissenters, & after some 
houres' debate came to these resolutions : That ease shall be given to his Ma*''* 
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Protestant subjects, who shall subscribe the articles of y° doctrine of y' Church of 
England, & shall take y° oaths of allegiance and supremacy. That y' said Protestant 
subjects be eased from all paines and penaltyes for not coming to church, Sic. 

' About 4 afiemoone went the house w"" the Speaker to the Banquetiing House to 
attend his Ma" with their address, where his Ma"' was pleased to mecte y", & the 
Speaker acquainted his Ma')' that the house returned him their most humble thanks 
for all his gratious favours to y", & so came to y° matter of it, which was in pursuance 
of their vote, that penall statutes could not be suspended with but by act of Parlia- 
ment, and therefore humbly desired his Ma'^ to be pleased to lett y° laws have Iheir 
full course, till it should be otherwise provided for by an act of Parliament, to which 
his Maj'' was pleased to rctumethem answer thai it being a matter of importance he 
would consider of it, after which they relumed to thejr house, & the Speaker reporting 
his Ma'''' answer, they adjourned for thai day. 

'Yestcr morning the house melt & gave leave to bring in a Bill touching the 
blowing up of houses to prevent Rre. as also to continue a former act concerning 
coynage (which was read), and another for y° repayre of churches, & then went into a 
Committee againe to consider of moic heads for y' Bill of Ease, in which they made 
some progress and referred ihe finishing it till to-morrow. 

' Yesterday came hither from France my Lord Duke of Monmouth, extreamely 
satisfied with his reception & entertainment there, where the K. & whole Court did 
all they could to express his tvellcome. 

' From Ponesmouth we heare thai y' " Pearie " frigatt in her retume from Guernsey 
met w"' the " Hanah," of Middleburgh, a privateer of z8 guns, with which he fought 
2 houres, but y' high winds prevented his doing any good on her, so was faine to 
content himself with y* rescue of y' " Ruby," of Dartmouth of 20 guns, laden with 
fruile and wine from y° Straights, taken by 6 Dutch capers the 1 1"' Instant, some 20 
leagues westward of Scilly, with some 10 others, but of lesser burthen, from Malaga, 
but they being to make Ihcir passage with their prizes through our Channell, 'lis 
imagined few of ihem will escape our frigats. 

'This morning ihe house met & ordered a Bill to be brought in to prevent the 
exportation of come, & read & committed a Bill for bindeing out poor children 
apprentices, & a clause tendered to export come when at an underrate, read & ordered 
to be added to y" Bill for his Ma'''' supplyes, on which they immediately after satt in 
Grand Committee, & after some progress referred it till Tuesday next.' 

216, Dated February 28th, 1673. 

'From Paris of y* 4 of March we hear that S' Edward Sprag had took his leave of 
that K. and Court, and had been presented with a ring worth 7000 crowns. 

' On Monday the house met, when M' Sec'' Co\'entry presented his Ma""' gratious 
answer to y° house's late petition & address, which was read by the Speaker, to this 
effect, that his Ma" haveing considered seriously the same was very much troubled 
his declaration he put forth for so necessary ends should prove any cause of dist^uiet 
in the house, & give occasion to the questioning his right in matters ecclesiasticall 
which he finds not done to any of his ancestors, he being sure he never thought of 
useing it otherwise than for the peace and esta.blishment of the Church of England, & 
the case of al) his subjects, nor pretends he 10 the right of suspending any laws, 
wherein y" rights or propertyes of any of his subjects are concerned, nor to alter the 
ecclesiasticall doctrine of y' Church of England no* established ; but his designe was 
only to take off y' penalty Inflicted on dissenters which he believes when considered 
by them, themselves would not press should be executed according to the rigour of 
the law, nor did he it with any thought of precluding or avoydeing the advice of his 
Parliament, but if any Bill should be offered him appearing more propper to attalne 
the said ends he would shew how witling he would concur in all wayes that shall 
appeare good for y' kingdome ; upon which the house resolved unanimously that the 
thanks of y" house should be returned his Ma'' for his gratious assurances and pro- 
mises in his answer. 

' On Wednesday the house met and appointed a Committee to look into former 
acts concerning highwayes & to bring In a Bill for repairing & maintaining the same, 
& read y" Bill for takeing away the duty of aliens on home coinodiiyes exported, & then 
a report being made by the Committee of the answer to be made by the house to his 
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Ma^y last message it was agreed to & y^ same ordered to be presented to his Ma^ & 
his Ma^y** Privy Councell of y* house to attend his Ma''^ to know his pleasure, when he 
would be attended therewith. 

' Yesterday the house met againe, & after reading 3 private Bills went into a Grand 
Committee about the head for the Bill and made further progress therein, and then 
receiving a message by S' Robert Carr,* that his Ma*^^*^ pleasure was they should attend 
him at 3 in the afternoon in the Banquetting House they accordingly went, & by their 
Speaker delivered their answer and address, w** was received by his Ma^^r^ who told them 
that it being a business of great conceme he would take it into consideration & retume 
them his answer. 

*The Grand Committee yesterday took into debate y* remaining heads for y« Bill 
of Ease to Dissenters, & resolved further that they should be eased from all paynes & 
penaltyes for y® performance of any religious exercise. 

* That y^ doores and passages of all places and houses where they meete shall be 
open and free alwayes during y« time of such exercise. That every teacher shall first 
give notice of y* place of such meetings to y* respective Quarter Sessions, where, in 
open Court he shall also first make such subscriptions, and take such oathes as afore- 
said, and receive from them certificates thereof, where all such proceedings shall 
remain upon record, that y* Bill shall continue but for one yeare from thence to y* end 
of y^ next sessions of Parliament, that if any Dissenters refuse to take y* oaths of a 
Church Warden, then to finde another fitt person, no Dissenter, & pay him for his 
paines, that any teacher may exercise till y^ next Quarter Sessions & no longer, in case 
he shall first take such oaths and make such subscriptions before any two neighbour- 
ing Justices of the Peace, and shall first give y™ notice of his place of his intended 
meeting and take certificate thereof under y^ said Justice's hands ; a duplicate thereof 
they are to retume into y* next Quarter Sessions. That y* clause in y* late Act for 
Uniformity for declaring the assent and consent to be taken away by this Bill & then 
reported them to y« House who agreed to y™ & ordered a Committee to brine in the 
Bill accordingly, and ordered a Bill to be brought in for injoyning all incumbents to 
cathechise every Sunday in y* aftemoone & for making provision for y* better 
education of youth. This day they met and ordered an address to be prepaired to be 
presented to his Ma*^ for suppressing the growth of popery upon y* subject matter of 
y" address that past y* house y* 26^ of October in y« 18 of his Ma^^** reigne, and a Bill 
to be brought in for incapasitating all persons who shall refuse to take y« oaths of 
allegience and supremacy & y« sacraments according to y^ Church of England of all 
publique imployment, military and civill.' 

217. Dated March 7th, 1673. 

* On Monday the House met & ordered an address to be presented to his Ma*^ for 
y« suppressing of popery, which they agreed to, drawn & ordered, the Lords' concur- 
rence to be desired therein. 

* The address to be presented to his Ma*^^ for suppressing the increase of popery 
contained these heads ; that the Commons being sensible of y* great resort of 
recusants into this kingdome who endeavour to seduce the people & thereby dis- 
courage loyall subjects, see them in imployments, military & civill, humbly desire that 
by proclamation his Ma*^^ would comand y™ to depart this kingdome in 30 days, & if 
any taken here after that time that then the laws be put in execution against them. 
That the Lord Chancellor at or before the 25^** March instant issue commissions to 
y* judges, advocates, and other officers of y* Musters, to tender the oathe of allegience 
& supremacy to all officers & sold" now in service, & the refusers to be immediately 
put out of pay & pension ; and also y*^ y* Comissary of the Musters be injoyned not 
to permit any officer or soldier to be entred into pay without doeing the same & 
receiving the sacrament according to the Church of England. 

* Our navall preparations goe on extraordinarily, many of the great ships being 
already fallen downe and filled with volunteers of y« ablest seamen. 

* On Wednesday, Adriani Viviani, the Russian Envoy, came to towne from Har- 
wich, & will suddainly have his audience of his Ma^^. 

* Sir Robert Carr, of Sleaford, M.P. for Lincoln county, succeeded his father in the 
baronetcy in 1667. Died 1682. 
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lonsideraiion his Ma''^ t^P'V to J* address of 
y Comons house, & after some hourcs it's said voted that the King's answer to y" 
house of Comons in tefemng ihe point now controverted to 3 parliamentary way by 
a Bill is good and gratious, that being a proper & nalnrall way for satisfaccon 

' Yesterday morning the house met & the Bill for Dissenters being reported was 
read the ist lime & to be read a^aine to-morrow, then read they the Bill to prevent 
the growth of popery by disarm mg and confining them to their country houses S: 
putting the laws m force ag' them made by Queen Elii. was^read the 3'' time & 
comitied, & then the Lords desiring a conference with the Comons in the Painted 
Chamber, where the Lords returned their address against popery with some amend- 
ments 1 not imposing oalhs on sea officers at this time & putting all Calholiques out 
of pension, w^i being read in the Coinons house, th* debate thereof ariselng, y question 
being put to agree with y" Lords ihc house divided & carried it in y° negative 
as to these particulars, & so ordered a Comittee to sit to draw up reasons for 
another conference to be had with the Lords as to those disagreements. 

' This morning went hence y Earle of Peterborough St S' Peter Wich* on the 
Embassy to Vienna. They goe by the way of Strasburgh. 

'Yester raoining landed at Deale, S' E'* Sprag, his Ma'''' late Envoy to Paris, 
& it's said (here is come an Envoy Extraordinary from that Court to his Ma'''. 

'This morning the house met, & rejd & coinitted y* Bill fory'repare of highwayes 
within the bills of morlallity, and also the Bill for Ease lo his Ma'>"* prolestant 
subjects Dissenters in matters of reli)iion, & ordered the Bill to be engrossed for taking 
off the duty of aliens on home coiiicidityes exported and then the reasons for not agree- 
ing with y Lords amendments in the address against Popery, to exclude Roman 
Catholiques from pensions & not administering y" oaths to sea officers being read they 
were agreed to & a conference desired pr'sently with the Lords thereupon, who 
accordingly meeting in the Painted Chamber, they there exhibited the reason, which 
the Lords having considered, agreed to, so that his Ma'' appointing them to attend 
Ibis day with both houses with the said address, they wailed on him at 4 afternoon 
'1 y* Banquetting House, my Lord Chancellor reading the same to his Ma'', who 
I was pleased to tell them he would grant them what they now desired.' 

218. Dated Match 14th, 1673. 

'On Saturday the Parliament sal, whither his Ma'' went immediately in his robes, 
and calling both Houses to attend him was pleased to make a most gratious speech 
to them to this elTeci, that upon their late address to satisfy the ouiet minds of his 
people he had readily agreed & would take care to see it performea. but on the other 
side hoped that seeing it was almost 5 weeks since he demanded of them a supply 
which they readily voted, giving great life to his people at home, and disheartening 
his enemies abroad, but by a seeming delay had given new life to their dispaires, 
making them pretend to sett out a farr greater Deet then last yeare, so that without a 
quick dispatch of it, it would prove altogether fruitless & y' safety and honour of 
England exposed, ^ if any scruple yet remained about the suspending of penall 
statutes he promises it shall not be drawne into consequence or example, and assured 
them he would sigpe any Bill they offer for giving satisfaction to their Just grievances, 
which being read in the house they voted that both houses should attend his Ma'' 
with their most humble and hearty thankes for his most gratious full and satisfactory 
answer that day, and desired the Lords to joyne with them therein & being appointed 
at 4 that afternoone in y" Banquetting House they accordingly met and did the same S 
went presendy to his Ma'>'' cellar lo celebrate this happy union, which has brought so 
much joy and gladnesse 10 the people & is of so great consei}uence.

* Sir Peter Wyche was employed in several embassies, being sent as envoy to Moscow in 
1669, and afterwards bj reiidenl at Hanihirig. He was n Fellow of ihe Royal Society, and at 
Ihe request of Ihe members of it iransbited a Shtrt Relation ef Ihe Kit/tr Nile from a Portuguese 
manuscript. He kIso translated the i.i/> ^/>i)nyiian <(> Ciii/ri>, Viceroy ef Iiviia. Died i6g6. 
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at Paris, for leave to retume home about his private affairs, to issue out his letters of 
revocation of him from that Ambassy, having appointed S' William Lockhart to be his 
Envoy Extraord^ in that Court this campagne. 

' On Wednesday the House met and read y^ Bill for a generall naturalisation, & 
committed y^ Bill to enable his Ma^ to lease out his Duchy Lands in Cornwall, & read 
another for y* repaire of Churches, and to enable Vicars to recover their small tithes, 
& then went on y« Bill against y* growth of Popery, which after a third reading they 
passed with this title — A Bill for Preventing dangers which may happen by Popish 
Recusants — and ordered it to be sent up to y« Lords. 

* Yesterday the House met and committed y« Bill for y« better observation of y« 
Lord's Day, and read y* Bill for regulating the Greenland Trade and Plantations, & 
then went on y^ Bill of Ease to Dissenters with severall amendments tendered for 
repealeing and taking away y« clause in former acts for abjuring the Covenant ; it was 
^ read but layd aside, then they offered a proviso that y* renunciation of y« Covenant 
be offered to none but such as have taken it, & they to subscribe to themselves & not 
others, w^ was read & referred to y® Committee to prepaire it with words & amend- 
ments, upon y« debate of y* House the next sitting. 

* From Plimouth we heare that this weeke was brought in there by y* " Resolution " 
a caper of 30 guns and no men, taken westward off of Scilly. We hear y* 
"Royall Charles" is also launched this weeke, a most excellent ship, & a brave 
sayler. And from Dover that yesterday went from thence the yacht with y« Earle 
of Peterborough and his traine on his Ambassy for Vienna, with a faire wind. 

* This day y^ House sat & ordered a Bill to be brought in for repealing a clause 
in the act to prevent fraudes in buying and selling of cattell, and read y« Bill to prevent 
moore burnings in severall northern countyes for severall months, then were the 
amendments in y« Bill for y« King's supply reported, & most of y™ agreed to, y« rest to 
be proceeded on to-morrow morning.' 

219. Dated September 22nd, 1673. 

' On Saturday were apprehend 3 persons upon one of them offering fabe guinys to 
change, & it's said some of them were taken with their instruments of coining in 
their lodging, upon which they were comitted to the Gatehouse. 

* This morning my Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen attended his Ma*^^ in their 
formallityes, about requesting a convoy for their collyers & in their thankes to him for 
his greatest expression of his care for their well-fare, took that occasion to give his 
Ma^ firesh assurances of their p'fect loyalty & obedience, and their ready complyance 
with all his royall comands, &c. 

* To-morrow is to be interred y* body of S' Edward Sprag with y* usuall 
solemnityes. 

' Last night came a courier from Modena with the news (as they say) of my Lord 
Peterborough's haveing concluded the treaty of marryage with that Princessfor his Royall 
H", so that in two months she may be expected here, where she will be received with all 
the joy and satisfaccon imaginable. 

* This morning 1"* from Deale say y* all our ships in the Downes continued safely 
to ride out of the bad weather, not one being yet prejudiced by it, but that a French 
fireship & 3 forreigne merchant vessells run on ground all yesterday againe there, but 
were in hopes to be easily gott off.' 

220. Dated March 29th, 1674. 

' From Barnstaple we hear that Tuesday last was cast away near Ilfracombe the 
" Armes of Bristoll" bound from that place to the Barbadoes, w^ 16 persons all drowned, 
that the 25 put into Falmouth. The " Recovery" of Foy who ab^ a month since being 
bound from Plymouth to Topsham was driven by storme upon the coast of France, 
and near y« Green Island met by an Ostend cap*" of 3 or 4 guns, who took from them 
2 hogsheads of sugar 5 half hh. of spirits, broke open y® seamen's chests wherein were 
severall runletts of Canary and cloathes, w*^ they carried away, and besides beat the 
masters and seamen so y^ one of them 3 dayes after dyed. And also from Lyme wee 
hear the same day arrived there the " Samuel " of that place, from the Texell, and 
was mett on his way by 3 Ostend capers of 10 guns apiece, who tooke sev^ goods out of 
y* hold, and very much plundered y* master and seamen although they had a sea briefe,'

' His Ma'' has sent his coiiiands to my L'' L' and Councell of Ireland lo take some 
speedy order to banish all y" Popish titular clergy out of y' kingdome, and to 
examine the late misinterpretacon of his order about regulating corporacons, y' all 
imaginable satisfaccon may be given to his people there.

'By an express yesterday from Newmarkelt wee hear on Wednesday afternoon 
3 matches were run there: y' first between M' M aye's and M' Elliott's horse, M' 
Felton rid M' Maye's, & won y' race ; y* 2" was for y* King's Plate, wh"^ was rid by 
y" Earle of SutTolke,} and M' Criffen, who lost it lo my L^; and y' oiher was between 
Blue-cap, y* King's, and Cripple, my L'' of Suffolke's, W' M' Felton rode, & won y* 
match w"" great advantage, so y' y" sports being over there to-morrow y' K. setts out

222. Dated April 17th, 1674. 

' On Wednesday two of y highwaymen were executed, i.e. Jackson hanged & 
gibbet ted at Hampsted according to their sentence, his Ma'''* grace sparing one of

t Basil Feilding, 2nd Kail of Denbigh, 160S-1675, Mat son of the IM Eail, who wa.^ kiUeil 
in a skiimish in 1643. The znd Earl was amba^doi to Venice from 1634 10 1639. In 
oppodtioD 10 his father he joined the Parliament faction, and wu by them made Lord- Lieutenant 
of Denbigh, and subsequently of Warwick ; he also was in the tattle of EdgehiU, and was a 
major-general in the Padiamenl army ; eventually, however, be concurred in the Restoration.

223. Dated April 20th, 1674. 

* Our Guards that last year went into the French service being upon their retume 
come as farr as Diep, the King has ordered vessells to be sent for their transportation^ 
so that they are expected here this week. 

* His MsL^y goes to Windsor the 19*^*^ of the next month, and will have the install- 
ation the 29^, for w<^** preparations are makeing. 

* His Ma^y in lieu of severall resignations of the Duke of Buckingham has granted 
him a pension of 2500/. p. ann. out of the Northern Excise for 21 years and 1500/. p. 
ann. during his life out of the same fond. 

* From Edenburgh of y* 14**^ inst we heare that the day before y* D. of Lauderdail 
has sett out for London accompanyed with a great train of y® chief nobillity and gentry, 
y« Provost of the citty and above 500 citizens as farr as Barwick, haveing before his 
leaving that kingdome conferred y« honour of knighthood on severall deserving 
persons for their good service to their King and countrey.

224. Dated April 27th, 1674. 

* On Fryday at Councell his Ma*^ was pleased to hear the matter in difference 
between y® Royall Company & y* Cornish men about a letter w*"*^ they gott for free 
tradeing to any part, which after a long debate of their councell on both sides, the K. 
was pleased to order that letter to be nulled, and the buisnesse left as it was to be 
determined if they pleased at law.

* Thomas Henshaw, 1618-1700, a scientific writer by profession, who first entered the 
Middle Temple, then fought under Charles I., and afterwards entered the French army. After 
the Restoration he was appointed the King's under-secretary of the French tongue, and was 
chosen one of the Fellows of the Royal Society at its first constitution in 1663. In 1672 he attended 
the Duke of Richmond as secretary when he went as ambassador to Denmark, and when he 
died Henshaw was commanded to remain in Denmark as envoy extraordinary, and held the 
office for two years and a half.

' On Tuesday his Ma}' and Roy" H" returned from Chatham and Sheemess. 

' This evening about 6 his Grace y' D. of Lauderdale arrived here having been 
met & attended by above 100 horse and a great train of y° nobility & persons of 
quality, and was very gratiously received by hii Ma'i & Roy" H" at CourL 

' Yesterday went S' Walter Vane for Holland in one of the King's yachts, who is 
one of them they say that is ordered to attend on our Amb" now coming home from 
Holland who are therefore still dayly expected. 

' Yesterday at y' Old Bayley was heard y' business of killing y' Taylor in Feb. last 
in Canon Street, whrrein Cap' Savage was concerned, who not being present y° 
gentlemen that were with him and then arraigned, were all acquitted, and y' business 
left for further try.tll till his appearance. The persons that stole y° Duke of Bucks' 
plate were also found guilty & cast, and to-morrow the sessions ivill have an end, 
and they all receive their sentence. 

'This day, Zas, Ainen, and Walkendonk, y" 3 Dutch prisoners lately discharged 
returnc to Holland, our thre haveing been released some time since.' 

226, Dated September 14th, 1674. 

' On Saturday morning last the Earle of Arlington, Lord Chamberlaine, went hence 
for the Bath, where he intends to remaine a forinLght at least. 

' From Falmouth we are told y' into y' port was come 2 Dutch men-of-warr, who 
were convoy to some victuallers for their fleet, of whom they had been in quest above 
8 dayes, & had been beyond Belle Isle, but could get noe advice of them, or mett with 
any vessel! y^ has lately seen them. The fleet that past by Falmouth, and was 
thought to be De Kuyter's squadron, being only a fleet of merchantmen whom these 
ships spoke with, upon the hopes to hear of their other deet, 

' The King they say has been pleased to make my Lord Latimer,* eldest son to my 
Lord Treasurer, one of the genltemeu of his bed-chamber in present waiting, & to 
succeed in the next vacancy in ordinary.' 

237. Dated Septetnber Z5th, 1674. 

' On Friday last his Ma'' in Councell was pleased to ord'' his Attorney-Gen" to 
prepare proclamation for y' further prorogation of the Pari' till the 13 Aprill. 

•Last week his Ma'' was pleased to confer the honour of knighthood on M'' Philip 
Lloyd, y' new Clerke of the Councell. 

*0q Wednesday morning about 3 happened a sad and lamentable fire at Goring 
House, y* present L'' Chamberlain's, w^'' in few houres was burnt to the ground with all 
its rich furniture & household siufl!' of a very great value, little being saved except y* 
plate. His V is not yet returned from (he Bath. It happened, as it's thought, through 
the neglect of a pan of coales set in one of the rooms to drye it, being newly painted ; 
none of y* servants or anybody else received any considerable hurt. 

' On Monday last the Cily met about choosing y" SherifFes for y" ensueing year, & 

i-1683, eldest son of the 1st Duke of Leeds, uid one 
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at last pitcht upon S' Nathan Heme & M' John Lethuilier, merch^ ; & next Tuesday 
the Lord Mayor is to be chosen, & it's being S' Robert Viner's turne, it's thought he 
will be the man. 

* From Portsmouth we hear the " Centurion " is arrived there from the Streights, 
where our trade continues in a very prosperous condition. 

* The Kmg has been pleased to depute M"" Crawford (one of his gentlemen ushers) 
to goe his comm^ to Surinam to adjust our pretentions there and bring off the English, 
& accordingly he is preparing for it. 

'This day his Ma^^ was pleased to hear at the Councell a dispute about the election 
of the Mayor of Rochester, where part of the Corporation had chosen the old one to 
be Mayor againe, & after a great debate the King was pleased to order them to pro- 
ceed to a new election. 

* The King goes to Newmarket on Wednesday next, & has therefore ordered his 
Councell to meet on Monday next. 

' Here is another proclamation publisht for prohibiting the marchant's ships to 
weare the King's Jack or coUours upon their vessells without leave from the Lords of 
the Admiralty, with a strict punishment for the non-observance of y* same. 

* The proclamation for proroguing the Parliament to the 13 of Aprill next is now 
issued, wherein the King requires none of the Lords or Coinons (but such as are 
about the towne) to repair hither y* 10^^ of November, y« day appointed for their 
meeting. 

* From Dartmouth we heare y* y* 2 1 arrived in Torbay a squadron of Dutch men- 
of-warr of 25 or 30 sayle, they came from the westward, but y* comanders not knowne, 
but 'tis neither De Ruyter nor Trompe.' 

228. Dated September 28th, 1674.

* Yesterday after dinner his Ma'^ went to Hampton Court to see the Queen (being 
to goe to Newmarket on Wednesday), and returned at night. Her Ma*J^ continues 
there in very good health. 

* This day Mons' Sparr, y« Swedish Ambas"^, takes his leave of his Ma*'' & this 
Court, & intends suddainly to depart, being ordered to reside at Paris with the same 
character in y« room of Mons' Tott. 

* From Coventry we hear yesterday 7 night the D. & D" of Buckingham came to 
the Earle of Denbigh, and from thence went on Thursday last towards Yorkshire to 
reside there. 

*From Falmouth we hear that y* 14 instant the Dutch fleet under Mons' de 
Ruyter were met off that coast by some vessells who were aboard them, & were told 
by them of their haveing done nothing in the West Indyes, & of their being ordered to 
retume home ; and another ship come in there sayes he met Van Trompe's squadron 
plying up y« Channell, but it's believed a mistake, & all but one & y* same fleet. 

* Yester night my L** Chamberlaine returned from the Bath, to wait upon his Ma*^' 
to Newmarket. 

* His Ma^y haveing lately received a letter from Argiers, wherein they desire him that 
according to y* late treaty with them the remainder of the captives may be redeemed. 

* His Ma^Jr was this day pleased to dispatch a courier with his letter to them 
assuring them that he has taken effectuall order in y^ business, and that money shall, 
as soon as may be, be despatched to their port for y* purpose, & that he is resolved to 
continue and strictly observe on his part the articles of peace with them.' 

229. Dated October 23rd, 1674. 

* S', your brother tells me y^ he has writt to you in concurrence with my first advice, 
and that Mr. Sec^y Williamson did own to him y^ you were immediately under y' other.

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230. Dated November and, 1674, 

*S' John Narborciugh* is still wind-bound at Spithead, and these late brisk 
winds have been very faiall lo very many English and other vessells in divers 

'The Earle of Penibrookt is to be marryed this week lo my Lady Portsmouth's 
sysler, at which their Ma"" and the Couit will be present. 

'There is yet noe Governor named for Tangier, but now dayly expect^. 

'There are come into Falmouth divers French men of warr driven in there by tlie 
stress of weather.' 

I 231. Dated November 6th, 1674. 

'On Wednesday at Councel! his Ma'' was pleased lo hear the peticon of the 
Merchants trading to Guiny read, upon which he w.-is pleased to order a proclamation 
to be drawn up forbiddinR any to trade ihilherbm those of y' Corporation, which will 
suddainly issue. Purcell that was committed to y° Tower for threat' the D. of 
Ormond's life, & after put into Bathlem hospitall for refusing 10 give security for his 
good behaviour, was ordered that day to be committed to Newgale, till he shall be 
delivered by due course of law, 

'My Lord Chamberlaine, having resolved with his wife, sister, and family, lo 
accompany Mons' O'Dyke to Holland for a month's dive rtise meat, the Earle & 
Countess of Ossory ha\'e resolved to goe with them, & accordingly to-morrow they 
intend to part hence, a yacht or two being ordered to attend their commands for ■f 
purpose. Captaine Davis, with whom my Lord Vaughan goes to Jamaica, is ordered 
to goe round to Portsmouth to take bis \J^ in there, whither he intends to goe the 
latter end of the next week with Coll. Morgan, Leu'-Generall under him. His Li' 
canycs over a great many people to increase that Colony, which is now lookt upon to 
be the thrivingest of any in those parts. 

' From Portsmouth we hear y' y" wind coming fair, yesterday S' John Narborough 
was setting sayle for Algiers, whither he is goeing with all possible diligence ; there 
are also at Cowes 200 sayle of merch' ships outward bound that will take the benefit 
of the same wind, A Swedish ship from Virginia was this week cast away off 
Portland laden with tobacco; 2 or 3 Virginia ships are arrived at Falmouth, and 
divers fleet* goeing for y" Westeme parts have been by these contrary winds forced 
back into Pendennis & other places, but will sayle when the wind presents, 

'This evening y' funerall of y" Earle of Middlesexl proceeded from his Lo''" house 
in Drury Lane to Weslm' Abbey, accompanyed by the coaches of divers of the 
nobility and p'sons of qualily,& was interred in the vault belonging to his family, with 
&11 y' solemnity due lo his degree, 

'On Tuesday next the Parliament meet in ord' to their prorogation according to 
L bis Ma*^' proclamation.' 



' Sir John Nuboiough, 1640-16S8, received his first commission in 1664, ftnd ereotly 
distiogaisbed himself in the action between Ihe Dutcb sod English in t666. In 1669 he was 
cbottCD to comiTiand a voyage of discovery to the Soulh Seas, letuniiDg to Kngtond in 1671. On 
the breaking out of the second Dutch war in 1671, he was chosen by the Duke of York as hia 
second captain, ind on the first captain being killed, succeeded to the commanii, lie was 
knighted and mode a rear-admiral in 1673. In 1674 was appointed commandei-in .chief of b 
■quadron sent to the Mediterranean to overawe the Tripolines, and did not return lo Europe 
until 1677, but only remuaed in England a few months, after which he returned lo the African 
coast. He seems to have retired from active service &bout 1679. After his death his son was 
ctealed a tnronet, but was lost with his brother and their itep-falher, Sir Cloudesly Shovel, on 
Ihe rocks of Scilly in 1707. 

t Philip Herbert, 7th EatI of Pembroke, l653-:683. half-brother and heir of the 6th Earl, 
whom he succeeded in August, 1674. He married Henrielle Mauricette de K^oualle, 
1655-1738, oaly sister of the Duchess of Portsmouth. The Eirt, Aubrey says, ' was addicted 
to field sports and hospitality, but is chleSy known for deeds of drunkenness and manslai^hter,' 
In 1678 be killed a maa in a drunkea brawl, was tried far murder and convicted of manslaughter, 
iHlt claimed Ihe bencfil of the slalule, and was dischirged on payment of his fees, 

t IJonel Cranfield, 3id Earl of Middlesex, 1635-1674, biothei of Ihe 2nd Earl, whom he 
succeeded in 1651, He was one of the six peen sent la Cluu-les II. lo invite hit retom, and wu 
made a Gentleman of the Bedchamt>er in 1073, 
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232. Dated November 9th, 1674, 

* From Portsmouth we hear jr^ S' John Narborough sailed thence on Thursday last, 
as also a g^reat fleet at Cowes, with a very good wind which has continued ever since 
in y* same corner. 

* To-morrow morning by break of day my Lord Chamberlaine with his lady, 
sister, & daughter, & y^ Earle of Ossory with his attendance goe all on board the 
'* Greyhound " for Holland, as also the Lord Latimer who accompanyes them out of a 
curiosity to see y^ country. The Heer O'Dyke goes this week aJso, but on board a 
States man of warr, sent hither by them for that purpose.* 

233. Dated November 13th, 1674. 

' On Tuesday morning y^ Earles of Arlington & Ossory with their attendance went 
hence to Greenwich where they took shipping and sailed with all diligence for Holland, 
& y® Heer O'Dyke will this week also goe on board a Statesman of warr in ord' to his 
retume home. 

* On Tuesday morning the Parliam^ met occording to the former prorogation when 
the Lords after haveing placed my Lord Powis as Earle of Powis,* my Lord Treasurer 
as Earle of Danby, & my Lord D. of Lauderdaile as Earle of Guilford, sent for the 
Comons to their Barr, where his Ma^^'" commission being read they were prorogued 
till the 13 of Aprill next according to his Ma^y'» proclamation. There was a very good 
appearance both of the Lords & Comons. 

* My Lord PembrooVs marryage is not yet consummated by reason of a litde indis- 
position his L"P has had of late, but it will suddainly all things being prepared for it. 

* On Saturday or Sunday next his Royall H^'with the Duke of Monmouth & divers 
persons of quality goe hence to Chichester in Sussex where they are to be lodged in the 
Bp*" Palace & expect all the neighbouring nobility and gentry will repair with their 
doggs for the divertise™^ of fox-hunting, m which his R" H" intends to spend 7 or 8 
dayes & to retume about Saturday or Sunday following. 

* This morning the three troopes of Guards drew up to exercise in Hyde Parke in the 
presence of the D. of Monmouth & others. 

* From the Isle of Madera of the 1 5^** past we hear that some dayes before S' 
Jonathan Atkins, Governor of Barbadoes, arrived there, and after being most nobly 
treated by y* Governor the 14^** past, he went aboard y* " S^ David " & proceeded 
on his voyage, leaving all that saw him extremely satisfyed with his person & behaviour 
so y^ that there is noe doubt but that he will find all imaginable civility & handsome 
reception. 

*From the Buoy of the Nore we hear y^ yesterday morning my L^Arlington« 
the Earle of Ossory and Mons"^ 0*Dyke in severall ships were then wind-bound 
there & the wind haveing been contrary ever since, it's thought they are not yet got 
further. 

* Monday^ idth, — From Dover we hear that on Saturday last y* " Catherine " yacht 
put ashore y* Marq* de Canappe who is come thence for London. 

* From Falmouth we hear that y* 1 5'** inst. y' y* day came there y* " Blessing " of 
London from Cadiz from whence they came up y* ^^ inst. in Trompe's squadron, bein^ 
men of warr and victuallers in all 18 sailes, and left him y« morning 6 leagues of y^ 
harbour with 3 men of warr and victuallers in hiscompanye separated by y^ ill weather. 
He will waite fory* conjunction of his shipps in y® Channell & soe goe all home together. 
There came up y^ day one 100 sailes of merchant men outwards bound who presently 
went againe of for their voyage.' 

* William Herbert, 3rd Baron, 1st Earl, and titular Duke of Powis, 1617-1696, was the only 
son of the 2nd Baron Powis, whom he succeeded in 1667, and was advanced to be an earl in 
1674. He was an upright and moderate man, and was generally regarded as the chief of the 
Roman Catholic aristocracy. According to Titus Gates, Powis was to have been Prime Minister 
if the Popish Plot of 1678 had succeeded. Suspected of complicity in that design he was 
committed to the Tower, where he was kept for five years. He remained faithful to James IT., 
by whom he was created a duke and a K.G. He died at St. Germains, as dia his wife, 
Elizabeth, daughter of the 2nd Marquis of Worcester, in 1 69 1. This lady, who was also 
imprisoned with her husband for a few months, is described by Burnet as * a zoUous, managing 
Papist.* She was appointed governess to the children of James H. in 1688, and continuM in 
that office until her death. 
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234. Dated November aoth, 1674,

' The inland 1"* of this day bring us nothing but the ill newes of the very bad and 
stormy weather w'''' keepes back all our forreigne l'" and especially the Dutch, 
v*- are most desired of any upon the account of the Lords who have not been heard 
of since their departure. 

* The young nobility and ladys at Court are prepareing for the great ball and 
comedy y' is to be next month, the Duke's two daugnlers w"' y* D. of Monmouth & 
others being to have parts in them. 

' My Lord Brooke* is not yet marryed but will very suddainly. 

'Our navigacon is very much improved this year, wee haveing scarce ships 
enough to manage y*^ ^ai trade wee now have, so that it's not doubted but the 
customes will rise considerably as all other branches of the Revenue arising by 
comerce. 

'From Yarmouth wee heare y* good newes that there is no Conventicles in

235. Dated November 30th, 1674. 

' Next weeke my Lord Pembrooke is to be marryed lo my Lady Arictt Quarouelle, 
sister to her Grace the Dutches of Portsmouth, all things being prepared for it. 

' My Lord Vaughan hasdeferredhisjoumey the weather being so bad, but Thursday 
he hopes to sayle from Dover with all his company for Jamaica. 

' From Barbadoes we have y' confirmacon of the late hurricane w'' happed there 
some months since, it did great mischiefe to y' place, but most of all to Nevis ■•rr^ is 
very much injured by it, the Governor was eiipected every day, when the ship y' 
brought this newes come from thence. 

'From Dover we hear that they begin there to fearthe harbourmay be spoyled the 
storme.'i doeing dayly mischiefe 10 it, soe that bis Ma'' doe hasten his surveyers to goe 
and repaire it with all speed. 

' Complaints being made to the King in Conncell of the prejudice done to the English

* On Tuesday in the evening the Gen" Marine Treaty for all the ports of the world 
was agreed before his Ma^^ between our Comm" and those of Holland, and the 
termes of monthes prescribed by the late treaty w** expired y* day is prolonged for 
the finall adjusting of the Treaty of Coinerce for the East Indyes. 

* On Sunday last Coll. Henry Morgan, L* Governor of Jamaica, bein^ by his 
Royall Highness introduced to his Ma*'^'" presence, received the honour of knighUiood 
upon his voyage thither. 

* My Lord Comebury, understanding of his father's (the Earle of Clarendon) 
dangerous condicon at Rohaine by frequent apoplecticke fitts, went yesterday hence 
for France, fearing he shall come too late to see him alive, and w^ him is gone one of 
the King's phisitions y^ formerly he used to advise with.

Attorney-Gen' ; S"" Fran. Winnington, Attorney-Gen" 10 y" Duke, made Sollici tor-Gen" 
to y' King ; and S' John Church, Attorney, and M' King of the Temple made 
Sollici tor- Gen" to his R" Highnesse. 

' My Lord Vaughan, Gov' of Jamaica, was on Tuesday last wind-bound at Dealc, 
but wee believe he is since sayled, the wind yesterday comeing faire *"■ a fresh gale. 

' Last nighl bis Ma'' w"' severall persons of quality supped at S' Robert Carre, 
Chancellor of y° Dutchy, where he was nobly entertained.' 

240. Dated December i4lh, 1674. 

' On Satiurday last D' Burnett y' Popish priest, being committed y daj- before of 
high treason by y' statute for perverting his Ma"'" subjects, was accordingly con- 
demned to be drawn, hanged, and quartered at y" usuall place of execution, w"' divers 
other malefactors, w'^'' sentence will he executed upon him this next Wednesday or 
Friday. 

' From Deale wee heare that yesterday my Lord Vaughan and his company sayled 
out of y' Downes for Jamaica w"! an indifferent good gale, y^ there was come in there 
S Dutch men-of-warr of considerable force, w"" j small vessells in their company who 
pretended to waite for y* French grand parly of 80 sayle merchantmen, w"* 4 men- 
of-warr for convoy, w'''' fleet took into Falmouth last weeke, where they yet remaine, 

* Sir ChHrles Scarburgh, 1616-1694, a well-knovn physician, wai educated at Cuius College, 
Cambridge, of which be was elected a Fellow in 1640, but in the Grcnt Rebellion was ejected, 
and entered Menon College. Oxford. He was created M.D. of Oxford in 1646, and was elected 
a Fellow of the College of Phyiicians in l6jjO; he was also one of the original members of Ihe 
Rc^al Society, After the Restoration he was app.iiiited physician to Charles IE., and was 
knighted in 1669. He wns in altendance during the King's last illness, of which he left an 
accuunt in manuscript, preserved ia the lihraiy of tbc Society of Antiquaries. He hecrune 
o Jamts IL, Queen Mary, and Prince Geoi^c of Dcnnuuk. He retired from active 
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+ Sir Henry Morgan, 1635-1688, a buccaneer, Lieutenant-Governor of Jamaica. While a 
mere lad he is laid to have been kidnapped at Bristol, and sold as i servant to Barbados, whence 
be found his way lo Jamaica and joined the buccaneers. AAer many adventures, including the 
reduction of Panama, he came to England and got into high lavour with Charles H., and in 
1674 was granted a comniis^ion, with the style of Colonel Henry Morgan, to be Lieutenant- 
Go*emoi of Jamaica, and was knighted. He remained in Jamaica for the rest of his life, a 
man of wealth and po&ilion and taking an active pan in the alTaits of Ihe colony. 

J Francis North, afterwords lit Baron Guildford, 1640-16S5, one of the fourteen children of 
the 4th Lord North, was called to the Bar in 1661, became Solid tor- General and was knighted 
in 1671, Attorney-Geoeral in 1673, Chief Justice of the Common Pleas in 167;, and Speaker of 
the Home of Lords in 167S. In 1679 he vas. made a Privy Councillor, in the same year a 
Cabinet Minister, and in 168a became Lord Keeper. Lord Campbell speaks of him most 
un&vourably, while Macaulay writes that ' he was party to some of the foulest judicial marders 
recorded in history,' and that 'his life was sullied by cowardice, selfishness, and servility.'

*His Ma^ has been pleased to order Burnett, y« Popish priest, to be transported 
without any pardon, leaveing the sentence in force to be putt in action ag*, if ever he 
returns into any of his Ma^^'" dominions ; accordingly he is departing y« kingdome with 
all speed. 

*Two dayes agoe came hither y« Barron de Bondi, & is this night to see his Ma*'. 
He tooke this Court in his way from Sweden from whence he comes in y* quality 
of Envoy Extraordinary to reside at Paris in y« roome of Barron Spear, who is ordered 
home.' 

242. Dated January 8th, 1675. 

' To-day severall pirates lately taken at Shireness under the command of one 
Cap^ Cussack w^*» divers others, some for refuseing to strike to his Ma*'*" flagge, others 
for takeing our shipps & vr^^ are to be seized, in all 25, at y« Old Bayly by a speciall 
commission directed by y« Judge of y* Admiralty and Judges and Justices of y* Goal 
Delivery, where will be a very great thronge of all sorts of people, y* like havemg not 
happened these many years. Y« principall of y". Cap* Caisacke, yesterday morning 
brooke prison, and as yet is not heard of ; but diligently pursued to be brought to 
justice for y* many offences of y* kind said to be done by him. 

' Yesterday morning my Lords Ossory and Arlington arrived here and were 
grassiously received by their Ma**** and Royall Highness and y« whole Court 

'His Ma*3^ they say is about to issue out his proclamation to prohibit all his seamen 
from serving in forreign bottoms, w^^ thing has been taken notice of by y^ Algierines 
& others, & desired by y°* for preventing his Ma*^®'" subjects being made slaves by being 
found in actuall service against y™. 

* With my Lord Chamberlaine is come Van Trompe,t y« famous Dutch Commander, 
who has begged leave of his Ma*' & Royall H" to lett him have y« hono' to kiss 
their hands. 

* His Ma*' receiving intimation of y* P** of Nuburge's intencon to come to see this 
Court, he has ordered a yacht for his transportation. 

* From Leghome of y« 29 past we heare that y« Marq* de Villiroys, y* French 
Governor of Messina was arrived there w*** 7 men of warr & other shipps w**» provisions 
to y^ great joye of those people who began to be discontented upon 2 or 3 little defeats 
they had received. 

* There can be no doubt that this was the masque of Calisio^ or the Chaste Nj mrh, by John 
Crowne. The performers in the piece were the two daughters of the Duke of York, Lady 
Henrietta Wentworth, the Countess of Sus^x, Lady Mary Mordaunt, Miss Blagg (afterwardis 
the wife of Sidney Godolphin), and Sarah Jennings, afterwards Duchess of Marlborough. 
According to Evelyn, however, the play was performed on December 15th, 1674. In his 
account of the performance he mentions that Miss Blagg wore 20,000/. worth of jewels, and 
lost one, worth 80/., which she had borrowed from the Countess of Suffolk ; but it was made 
good by the Duke of York. 

t Mary, Lady Vyner, widow of Sir Thomas Hyde, and second wife of Sir Robert Vyner. 
Died 1672. 

t Sir Comelis Van Tromp, 1629-1691, the great Dutch admiral. At the age of 21 he com- 
manded a ship under De Witt, in 1652 served in the Mediterranean, and in 1666 defeated the 
English under Albemarle He was cr^t^ a b^onet by Charles shortly after the date of the letter,

Tower, upon account of his rendition of that place. He had been severall monelhs, but 
had not seen his Ma^ or Royall Highness. 

'To-tnorrow my Lady Ma>nresse is to be publickely interred ' 

244. Dated Januar>' 29th, 1675, 

' On Sunday night dyed y* Bi' of Eii 1 at his lodgings in town, & is succeeded by 
V Gunning, B'' of Chichester, whose B'pricke is given to D' Brideoak.S Dean of 
Salisbury, but his Deanery and other prererments are disposed of to I)' I'ierce,|| to 
whom his Ma"* has given leave to hold his other preferments in coinmrnilain. 

• Christian Bruce, Countess of Devonshire, L596-1675, daughter of Lord Kinloss, Master of 
the Rolls, and wife of WiUism Cavendish, 2nd Earl of Devonshire, whom she married at the 
Rolls Chapel when he was only twelve years old. She i* dscribed in (he Talbcl Papers (in a 
letlef from the Earl and Countess of Arundel 10 the Eatl of Shrewsbury), as ' a pretty red-headed 
wench, and ihai her portion is 7000/., and she hears the youth r( first refuted her. The King 
thoTlly oflcr nude up the lady's uotlion to 10,000/. Lysons says that the Countess 'was a 
woman of considerable celebrity a.i.A of a very Angular character. She is much extolled for her 
devotion, and yet she relaioed llobbs, the free-thinkeiF in her house as tutor to her son - ■ ■ . 
her house was celebrated for its hospitality, and she was distinguished as the patroness of the wits 
of the age, who assembled at her house. Afier the I055 of her son and diugbltr her thoughut 
became more devoted to national aRaiis, and she began to lake an active [nrt in the interesting 
politics of ihose times. When settled at Roeh.implon she cnleriained many of the King's frieoits 
at her house, and concerted measures with Ihem for the Restoration. When Charles 11. 
returned to England he showed the sense he entertained of hei leal for his service by frequently 
vlsrling hei at Koehampton, in company with the Queen -mother, and the Royal Family, with 
whom she enjoyed an unusual intimacy until her death.' 

t Francis LoTelace, lirca 1618-1675, second son of the iiisl Baron Lovelace, a devoted 
royalist, and ooe of Charles IL's alteud ants during his travels. In 1650 he went to Virginia, but 
after the Restoration appears to have attached himself to the Duke of York, and owing to his 
influence was appointed Deputy- Governor of Long Island ; in 1667 he became a lieutenant. 
colonel. In 166S he was made Covemor of New York. In 1673 he was sent back to England, 
and in March, 1674, was examined as to the surrender of New York, when his answers were 
considered unsatisfoctoiy. He was supposed to have died shortly afterwards, but from the 
above he was evidently alive in 1675. 

I Benjamin Laney, 1591-1675, a devoted Imalist, Bishop successively of Peterborough, 
Lincoln, and Ely, was educated at Cambridge. He was Rrst Chaplain to the Bishop of Win- 
chester, and then to Charles I., and served Charles II. in the tame capacity during his eiile. In 
l6fio be was made Bishop of Pelerboiough, in 1663 was Unnslated tn Lincoln, and in 1667 to Ely. 

g Ralph Brideoake, 1613-167S, BUbop of Chichester, was of humble birth, and waa educated at 
the Manchester Grammar School aod at Oxford, and in 163S became Master of the former. He also 
becameChaplainlolheEarlorDerby.andwBsprfsentaltbesiegenfLatbomHouse. In t667hewas 
uistalled Dean of Salisbury, and in 1675 was elected Bbhop o? Chichester. Anthony Wood lays, 
' Through the in Suence of the Duchessot Ponsmoulfa, whose hanilswerealwaysready to take bribes.' 

II Thomas Pierce, 1622-1691, a contloversialitt and an eicellenl musician. He was a 
chorister oF Magdalen College, Oxford, and was educated in the free school adjoining it. Of 
this college he became Fellow in l&tj, was expelled by the Parliament in 1648, but was 
reinstated at the Restoration, and in 1661 was elected nresidtnl, the result being a long 
continued warfare, for Pierce was more fitted to preach than to adminsler the aRiiiis of the 
college; and eventuilly, alter ten years of conitanl contentions with the Fellows, be resigned. 
Humphrey Prideaox, in his LtOirs, says, he sold the headship- In 1675 he was roade Dean of 
Salbbury, but did nothing but quarrel with his chapter until his death. 
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' Van Tromp haveing seen this place and been nobly treated everywhere, went hence 
on Saturday to Windsor where he was treated by the Prince s directions, & from 
thence the Monday following to Oxford to see that place, and after a little tour 
thereabouts returns to towne, & in a short time after to Holland againe. 

* From Barbadoes we hear that the " Pearl " frigat was come in there from Guinee, 
and had brought thither two Dutch ships, the one a Privateer, the other a Zealand 
merchant in w^^ were 400 negroes and other rich goods. Shee took them before the 
time allowed by the treaty were expired, & are therefore lawfuU prize. 

* From Plymouth of the 20th we hear that there was put in there y® great Dutch 
fleet of merchantmen under convoy of 6 men of warr, commanded by the young de 
Ruyter, bound for the Streights, in all about 100 sail.

2 men of warr of the same fleet are put into 
Falmouth by the ill weath'. 

* Yester morning Cap^ Bulkley was by his Ma^^'* order committed to y* Tower 
upon his challenging the Earle of Ossory. 

* Captaine Reade being dismist, his company in his Ma^^^ Guards is given to 
M' Barkely, brother to the late Earle of Falmouth. 

* By l'** from Barcelona of the 26 Dec' past wee heare that his Ma*'** galley, and' 
the cofnand of S' John Babtist du Teil was safely arrived there, after haveing passed 
the Gulphe of Lyons, y^ most dangerous passage in the Streights, and that he hoped 
by the first faire wind to set sayle from thence to continue his voyage to Tangier, y* 
galley being in a very |food condition. 

' The Prince de Salme being nominated by Spaine for the Governm^of the Spanish 
Netherlands he is suddainly expected there, upon whose arrivall at Brussetls the 
Duke de Villa Hermosa is to resigne to him. 

* The States of Holland haveing sent backe their ratifications of the late treaty 
of comerce concluded at London ye ^\ Decemb*^ past, it will be suddainly inter- 
changed here according to custome. 

* My Lady<' Devonshire's body is now exposed in a bed of State at her house, and in 
a few dayes more to be conveyed w^ great solemnity to Derbyshire to be interred in 
the burying place of her husband's family.* 

246. Dated February 8th, 1675. 

*0n Sunday morning last Captain Bulkley was by his Ma^*» order comitted to the 
Tower, upon his challenging the Earle of Ossory. 

* Captain Reed being casheered, his company in his Ma*''' Guards, it*s given to 
M' Berkley, brother to the late Earle of Falmouth. 

* The States of Holland haveing sent their ratification of their late treaty of comerce 
concluded at London the ^ Dec' past, it will be suddainly interchanged here accord- 
ing to custome. 

* My Lady Devonshire's body is exposed in State at Southampton House, & in few 
dayes is to be conducted with much pompe to Derby, & there mterred in the bury- 
ing place of her husband's family.

* From Falmouth we heare that there was come in there a great flecte of merchant- 
men, amongst which some shippes from Barbadoes in 8 weekes, who left that place in 
a very quiet & flourishing condition, and from Maryland is also imported a shipp 
w*=** sayes y^ some Indyans had fallen upon some English there, and destroyed 
several! familyes, which that Governor was endeavouring to retume, and therefore 
raising a considerable force. 

* Wee dayly expect S' John Narborough and y' Streights fleete with y" captives from 
Algiers.* 

252. Dated March 8th, 1675. 

* Nimmeguen being accepted of for y« place of treaty, his Ma^ is pressing the 
severall partyes forthwith to name their ambass" and plenipotentiaries to y® end that 
necessary passports may be provided for them, his Ma*^ haveing resolved to make 
choice of his owne & send them away suddainly.* 

* The great business of y* East Indyes between y« 2 companyes is in no likelihood 
to be ended, both pattyes continuing obstinate in their demands. That w<* is likely to 
be done is that leaveing all matters in difference in y® same state they were before the 
negotiations, the Commiss" will make a rule for the amicable decision of all com- 
plaints that for the future shall arise, without sending them to the ordinary courtes of 
justice. And an act is to be passed between his Ma'^ & the States, y^y«9*^ article of y« 
late Marine Treaty be executed so as it's expected after this done the Dutch Comm" will 
take their leaves of y^ King before he parts for Newmarkett (w^ will be y* 20^ ins*) 
in order to retume home by the convoy that now attends them in y* river. 

* On Fryday morning dyed the Marquis of Winchester,t leaving my Lord S* John, 
his son, heir to his honours and estate. 

* Yesterday Don Francisco de Velasco tooke his leave of his Ma*^, and this day 
of his Royall Highness and y* rest of y*' Court, and is prepareing for his departure 
in a day or two. This day y** Dutch Comm" mett and finally settled the affairs of y* 
East Indya, in y^ same manner as was before said, and intends to take their leave of 
y« King and Duke to-morrow, & next Tuesday are to be treated by our East Indya 
Company, and soe after having returned them y® same civility, depart hence in y^ 
ships y* are for that y^ purpose.* 

253. Dated March 12th, 1675. 

* This morning y* body of y* Marquis of Winchester was conveyed out of towne 

* Lord George Douglas, 1st Earl of Dunbarton, circa 1635-1695, fourth son of the 2nd 
Marquis of Douglas. In his youth he was page of-honour to Louis XIV. of France, and after 
serving in several campaigns became a major-general in his army. After the treaty of Nim^uen 
in 1673 he came to England, and in 1675 was created Earl of Dunbarton. On the accession of 
James II. he was made commander-in-chief of the forces in Scotland, and in 1687 was made a 
K.T., being one of the eight original knights of that order. He accompanied James II. to 
France as a lord of the Bedchamber, and died at St. Germains. 

t John, 5th Marquis of Winchester, 1608-1675, second son of the 4th Marauis, whom he 
succeeded in 1628. He held Basing for Charles I. as long as a stone of the building remained, 
but the house eventually falling into the hands of the Parliamentarians was burnt to the ground, 
the Marquis losing in it property worth 200,000/. He was buried at Englefield, where an 
inscription by Dryden appears upon bis monument. He was succeeded by his eldest son 
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to be inlerred with the rest of his family in a herse adorned with his armes & 
attended by a numerous traine of coaches of his friends and relations. 

' There has been lately discovered in Yorkshire another great knot of clippers & 
persons of considerable estates, their knaveries s'* to be considerable, many of them 
ate coinilted to prison in order to their Iryall.

'His Majesty has been pleased to conferr on y' Lord Geot^e Douglas, he y' 
commands y* Scotch regirnenis in France, y' dignity of an Earle of Scotland. 

' It's notorious y'y* late Lord Viscount Purbecke* bcin^ of y' name of Villers, 8 or 
10 yeares agoe recovered that dignity and name, & havemg suffered a recovery of 
it in y' formes of law look upon him y" name of Danvers. He being dead his eldest 
son who hath been bred many yeares in PortHgall is relumed home, & has resumed 
his former name and quality, intending to restitution of y' House of Lords, in order 
to w'* on Tuesday last he kissed his Ma'^^' hand. 

' On Tuesday last Monn' Schwenn, Envoye from >■" Ele' of Brandeoburgh, had 
audience of his Ma*', when he delivered his letters of credence, y* present subject of 
w^"" was to congratulate his Ma''*'* having entred so happily upon y° worke of 

' The Dutch Comm" haveing closed their negotiations were to pan on Monday or 
Tuesday, but those ofy" Dutch East Indye Company y' have been here to assist 
them not being ready so soon, they have desired a yacht may waft them over about 
10 dajes hence.

Charles, 6lh Marqaii, I661-1731, who was created Duke of Bolton in 1687. Burnet says, 
' he was a man of a lUange mixture. He had the spleen to an high d^ee, and afleclfd an 
eitovagant bebavioui ; foi many weeks he would not open his mouth until such in hour of the 
day when he thought the air wu pure. He changed the day into nighl, and often hunted by 
lorchlight, and look all sorts of liberlies to himself, many of which were very disagreeable lo 
■hose atiout him. He was a man of profUK expense, Knd of almost ravenous avarice to support 
that; and though he was much haled, yet he carried matters before him with such authority 
and success that he was in all respects the great riddle of the age.' 

* Robert Wright, afterwatdt Villiets, and subsequently Danvers, 1624-1675, was the son of 
Viscountess Purbeck by Sir Robert Howard, on account of adultery with whom she was 
divorced from her husband. He married a daughter of Judge Danveis, and assumed that name, 
but though he bad joined with his mother's husband as his son and bar apparent in (he 
sale of some lands, he on the Viscount's death in r657 disclaimed the peerage, and sat in 
the Convention ParUament of 1659 as M.P. for Weslhury. He died at Calais, and his son 
Robert ViLiers, 1656-1681, immedialely assumed the tide of Viicotinl Puibeck, but on 
his petition m to hi« right thereto being relened lo the House of Lords it was decided 
against him. Having wasted his fortune* he went abroad, and wu killed in a duel at Li^e by 
&iloDel Luttrell. 
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254. Dated March 19th, 1675. 

* This weeke landed at Deale out of the Bristol! frigatt 182 captives redeemed by 
S' John Narborough from Algiers at his last being there ; he left there none but 
those taken under forreiene colours, -w^^ by our treaty w*^ them could not be ransomed ; 
these are very lusty, and found the country there very civil and liberall to them as they 
came ashoare, and from thence they intend to goe in a body to waite on his Ma**^ to 
returne him their thankes for his gratious favour in bringing them out of soe much 
misery ; but whither they will goe to Newmarkett or stay till he retumes is not yet said. 

* His Ma*J^ has, they say, appointed a person to be Treasurer for the recept of the 
King's parte of the fines and forfeitures of the convicted recusants in severall counteyes 
of England on this side Trent, and the Attorney- Generall is to see the King's pleasure 
in y* case performed. 

* My Lady Ermine, a person of very considerable estate, being lately dead, her 
body has been all this weeke exposed in state and is suddainly to be interred in S^ 
Martin's Church w^*» all the funerall pompes and splend"" that is due to her degree. 

' From Newmarkett of the 1 3^** ins^ wee hear that y* day before was run there a 
match betwene a horse of M' Frampton's and another of M' Bainlan's, w<* y« former 
won ; and on Thursday M"" Felton ndd a horse of M*^ Mayes ag^ one M"^ Bainlan's, 
M"" Felton had y* advantage, and had certainly wonne but y^ a person on horsebacke 
crossed ignorantly into his way, soe y^ M"^ Felton and y** person and both their horses 
were tumbling one over the other, while y® match was lost. 

* L"* from S"" John Narborough of y« 23** Jan. say y^ he had been at Tunis, and 
received the peace lately made w^^ those people, and from thence was intending for 
Tripoly to demand satisfaction for severadl injuries lately done y* English by those 
people, in w** he hoped good success. 

'The ageant of the Duke of Courland has lately given his Ma*^ a memoriall 
accompanymg a 1" from y« Duke desireing his Ma^' to recommend his pretencons to 
y* island of Tabagoa, & renewes his old pretencons to Gambia in Africa, now in the 
hands of our East India Company. 

* Three days since Koningsmark,* Amb"" from Sweden to Paris, arrived here, & 
waites his Ma^^'" returne from Newmarkett ; and yesterday there was to be a great 
horse match between M^ Frampton and others for £qoo^ but w"* the betts they say 
above ;£5ooo.' 

255. Dated March 22nd, 1675. 

* From Newmarkett we hear that on Satturday next the King and Court remove 
from thence ; y' last Wednesday was seen a match between Bay Lesly and a horse of 
my Lord Montague's and Nutmegg, one of M"^ Frampton's, w<* the last won & £1100 
for his owne share besides the other betts. Y" next day was a match between 
M' Howard's horse and M"" Pope's, carrying 13 stone each, which the latter also won.

In which two points, till he has some 
reparation, he declares he cannot in honor send his Ambassador to the place of 
treaty ; that is, what his Ma"*' as mediator has ordered his Ambassador to presse the

' The BiP^^* of Landaff in Wales being voyd by the death of the late B'' his Ma"" has 
been pleased 10 bestow it upon D' Floyd, at present minister at Baitersee here in 
Surrey and chaplain to the late Lord Treasurer Clifford, as being of the country and 
otherwise in himselfe a grave and learned person. He was severall years minister 10 
the English Factory in Portugal!. 

' ] n few dayes is expected in toivne the Duke of Omiond, being on his way from 
Ireland by the way of Walerford and Minhead. 

' His Ma"" continues in his first resolutions of being here to-morrow in the evening. 
U is said the Court is now to passe the summer at Windsor, in order to which there 
is a kind of stop putt to the new buildings that were in the Castle, to be resumed the 
next year, and matenalls to be laid in and preparations made in the meantime.' 

257. Dated April ist, 1675. 

' From Chester of the 29"' we heare thai on Wednesday last the " Mary " yacht, Cap' 
Burslow Comander, came from Dublin with a fairc wind, have ing the Earl es of Mealh* 
and Arglasse and many other persons of good note on board bound for that port, but, 
by what unhappy accident is not yet known, she sunk ; she was about 2 a'docke on 
Thursday morning on the north side of y° Skerrys, that lye eastward of Holyhead 
Bay : a Welsh vessell seen the yatch under water, but about 40 persons upon the 
Skerrys, which is an island about a league from shoare, some part of which is never 
overflowed. By the next we shall have more particulars of this unhappy accident.' 

258. Dated April sth, 1675. 

' His Majesty, being much troubled at the ill ncwes of the Prince of Orange's 
illnesse, has ordered M' Skelton, one of y" Grooms of y'^ Bedchamber, to part last 
week in a yacht for Holland to take an account of his sicknesse and bring it <o his Ma'''. 

' This day Cap' Rich Rooth looke his leave of his Ma**, and received from him the 
honour of k'hooc^ upon his voyage to the Sireights, and this week pans hence. Also 
the Earle of Inchequin for his government of Tangier, and with him goes the Prince 
Tiluan, who has been travelling in many countrycs and at last is come hither to take 
bis opportunity to returne home to Barbary, where he hopes to find a parly that will 
assist him to recover his right from his uncle the new Emperor, who has killed it seems 
all his brothers and now usurps, 

' It seems those of Brandenburg, beleiving there will certainly be a w.irr with 
Sweden, gave out 1" of mart to severall Dutch :«nd Zcclanders against them who by 
virtue of that have lately brought out severall Swedish ships into the States' Dominions 
and 2 into Dover, upon which the Envoye of Sweden has addressed himselfe to his 
Ma''; before whom in Councell was heard last Wednesday a petition of the Citty and 
Society of the Temple against one Dr. Biirbones,f who is erecting new building lo the 
prejudicing of the Citty's trade, & great incoinodation of that Society. His Ma'> has 
ordered his Attomcy-Generall to draw up an information against bun, and that the 
Surveiour-Gen" goe and forewame the workemen to desist. 

' It seems the yacht y' carryed M"^ Carter lo Flanders iiiett near y' bankes of 
Flanders a Spanish man-of'warr, whom (as usuall) he forced him to strike to his 
Ma'''' flagg, which the man-of-warr refusing, he fired again and to 4 or 5 times quite 
throu'' fit throu'' the rigging, upon which she returned one shott with bullett and went 
away. His Ma'' is dissatisfyed at it, and has caused it to be examined as usuall that 
he may demand satisfaction.' 

* Edward Brabaion, and Earl of Mealh, cina 1610-1675, eldest son of the \A Earl, whom 
h« lucceeded ia 1651- 

t Dr. Nicholu Barl»n, 1637-1698, was probably the x>n of Praise-God Katlion oi Baiebone, 
entered asn student at Leyden L'nivcisily in t66l. and wa.s .idmilluJ an honaiary meoiber of ihe 
College of Pbyiidans in I&64. After the great fire of 1666 he was one of the first and most 
cunsioerable builders of the City of Londan, and first instituted lire iDsurance in lUs country. 
He was M.P. for Bramber in iheparliaiDentsof idgoaDd 1695. In his will he directed that none 
of his debts should be paid. 
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259. Dated April 9th, 1675. 

* Tucsdy6/A. — Capt. Rooth, who is bound for y® Streights,has taken his leave of y« 
King in order to his voyage, & his Ma: has been pleased to conferr y* honour of 
knighthood upon him ; y*> L^ Inchequin designs to part also this weeke towards his 
gouverment of Tangier, & with him >® Prince of Tituan, of whom I gave you an 
account on y« loth of y® last month, who resolves to try his fortune for y* recovery of 
his right, which has been usurped upon him & his family a good while. 

'The Brandenburgers, concluding they must have a war with Sweden, have 
already given letters of mark to several Dutch & Zealand ships, who have taken

t Lady Katherine Fitzgerald, Viscountess Grandison, 1662-1725, daughter and heiress of 
Sir John Fitzgerald of Dromana, and heiress of the vast territory called the Dedes. Through 
the influence of the Earl of Tyrone, whose ward she was, she was in 1670 married hy the An£- 
bishop of Canterbury to the Earl's son, when they were both children. Against this marriage 
she protested and obtained its dissolution in 1677, in which year she married the Hon. Edward 
Fitzgerald, alias Villiers, son and heir of Viscount Grandison. He died before his father, and 
his widow received a royal warrant of the title and precedency of the Viscountcy as if her 
husband had succeeded to the title. She appears to have been insane for some time previous to 
her death, and was buried in great state in Westminster Abbey. The Earl's son she first married 
was that Earl of Tyrone, who was made posthumously famous by the well-known ghost story, of 
which the following is a brief abstract. Having been intimate with a Miss Hamilton (Nicola 
Sophia, second daughter and coheir of Hugh, Baron Glenawly, bom February 23rd, 1666) 
they, in discussing their religious doubts, promised that whoever died first should appear to the 
survivor to point out to him or to her the true religion. The lady, who had married Sir Tristram 
Beresford, Bart , was startled one night by the appearance of the Earl, who informed her 
of his death (October 14th, 1693), ^^^d added that the revealed religion is the only one by which 
we can be saved, predicting at the same time her remarriage, the number of her children, &c., and 
her death in childbirth at the age of forty-seven. The £idy, being incredulous as to the reality 
of the vision, permitted him, after other essays to convince her, to touch her wrist, though 
warned that it would irreparably injure it. This was the case, and

stream of Counsell seem'd to run ag«^ y« L** Privy Seale. 

* There is now arriv'd y« Comte de Montecuculy (one of y* same family with the 
Emperour's great general) as Envoye Extraordinary from y® Duke of Modena, to 
compliment y* King upon y« happ)r delivery of her R. H. ; this Comte is a prime 
man in his country both as to quality & parts ; we beleeve he will stay here some 
considerable time as a kind of a Minister of y^ Court. 

* Frid.^ ^th, — The King and Duke are gone this day downe y® river to see what ships 
there are there, & will retume againe by night ; y® towne now begins to fill with 
Parlement men & caballs grow hotter & hotter, but no man among y™ yet knows w^ 
measures to take ; there are preparations of all sorts, as articles ag<^ ministers, 
petitions for ease & twenty other devices w*'** will or will not be us'd as occations 
offer themselves hereafter. 

* S', — You see I am not shy to take the same liberty you excus'd in yourself to 
shew you that I intend never to use ceremonie with a correspondant, & that I expect 
& beg to be treated with the same freedome, otherwise you will paine me perpetually, 
but useing me so kindly you will oblige,' &c. 

* P.S.— 1 had none from you last post.* 

260. Dated April 12th, 1675. 

^ Monday y 12th, — Last weeke arrived here M"" Godfree, from the Elec*" Palatine to 
his Ma^, complimenting him upon his mediaccon, and also recommending to his 
favour and protection y* interest of y* Elector in the future negotiations of peace. 

* On Wed : last was delivered to his Ma^J^ a I" from the Elector of Brandenb^, 
by his Envoye, the Baron Swerin, praying what prizes taken by vertue of his 
commissions are or may hereafter be brought into any of his Ma^^^" ports, and may 
be disposed of here as his Envoye here shall thinke fitt, and that from time to time 
all ships soe commissioned may have liberty of his Ma^^* ports as is practised 
towards other Princes and States, his Ma^^*" friends and allyes, but nothing as yet is 
resolved on. 

261. Dated April i6th, 1675. 

'The States Generall sent his Ma^^ last week a plan of the condicon in which 
they sayd they were contented, at his Ma^^' instance, to make a peace, the suine of 
w«*» was that as to the Emp^ Empire, Electors, Princes, States, &c., the Treaty of 
Munster be re-established, all spoyles and damages made in it by France made 
good, and security given for its being kept inviolable for the future. That the Duke 
of Lorraine have his country restored to him ; and as to Spaine, that the Treaty of 
the Pyrenneans be putt in execution, and things setled according to it. As to 
Holland, that Maestricht and the Pays d'outre Meuse be restored to them againe 
with intent to putt it into the hands of Spaine, which they conclude with a wish that 
if the condicons please not his Ma^ or be thought unreasonable they would be glad 
to know his opinion and what would be more reasonable. His Ma^ has ordered them 
to be putt into the hands of the French Envoy here, and sent the like to his Amb' at 
Paris to know the most Christian King's mind in it, and in the mean time to presse the 
States to come more forward towards a peace, the rather because the season of the 
yeare is so far advanced that they must dayly expect alteracons in their affaires. 

' Tu€s.^ 13M.— This day the Parlem^ meet according to y^ prorogation. Y^ King 
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went by land in his chaise in much greater state then ever I saw him, & made twice 
as long a speech as he us'd to doe, y* greatest part of which concerned religion, which 
he commended much to their care, he assured them of his constant resolution to 
maintain that & their propertie ; he then proposed y^ condition of y* kingdom in 
relation to our neighbours, which signified ships, wished y™ to loose no time, giveing 
some hints as if he intended but a very short session of 3 weeks or so at present ; 
designing to have y™ meet againe in winter for a longer time. After the King & the 
L** Keeper had done their speeches, y® Commons went back to their House, & then 
proposed to thank his Ma: for his gracious speech ; but some were against giving 
thankes for it in general, but for takeing it in peices & thanke his M. for w^ they 
likd & letting the other alone, w<^^ was carried in y^ House ; so y* it was noted y* y* 
humble thankes of y^ House should be given his Ma: for y^ part of his speech in which 
he assures y" of his resolution to preserve their religion & propertie, & for his calling 
them together now ; this they did to prevent anybody's beleeveing y* they liked y 
matter of y* ships too well. The L'^' moved also like y* Commons ag* thankeing y* 
King for y* whole of y® speech, y® L*^ Shaftesbury alleadging y^ there were many 
things in it relating to religion w^^ divers among y" had no great reason to like ; by 
this he thought to gain the Papist L*** to his side ; but the Duke answering y* y* King 
did but recommend y® preserveing & secureing of religion to y™ without saying how, 
so y*- if they found mildness & moderation a properer expedient to doe it by than 
rigour & severitie his M. had declared no aversion to y^ way, if they advised it, so y* 
he beleeved everybody might very reasonably thanke him for w^ he had said then, 
though many had reason to thanke him for w^ he had done lately ; upon this all y^ 
Cath. L^ but y® Earle of Powis were for thankes in general, & so it was carried ; both 
Houses adjoum'd but til to-morrow. 

* In y® debate of both Houses we may make some few remarques : one, y*^ had not 
y« Duke mov'd y« sense of y® King's speech (which had indeed something in it of a 
new law & changeing the old) to y® signification he made out of it, but had said y* 
least word upon y° subject of dislike of y® proceedings, he would have been imme- 
diately cry'd up for such a patron y^ everybody would have run for toleration & liberty 
without any stop ; but his R. H., preferring his duty to y* King, even in ceremonies 
only, before his greatest interest in y® world, choose rather to prevent any indecency 
towards his Ma. than to gaine any advantage in the world for himself. Y« L* 
Arlington & D. of Ormond were for qualifieing y* thankes to y* King, & not to thanke 
his Ma. for his gracious speech but for y^ gracious expressions in his speech ; this had 
like to have taken ; at least it has caus'd great wonder y' two such officer? as they, 
with 2 principal white staves, should act at y^ rate. The Commons lett fall many curst 
short speeches upon y° occasion of thankes ; Powell s** if they should thanke in gen' 
they must thanke for y* Convention at LambeLh, & for a few L*^" & Bi* advising y' 
^h ye Parl™^ never yet desir'd & which in very truth was plaine persecution. 

* Cheverel mov'd y^ y® proclamation for banishing of preist & offering £^ to y" 
discoverer of any one in order thereunto, might be read before they gave thankes, 
upon which he intended to show y® illegality of y' proceeding. Upon the point of 
ships. Sir Elias Harvy said y*^ y« customes were allow'd for y*, & it seem*d very much 
to him y^ y® King should ^ive j^3ooo a yeare out of y™ to a man so obnoxious to y^ 
House's displeasure (meanmg my L^ Lawderdale) as he had done, & then ask them for 
a supply for what y*^ ought to have contributed to. 

*The Lord Keeper, haveing a hole in his speech which no word but (tiJU would 
fill exactly, was pleased for sweet-sounding sake & y® beauty of oratory advize y^ they 
would not trifle away their time^ at which expression both Houses tooke great 
exceptions & will, some thinke, be at it againe hereafter, so that perhaps his L^ may 
find some inconveniencie in musical rhetorick when made use of to rough men.

order'd these to be layd before y"; one Sir Nicholas Cary very abruptly sayd y* since 
they had found out statutes of y^ nature it were good to consider who transgressed 
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mosl ag" y™, & from thence fell upon y" D. of Lawderdale & voted lo make y' same 
address ag" him now w^s they made y° last sessions, to remove him from y* King's 
person & all employm'* under him, & to give their reasons to his Ma. at y° same lime 
for y" s*" address. It was a great while debated whether they should proceed this way 
or by impeachment in y" L*^ House ; it was carried for this way, not only upon point 
of honour because they had begun this with him before, but because y" crimes they 
charge him withall were committed before the late Act of General Grace, so that to 
accuse him before y" L''* were to make all their designs unsuccessful, seeing his 
pleadeing the Act would absolve him, though he had othei-wise been never so guilty.

' The Commons have been all this day upon y° old statute of Rich, y* Second, w^ 
y" hunters of ministers look'd upon as a snare throwne in their way by enemies on 
purpose to make y™ seeme as mutinous as y* Long Parlement upon y" point of 
securing to themselves a time of setting ; but they beiny aware of this trap have 
avoided it & have handled y' matter otherwise then was expected, have adjoum'd it to 
this day 7-night, w^*! is in effect to lay it quite aside. 

' Frid., 16/A.— The House of U^ have done nothing this day but onely debated y* 
business of y* pro.estation before-mentioiied, -v'^ they did no great matter in but 
adjoum'd y° debate 'til Munday next. 

' The Commons have beenresolv'd JntoaGrand Committee about religion, to prepare 
a bill to hinder y* growth of Popery, for vi^^ there have been many heads propos'd, 
whereof one is that no Papist shall set in either of y' Houses of Parlem' ; another that 
there shall be a difference made between such as have scrv'd y' late King in actual armes,'

applyed to buy impropriations to be settled upon vicars and y* Church ; 2"'', Y' preist 
shall be allow'd, but confin'd so y' people may goe to them but not they to y' people,

* The Commons have been this day upon a bill for hindering new buildings about 
y* citty of London ; & after y*^ fell to consider a petition of Sir John Prytyman, a 
member of y^ House, who is in prison upon execution, & y* goaler says he cannot part 
with him, notwithstanding y® priviledges of y® House, without being lyable to y* 
Sheriffe for y* debt in case he should escape ; upon this very much being said against 
his being deliver'd & y* goaler's plea allow'd, it was at length ordered y^ y* Mace of y« 
House be sent to y* prison to fetch him out, w*^** shall be a discharge to y* mareschall 
in case he escapes, but if he does not he is to be taken againe as soon as y® priviledges 
are out. 

* The L*^ sat this day till 4 a'clock upon y^ bill of tests brought in on Thursday by 
y* Earle of Lyndsy, upon v^^ there were very hot debates— y* Bp" & Ministers of 
State for it, hopeing to exclude some Papists perhaps & Puritans by it, but y* 
generallity of y® rest ag** it, so y*^ it is beleev'd it will never pass, but it is to be 
debated againe to-morrow.

* Gilbert Burnet, Bishop of Salisbury, 1643-17 15, educated at Marischal College, Aberdeen, 
where he became an M.A. at the age of fourteen, and entered the Church in 1661. He was 
appointed preacher at the Rolls, and lecturer at St. Clement's in 1675, and in the same vear was 
examined at the bar of the House of Commons in the inquiry into the administration of the Duke 
of Lauderdale. He then became chaplain to the King. On the accession of James H. he 
travelled abroad, eventually settling in Holland, and being much in favour with William of 
Orange, whose expedition to England he accompanied in the quality of chaplain, and it was at 
his suggestion that Torbay was selected as the landing place. In 1689 he was made Bishop of 
Salisbury. The first volume oi History of My Own Times "^za published in 1723.

* This refers to the first marriage of Miss Hyde, daughter by her first husband of Lady Vyner, 
who in 1682 became the Lord Treasurer's daughter-in-law, having married his eldest son, Lord 
Dumblane, afterwards 2nd Duke of Leeds. When only twelve years of age, Miss Hyde had 
gone through the form of marriage with her cousin, John Emerton, in a country cottage, and 
unknown to her friends. Mr. Emerton's many unsuccessful attempts to obtain possession of Miss 
Hyde, who was heir to an estate worih 3000/. a year, as well as 20,000/. worth of timber, seem to 
have extended over some seven years. Lord Dumblane must have begun his wooing before 1677, 
and many clandestine meetings took place between them. In the Leeds Papers in the British 
Museum are three documents, the nrst of which, dated 1679, is to the effect that Miss Hyde 
takes Lord Dumblane for her husband ; the second, dated 1680, contains a corresponding 
resolution on his part ; the third is a certificate of the marriage, which took place at Mary-le-Bone 
Church, April 25tn, 1682. The rest of the story will be best gathered from some entries in Luttrell's 
diary, August, 1680. The 5^ : M*" Emerton's businesse about his marriage with Sir Robert Vyner's 
daughter, M<^® Hide, was heard before the delegates at Serjeant's Inn, and after a long debate, 
they were all of opinion it was a good marriage, only the Lord Chief Justice North was against 
it. But M" Hide presently petitioned his Majesty for a review of the cause, which he was pleased 
to grant her.— y«/^ 12^, 1682 : The delegates in M"^ Emerton's case met again, and when they 
were proceeding therein, M" Hide came with Lord Dunblain, second son to the Earl of Danby, 
into their Lordship's presence, and there, to the amazement of all, owned that she was married 
to the Lord Dunblain, producing a certificate thereof. Sentence was deferred, and the lady was 
committed into the charge of D»" Dove, Minister of S^ Bride's. — April 17/A, 1683 : The so long 
contested marriage of M" B. Hide, by M*" John Emerton, her cousin, is at last putt an end too: for 
the day before the delegates were to give sentence, M' Emerton had sent him 20,000 guineas to 
desist further prosecution, which accepting off putt an end to the affair.'

266. Dated May loth, 1675. 

' Sat.y Zth. — The L^, after reading some inconsiderable Bills, resolved in a Grand 
Committee to prepare a Bill for y« prevention of popery, & agreed upon this as a head 
y* no priest, but forreigners except M"^ Huddleston,* shall be permitted to attend her 

* John Huddleston, 1608-1618, a Benedictine monk of English birth. He first served in 
the royalist army, then studied at the English College at Douay, and after being ordained priest 
was sent back to the English mission. He was in constant attendance on Charles IL after his 
defeat at Worcester, and being on one occasion of signal service to him, the King promised to 
befriend him, a promise he fulnlled at the Restoration by inviting him to take up his residence at 
Somerset House, where he could live under the protection of the Queen Dowager, after whose 
death he was appointed chaplain to Queen Catharine. In 1678 the House of Lords voted 
that Huddleston and some otners who had been of service to the King after the battle of 
Worcester should live as freely as any of the King's Protestant subjects, without being liable to 
the penalties of any of the laws relating to Popish recusants. When Charles IL was on his 
deathbed the Duke of York brought Huddleston to him, and said, * Sir, this good man once 
saved your life ; he now comes to save your soul.' Huddleston then heard the dying King's 
confession, reconciled him to the Roman Church, and administered the last sacraments. All 
writers who mention Huddleston speak of him with respect, except Macaulay, who describes 
him as an honest but illiterate monk. 
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I Ma., Dor a.ny person but Protestants or forreigners allow'd to serve any future Queen

I ' The King sent y' Commons his answer lo their address about ye Iroopes now in 
France, vi"'' was y' those who were there before &: at y' lale treaty made with Holland 
and not agreed by y' to be recall'd were both inconsiderable, and there, upon a treaty 
with France, so y' he could not recall y" with safety to his honour, nor to y" peace he 
now enjoys with his neighbours, but y' he was content to issue out his proclamation 
for prohibiting any others to (joc over, according lo their request. Y" House debating 
this some while adjourned it til Monday next. 

' Mend. — There is a justice' warrand lately granted by one Justice Barker to search

'TTierc goes a report about a difference between L'' Peters* & his confessour (who is 
a Jesuite, a forreigner I suppose, there being no English ones now left). Y° L'' Peters 
tookean oath of allegiance some days agoe, and since y* went to confession, but refused 
to confesse his haveing taken y' oath as a sin, W^ bis gohstly father require*d him to doe, 
but his L^ w* not, upon w*" y' confessour refused (o absolve him, and so Ihey parted 
not only for the lime out for good & all according to present resolutions. If the Priest 
does but think lit to justice his proceeding, as some think he will, by writing, y* 
Papists may perhaps make sport for y' Protestani s by quarrels among y^selves. 

'The D. of Lawderdale was yesterday in y° evening in Hide Parke with y" King in 
his Ma,'' owne coach, when there was more company and greater splendour in y" 
Parke y° there has been any lime this yeare, w'* has so offended y" Parlement, they 
lookeing upon it as an indignilie put upon y" for y* Kine to honour y* person so 
signally whom they now complain of, y' it is beleived y' y' s" Duke will lose as much 
in his business lo-morrow by this honour as he then got satisfeclion by it.' 

267, Dated May 14th, 1675. 

' Tuts., I iM.^The Commons haveing been appease'd last night, melt this day in a 
little belter temper, but yet have been warm enough upon the debate of y* French 
forces, though without ill words, or offering to draw swords as they did yesterday, and 
after a long debate it was put to the question, whether they should make a new 
address to y" King to desire him lo recall all his subjects from y" French service, 
w^i was carried to y° negative by one voice, y* word all makeing many ag*' ii ; but y° 
same question being put, leaving out y" particle all, it was carried to y' affirmative, so 
yj they are to make a new address 10 desire y" King to recall his subjects from 
France, but w* of y"" or how many it is nol said. 

'The L''* were upon a libell ae"' y° Eaile of Strafford, & after haveing order'd a 
punishment for y' libeller, they feil upon y* bill of religion, Sl resolved into a Grand 
Commiilee lo prepare heads for such an acl as should prevent Popery, y" D. of Bucks 
proposed y' taking away y" eldest son from all familys 10 breed y" Proteslants as an 
admirable expedient for y purpose, & {jress'd it very hard ; but his great friend, >■" 
Karle of Berkshire, + did so solidly declaime ag" y' proposition, & severely commend 
y* good nature of it according to his way of rheiorick, y' y' B*!" & y" L'' Hallifax 
himself were ag" it, as it was proposed in grosse, & y° latter offered this qualiUca- 
tion, y' children onely whose parents were dead should be put into y" hands of 
Protestani guardians & be educated in y' true faith, this motion crowded oul y* 
former and was postpon'd itself, & must be debated againe hereafter. From this 
Ihey fell upon reading some depositions against a Quaker of Guildford who was 
accused of blasphemy, w^ were so very extravagant y' ihey proved him mad rather 
y" blasphemous, insomuch y' ihey order'd him to be consider'd by physitians ; but 
from y* hint of blasphemy some complain'd of y* defect of our laws for punishing y' 
crime, upon which a sub-commiitee was appointed to bring in some severe punish- 
ment for it, to be annexed to their bill of religion, y° L'' Hallifax approving y' motion, 
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aggravating y* sin of blasphemy and saying w* punishment was due to it, added y* 
he thought it reasonable y* as a blasphemer ought to incur y« severest punishment 
imaginable, so he y^ accused one falsly of blasphemy should be lyable to y' same. 

' IVed.— The Commons have been all this day upon bills of little account as to y* 
publick ; they committed a bill for releaseing of prisoners, and debated another for 
yo loth Qr 1 2th amendment of hearth mony, & were with that about to adjourn, but 
S"^ Thomas Leigh stop'd them with a motion y^ one Sherly might be taken into 
custody by y« order of y® House, y° case thus : one S"^ John Fagg, a Member of 
y« House of Commons, obtained a decree ag**^ y« s^ Sherly in Chancery, from which 
decree y*' said Sherly appealed to y® House of L^", w*=*» y« Commons take to be a 
breach of priviledge, & have therefore ordered Sherly to be taken into custody for 

Eresumeing to prosecute a member of theirs before y* Lords. This may breed hot 
lood, considering y*- y« L*** voted on Thursday y« 6*^ instant in this very case, y*- they 
had undoubted right to make cognizance of such causes. 

* The young Prince of Newburg is arrived here, & has been very kindly received 
by their Ma« & R. H». 

' The L<** sat very late about y* test, & got over a peice of y« oath, w>., "I, A. B., 
doe swear y^ I will not endeavour to alter y« Protestant religion as it is established by 
law ; *' but it was a long time before everybody w^ understand w^ y« Protestant 
religion was. 

* TAurs., 13/A.— This being Ascencion Day y« Houses did not sitt ; but all y« little 
army we have was drawne into Hide Parke to muster & show y™selves, & were 
indeed as fine as they could make y"^selves ; their Ma» & R. H" were there, & all 
y* gallants of both sexes both of court and towne. 

* Mons"^ Vendosme * is this evening gone from hence to embarque at Gravesend 
upon a yacht in order to his return to France. 

* Fn'd,, 14M. — The business mentioned on Wednesday concerning Sherly begins to 
worke ; this day y® under-sergeant of y® House of Commons came into y* lobby of 
y*' House of L***, and there found Sherly, & took him by y« hand to lead him out, but 
he knowing perhaps, at least suspecting him to be, who he was, refused to goe with 
him, upon w<^" he told him he had a warrant from y House of Commons to take him 
into custody, & asked him whether he would obey it or no. Sherly answer'd he did 
not refuse to obey it, but he had business there w^^ he was bound to attend, & did 
not thinke y*^ a proper place for him to take notice of warrants in or to y*^ purpose ; 
y« officer replyed he would wait there till he ded come out, & w** have him. This 
caused many to take notice of y® thing, & among the rest some L^ who were in 
y« lobby.

* Louis Joseph, Duke de Vendome, 1654-17 12, a celebrated French military commander 
who distinguished himself on many occasions, and in 1695 ^^ placed at the head of the army. 
In 1 7 10 he was sent to Spain and gained the victory of Villaviciosa, which assured the Spanish 
crown to Philip V., who showered honours upon him, and who, on his death at Vinaroz, had 
him buried in the Escurial. 

t William Howard, Viscount Stafford, 1614-16S0, fifth son of Thomas, Earl of Arundel, 
created Viscount Stafford in 1640. At the outbreak of the Civil War he retired to Flanders, but 
returned in 1646. He was elected a member of the Royal Society in 1665. In 1678 he was 
accused, with Lord Petre and others, of being concerned in the Popish plot ; was sent to the 
Tower, and after two years' imprisonment was beheaded on Tower Hill. While on the scaffold 
he read a speech in which he protested his innocence.

'Sat., IS/A, — The L^' sent an answer to y' Commons' message to this effect, y'^ 
L''* spiritual! & temporal considering your messuage in answer thereunto doe say 
yt y« \ji Mohun did nothing but w"- became him as a peer. The Commons made y' 
messengers from y' L''" wait at their dore til nere twelve a clock, & w" they called 
y°' in, they did, as if it were, make sport with y' answer, & at length voted It unparle- 
menlary ; they farther voted that whoever for y'' lime to come should cite a member 
of y* House of Commons lo y* L^ bar should be esteemed an enemle & a disturber of 
the pteace & quiet of y' Commons. They also order'd one Sir Nicholas Staunton, a 
baronet of Surry, lo be brought in custody to their bar for citeing M' Onslow, a 
member of their House, before y" L'"' ; this may come lo something in lime. 

'The L*i" had a bill before y™ brought in this day by y" Marquis of Winchester to 
repeale y" writ de heretico combvrtndo, in w'' all manner of excommunications were 
intended to be voided, & y" Marquis gave this for y reason of his bringing it in, y' he 
was afraid y" Bf* should turn Papists & bum him, but -f bill & y' reason were both 
dislik'd and laVd aside ; the \.'^ went afierw*' upon religion & made y'"5elyes pleasant 
rather y" acted seriously upon y° subject. 

' Monday. — The Commons this day demanded a conference of y* L'*' {for praying 
or desiring is now no longer to be their stile), at w'"" they told their \J"^ y" they had 
infrin^d&' invaded y priviledgei ofy CommoKS by undfrtateing to judge causes in 
which Iheir members are concerffd, or to y' effect. V" I.''' askeing whether they

' The Commons have receiv'd y" L**" answer to their message yesterday, & have 
thereupon anew asseited their own priviledges, & have sent up to desire a conference 
with their L*"^ upon y' subject, W* they are lo have to-morrow ; ftom y' they went 
Upon a Bill against Popeiy, w'*' was lead y' first time & ordered to be read againe on 
Thursday next. 
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* Wed.^ 19M.— Her R. H* was yesterday very ill, & had y« misfortune to miscarry. 

* This day y* Commons attended y* L*^ in y* painted chamber with their conference, 
at w*^** they complained of y® irre^larity of y* V^ message to y" about y* H'arrant 
taken by y* L** Mohun from their officer which y* L*** in their mess^e call a faper 
signed Edward Seymoury & doe aske y* Commons whether they will owne it for 
theirs or no, y* manner of w^** y* Commons dislike, they thinkeing it below y™ to be 
dealt withal] by interrogatories ; they thinke it also a reflection upon their Speaker to 
be nam'd after y* fashion, & did take exceptions at y* L<*" concerning y™selvcs w*** 
their members or orders, they avowing y"selves only judges of both y"selves.

* The L<** sent a message to y" Commons about y* conference yesterday, y* summe of 
w*** was y^ they would allow y™ another conference to-morrow at ten o'clock upon y* 
subject matter of y^ former, w^** will begett a free conference & that perhaps new 
feuds : y* rest of this day was spent by y* L*** in private causes. 

*The Commons have been upon several things relating to their members whose 
elections are yet in dispute about their priviledges, upon w^^ they have fram'd a new 
message to y* L<^ about y* King's subjects who are in y* French service, upon which 
they have prepared a new address to the King to recall them, & then ordered one of y*

*Mr. Powel reported from a conference held with >• L«^ upon y* business of 
Sherly y« reasons w<* y« L<^ gave in y^ case, w*"** being read they voted y* the House 
was not satisfied with y^ reasons, but y^ they should desire a free conference of y* 
L<^. They ordered to proceed upon y* conference about priviledges on Thursday 
morn>, adjourned y* L^ Lawderdale's business til this day 7 night, & so adjourned 
the House til Wednesday next. 

* It is very observable in y' carriage of affaires yesterday y* y« business concerning 

* Sir Christopher Turnor, 1607-1675, was educated at Emmanuel College, Cambridge, and 
was called to the bar in 1633. Ai the Restoration he was made a Baron of the £jccbequer, and 
was knighted. On his first circuit he refused to try three persons indicted for murder for the 
sufficient reason that no body had been found. His successor at the next assize condemned and 
hanged the prisoners, whose innocence was established some years afterwards by the reappear- 
ance of the man supposed to have been murdered. 

t Vere Bertie was the fourth son of the 2nd Earl of Lindsey, and it was probably to the 
devoted loyalty of both his father and giandfather that he owed his professional advance- 
ment, which was somewhat rapid. He was called to the bar in 1659, was appointed Secretary 
of the Treasurv and Treasurer of the Ordnance. In 1676 he was appointra a Baron of the 
Exchequer, ana in 1678 was removed to the Common Pleas. Died 16S0. 

X Thomas Lennard, Lord Dacre and Earl of Sussex, 1653-17 1 J, created Eiul of Sussex in 
1674. He was never made a K.G. 
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y« new address about >• King's subjects in France, w<* have been carried so evenly 
2 or 3 times, y^ there has never yet been more then one voice odds, was yesterday 
also perfectly even, & carried by y« Speaker's voice only, vi^^ he ^ave for y« address, 
w** is looked upon as ag* y* King^s interest & inclination, & yet he is, besides Speaker, 
Treasurer of y* Navy & y« L<* Treasurer's particular friend. Many men arc pos'd with 
these mistical politicks.' 

270. Dated May 24th, 1675. 

* Sat^ 22nd. — We haveing no news from y* Parlement this day we may have leave 
to tell you y^ y« Sweedes' Ambassador, Comte de Sparr, is arrived here, and is to 
have audience this evening of her R.H., who is well recover'd againe of her unfortunate 
niiscarriage ; and y^ y« Earl of Pembroke, w**> one Sir Edward Stadling & one other 
in his company, being yesterday morning very early a-scowring^ as they call it, the 
streets out some poore market people as they went about their business, & made 
such havock y^ y" poore people, assisted by others who happened to be there by 
chance, fell upon y« Earl & his company so vigourously y* tney disarm'd y™ & beat 
y™ severely. 

* It being reported to y* L«^ y* Taylor (y« blasphemer, of whom I made mention on

— Stil to supply y« want of Parlement news, we must tell you in- 
different storys, as : i* y* y« Duchesse of Portmouth's father is arrived here and 
treated so kindly y^ his lady may be perswaded to come to him, and, as some say, 
they will both stay here for good and all, upon w*-"** angry Parlem* men make

* Tuesd,y 25/^— CoUonel John Howard, of Carlille, being about to goe into France 
to this command there (he being at present Leutenant-Coll. to y^ D. of Monmouth's 
regiment), had ship'd his horses & all his other equipage at Dover to transport y™ to 
Calais, under y^ care & conduct of his enseigne, but they were scarce got a league to 
Sea before they were taken by a privateer of Ostend & carried away, though em- 
barqued aboard an English ship, w^^ we looke upon as more y*^ y* Spaniards know 
how to justifie. 

*Here has been of late some bustle about searching for Popish preists & 
other peices of Popery, & particularly at y« L** Stafford's, where some officers had y« 
confidence to come upon y^ errand, notwithstanding he is a peer, & therefore not 
liable to have his house searched at any time unless a warrant for y^ purpose be 
signed by six Privy Counsellors' hands, notwithstanding y^ Parlem^ is now actually 
setting, and consequently a peer's priviledges much larger y" at other times.

There were about 300 in 
y* House, but y* whole consists of 500. Upon y^ whole, it was voted as a punishment 
to ye defaulters y* y« Speaker should write letters to y* townes & places for which they 
serve, to acquaint those places how much their interest & service is neglected by y* 
representatives they have chosen, y« House presumeing y^ such a disgrace as y* will 
operate mightily upon y* honour of those Members & so procure an amendment of 
their fault ; but if it prove not so eflfectuall as they now hope, they are then to thinke of 
a new expedient.

* Thurs.y 27M.— We have a complaint here from y« Land's End y* six French men- 
of-war, being summon'd by a fregat of ours to strike sayle, affronted y* fregat & caused 
one of their company to give her a broadside ; the six had first Dutch colours up, but 
afterwards put up French, so y^, though the general clamour be ag* y* French, as 
perhaps it was intended it should though they were Dutch, yet some believe they 
were Dutch & used y* artifice onely of French colours to incense us at present, who 
are angry enough already with y« French. 

' This day y« L*^* & Commons have been upon the old quarrell between y"*selves. 
The Commons have sent to desire or demand (I can't tel w'^^) a conference with y* 
\J^ upon M' Onslow's case, to which y* \J^ have answer'd that y*- being about their 
right of judicature they cannot confer with y™ upon it, y* being so much their un- 
doubted right y^ they cannot allow it to be disputed, but have agreed to confer with 
y™ upon y« subject of their owne priviledges (for which y« Commons sent another 
distinct message) upon condition they w^ say nothing at y^ conference y* should touch 
or concern their L*^p*' right of judicature. 

' The Commons read a long Bill of 40 or 50 sheets ag^ Popery. 

^Frid,^ 28/^ — The Commons have refused to confer with y« L^ upon y* termes 
they propos'd yesterday, & from thence fall to arraigne the judicature itself of y* L^, 
and voted, after many hours' debate, " That there lies no appeale to y* judicature of 
y* D^^ in Parlement from any court of equitie^^ w<* is as bnske a vote as ever was 
pass'd yet upon y* subject ; upon y they order'd y^ no Member of theirs should 
presume to appeare at y® L***' barre upon any occasion of y^ nature ; they also propos'd 
to send Sir John Fagg, a Member of theirs, to y« Tower for haveing appeared there 
before, but it being alleged y* y« former order of y^ House prohibiting any such 
appearance was made y* very day he did appeare, & it not being evident y* y* order 
was before y* appearance or y^ he knew of it, he was excused.' 

272. Dated May 31st, 1675. 

* The L*^ were all y® morning upon y« test, againe debateing who should administer 
it, & entered upon several considerations w*^^ should be esteem'd an endeavour to 
alter y® Protestant religion or y® gouvernment established in Church or State, upon 
w*^** subject there were many curst & biting wipes, & many more will be before this 
test come yet to be perfected ; y« House y°, without advanceing very farr, adjoum'd 
about one til 5, when they sat againe & heard a cause depending before y" between 
one De Mahoy, a Member of the House of Commons, & Sir Nicholas Crisp, but De 
Maho/s appeareing before y® L**" will be, it is presumed, expounded a transgression 
agrt ye order of y® House of Commons, at w<^** they may perhaps prove very angry & 
give us occasion to tell you news of Mr. Demahoy in our next from another place. 

* Sat,^ 29M.— This being the King's birthday, on w**** his Ma. enters his 46th yeare, 
>•« two Houses onely melt to go to church & heare sermons, & did nothing else ; y* 
rest of y® day was spent in common jollities. Y^ peice w*^*^ was most extraordinary 
was an appearance of archers in Tuttle fields, to y® number of about 1200, very well 
clad & in good order, commanded by several persons of quality ; y* King & his 
R.H. accompanied with both their Courts, went into the field to see and honour their 
parade. 

' We have this day newes from Rome y^ y® Pope has made a promotion of six 
Cardinals, whereof y* L^ Philip Howard,* b"" of y« D. of Norfolke & L^ Almoner to her 
Majesty of England, is one. 

* Philip Thomas Howard, Cardinal of Norfolk, 1629-1694, third son of the 3rd Earl of 
Arundel, was educated at Utrecht, afterwards went to Rome, and in 1646 became a Dominica 
monk. He was highly esteemed by Charles II., and was one of the witnesses of the ro^ 
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^ Mand,, 31J/.— The Commons were this day very angry with M' De Mahoy for 
his action on Friday last, but he haveing something to say for himself, y^ he was not 
immediately but onely collaterally concerned in y« business, he was excused ; yet, 
notwithstanding y*, they had like to sent Sei«* Peck, Sergeant Pemberton,* Sir John 
Churchill,t & M' Porter, 4 lawyers, to y« Tower without hearing y™,for pleading ag*^ a 
Member of their House, but they abated a little the rigour of their first intentions, & 
order*d them to appeare to-morrow at ten o'clock at their barre to answer their 
oflfence ; from this they order'd a message to y« ]J* to desire a conference, w** y« L*** 
consented to, but it was onely a private one, and so of no great moment ; from this 
they fell upon y« D. of Lawderdale's, & voted another address to the King to pray his 
Ma. to remove him from his presence, his counsells, & all employments, w*^*» was 
carried by 20 voices (136 ag* 116), so y^ it is much to be feared y^ his case is some- 
what desperate. 

* The L*^ House is stil setting about ye test, though it be now nere eleven of y® 
clock at night, & are not like to nse yet these 3 hours. 

* 1 humbly thank you for yours of the 4th of June, & must beg your pardon if 
mine to you bee not so perfect, as I am much afraid they are not, seeing I am not 
able to look over them all, & finding this so faulty which I have examined ; but if 
you can pick out the sence you will forgive the formalities of good sence or curious 
expression, or anything else that can be pardoned, & in so doing you will oblige,

273. Dated June 4th, 1675. 

* Tuesd y ij/.— The L^ rose last night about midnight, after haveing sat some 14 
or 15 houres. They settled y« penalty under w^** y* test is to be taken — which is, to 
officers, y« immediate loss of office and forfeiture of £soo ; to Members of Parlem^ 
who are no officers, onely ;£5oo — & adjourned y* farther consideration of y* said test 
til Wednesday next, for they want 3 parts yet of y^ Bill— i*^, a title ; 2^\ a preface ; 
and 3"*, a proviso to save officers of inheritance ; which 3 points may cost them 
another week if other affaires will allow them to spare so much time ; but we fear 
they will not, for y« House of Commons begin to come up close to y™ and to press 
them hard, for they y* Commons have this day committed y* foure lawyers menf* 
yesterday to y* Sergeant of their House for pleading before y* L^* ui supra, notwith- 
standing y® L^ had by express order appointed them to plead & had given them their 
protection for so doeing, notwithstanding y^ Sir J. Churchill is immediate servant 
Doth to y* King & Duke, & M' Porter also to y* Duke. These prisoners will be 
bound to address y™selves to y« L^ to challenge their protection ; if they doe not y* 
L*** will send y™ to y* Tower, & if they doe y« Commons will use their utmost power 
ag"^ y™, so y^ y* game of tennis is begun, & these honest lawyers must be y® ball to be 
toss'd. 

' The Commons have also sent S' John Fagg, one of their Members of whom you 
have heard so much in their differences w*^ y« House of L^, to the Tower for 
appearing before y* L*^, & then fell upon De Mahoy, who very hardly escaped y® 
same fate, & afterwards proceeded to M' Onslow, & S^ W. Basset, & M^ Nosworihy, 



marriage. He was nominated first chaplain to the Queen, and took up his residence in England.

* Sir Francis Pemberton, 1625- 1697, was called to the bar in 1654, was made a seneant 
early in 167^, and King's Serjeant in August of the same year, and knighted. In 1681 he 
became Chief Justice of the King's Bench, and was removed to the Common Pleas in 1683, from 
which office, however, he was dismissed six months afterwards. He then returned to his 
practice at the bar, and in 1688 was the leading counsel who defended the seven bishops. 

t Sir John Churchill was called to the bar in 1647, and practised in the Court of^ Chancery, 
was knighted in 1670, in 1674 was created a King's Counsel and made Attorney-General to the 
Dake of York. In January, 1685, he succeeded Sir Harbottle Grimston as Master of the Rolls, 
but died the March foUowinJ^. 
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all Members, who are all to answer hereafter & clear themselves, if they can, of y* 
same guilt, or endure y^ same punishment ; they have also summoned S' Nicholes 
Crisp for offering to demand justice of y* L**" ag^ one of their Members. The L*** sat 
this day forenoone & aftemoone, but about nothing but hearing causes, w^ signifie 
but little ; to-morrow perhaps we may hear something of them. 

* Wed.y 2nd. — The V^ sat very late last night ; but before they rose they ordered 
their Usher of y« Black Rod to take >« 4 lawyers committed by y* Commons to their 
Sergeant into his custody, & to bring y™ before their L^p* this day before 8 o'clock in 
y® morning, and in case of opposition they ordered all constables & other officers to 
assist their Black Rod even to breaking up of dores, etc. ; ye Black Kod performed his 
charge, & y« L*^ tooke upon y™ to deliver y* prisoners, & after y^ sent y* L** Cheife 
Justice North & y® L^ Cheife Baron Turner to demand a conference upon that afTaire, 
terming it a great injury toy* di^Uie ofy* King &*y* good of y* Kingdom. But y* 
L*^ before they sent this message debated long whether they should limit y* conference 
to y« business of y® lawyers onely or no ; w<=^ question was carried to y* negative, & 
agreed to for different reasons ; by some (who had a mind to accomodate y^ breach) 
y^ they might throw y« business upon y* King, calling it an injury to his dignitie, &c., 
without saying anything of y* right of y* L<**, hoping y^ y« Commons w** be glad of 
such an expedient to end y* difference, as to submit to y« King, & at y* same time to 
triumph over y« L'** ; and other who ded not care though y* gap were wider then it 
is, if y^ can well be, were pleased not to limit y* conference, because, say they, we 
have such an advantage over the Commons upon this point y^ we now have a good 
opportunity of calling y" to account for several other pnviledges w<^** they have lately 
ravished from us, & to enquire by w^ power they pretend to imprison any body, or to 
determine their owne elections, seeing they cannot administer an oath & consequently 
cannot take such evidence as Magna Charta requires in cases of liberty & property. 

*The Commons made y® L**'» messengers, though 2 great judges, to wait at their 
dore without calling y"^ in a considerable while til they had a conference with y* 
L^ upon y* subject of their refusing to goe to a conference appointed on Friday, & 
gave their reasons why they did refuse, y® summe of all w<=*» was y* their L**"** had 
limited y™ not to speake of their judicature, w** limitation, say y* Commons, is 
unparlementary & in effect a denieing them a liberty to speake of y* w**» is y* very 
reason why they desired that conference. 

* The Commons after this call'd their Sergeant, S' James Norfolke, to demand of 
him an account of their prisoners, who answering y^ they were taken from him by 
force by y* Black Rod, they ordered him to be sent to y* Tower for not garding y" 
better, but S' James got out of y*' way and is not yet found. They then odled in y« 
L*^ messengers, & agreed to a conference to-morrow at ten o'clock. After this they 
went upon y« lawyers, & order'd y^ Sergeant Peck, Sergeant Pemberton, and S' John 
Churchill be taken into custody & brought before y™ to answer their escape. Porter 
was not included in this order because it did not appeare to y™ y^ he had been a 
prisoner at all. 

* The L*^ satt againe this day at 4 o'clock to prepare for their conference to-morow. 

* Thurs.^ yrd, — The L**» & Commons mett this day at a conference at w<* y* L^ 
treated y« Commons very roundly, y« Commons say rudely, calling them y* lower 
house^ accusing their proceedings as illegall, dangerous, &c., & wondering they 
should presume to doe as they have done & a great deal more to y* purpose, which y« 
Commons resent extremely ill, & have appointed a committee to draw up reasons for 
their proceedings & answers to w*» y® L'^* have alleged, w*^**are to be offer'd to-morrow 
by y"* at another conference at which y® Commons will certainly be as high as y* L*** 
were to-day. This cannot last long ; 2 or 3 moves more must make it chickmate. 

* Frid^ \th, — The conference between y® two Houses w®*^ was designed yesterday for 
this morning has been spoil'd in a very extraordinary way, w*"** was thus : y« Speaker 
passing through y* hall this first day of y« terme with his mace before him saw 
Sergeant Pemberton there a walking & order'd his Sergeant to take him into 
custody according to >'• order of y* House yesterday. Pemberton telling him he had 
y* L*^ protection, & not submitting very readily, y* Speaker us'd him a little oddly, 
& commanded his Sergeant to shove him before y® mace, & at y^ rate he went widi 
him. Y® Speaker being come to y* House, & w** he had done being known, y* House 
sent downe their Sergeant into y® hall to take y® other 3 lawyers into custody from 
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y* barrs they were pleading at: one of which, vii., S' John Churchill, being y' 
King's counsel! S aiiomey to y' Duke, was within y* barr of y* Court of Chancery 
where y* King is always supfioscd to be, and there he told -f Sergeant y' he believed 
they could hardly shew a precedent for taking one of y' King's 5ei-\'ants out of his 

Eresence into custody, but y' officer was above discourse, for he had 30 members 
ehind him, who came down to sec their orders executed, & who, perhaps, would 
have done it with' blows in case of any resistance, but y* lawyers obey'd. 

' This action so alarm'd y* L''" yi- they layd aside all other business to examine & 
consider it, w°^ they did with agreat deale of resentment & indignation, all in y' general 
disallow'd y' fact equally, but had several ways of expressing their anger. Some pro- 
pos'd in J'* momin>; lo adjourn till 4 in y" afternoone, & others till to-morroiv morning, 
Y all might consider more maturely what might be best to be done in an afTaire of this 
importance, but another sort of men, fearing y' y" King might be persuaded to prorogue 
y"* suddenly in case they ded so (before their sense of y" indignitie offered y" should 
be 30 sufficiently expressed as to leave a record of it in their booke), 4 to lake no 
notice of it hereafter, but suffer their right 10 be lost insensibly, & purchase a little 
quiet at y' expence of their priviledges & honour, resolved not to adjourn without 
doeing somethmg, whereupon they voted f'an address to y' King to desire his Ma : to 
turn y° Sergeant, who executed y' order of y* Lower House upon y* lawyers out of 
his place, & to put another in, w'^'' his Ma. had promised lo doe ; 2™", y' their Black 
Rod i-hould take y° said Sergeanl 5: his mace, & bring y" to y" House, &-, 3"*, y' y* 
whole matter of faci should be recorded in ihelr book, & their dislike of it also \ & 
about I o'clock they adjourned y" further consideration of y' whole business til 4 this 
afiemoooe. 

' In y' meane time, y" Commons voted y' y* 4 lawyers should be sent to y° Tower, 
w'''' vote ihey carried by six voices — r52 ag"* [46. Y" matter in difference was 
onely y* place, not y thing ; the whole House itas for committing y™, but not to y' 
Tower. Some were for sending beds lo y* Speaker's chamber, & for keeping y" there, 
bui to y* Tower at length they voted, & to y' Tower they are gone. After this, they 
set about drawing reasons to justifie their proceedings, & at 3 o'clock adjourn'd til 4, 
allowing y<"selves one houre onely to eal. 

274. Dated June 7th, 1675. 

'So/., 5M.— Both Houses sat very late last night, y' Commons about preparing 
reasons for a conference in answer to y L''*' conference on Thursday last, w'^" were 
reported lo y* House & approved, & indeed are very perl ones, justifying their owne 
proceedings highly, & denying those of y' L''* as much. The L''' about y' affront 
offer'd y*" in y' morning, voted after a long debate y' they would undertake no 
business of any sort in y' House uniil they had satisfaaion given them in y' point. 
Their Black Rod reported to their L''""" y' he had been at y" Tower, & had demanded 
y'^ prisoners which y' Commons had committed, Jt y' S' John Robinson, y" Lieutenant 
of y' Tower, had refus'd to deliver ihcm to him, upon w''' y" L''* voted an address to 
his Ma. 10 turn y* said Lieutenant oui of his command, to u"'' y' King promised y"' an 
answer this day. 

' This mom" both Houses melt, & the Commons were in a great heal about ihe 
King's turning oul of Iheir sergeant, but before they could doe anything in it Ihe King 
sent them a message to adjourn til 4 in the afternoone, and to wait upon him then in 
in y" Banquetling House, He commanded y* L** to meet him there also, & so they 
adjourned as soon as ihey metl. Al 4 o'clock y* two Houses waited upon y' King, 
when his Ma : told them he was sorry to see them at such odds, advised them to confcrr 
freely logelher, and lo shew their reasons on both sides, Sc promised lo interpose 
something of his, 1 know not what, judgement, authority, mediation, or sometiiing 
else, when necessary. 

'The L'^ returning to their House, y" King sent them this answer to their address, 
y' he found no reason to remove y' Lieutenant of y'' Tower, at *''' the T.'"' were so 
strucke, lookeing upon themselves as abandoned, y<, after 4 or 5 sharp speeches, they 
adjourned till Monday morn". The Commons, belter satisfied, as thinking they shall 
gain their point, voted y* King thankesfor his gracious careof lhem& their priviledges, 
or something like that. The King, in his speech, layd the cause of Ihese differences 
upon the enemies of y* Church of England, who malitiously contrived these divisions 
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to compell him to dissolve this Parlement. This the House looked upon as reflective 
upon some of their members, & therefore passed a vote to purge y™selves, viz., y* it 
appeared to y^ House that that House had done nothing in y^ affaire but w* became 
them to doe to preserve & maintain their priviledges. Some would have worded the 
vote otherwise, & have had y^ /'/ was y< judgement of y^ House in y« rome of y* // 
appear^ d^ but it was carried ag"^ judgement by 13 voices — 117 ag"^ 104. 

* Mond.y 7th. — The L*^ made a vote this morning upon y« same occasion to vindi- 
cate y°*selves from y* aforesaid reflection in the King's speech, to this purpose, that 
y* House had done nothing in relation to this difference, but w^ they were bound to in 
honour & duty ; 2*^**, they voted y^ the imprisoning of y* lawyers, & y® detaining y™ 
in custody was illegal & arbitrary ; 3"^, y^ their Black Rod should take Toppam, y« 
Sergeant of y® House of Commons, into custody ; &, 4*^**, y^ a habeas corpus should 
be issued forth under y® great seale of England to bring y® prisoners to their barr. 

* The Commons voted y* their Sergeant had done nothing but his duty, & then 
being acquainted by S' John Fagg y^ he had been serv'd with an order from y® House 
of L*** to attend y« tryall of Sherly's appeale ag^ him to-morrow at y® L^ barr, to 
which he desired their leave y* he might attend, for y*^ he should have judgement ag* 
him, if he did not loose his estate, peremptory ly denied leave, & voted y*- SMohn 
Fagg doe not appeare before y* L*^, but y^ he shall be protected by y^ House ag* any 
judgement y^ shall be given ag"^ him by y« House of Lords. 

'Ordered also y*^ w^ever Commoner shall aid or assist towards the executing of any 
such judgement shall be esteem'd a betrayer of y« rights & libertys of y« Commons, 
& of y« priviledges of y* House, & order'd these votes to be fairly written and pasted 
up at y® dores of Westminster Hall ; & so adjourned at about 2 o'clock til 4, haveing 
order'd y* all their members, especially y® lawyers, doe not fayle to attend y« House 
then. 

* The Commons, meeting againe at 4 o'clock, voted diametrically contrary to y* 
L*^", viz., I"*, y^ y« imprisonment & detention of y« lawyers is according to law ; 2"*^, y* S' 

tohn Robinson, y« Lieutenant of y® Tower, has done nothing but w*^ he ought ; 3"*, they 
ave order'd him not to obey any habeas corpus^ or other writ for y« delivery of y* s** 
prisoners from any court or person w*soever, w*^^ they w^ word so notwithstanding it 
was urg'd in y^ House y^ that manner of expressing y™selves might be thought to 
reflect upon y« King.' 

375. Dated June nth, 1675. 

* Tuesd.y Zth, — S' John Robinson has refus'd to obey y* L*^ habeas corpu^s^ but has 
brought these writs this morning into y® House of Commons, & acquainted y* House 
^th ye history of his behaviour m y* affaire, for w<^** y« Commons have voted him y« 
thankes of y« House ; at y® same time y* L<*" sending out their Black Rod to call 
S' John Robinson into their House w^*^ his prisoners, w*=** they supposed to be at their 
dore, were told y* he was not there ; upon w^^ they order'd their Sergeant to goe 
downe with his mace into y« hall & there to summon S' John Robinson by publick 
proclamation to make return of y« writs of habeas corpus issued out by y* courts of y* 
House of L^. 

* The Commons sent up a message to mind y« L^ of a conference w<* they had 
desir'd of them a good while agoe, to which their L***?* had not yet given any answer ; 
nor did they give any this day, but neglected y« message, & tooke no notice of it ; & 
then voted an alias to be issued out ag"^ Sir John Robinson, returnable before their 
Ld«p« to-morrow morning. 

* Wed,y <^ih, — The Commons fell to debate y« L*^ power to issue out such writs as 
habeas corpus or alias ^ but came to no vote in y* point. 

'The Commons mett this morning, & voted, i"^, y^ y« lawyers were well & lawfully 
committed, & y* a commoner committed by y* House of Commons for breach of their 
priviledges & contempt of y^ House during sessions of Parlement ought not to be 
deliver'd by any court or authority whatsoever, but by order of y*^ House ; 2°*, y* y* 
writs of habeas corpus issued by y« L*^ were illegal, & unduly issued out ; 3"^, y* y* 
L*^ Keeper be made acquainted with these votes, & desired to supersede y* said writs. 
Whilst they were in these heats, about 10 o'clock >• Black Rod knock'd at their dore, 
& told y" y* y« King commanded y" to wait on him in y* House of L^ presently \ 




where, after passing 4 or $ Bills, w'''' are very little worth nameing, y King lold y°' y' 
he called y™ together to secure iheir religion & property, w* he hop'd they w' have 
done successfully, seeing he had not offcrd y" any business of his owoe to hinder or 
obstruct y', to W^" end he had lett y"" sett much longer then he first intended, & y' 
he design'd oncly to adjourn y" for a short time, but, finding y' some of his & their 
enemies had been able to make differences between his 2 Houses as were not to be 
accomodated by anyihlng less then a prorogation, he very unwillingly prorogued >" 
till y" tj"' day of October, when he hop'd to meet them againe in belter temper, 
without springing new dllferences or reviving y' old. 

' Thurs., \ot/t. — Our Parlement being now up, y' lawyers who were prisoners are 
all at liberty againe, & y" Court will suddenly be goeing out of towne ; we are told y'' 
y' King has this day apfiointed this day 7-night for the day of his goeing to Windsor. 

'From Jamaica we hearc of y* 13"' of March y' S' Henry Morgan* was there 
arrived, after y° misfortune of having been cast away off of Hispiniola, where he lost 
his ship upon a rock, but sav'd all his company, who were happily releived from 
starveing by a French privateer, who came there by chance, & transported y" to 
Jamaica, where he pubhsh'd his commissions of Deputy Governor & Lieutenani- 
Gcneral, & with some difficulty tooke possession of y' government, S' Thomas Linch 
being loath to part with it. The L'' Vaughan w»s not then arrived, but dayly expected. 

''Frid., iiM.— Our circumstances will now give us leave to breathe a little, & ease 
Qur correspondents &: scribes a while. Our Parlement men are posting downe into 
their countrys, dissatisfied enough, but w"' whom or w' they can scarce tell ; ihey all 
agree y* King has done no more then necessity compell'd him to, but 4 or 5 of y" 
belelve he has not done so much as he ought to have done or must quickly doe, for a 
prorogation will never, say ihey, doe y= business. This Parlement must be dissolved, 
for no good can be expected from y"". It is but lost labour to try y" any longer, but 
y* tests & y* Bi" beare y" greater blame. Y' highest Cavaliers & best Protestants are 
now convinc'd y^ persecution & English episcopacy is too narrow a foundation for 
our great monarchy to be built upon, considering y* excessive odds between y° 
numbers of y* orthodox Churchmen & dissenters, & therefore begin to be persuaded 
y' a liberty of conscience so regulated as lo secure y" present government of Church 
& State is ten limes likely lo succeed as to y settlement of this kingdome in peace 
& plenty. 

' The King & Duke have been this day downe at Ulackwall to see a little ship 
launch'd which is built for Sally to tend & looke after those pirates there.' 

276. Dated June i8th, 1675. 

'5.1/., tiM.— The Earic of Essex has sent to desire leave to come home hither 
for a time onely upon some important afTaires, as he pretends, for his Ma.'s service, & 
designs to propose y^ Archbishop of Dublin (y° L'' Chancellor of Ireland) & S' 
Arther Forbes to y' King as fit men to be justices there in his roome, though some 
thinke y* L'' Conway will rather be one. There has been this evening a Cabinet 
Counsell held upon this business at Whitehall, but we know not yet what has been 
resolved in it. 

' S' W" Lockart, our Amb' ai y^ French Court, being lately dead, M' Sydney 
Godolphin, one of y" Groomes of y' Bed-chainber, is appointed to be our Minister 
there in his rome, in quality of Envoye Extraordinairie, »"'' y' French doe not much 
like, lookeing u)H)n our sending so httle a ma.a to their great master as no good 
argument of our leale & affection for his interest. Besides, we have sent for S'' W™ 
Temple 10 come over from Holland upon some earnest business for a lillle while, W* 
y French looke upon as a thing nw inteodecj for their service. We may tell you 
more of it hereafter. 

* Sir Hi'niy Morgan, 1635- 16SE, a buccaneer, Lieolenaiil-GoVETnur of Jamaica. While > 
mete lad he is said to have been kidnapped at Bristol, and sold as a servant to Barbadiis whence 
be found his way 10 Jamaica and [oioed the buccaneers. AAer many adventures, including the 
reduction uf Panama, he came lo Eneland, and got into high favour with Charles 11., and in 
1674 was granted a commission, wilh the siyle of Colonel Henry Moigan, to be Lieulcnant-

'Sund., 27/A.— We have had a little mischance this morning at S' James's in y" 
Duchesse's court- M" Mary Kirke, one of H.R-H.'s maids of honour, had y' ill 
fortune to become a mother of a brave boy. It is suppos'd y poore lady, being 
unskilful in such affaires, mistook her reckoning & was surprised, for shee had design'd 
many months to retire to a monaslry, w^'' shee made account to have done very 
suddenly. So soone as shee discovered the condition her frailly had brought her to, 
slice became a cathotick, y'' apprehension ot her shame giving her either a sincere 
remorse for her fault, or suggesting to her a convenient way of concealing it, & from 
y° houre y' shee was so, she declared her resolution of leaveing the world & 
beconieing a nun ; but there being a scurvy suspicion upon her at y' time y' she was 
with child, she was perswaded by some of her friends to slay 4 convince y' world of 
her innocence befor shee went away, upon w''' account shee has stayed about 5 months, 
& marag'd y* mailer ao well y' allmosi everybody did belcive her injured by y= report ; 
but shee being willing 10 prove y thing too strongly, has overstrained y" argument & 
spoil'd all. The child died within 3 or 4 houres. It is not said yet 10 w' father it 
belongs. Shee was deliver'd without a midwife, onely by y young mother of ye 
maids & her owne servant. Her o*ne mother, heareing of it, came to her, 5; being 
overcome with y' sense of so uncomly a crime & y disgrace of her family, together 
wiih some other reflections perhaps too severely vertuous, such as over-modest ladyes 
are sometimes lyable to, presently fell into a sound, & was scarce lo be recovered 
againe by cold water & other arts, so strongly had y fault of her daughter operated 
upon her vertue & imagination.

Portsmouth last night, was blowne back againe into y« Downes by ill weather ; but y* 
wind blowing faire againe this day, we doe veryly beleive he has once more attempted 
his intended design, & that he does pursue his voyage. 

* Wed.y yyih, — The weather has been very tempestuous & ill all this day & last 
night, w<^^ gives us great apprehension for his Ma. and R.H", we hearing y^ they sayled 
from y® Downes yesterday morning early with such a wind as might well have carried 
y"» to Portsmouth y^ night ; but we conclude they did not arrive there then, because we 
have not yet heard a word of them from thence, w*^^ puts us in some peine for them. 

* The Queen & Duchesse were this day in great frights till 3 in the afternoone, 
not earing one word from y* King or Duke ; but about 3 we had an express from 
Portsmouth with letters dated last night, 9 o'clock, w*"" say y^ his R.H* in y* 
"Ann" yatch, & y* Duke of Monmouth in the "Portsmouth," were arriv'd there safe 
about noone, but y* y« King, in the " Greyhound," had overshott y* port, & was forced 
to y' back of y* Isle of Wight with y* other men of warre, & y^ he would not be able to 
gett into Portsmouth till this morning ; y^ they had had very ill weather, but had 
received no damage in any of their ships. 

* y^nV/., 2nd. — A party of horse out of y« King's Guards is this day march'd towards 
Windsor, so y* we now see y^ it is resolv'd y*^ his Ma. will go thither, but whether 
before he comes hither or no is yet a question ; y* Queen expects his orders as 
to y^ point.'

'5tf/., yd. — We heard not til last night very late of y* King's being landed 
at Portsmouth ; but now we heare y^ he intended to dine this day at Tichneld, nerc 
Portsmouth, at M' Noell's house, where he will be attended by divers persons of 
quality, among y« rest by y« Earle of Northampton & his lady,* & after dinner his Ma. 
will goe aboard y« " Harwich " frep^att & come in her homeward towards London, 
y" wind blowes now very faire to brmg him to y* Downes. When he comes there his 
chaplains must pray for a new one to bring him into y* river & up to Gravesend, or 
else we shall not see him here yet these two days, unless he takes hackney coaches 
from Deale. 

* The new " Catharine " yatch spent her mast at sea, & was missing so long y* some 
began to be afraid of her, but now since 9 o'clock at night we heare y* shee got into 
Portsmouth safe this morning.

^Sundy 4/A. — Poore M" Kirke,J who has beene y* unhappy subject of every body 
talke this last weeke, is now y* cause of new discourse by reason of a duell, which has 
beene this day fought upon her account.

everything else almost, are all ready there. We must hope onely now to have him by 
lo-morrow morning tyde. As soone as he comes he will goe away to Windsor. 

' Tuts., 6M.— The King & Uuke came home this evening about six o'clock, & 
will goe, they say, to-morrow lo Windsor, but perhaps ihey doe hut say so to prevent 
y' bustle of business which they would certainly have if it were known ihey were to 
Stay a day, & yet stay til Thursday, for ii is certain y' j* f^ueen & y' Duchcsse 
do not go til then. 

' H'rit, 7/A.— The Lady Betty Howard* & M' Felton have stolen a wedding at last, 
nolwithslandmg all y" anger & care of her father, y* Earle of Suffollte, who receiiM y" 
news yesterday at Putney Bowling green, in y' middle of a game w''' his L'''i' was 
engag'd in, w'' so spioil'd his spon y' he stipi away and was seen no more. 

' The King went this morning very early to Windsor without y" Queen, Duke, or 
Duchesse, with his owne court only. The French Envoy^, M. Rouvigny, is also gone. 
' Thun., 8/A.— The Queen, Duke, & Duchesse are all gone this day to Windsor. 
Her Ma. dined with y Couniesse of Arlington. Their R.H.s went at 5 o'clock to 
Scaramouchy, at 7 to Hide Park, & after y' to Windsor. The Earle of Essex, L"* 
Lieutenant of Ireland, is expected here in England very suddenly. His comeing 
causes many discourses, & some endeavours too among our Ministers to get him to 
their different sides. We are not so mightily united but y' we have some few divisions, 
who struggle, I doubt, one ag" another to try w' party they can persuade him to take. 
' Hand., la/A.— M' Felton appears againe at court, so y' we presume y* King has 
forgiven him his marriage with y° Lady Betty Howard, though it is hcliev'd several 
Others never will.

' D' Blankeford, Bi' of Worcester, Dean of his Ma 's chappell, is lately dead, The 
King propos'd lo translate D' Compton, b' to y" Earle of Northampton, y* present 

and in IHanders. and afterwards un'ler Tnienne on ihc Rhine. In 16S1 he was ifol on an 
embaLcy 10 Tangier, nf which place he was s.ppointed Governor in 16S2, and became colonel 
of the old Tangier or Governor's r^menl, the badge of which was b Paschal Lamb. On the 
evacuaiinn of Tang-ei in 16S4 he returned lo England with his regiment (Kirke's Lambi). and 
was cniployed in the West of Hneland, which rang with the most exaggerated accounts of the 
murderous doings of himseir and his regiment. He fell into disgrace under James II., but 
was promoted to be raajoi -general under William III. In 16S9 he was sent to the relief of 
Derry. and in 1691 to Flandeis, and died at BrusseU.

Thomas Felton, of Playford. was Comptroller of the Queen's Household, and died in 170S. 
They left an only daughter, Eliiabelb, who married John Hervey of Ickworlh, and became 
ancestress of the Earls of Bristol. 
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B*P of Oxford, to y« sec of Worcester, w<^*> is very much better then Oxford, but D' 
Compton has absolutely refused to accept of it, so y* now D' Fleetwood, provost of 
King's College, in Cambtidge, is designed for y« B"p<*, and D' Clarke, Dean of 
Winchester & one of his R.H/s chapplains is to be Dean of his Ma.'s chappelL 

* Tuesd,^ 13M. — We have had several little unlucky accidents of late. On Saturday 
a poore boy was killed in Drury Lane by a horse ; on Sunday a valet de chambre & a 
page to y* Lady Gold quarreird in Covent Garden church, & went out & fought 
presently in y* church yard, where y® latter of y™ was killed ; y* same evening one 
was drown'd at Windsor, & 2 more were so ncre it y* they escaped very narrowly ; 
yesterday one M"" Cutbeard Gerrard, who has been sometimes a little disordered in his 
brain, kill'd a poore woman in Holborn without any provocation y* we heare of, so >* 
it is looked upon as an effect of his old distemper. He is now in Newgate, & from 
thence may be sent to Bedlam. 

' We(L^ \\th, — We have several Fast India ships arrived, by which y« President of 
y* Company has sent his masters (for y™ to present to y* King as a mighty rarity) a 
skeleton of a mere maid. The coffin in which it was sent was this day opened by a 
committee of y« Company at y* East India house, where I happen'd to be at y* time, 
& was call'd in to see it ; but because my opinion of y* thmg & all they say of it 
will not be half so proper for a letter of newes, as y^ bones are said to be good & 
wholesome for a 100 things, and particularly to prevent miscarriage, & therefore a 
seasonable present for us in our present conjuncture, I will not trouble you with my 
observations upon y' curiosity. 

*The Earle of Essex arriv'd at Chester on Monday, y« I2**» instant, & designed to 
lye last night at Lichfield, from whence he intends to cross y* road & goe directly to 
Windsor. The ArchbP of Dublin (y* present L* Chancellour of y* kingdome) & S' 
Arthur Forbes are left intrusted with y* chiefe command of all things during his 
absence. His comeing may make some alterations here if he be able to discover such 
concealments of lands & mismanagement of y^ treasury as some say he undertakes 
to doe & w*^*^ he comes about. The L^ Conway & L^ Aungier are gone to meet him, 
both upon account of compliment & kindness but with different errants, as is believed, 
and with different designs. We have a pleasant story about y* town y* he comes to 
change places with our L** Treasurer, y« latter being willing to quit his white stafi^ 
considering y® uneasyness of his office by reason of >* lowness of y* Exchequer, for a 
quiet reigne in Ireland. Whether y* condition of our revenue will have y* influence 
upon him or no I know not, but I doubt it is not extremely good, for it is lately ordered 
y^ no officers of our guards or army, such as it is, shall receive any pay til Christmas, 
w*^*» does a little disturb them. 

*/lrrV/., 16/A. — The L** Treasurer went on Wednesday last from London to 
Hampton Court to attend his Ma. there, who came that morning from Windsor 
thither to meet his counsell. It was beleeved y* his L*^ would have gone from thence 
to Windsor, & so on immediately to Bath, but now it is said y* he will not goe to 
Bath at all, or at least not so soone as he intended. Perhaps y* arrival of y* Earle of 
Essex may have caused this alteration in his resolutions. The Earle of Arlington, 
who had been much afflicted with y* gout of late to y* degree y*^ he has appeared but 
very little a great while, is now gone farther off to Euston, his seat in Suflfolke, & y« 
Duke of Ormond is going to Bath, not yet quite resolv'd whether he will goe on from 
thence to Ireland & stay there till y* Parlement or come back again hither & stay here. 
Everybody expects something, but doe not know well what, but is willing to stand by 
and see a little further into things before they engage too farr in anything.'

— The King has now at length declared publickly his resolution of 
sending y« L"^ John Berkely Ambassador to France, so y*^ it is to be hop'd y^ he may in 
a short time be goeing. 

* The Earle of Essex arrived at Windsor this aftemoone about 3 o'clock, & has 
been very graciously received by the King & Duke. 

* The King has prohibited y® wearing of any forreign points & laces, & is resolv'd 
to permit none of any sort to be us'd but w* is of our owne making, w<* his Ma. is 
so resolute in y^ y« Duchesse of Portsmouth, who has abundance of rich point by her, 
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could not prevaile with his Ma : to give her leave to weare it out, nor so much as to 
make a beid of it, so y* shee must loose it all. 

* Sund,y \%th, — We hear y*^ one M' Kitely, a young gentleman who formerly serv'd 
y* Duke in quality of gentleman usher, has lately married y® Lady Frances Hide, 
daughter to our former L^ Chancellour Clarendon, without y* consent or knowledge 
of her brothers ; y* he has humbly submitted himself to y* Duke & beg'd his pardon, 
& has obtained it ; and has farther pray'd his R.H. to interpose in his behalf with >** 
present Earle of Clarendon, y^ he and his Lady may be forgiven & kindly received by 
him, which his R.H. has been graciously pleased to doe, so y* it may be hop'd all 
may be well there in a little time, y* young gentleman being a very worthy sober man, 
& bearing of him but 3 faults, viz., want of quality, fortune, and y* he is a Papist (y® 
last of w<^*> will be most grievous with y* present Earle of Clarendon), & as good a 
husband for her as her best friends could wish her. 

^ Mond.^ 19M. — The Earle of Essex has had discourses with y« King & Duke con- 
cerning y« present state of Ireland, & y* reasons for & ag"^ a Parlement, but he 
proceeds so cautiously & has given his opinions, concerning y® necessity and benefit 
of a Parlement there so ambiguously & doubtfully y* it is a hard matter to say 
whether he be for it or ag** it in his judgement. We expect he should keep himself 
reserved awhile untill he sees who & who together. 

* Tuesd.^ 20/A.— We have here a great talke of makeingy® Duchesse of Portsmouth's 
son Duke of Richmond* & Lenox, with several other titles of Earle, Viscount, & Baron, 
& y^ y« Earl of Euston, second son to y« Duchesse of Cleveland is also to be made a 
Duke, to prevent exceptions of y* side. 

' The King, it is now commonly said, has propos'd to y« King of France a truce for 
4 years, w<^*» his Ma. has also recommended to all y® forreign ministers at this court, & 
S' W°» Temple, our Ambass' to y« States of Holland, is going over in all haste to 
offer it also to y™. Y* cheife end of this is to give y* Spaniards time to prepare better 
for y*' defence of Flanders if a peace should not be obtained in y® mean time. 

* Wed., 2ist. — The Earle of Euston is to be Duke of Grafton in Northamptonshire, 
& M" Gwinn's son is said to be made Earle of March t to pacifie her a little, & to ease 
her in some measure of y* mighty disquiets w<* y* other promotions caused in her, 
whilst shee seemed totally forgotten or neglected ; but it is said that that honour does 
not ouite content her, shee lookeing upon her son as fit to be made a Duke as any of 
y* other.

— The King has now sett his day of going to London, w^*' is Saturday, 
her Ma. goes on Friday. We are so well fasmed now in y" days of our Parle- 
ment priviledges y' it is now no more a question but y' they will meet & sett in 
October, at which many cannot yet but be very much surprised, some y' they have 
been so well disappointed as to y^ prorogation, vn'^'" several thought most convenient to 
y" King's affaires, & beleev'd y^sclves sure of, & others to see his R.H. so lealous for 
their meeting & so we!l pleas'd y' there is now no feare of its being prevented. 

' Tuesd., 7M. — By a letter dated from abroad, y Harwich frigatt, in Cadi? Road, 
July 31", we are told that y* ship discover'd y" Portugal fleet at sea on y* 28"' July 
makeing towards them with English jacks and antients abroad, one of w''' had got his 
grappling to his bowsprltt's end, presumeing y' our ships were Turkes at a distance, 
& resolving if we had prov'd so to have attacked us ; but when they found w' we 
were they put forth their owne colors & saii'd w"" our ships all y' night. This letter 
says they are twelve in all, whereof 3 carry flaggs, one as Vice Admiral & 2 as 
Reere Admiralls. They had been at sea then but 4 days, were very full of men, 
& were bound, as ihey told our ships, ag" y* Algerines. 

' We have fresh letters from Jamaica, by w'* we Hai y" misunderstandings between 
his Excellency y" L'^ Vaughan, y' Gouvemour, & S' Henry Morgan, Lieutenant 
Gouvemor, to increase rather than diminish, [f they S^rce no better upon y" arrival 
of y* King's letters, which his Ma. has caused to be writt to direct & command y'' to 
live better with one another, there must be some other course taken to part them. 

' Thurs., gfi. — We have a story here in towne of a great quarrell between y" L'' 
Uigby & y* Earte of Shaftesbury, which is said to have begun thus. The L'' Digby 
haveing a mind to stand to be knight of y" shire for Dorsetshire, desir'd y" Earle's 
favour & assistance in order thereunto, & was promised it, as he says, & yet after y^ 
discovered some way y' y* Earle dealt underhand to his prejudice, w'' he took so 
mighty ill y' he talkes of treasonable words iv''' y" Earle should be guilty of, S: w'''' he 
intends to accuse him of. This is y' great talkc now of our towne, which I tell you 
but as talke. 

' /'rid., lo/A,— We are told from Falmouth, by a letter from a ship of London, called 
y' " Improvement," bound from Bordeaux & freighted to Amsterdam, who came into 
y' port on y" 6th instant, y' on y'' isl shee mett with 3 men-of-warr of Algiers, from 
36 to 40 guns a piece, just ofTof y° Land's End, who plundered her of all her beefe & 
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fish, & tooke from her a tun of wine & 7 hogsheads of vinegar & several other things, 
so y^ y® Algerines begin to be a little saucy againe ; it is to be hop'd y* Portugall 
fleet may meet y™ in their going home.' 

288. Dated October 8th, 1675. 

* Sat.^ 2nd, — The young lady had two fitts last night & had another this morning 
at 9 o'clock, & continues still ill, & is, we presume, in danger. 

* His R.H* has given y* office of comptroller of his house, w<* he tooke away from 
M*^ Pitts, to Coll. Woerden, one of y* groomes of his bedchamber, & has given his 
place in y** bedchamber to M"" Tho" Tufton.* b' to y« Earle of Thanet. 

* Sund.^ 3r(r/.— The Duchesse has been extremely afflicted all this day for the loss 
of y*' little lady, her daughter (who died about foure o'clock this momingX & has kept 
her bed. His R.H% to comfort her has not stirr'd from her all day, not so much as 
to Whitehall. The Queen was pleas'd to visit her R.H. this aftemoone to condole 
with her for her loss. 

*^ Mond.y i^th, — The King went this day to dine wt*» y« L** George Berkely, at his 
house in Surry ; y* Duke would not goe, because he would not leave y* Duchesse 
alone to her sorrow. The young lady was open'd this morning, and had, as y* 
physitians say (who are bound to say something), something or other about its hart 
w*^*» was incurable ; but w^ y*^ was, God knows ; some call it fat at hart, others y* 
there was something more than there should be between y" hart & ye lungs, but w* y* 
was, I cannot tell ; but it is very sure y^ its little stomack had nothing at all in it but 
physick, but enough of y^ to kill perhaps a stronger body. Her R.H. beares her 
affliction with great resignation & courage. She has been pleas'd to receive visits this 
evening from most of y« great ladies about y* towne. 

* Tues.^ 5///.— Several of y* mutinous weavers being condemned to stand in y* 
pillory, their sentence was executed yesterday ; but y* night before their wives & some 
other of their shee relations, finding y« day of judgement comeing on, were so much 
disturb'd with y« thoughts of it, that they mett in troopes & were like to be as 
troublesome as y® men had been ; but some good words & some threats appeas'd 
them againe ; but at y*' very moment of execution there hapned to be a great noise of 
drums, w<^*» alarm'd every body of y* sudden with an apprehension y* a rescue was 
intended, but it prov'd onely a loud summons to a famous match at rope dancing. 

* The Lady Catharine Laura, y* Duke's daughter, was this night buried in y* Abbey 
with y« usuall solemnity. 

* Wed.y 6th, — The whole court of their R.H. are now in deepe mourning for y« 
young lady aforesaid, and may have more cause, I feare, than barely y* for their 
sorrow, for y« Duchesse is this evening very ill, insomuch y* we apprehend y* it will 
appear y^ either shee is not with child at all or y^ shee will miscarry ; shee has been 
lett blood. 

^ Thurs,, 7M.— Her R.H. continues ill, & we are afraid our hopes of a young 
Prince are over for y^ present. Our Parlement draws on a pace, & active men are 
very busy in preparing for it. We are told confidently y** y« test w<*** you heard so 
often off from y« House of V^ last sessions will now be brought into y^ House of 
Commons. It is said y^ several letters are sent to parlement men to desire them to 
make hast up, y' they may not be missing at y* first opening of y* sessions. 

^ Frid,^ Wi, — It is now certain y^ her R.H. was with child, & that shee has mis- 
carried. The Bp of London died last night. It is said y^ y* Bp of Oxford, b' to y« 
Earle of Northampton, shall succeed him in y^ Bishoprick 

* We are told y^ a fire hapned yesterday at Colebrook, w*^^ has burnt downc half 
that towne. 

* The counties of SufTolke & Essex have each of them sent up a petition to y** 
King, signed by all their justices of y« peace & grand jurymen at their assizes, setting 



• Thomas Tufton, 6th Earl of Thanet, 1644-1729, brother of the 5th Earl, whom he 
succeeded in 1680. He was Recorder of Canterbury and a commissioner of Green¥rich Hospital.

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forth y' all their ponre are in danger of being starv'd for warn of worke, Iheir clothiers 
not being able to imploy y'^ as they used to doe ai spinning, carding, & weaving, 
because they have as many stuffs & such conamodities as they trade in upon their 
hands as their <iock wilt reach to, and can vend none of them because, say they, all 
their manufacture used to be vended at Guyny, when y' trade was open, but y' being 
now confin'd to a company, & others prohibited to Irade thither, y*' company will 
not lake off their goods, & others cannot, from whence arises their misery, which 
they pretend to be sure of, for y', say they, they have merchants ready to lake off y° 
stuffs they have, or shall make from time to tune, if they may have leave to carry 
ihem abroad & vend them ai Guyney, as formerly.

289. Daled October isth, 1675. 

' Sat., 9M.— The report of y" fire at Colebrooke proved a mistake, il was at Aclon, 
a lowne some 6 or 7 mdes from hence; but it did no considerable mischiefe. The 
L'' Treasurer & M' Pitts are reconciled againe to one .inolher by y= King's command. 
It is said all over y* town y' M' Piits truckled & sulimitted very meanly, but those 
who were by say quite contrary & assure us y' they weie afraid y' y° satisfaction w"'' 
was ^ven would have created a new quarell or aggravated y' old one, but by good 
luck It was taken otherwise, & y° King has been pleas'd to forgive him & to receive 
him into his good grace againe. 

^ Mond.., wth. — The L'' Treasurer haveing declar'd himself satisfied with M'' Piits, 
as we told you on Saturday, M' Pitts went this morning to his \J^^ to demand a 
favour of him as a marke of y' reconciliation be had profcss'd, w'''' was that he had 
suffer'd y' loss of an hon'''' employment upon his L''*i''' account (though he would not 
say y' his L'^'P desir'd it), w'' reflected upon his credit & reputation 10 y' degree y' all 
y' world would beleivc him guilty of some great villany to deserve y' displeasure of 
so good a master as y* Duke to such a height as to be abandoned by him for ever, 
his Xj^v would be pleas'd to interpose y' he might be restor'd againe for his credit's 
sake, which he vali'ed ten times more than y'^ mony it cost, as well as he is thought 
10 love mony. To this my L'' answer'd y' he would not doe y', because it would 
wound his honour and give y° world cause Co suspect y' he did it by way of com- 
pounding w"' him ; v' he should say no more of w' had been said of him touching 
bribery, but promis'd to tell y' Duke y' he was perfectly satisfied with him. If -f 
procures M'. Pitts his re-establishment, all may be well ; but if does not, M' Pitts will 
not ihinke himselfe much obliged to his L''*'' for his pardon if he must, notwith- 
standing y', suffers [so] severe a punishment. 

' Tuts., iiri.— The King has been pleas'd to put forth a proclamation ag" one Don 
Philip Hellen alias FitzGerald, an Irishman, who about Decemb. i^"" piratically tooke 
an Englifh ship called y° " Humility " of London off of Havana in y° West Indies, & 
most barbarously murther'd most of y" men, & since y' has committed several other 
villanys & cruehics upon his Ma.'s subjects, by w''' proclamation his Ma. commands 
him to render himself in six months, and promises a 1000 pieces of 3 to any one who 
shall bring him dead or alive to any of y' secretarys or gouvernours of any forreign 
plantation after y' time. 

' Wed., \ilh. — Our Parlemeni metl this day according to y° prorogation, to whom 
y* King spoke graciously & y< L** Keeper gayly to this effect, y' his Ma. hop'd y^ they 
would so order y^sclves as not to let former differences revive, y' he would be ready 
to doi: anything they could desire to secure their liberties & properties & advance y' 
good Protestant religion, y' he desir'd y"" to ihinke of a supply that might put y" 
kingdome in a posture to beare up with its neighbours, & confess'd y' there had been 
some errors in y past management of y" revenue, but y' he, haveing look'd into his 
accounts himself, did not And y' he had been so ill a husband as he beleev'd he had 
been thought, or to this purpose. The speeches being ended, y" Commons retum'd to 
their House, & sat almost an houre lookeing upon one another in a profound silence, 
lil at length S' Tbo* Meeres broke forth & said y' he was sorry to sec y" House as it 
were in an amazement, & was afraid il might prove ominous, & therefore pray'd y° 
Speaker to acquaint y° House with y' substance of f' King's speech. Y' Speaker

excused himself for y^ not dareing to rely so much on his memory. It was then 
moved y' some bill might be read, & S' Tho" Littleton desired y^ it might be y' of y« 
last sessions for appropriating y® customs to y* use of y* fleet, but y® Speaker objected 
ag»t yi for yt ii yf2LS Indorsed on y back side, y* it was not faire writ, and y* he had no 
brieie of it ; upon w*^** S*" Nicholas Carew told him he had a bill w^^ was not endors'd, 
but faire writ, & of which he had a breife, which he pra/d may be read, & so it was. 
It was a bill to incapacitate any Papists to sett in either House of Parlement or any 
body else without takeing y* furious test in y* late act ag** Popery, & makeing some 
other declarations w<^*^ may warrant them from being Papists ; it was order'd a 2** 
reading, but no certain day appointed. 

* After this S"" Jo. Williamson brought in y® King^s speech, w*"** was read & a motion 
made immediately by y* angry party y^ thankes might be given to his Ma. for his 
gracious care of y« Protestant religion, to w'^*^ M"" Secretary Coventry answer'd y* it 
would not be decent to separate one part of y® King's speech from y* other, & upon 
which they wrangl'd awhile till it was mov*d by y« opposition party y^ y^ consideration 
of y* speech might be adjourned till Monday, w*^'^ y^ others were well enough content 
withall provided y^ House might be adjourned till then too, and accordingly it was 
adjourned till Monday, both seeming loath enough to put a -question, each of them 
hopeing for stronger recruits. 

' Before they adjourned there hapned a passage comical enough, which requires a 
story to be told antecedently to make it understood ; y® story is : — 

* That in one of y« actions between y* Germans & y® French after Turenne's death, 
Coll. Jack Howard, of Carlille, among many other Enjjlish men, was kilPd, w<* being 
told for news in S^ James's Parke, it is reported y^ y® L*^ Cavendish and S'Tho" Meeres 
being together when they heard it, said y^ they were well enough serv'd, and y* they 
never wished any English men might fare better who went to serve anybody ag* a 
vote of Parlement. Upon this a very curst paper, w<^*^ called y« L^ & S"" Tho" Meeres 
aforesaid incendiaries, &c., & us*d them very coursly for haveing said so, was writ, & 
many copies of it given about, which was subscribed T/tif Howard of Richmond 6t* 
Carlille, This paper was brought into y® House by S' Trevor Williams, who pre- 
tended y*" it was found y« night before in S^ James's Parke by his servante & given 
to him, who, finding two hon^*® fellow members shamefully traduc'd in it, could not 
but acquaint them with it, & haveing no opportunity before this morning & y^ place, 
shew it them then in y® House ; upon w<* y« L^ Cavendish, seemeing never to have seen 
or heard it before, went out of y* House in great heat, w<^*» was y® begining of y® act. 
Upon his goeing, M' Russel acquainted y® House y^ he saw some disorder in y* L**, 
and was afraid he might have angry designs in his head, desir'd he might be com- 
manded not to goe, upon ^^ S"" Trevor told y* story aforesaid, & y* paper was read, 
w'» is intended to be made bloody use of ag^ y« Papists. The House of L*^ adjoum'd 
till to-morrow ten a'clock. 

* Thursd., \^th, — The House of L*^ mett & read a bill about qualifying y« taking 
of y® communion, y« oaths, & declarations ag»^ transubstantiation, & adjoum'd til 
Tuesday.' 

290. Dated October i8th, 1675. 

^Monday, 18M.— Our House of Commons mett this day & began with y* paper 
mentioned on Wednesday, in w<='' y° L** Chavendish & S** Tho" Meeres are conccm'd, 
and appointed a committee of 4 or 5 members to attend M"" Howard to know whether 
he ownes y® said paper or no. From thence they went to y** King's speech & there 
found 2 things, viz., religion & want of money^ though some say want of money is 
nothing & others perhaps thinke nor religion neither, & order'd y^ y« consideration of 
y« anticipation of y* King's revenue and a supply for y« fleet be adjoum'd till to-morrow 
at ten o'clock to a committee of y« whole House, & y^ of religion till Wednesday, 
though it was mov'd by S"" Edward Deering, who is a great friend of my L* Treasurer 
(for so we will devide y® House for decency's sake into Treasurists & Ante Treasurists, 
for we will never suppose y*^ King to have any enimies there, or be of, or have, any 
party), y^ y® religion should be preferr'd & y** mony delay'd, which all y* Ante 
Treasunsts wondered much at and looked upon as an argument of distrust of their 
strength. Upon y© business of mony S' John Holland made a long speech, y* summe 
of which was y^ y* state of our affaires was so very miserable y* he beleeved a speedy 
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supply of mony absolutely necessary to suport y* Gouvernment from present mine ; 
but then he did beleeve too y* unless y« expcnces of y® Government were regulated 
they were so much beyond y« purse of y® kingdome y^ we should be very shortly 
ruined y* way, & therefore mov'd to prevent y* former, y^ mony might be speedily 
given and y* y* House would desire y® L*^ to concurr with them in a petition to y® 
King for a certain time for them to sit without dissolution, prorogation, or other 
disturbance, y^ they might have time to remedy y* latter and secure themselves ag"^ y* 
danger of it. But this speech found none to second it ; but S' Tho" Meeres expressM 
himself mightyly careful of y* Government and ready to give mony to support it if y*^ 
were necessary, but undertooke to make it as clear as sun shine, when y^ business 
should come on, y* there could not possibly be any need. They then read two bills, 
one for appropriating y® customs to y* use of y« fleet, y« other for making it treason to 
raise mony without an Act of Parlement (both which were before them last sessions, 
of which I gave you then an account & may doe again hereafter), & order'd them a 
second reading on Thursday next. From this they went upon our trade of France, 
w** was there represented as very injurious to England, they alledging y' we brought 
in ten times as much of their commodities as they too^e off ours, so y' if we traded for 
a million a yeare, w*** they compute w** we buy of them as they reckon, England is 
fordd to pay ;£9oo,ooo sterling of y^ in ready mony to make good y® ballance of w* 
they buy of us. This greivous matter was referred to a committee to be considered, 
& so y* House adjoum'd till to-morrow. 

* We had a sermon yesterday at Whitehall w«*> mightily magnified implicit faith as 
y« wisest thing in y® world to preserve a Church, and gave instance in y* Church of 
Rome, which, vile and corrupt as it is, is kept up by y*- art, & will always continue 
improveable upon y' foundation, as our preacher veryly beleves, & therefore he com- 
mended it to y« Church of England as a convenient expedient to stay itself upon ag"* 
y« stormes & waves of all Nonconformity. 

* There was a duell yesterday between M' Legg, gouvernour of Portsmouth, & 
S' John Holmes, both sea captains. W^ y* particular quarrell was we know not, but 
there has been an old feud between them ever since S' Rob* Holmes & S' Edw** 
Spragg began to be at odds. Y« L<* Roscomon* was second to y* first & one Cusack 
to y« other. Ye whole was ended with onely cut fingers ; S"* John Holmes catching 
hold of Coll. Legg's sword with his hand, Legg drew it through & so cutt him, upon 
w*** their seconds came in and parted them.' 

291. Dated October 22nd, 1675. 

* Tues,^ 19M. — The committee appointed to attend M"" Howard reported his 
answer to y® House, w*** was y' y* paper being looked upon as a criminal thing he 
was not bound to accuse himself, but if any body would accuse him and say it was his, 
he knew what he had to doe ; but my L** Cavendish, we presume, has put an end to 
this business, for he has this morning put up a paper at Whitehall gate with his owne 
hand declareing y* said M' Howard to be a coward and a rasca^ so y* they nowseeme 
to be so even with one another y^it is beleeved y® House will meddle no more with it. 

' Mony being y« business of y* House this day many curst speechs hapned upon 
y* occasion, & at lenp^th it was voted and carried by 7 voices— 172 ag*^ 165 — y* no 
supply should be given upon y* account of y* anticipations ; y® second part, w*^*» 
concerns y* fleet, is adjoum'd till Friday. 

* The House of L<^, takeing y« Kings speech into consideration, were interrupted 
by Sherly's petition ag"*^ Fagg, w<^*» was y* old stumbling block last sessions & first 
rist of y* difference between y« two Houses, w<* was brought in by y« L^ Mohun, & 
caus'd so great a dispute y^ nothing considerable was done there this day. 

* Wed,^ 7.0th. — Religion being to be y« worke of y* House this day by appointment 
on Monday, y* House went into a grand committee to prepare heads for bills to 
maintain and preserve tme Protestantism. First they fell upon prophaneness & 

* Wentworth Dillon, 4th Earl of Roscommon, 1630-1685, only son of the 3rd Earl, whom he 
succeeded in 1649. He was master of the horse to the Duchess of York, and was created a 
D.CL. of Oxford in 1683. He was also by way of being a poet, and was eulog;ised by Dryden 
imd Pope. He was buried in Westminster Abbey. 
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order'd y^ a bill be brought in for y" better keeping y* Sabbath & for discourageing 
sweareing, drinkeing, and some other debaucheries, but not one word ag**^ whoreing. 

' Next they appointed a bill to declare y* present laws more explicitly & fully con- 
cerning suspending Acts of Parlem^, w^*> they declare y* King has no power at all 
to doe. 

* They order'd then that all y« children of y« Royall Family should be educated in 
y" Protestant religion, & y* y* furious bill ag"* Popery, w"** was before them last 
sessions, should be brought mto y° House to-morrow morning by S' Tho" Mecres. 

'After this y® Speaker, resumeing y" chair to adjourn y* House, was made 
acquainted with y® L** Cavendishes action yesterday of posting Coll. Howard, w«** they 
resented so much as to send his L***p to y« Tower for his paines. The L^ read 
D' Sherly's petition ag"* S*" John Fagg, and fell to debate whether they should appoint 
a day for heareing of it or no, or consider some things relating to it, or w^^ may 
be y® consequence of it antecedently. Y® hot men, who are zealous for >® jurisdiction 
ofy® House, were for appointing a day for hearing it, y' being so much their un 
doubted right y^ that matter needed no farther consideration. They satt till full foure 
o'clock in y*' aftemoone upon this argument, & and many very severe biting speech's 
past with some reflections, as if it were design'd to sacrifice y* honour & right of y* 
House to y* Commons for mony; upon w*=*^ some were very blunt & others very witty 
& comical. My L^ Mohun was ag*^ haveing y* House /00/e any longer, suggesting y* 
they had been so before. He gave instances:— ist, In y* case of Skinner, where >• 
question was whether y* House of L'** had right to take cognizance of original causes, 
in which case >• King caus'd a record to be rais'd to satisfie y* Commons. 2nd, In 
an alteration w^*» y* L*^* made in a mony bill, w** y* Commons denied they had power 
to doe & urg'd their reasons at a conference for y* denial, upon w*^*» ye Parlement was 
prorogued before y* L*^ had given their reasons for w* they pretended to. 3rd, In y* 
contention >® last sessions, when y« Commons imprisoned counsellors who were 
protected by y® L*** & were countenanced for it, whereas y* L*^ had no sort of 
satisfaction given them upon their addresses & complaints, all w^^ he insisted upon & 
applyed very angryly. 

* The L*^ Treasurer told y® House y'' y® King had advis'd Sherly to delay y* pre- 
senting his petition for some time, to which he answered he could not, for y* he was 
oblig'd by some persons of honour to bring it in. This caus'd great stirr of all sides, 
some purging themselves from knowing anything of it, others saying it was not 
necessary, & others y^ it was very extraordinary for y* King to be concem'd in such 
matters, or to have his word urg'd in y* middle of any debate. This grew so high 
y^ it was thought fit to adjourn y® House, and accordingly it was adjoum'd till 
Monday next without haveing done any thing at all this whole day. 

* Thurs.y 21 st, — The Commons read y« two Bills for appropriating jf 400,000 a yeare 
out of y® Customes to y® fleet, & for makeing it treason to raise money by y« King's 
commission without act of Parliament, & committed y™ both, & then mended y* com- 
mittment of y« L^ Chavendish to y® Tower, w*^*> was not sufficient as it was made 
yesterday, & then adjourn'd till to-morrow, leaving y° Bill ag^ Popery, w**^ is in S' 
Tho" Meeres' hands, to be brought in on Saturday morning. 

* Friday 22nd. — The House mett & fell upon y« business of y* fleet. S' John Cotton 
mov'd to give y® King ^500,000 for building of ships ; but S' Tho" Mecres answer'd 
that to ascertain a summe might be a prejudice to y® King, & therefore desir'd y* y* 
state of y* fleet might be first considered, & y® wants truly known, before they resolved 
w* precise summ to give. Upon this M' Pepis, y® Secretary of y® Admiralty, gave 
an account of y® navy, & said y*^ his Ma. wanted 40 new ships to be upon even terms 
with his neighbours, viz., 2 of y® i** rate, 9 of y® 2"^ & y® rest of y^ j'^, for he con- 
ceived we had smaller ships enough for convoyes to curb y® Algerines & Tripolines, 
or at least could hire of merchants ships proper enough for y^ purpose if any very 
extraordinary occasion should fall out. Upon this one Michael Mallet, who, to make 
good y® M's in his names, is many times mightyly mad, without a metaphore or any 
other trope, said he knew no need we had of ships in time of peace, unless it were to 
carry away y® Kalian woman againe, meanmg y® Duchesse, at w*** extravagancy y* 
House shew a most just indignation, & tooke him down, notwithstanding w«" he got 
up againe, thinkeing perhaps to make amends, & said he was for mony, but was for 
being rid of y® ministers & y® women in y® first place. At last it was agreed y* there 
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ought to be 20 new ships built, with an intimation y^ they will at their next meeting 
give ten more.*

either House of Parlement ; but S' Tho" Meeres has nor yet brought in his thundering 
Bill ag^ Popery. The House then fell upon y* English officers & soldiers in y« 
French service, & voted y* all such as were recalled by his Ma.'s proclamation of y* 
21*^ of May last, or were by it forbid to goe & have notwithstandmg y* cither con- 
tinued there or gone over smce, shall be esteemed contemners of y® King's authority, 
and oppugners of y* priviledges & liberties of their country, or to y* purpose, & 
order'd a Bill to be brought in to punish y™ as such. The Committee appointed to 
consider y* French trade have agreed to represent to y* House y^ it will be fit to 
address to his Ma. to forbid all French commodities comeing into England unless his 
most Xtian Ma. takes off y* imposts lay upon Eng. goods in France, and so give 
encouragement for our vending goods of our owne growth there. 

* Sund., 2/^th. — Our Guards at S* James* had a briske alarum last night. Aery 
w*** was made in y* house of Theeves, Theeves, who tookc y* dangerous men, who 
came to steale (2 of w*** wore blew garters), but did not find anything they had stole 
about them. Their design was about y* lodgeings of y* maids of honour, but we are 
sure y** y* ladies lost nothing. 

^Mond,, 2S/h, — The L^ mett this day & debated y* business of Sherly's petition, 
which they did not finish, but adjourn'd y* debate till to-morrow, & order'd y* records 
be then brought & examined in y« House, v/^^ are urg'd & strongly insisted upon in 
favour of y* jurisdiction of y* House. It is not doubted but y^ they will then name a 
day for earing y* cause, & it will be very hard press'd for y« speediest day y^ can be, & 
y* nothing may be done in y^ House before that business be determined. 

* The Commons attended y L^ with y* vote they made on Saturday ag** y* 
English officers, soldiers in y* French service, to desire their concurrence therein. 
w«*» y* L*** recei^^d & promised to consider as soone as they had any leisure from y* 
business of Sherly. 

* The House of Commons read S*^ Tho" Meere's Bill ag"^ Popery, w''** was this day 
brought in. They then order'd y* M' Atkins (son to S' Jonathan Atkins Atkins) & 
M' Francis Newport (son to y® L^ Newport) be taken into custody & brought to their 
barr upon an information y* y« first had sent a challenge by y* second to y« L** 
Chavendish for his posting (Toll. Tho" Howard. 

* They then resolv'd into a Grand Committee to consider of y* greivance of y« 
kingdome could possibly lye under were a standing army & a long parlem', & mov'd 
y^ y* House haveing no reason to complain of y* former would represent to y« King 
their sense of y* latter, & petition his Ma. to releive them therein by dissolving this 
present Parlement. Others instanced several other greivances, but they adjourn'd y* 
whole affaire till to-morrow morning without comeing to any vote in y* matter, and 
onely order'd y^ a vote made in y* L** Chavendish his business, representing how y* 
House had punished him for postmg Coll. Howard, &c., and prohibiting any body to 
challenge, revile, or provoke him upon y* occasion under pain of being esteem'd 
contemners of y* justice of y* House, should be faire writ & fix'd upon y* gate of 
Westminster Hall. 

* TWj., 26M. — The L*** have been againe upon y« business of Sherly, & have 
advanc'd one step, & got over y* formality part, w«*> was lay'd to obstruct y* proceed- 
ings, y* difficulty pretended about receiving & hearing y* cause was y* it went not to 
y right course, but oppos'd some great maxime of law, w«*» y** V^ overrul'd & justified 
y* course y* was taken, & have agreed y^ a petition presented in one session is not dis- 
continued by a prorogation, & so adjourn'd y* farther debate of y* same matter till 
to-morrow morning. 

* The Commons had Coll Howard before y", & examined him about y« paper often 
mentioned before, & voted him y® author & disposer of y* paper, which they also voted 
scandalous & ag** y* privileges of Parlem*, & committed him to y* Tower for y* offence. 
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* From thence they went to y* worke of y* day, y* matter of mony to pay for y* 20 
ships they voted on Friday, whereupon it was mov'd y^ they might consider how to 
place & dispose of y® mony y' it might answer y* ends for w<^^ it was given, before 
they gave it ; in pursuance of w<^^ it was proposed y* it might be put into y« Chamber 
of London, & not into y" Exchequer, w*^ was pressed so hard y* it endured a debate y* 
lasted til 5 at night, but then it being put to y® question whether y® mony to be rais'd 
should be put into y® Chamber of London it was carried to y^ negative by 11 voices — 
171 ag"* i6d ; but where it shall be put is not y^ agreed, so y* we may have a day or 
two more about y* question before we shall know w' summe of mony we are like to 
have to be raised. 

* Wed.^ 7.1 th. — The angry Commons who were outvoted yesterday, being very much 
disturbed y** they loss'd y® question, and fearing y* everything would be carried ag** y" 
by y* Treasurists, were forc'd to try new inventions to obstruct y« mony. One was 
started by S"" John Hotham, who suggested y* several of their members were taken off\ 
^ch words were taken so ill y^ had he not explain'd himself very nicely he would 
have been calPd to y* barr ; but, he beginning, S' Nicholas Carew & others followed 
him, & said plainly y* they saw severall members who had expressed y^selves formerly 
very warmly as to y* present management of matters give their votes (as they had 
reason to beleive) ag*^ their owne judgements, without shewing any cause to warrant 
their change, & therefore suspected that they had been dealt withall underhand, &c. ; 
upon which they mov'd y* a test might be brought in for every member to purge him- 
self by upon his honour y* he has not taken any mony or place, or any other reward 
or promise from y® King or his ministers to byasse his vote or to y*^ purpose ; & 
accordingly it was ordePd y^ a Committee shall bring in a test which was made a 
yeare or two agoe upon y* like suspicion.

Simon & Jude; Friday, y« L* Mayor's day; Monday, All S^ ; Tuesday, All Souls; & 
Wednesday y* day for pricking y'' sheriffs for y* ensueing yeare. 

* Thurs.^ 28M. —The L^ John Berkely, who is nam'd to goe Amb' into France & 
was just ready to begin his voyage, was taken extremely ill at y* Councell-board yester- 
day m y* aftemoone of an apopletical fit, w** continued upon him all night to y* degree 
y^ he was speechless, & knew nobody, but this morning he speakes againe, but 
continues very ill & weake. 

^ Frid,, 29M.— This day S' Joseph Sheldon was sworn L** Mayor of London at y* 
Exchequer Barr in Westminster, & retum'd with his usuall ceremonies & solemnities 
by water & land to Guildhall, where y* King, Queen, Duke, Duchesse & y* two young 
ladies, his R. H.'s daughters, honoured him with their presence at dinner.'

' Thursii., 4M.— The Commons at their first meeting this day, being in a House, 
tooke notice of their business yesterday when they were in a Committee, & mov'd y' 
they may goe on to consider how to equip their ships with guns & rigging, but others 
thought that no part of their worke, alleadging y* y Committee had no further commis- 
sion from y" House than to consider y* building of ships, & nothing else, w'!" they 
conceived did not include riggings & guns ; y Treasurists said ships were not ships 
without all necessaries, but yet were so little willing to trust y« Committee with y 
exposition of y" word ship that they desired y House might give y" Committee further 
instructions in y point (all this while y' House & Committee are but y' same men & 
same thing differently modified & under various circumstances which are necessary cere- 
monies) .W" y others opposed ; & so about 2 o'clock it came to a question whether y 
Committee should be further instructed or no, upon which the House was divided, & y 
question carried to y negative by six voices— 163 ag" 1 57. After this they went into a 
Grand Committee, & upon y" whole matter agreed to give ^300,000 to his Ma. towards 
building & fitting out 20 ships, and order'd y Committee to report this to y House on 
Saturday morning, to-morrow being gunpowder treason. 

'The L*"* satt very late, still upon y old business of Sherly &, after much art us'd 
by y' Treasurists, to perswadey rest y^ they had mistaken their presidents y' question 
of nameing a day to heare y cause was so hard piess'd y' they could not avoid putting 
y previous question, viz., whether y' question should be put or no ; hut it was put Sl 
carried to y affirmative by 43 ag* 23 voices, *=" odds made them agree upon y second 
question.' 

294. Dated Novembei 9th, 1675. 

'5rt/., 6/A.— The L*" adjoum'd on Thursday t 
nothing from y House this day. 

•The Commons metthis morning. & the Grand Committee reported to the Hoi 
it was order'd on Thursday it should, that it had agreed to give his Ma, a summe of mony 
not enceedin^/ 300,000 for building of 30 ships, and towards rigging & setting them forth. 
The House did not understand y Committee (that is. they did not understand y"selves), 
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nor w^ it meant by towards, but seem to expect that there should be a summe not 
onely towards but completely sufficient for the fitting out those ships as they ought to 
fight & be us'd ; this was urged by the Treasurists, they thinking their strength greater 
in a House, by reason of the dexterity of the Speaker, than m a Committee, when 
anybody else was in the chayre, resolv'd to try to get more mony by disagreeing with 
the Committee ; but the Anti-treasurists were for freeing, upon w<* y« question was 
put about 2 o'clock whether y* House would agree with the Committee or no, w<* was 
carried to y* affirmative by 26 voices — 176 ag*^ 150 — so that there is now no hope of 
more mony than ^^300,000 at most. It was then mov'd to goe upon y* way of raising y* 
mony, & others were for adjourning, upon w^J» y* House was divided againe upon y* 
question whether they should adjourn or no, which was carried for adjoummg by 
about 20 voices, and accordingly they adjourned til Monday. 

* Sund,^ 7th, — The whole Court & towne are this day full of a barbarous Jesuitical 
attempt upon the person of an innocent convert, or, as y® Papists call him, an apostat 
priest. The story is y' Father S^ Germain, a Jesuit & preacher to her R.H., had a 
dispute at Windsor, whilst the Court was there, w^*^ one Mons'^ Lusancy (as he called 
himself, that being a very good name in France, but who is indeed Mons' Beau 
Chiteau, the son of a player m Paris), a new convert, at ^^ dispute M. de S^ Germain 
was much worsted, which so incensed him y* he could not but meditate revenge 
against his conqueror ; & accordingly he & 2 or 3 more braves with him went some 
days since to this holy illumine's lodging, and there with pistol and ponyard forced 
him to sign a paper ag"^ his will (God's growing grace in him not being then at a 
pitch to enable him to resist to death) importing a retraction of his Protestant faith. 
This frighted saint has given a memoriall of this to y^ L*^ HoUis, and he to the King, 
upon which Father S^ Germain has been examined, and says : I know not w^ to the 
victory at Windsor, or whether he ever saw him there or no, but to the paper sign'd 
says y^ this Lusancy did come to him about 5 or six weeks agoe & exprest himself 
extremely sensible of his unhappy fall, and how much he desir'd to return to y^ Church 
& religion from which he had come, and desir'd his assistance. S^ Germain, somew^ 
surpris'd with this submission, told him he had given open scandel to y" Catholick 
Church (as he call'd it) by a public renunciation of her doctrine, and therefore ought 
to give satisfaction in some measure proportionable by retracting y^ contrary doctrine 
at least under his hand before he could doe anything for him. This he thought very 
reasonable, and accordingly writ a paper of 5 or 6 pages long, every word w^ his 
owne hand, renouncing y^ Protestant doctrine, gave it to Father S^ Germain, and has 
let it lodge quietly with him without any complaint nere a month. When this paper 
was thus done he pretended that he would goe to France and there reconcile himself 
to y^ Church, and doe penance all his life for y^ folly he had beene guilty of, if he 
might be assisted w*^ mony for his voyage. Pere de S^ Germain, having some mony 
in his hands trusted to him to dispose in charity, advis'd with his friends, and was 
perswaded y^ this was a good occasion to imploy it ; but, being a little jealous of y* 
sincerity of such sort of cattle, would not put y^' mony (he resolv'd to punish his 
penitent withall) into his owne hands, but found out a master of a ship bound for 
kochell, and contracted w"» him to transport y* person decently, and paid y* mony 
agreed for, and y® player promis'd to goe, but meant nothing lesse ; but, finding him- 
self disappointed as to y® mony he hop'd of S^ Germain, and a paper out of his hand 
that might discredit him w^ y« Protestant party, he has found himself obliged to 
engage in this villany, which is so ill lay^ and so impudently put together to say he 
was forced to sign a paper which is known to be every word of his own:; hand and to 
be 5 or 6 pages long, and to make no words of it till nere a month after, that nobody 
doubts ot y« roguery of y* Fourbe ; but it is beleiv'd he may pay deare for his 
invention. 

^Mond,^ S/A, — The L^" mett this day, & were entertayned w^ a little book called 
A Letter to a Friend in the Country^ w«^'> is a history of so much of y® last sessions as 
concem'd y* test in y« House of L^*, w^ sharp reflections & remarqucs upon several 
bishops and some great ministers of State ; y*> booke was brought in by a bishop, and 
orderd to be bum'd by y« common hangman. They then spoke of y* vote, w^ y* 
Commons brought up to y™ this day fortnight, concerning y« English officers and 
soldiers in y* French service, but adjourned it til to-morrow. 

' The Commons had a complaint of Lusancy ag<^ P^re S^ Germain, setting forth 




that S' Germain & several! oihers assassinated him on the 9"' of October, extorting 
a retrartion of his religion from him by swor-d & pistol, y' he said y" King was a 
Papist & twenty other wild charges; upon w^*" j'" House otder'd a Committee 10 
examine y" maltei, & order'd y*- y" L'' Chiefe Justice issues nul his warrant for takeing 
Mons' S' Germain into custody and all other priests. 

■ Coll. Tho' Howard peliiioned y House of Commons to be deliv'red from y 
Tower. His peliiion was at first excepted ag"" for not being signed, til it was answer'd 
y' he was so lame of his hands y' he could not signe u, w'^" exc 
his liberty accordingly granted. 

' They then fell uppon y" mony, after 1 divisions of y' House— t", upon y* question 
for laying aside y' worke of y' day, w''' was a Bill for adjusting mailers at North- 
ampton, w'' may be occasioned by y* fire ; and, i"""?, for adjourning at 1 o'clock or 
goeing on to raise y' mony ; both w''' were carried for y* mony, y' latter by 160 ag*^ 
'38. & y' former by greater odds. The AniL-treasurisis being for going on, ihey 
carried every question y' was put during y" whole day ; nt length, about 6 at night, 
they settle'd y° mony to be rais'd by a land tax, 10 be paid in iS months by 
£17,004 171. 2(/. a month, w''' comes to so much more than ^300,000 as they reckon 
will de&ay y* charge of raysing it. 

' The business of P. S' Germain has been heard this night at y' Privy Councell 
caird exiraordinan-ly for y' purpose, & though no man believ'd a word his adversary 
said ag" him, yet he haveing put in a memoriall of y< matter of fact he in y' confess'd 
y' he was adviiing & willing to assist to ihe conversion the other pretended lo be 
about to make, w'''' advise and aid our L'^ Keeper says is treason by our laiv, so y^ a 
proclamation was order'd 10 issue out 10 seiic P. S' Germain as a traitor, w"' a promise 
of /200 to any one who shall bring him in dead or alive.'

' TueS; 9W.^The L'*' have been againe \'ery angry about y* booke w'^'' [hey 
yesterday condemn'd to be hum'd, & quarrel'd y L'' Privy Seal, who was y° Chaire- 
man to y° Committee appointed to examine it, for not being severe enough upon it ; 
they then consider y" vote of y" Commons touching y* English soldiers in y' French 
service, and tefus'd to concurr in it, but voted an address to y King to reinforce his 
proclamation w"' as great penalties as y' law would permit. 

' The Commons have been hammering away at several things, as about wool, how 
lo improve our trade as to y', Sec., but did nothing at all considerable. 

' rtW., lo/A. — The Commons have been this day upon y* Bill to make it treason 
to raise mony by y' King's commission without Act of Parlement ; & upon y' test 
w''' they have prepar'd 10 purge y^selves from being brib'd to give their votes. Read 
a Bill for y' punishment of such Eng, soldiers as are in y" French service contrary 10 
y' King's proclamation of y' si" May, Ik then went upon y° greivances of y" kingdome 
and, upon a complaint made j' 2 justices of y peace were sent for up to y° Counsell 
for haveing corrected some proceedings of y' officers of y* excise, voted it a greivance: — 
y' any justice of y' peace exercising his office in easing y° subjects ag" any receiver of 
y^ King's revenue should be sent for up to y* Counsell for so doeing.

' The L''* then debated a peliiion presented them by S' N. Pift, one of y' King's 
officers in Ireland, who being necessitated to come over hither to prosecute some 
business for y" King, desires y" protection of y" House from anesl during y' time of 
priviledge, which was after great opposition granted him. 

' The L' Berkely, notwithstanding his late great (it, is this day gone upon his 
Embassy to France. 

' The booke condemn'd on Monday by y* L*"" was this day burnt. 

' Thuri., I i/A.— The L** have been all this day about their priviledges of protesting 
in case Ihey be outvoted, & of inserting reasons for their protestations ; all agree y' 
protesting ag"- a vole and entering one's dissent in case he be out-voted, though it be 
but one single L''or any minor part, to be an undoubted priviledge; but y' Treasurisis 
say they ought not to add y' reasons for y' dissent, because then y= reasons of y* minai: 
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part appearing upon record, and not those of y* other side, every body will be apt to 
be partiall and be swayed by w^ they see, as ag^ w* they doc not see, & to censure 
y* major pan of y* House; on y* other side to countenance protesting without giveing 
reasons, say y® others, will be to encourage any opiniative to protest at any time without 
cause or reason ; at length after a long debate they ajoum'd y^ business till Monday, 
but it will be carryed without any question for y* reasons.

131, and y* next by 16 ; by which they see their owne strength. D"" Willis, y* great 
physician of our towne, is this day dead. 

^ Frid.y \^th, — The Commons satt last night till ten o'clock & voted, as I told it 
was most probable they would, y' y« appropriation of y* customes & y* mony bill for 
building of ships should be united and made but one bill, which they earned by 26

* They have done little this day in y* House, but were about regulating elections 
and other less material things, but they have spent a great part of this aftemoone in 
a Committee about >• busmess of Luzancy & S* Germain, w<* committee is also 
order'd to thinke of some way of encourageing such as shall be converted to ye 
Protestant religion and to bring in a bill to y^ purpose.

^ Sat.y 27M.— Some body or other has had the insolence to past up a villanous 
paper upon y^ dore of y« King's bedchamber, entitled "to King Charles the second," & 
containm^ this admirable poetry : '* in vaine for help to your old friends you call, when 
you like pittied them they must fall ; " but God be thanked there's no great danger to be 
feared from those who are so kind as to forwam, but in y^ mean time his Ma. is well 
waited upon & served by his officers. 

* The Duke of Albermarle has this day treated y* King, Duke, Prince, Duke of 
Monmouth, &c., at his new great house, w<* he bought of y* Earle of Clarendon, so y* 
now it is warm'd and may be call'd by his owne name. 

' The Earle of Derby was taken very ill at S^ Albans, on his way to his country, 
notwithstanding which he would goe on, which makes some feare he may die upon y* 
way. 

* The Earle of Pembroke had another rencounter yesterday at a play house at which 
he wounded one Davenant, S*" William's* son, and got a hurt himself. 

^Mond,y 29/A. — The L^* Witherington is dead, and his government of Barwick 
given to y« Earle of Ogle ; it is said y^ y^ Earles of Derby & Lincoln are likewise 
dead.

* Sir William Davenant, 1606-1668, poet and dramatist, son of John D'Avenant, a vintner 
and innkeeper of Oxford, who by his will provided that the inn was to be kept open as a tavern 
for the better relief of his children, and that two of his youngest daughters should keep the bar 
by turns. Sir William, who was Shakespeare's godson, was educated at Oxford, but he left 
early to become page to the Duchess of Richmond, then passed into the service of Fulke Greville, 
Lord Brooke, after whose murder, in 1628, he became a hanger-on about the Court, and took 
to writing plays and poetry, his first play being published in 1629. In 1638 he was appointed 
to succeed Ben Jonson as Poet Laureate. In 1662 he opened a theatre in Lincoln's Inn Fields. 
He had five or six sons, and it is impossible to say which of them was the one refened to.
